Rudman Is Annoyed at Investigator 
‘ Mucking Around 9 on Perot 9 s Behalf

WASHINGTON - New Hampshire Sen. 
Warren Rudman. who has been the object 
of speculation as a potential running mate 
for Ross Perot, said a Boston investigator 
made unauthorized inquiries about him. 
apparently at the request of the Texas 
billionaire. 

Questioned about the incident this 
week. Mr. Rudman confirmed that he 
learned from friends in his home state that 
a former Boston police commissioner who 
presented himself as acting on behalf of 
Mr. Perot had asked about the senator's 
background. 

"We don't know anything about that." 
said James Squires, the spokesman for the 
petition drive to get Mr. Perot on the 
presidential ballot. Mr. Squires said he 
based his information on speaking with 
Tom Luce, a longtime Perot attorney and 
senior figure in the drive, who said no 
inquiry had been authorized. Mr. Squires 
said he hadn't checked with Mr. Perot 
directly and became annoyed when asked 
if he would do so. 

Mr. Perot has used private inves* 
tigators in the past, and according to 
Mr. Rodmans account, inquiries were 
made by Joseph Jordan, a well-known 
figure in New England law enforcement 


circles who has been associated with a 
Boston investigative firm, Cass Associ- 
ates. Efforts to reach Mr. Jordan were 
unsuccessful. Edward Cass, a former Drug 
Enforcement Administration investigator 
and principal in the Boston firm, said the 
company itself hadn't been hired by Mr. 
Perot. 

Mr. Rudman. a former state attor- 
ney general in New Hampshire, said 
he was confident of the accuracy of 
his information. The senator, who is 
retiring this year, again said he has 
no Interest in running with the billion- 
aire and was clearly angered by what 
he saw as an intrusion of his privacy. 
He said that his recent contacts with Mr. 
Perot had been friendly but that Mr. Perot 
never sought his approval or informed him 
that such inquiries were to be made. 

Mr. Rudman said he hasn't discussed 
the matter with the Texan since learning 
that the checks were being made. "To have 
this done by private investigators mucking 
around is just absurd." said Mr. Rudman. 
"Just because people have a great deal of 
money doesn’t mean they can go mucking 
around in private lives." 

"I don’t think it's in the American 
tradition, it's a little ominous. You don't 
use private police forces to investigate 
people in America," Mr. Rudman said.

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 

MR. SAUPE: We might call him and swear him 

while we're waiting for her. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 

( Pause . ) 

JUDGE TURECK: We're ready to proceed. 

Go ahead and call your next witness, please. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, Complainant calls 

Mr. Patrick Wellington. 

JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Wellington, do you want to 

step forward? Step up the witness chair, remain standing 
and raise your right hand. 

Whereupon, 

JAMES PATRICK WELLINGTON 

having been duly sworn, was called as a witness herein and 
was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Good morning, Mr. Wellington. 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
(202) 628-4888 
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A Good Morning . 

0 Could you plMM state your full name for the 
record? 


A James P. Wellington. 

Q And what is your position with Alyeska? 

A Manager of Corporate Security and Aviation. 

Q And how long have you held that position? 

A Since May of 1978. 

Q And prior to May of 1978, did you work for 
Alyeaka? 

A Prior to May of '78? No, ma'am. 

Q What did you do? 

A 1 have approximately 30- some years of law 
enforcement and security experience here in the state of 
Alaska. 


Q Why don't you give a brief description of your 
career? 


A Sure. 1 spent two years in the Army and in 1955 
1 went to work for the Seward Police Department. In 1957, 
I went to work for the U.S. Marshall's Office when we were 
still a territory. 1 served as a Deputy U.S. Marshall in 
Seward and Anchorage. 

On statehood, I went to work for the Alaska 
State Troopers. I was transferred to Juneau. In 1962, I 
went to work for the Juneau Police Department. I was

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1 appointed Chief of Police in '63, served as Chief of 

2 Police of the City of Juneau from '63 until December of 

3 ' 70 when Governor Egan appointed me as Deputy 

4 Commissioner, Department of Public Safety. I served as 

5 Deputy Commissioner and Commissioner of the Department 

6 through Governor Egan's term. 

7 I was appointed Director of the Alaska State 

8 Troopers by Governor Hammond and served in that capacity 

9 until December of 1977 when I retired and 1 went to work 

10 for Atlantic Richfield Company. 

11 Q And when you went to work for Atlantic Richfield 

12 Company, what capacity tiid you go to work for them in? 

13 A I was assigned to open up their security office 

14 here in Anchorage. 

15 Q And you went from there to Alyeska, is that 

16 correct? 

17 A Yes, ma’am. I was put on loan to Alyeska in May 

18 of '78. 

19 Q Okay. And are you currently a direct Alyeska 

20 employee? 

21 A Yes, ma'am. I switched over in, I believe, in 

22 '85. 

23 Q Could you please briefly describe your 

24 professional training and education for your position at 

25 Alyeska? 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
(202) 628-4888 
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1 A Yes, ma'am. I have a high school education. I 

2 graduated from the FBI National Academy in 1965. I 

3 graduated from the Federal Bureau of Narcotics Training 

4 Academy in 1967. I graduated from the State Trooper 

5 Academy in 1960. 

6 I have had probably close to 3000 hours of 

7 professional and management type training in my 33 or 34 

8 years of security and law enforcement experience. 

9 0 And among those 3000 hours, did you receive 

10 training in procedures for law enforcement techniques in 

11 investigations? 

12 A I would say, ma'am, that I've attended schools 

13 Involving investigative techniques, management training, 

14 et: cetera. I think my answer would be yes. 

15 0 Well, specifically, sir, were you trained or in 

16 the context of your training have you ever received formal 

17 education on the proper use of investigative techniques in 

18 private investigations? 

19 A I've attended training seminars put on by the 

20 American Society of Industrial Security which dealt 

21 partially during the course of the four or five-day 

22 training program, ma'am, with investigative techniques and 

23 things like that. 

24 Q When did you attend that seminar? 

25 A I believe about — probably five or six years 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
(202) 628-4888 
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1 ago. It was in Boston. I can't remember the exact date. 

2 0 In the context of that seminar, were you given 

3 any instruction as to what was legal or not legal or what 

4 was overly invasive, for example, in taking someone's 

5 trash or telephone toll records? 

6 A I don't recall, ma'am, getting down to the very 

7 basic fundamental investigative techniques that might be 

8 used . 

9 I think it was more broad because of the 

10 inter jurisdictional people that were there, people from 

11 all over the United States, so they didn't specifically 

12 get into that type of activity. 

13 Q During your deposition, Mr. Wellington, you told 

14 me a little bit about being a member of a task force that 

15 rewrote some of Alaska's criminal statutes. Could you 

16 briefly put that on the record here? 

17 A Yes. In 1976, I guess, '76, '77, Governor 

18 Hammond, along with the Chief Justice, put together a task 

19 force to review the criminal statutes for the state and 

20 try to see if there was anything that could be done to 

21 streamline those statutes and bring them more in line with 

22 where we found ourselves after statehood. 1 was the 

23 Department of Public Safety's representative on that task 

24 force. 

25 Q Who was your supervisor at Alyeska from 1987 to 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
(202) 628-4888

1 January of 1991? 

2 A In 1987, I believe, ma'am, that my supervisor 

3 would have been Mr. Steve Dietrich. 1 report to the vice 

4 president of administration. Mr. Dietrich was that vice 

5 president. He subsequently left and Mr. James Dossinger 

6 came in. And, to be very honest with you, I can't recall 

7 exactly when Mr. Dossinger came on board. 

8 He came on and immediately was involved in a 

9 reorganization of Alyeska so we didn't see much of him 

10 during the first few months that he was there. But I 

11 would say to be more direct that it would be Mr. Dietrich 

12 and Mr. Dossinger. 

13 0 Does your department, security department, have 

14 any written procedures, standard procedures, that are to 

15 be followed in the conduct of internal corporate 

16 investigations? 

17 A I think my answer to that would be no. 

18 0 You have no written policies whatsoever. 

19 A We have written policy but on that particular 

20 subject I would say the answer would be no. 

21 0 Do you have any unwritten guidelines or 

22 memorandum or internal guidance that could be given 

23 to security officers or your assistant, I believe, 

24 Mr. Iversen? Was he your assistant? 

25 A Mr. Iversen is in the corporate security 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
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1 department in Anchorage, ma'am, and is in charge of the 

2 Anchorage security responsibility. 

3 Q So he's not your assistant. 

4 A He stands in for me when I'm gone. 

5 0 Do you have any guidelines, instructions, 

6 memorandum, even if they're not written procedures, on how 

7 to conduct investigations of internal matters? 

8 A No. 

9 Q Does your security department have the authority 

10 to initiate or conduct investigations of theft of Alyeska 

11 property? 

12 A Yes. 

13 Q Do you have to get anyone’s approval to conduct 

14 that type of investigation? 

15 A Normally speaking, ma’am, we work very closely 

16 with our legal department and when we institute an 

17 investigation, sometimes it will be in concert with them. 

18 If somebody calls up and says somebody stole a TV out of 

19 pump station 7, I don't run to the attorney and say can I 

20 please investigate this. I understand what my job is. 

21 Q What is your job in that context? 

22 A My job is to Investigate the theft -- one of my 

23 jobs is to investigation the theft of company property. 

24 0 In the course of your duties since 1978, have 

25 you on occasion been required to investigate the theft of 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
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1 company proparty? 

2 A What's your definition of "required"? 

3 Q Have incidents occurred in which you had to 

4 conduct an investigation of theft of company property? 

5 A Yes. 

6 Q How often does that occur? 

7 A I would say probably several times a year we get 

8 reports of theft of either company property, ma'am, or 

9 personal property of people at our living facilities. We 

10 investigate those also. 

11 Q Do you personally get involved in pursuing those 

12 investigations? 

13 A 1 can. Currently, we only have a corporate 

14 security man in Valdez and one in Fairbanks and up until 

15 recently there was just two of us in Anchorage so we're 

16 spread pretty thin. We have a lot of responsibilities so 

17 I guess I would classify myself as a working supervisor. 

18 Q Could you describe for me, please, 

19 Mr. Wellington, what process you follow if you would get a 

20 referral, for example, from one of the pump stations, that 

21 some piece of equipment had been stolen from Alyeska? 

22 A The first thing that 1 would do would be to talk 

23 to the corporate security supervisor in charge of that 

24 district, I divide the line up to northern and southern, 

25 and talk to that individual, if he wasn't the one that 

Heritage Reporting Corporation 
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reported it, and have him make a preliminary 
investigation, talk to the uniformed guard on-site, 
probably talk to the Alyeska people, make a determination 
if there are any investigative leads to follow and if 
there are investigative leads to follow, to go ahead and 
make an attempt to follow those up. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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Q Have there been occasions in the context of 
those Investigations where you have referred theft to 
police authorities? 

A Yes. 

Q How many times? 

A I would say in my nearly 14 years there probably 
maybe a dozen times. 

Q And have any of those referrals resulted in 
prosecutions? 

A I believe they have. 

Q What type of property was removed that led to 
prosecutions? 

A I believe, tools and things like that, as 1 
recall . 

Q Pieces of equipment? 

A Small. 

Q Were any of the prosecutions related to the 

theft or removal of documents? 

A (Pause.) Not that I recall. 

Q Did there come a time, Mr. Wellington, when your 

department became involved in an Investigation about the 
removal of information or documents from Alyeska? 

A Ever or when? 

Q Ever . 

A Yes. 
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Q Okay. And when was that? 

A (Pause.) I don't recall, ma'am, the first time 
that we conducted an internal investigation, possibly in 
the mid to late 80s. 

Q And what was that investigation about? 

A The one investigation that comes to mind was the 
drawing of some operational facilities at Valdez. We have 
-- over a period of time, ma'am, the company has been 
concerned about the public display of Alyeska documents by 
namely, Mr. Hamel, his bragging that he has sources inside 
Alyeska providing him documents, his public boasting of 
that. Obviously, ma'am, that raised a concern of our 
management, and we did some preliminary review of that 
also. 


Q Do you remember when the first investigation 
that you conducted was into Mr. Hamel's boasting of having 
sources? 

A I would say that would have been in the mid to 
the -- to the late 80s. 

Q And how did you conduct that investigation? 

A Well, we handled it, ma'am, internally within 
the capabilities of our Corporate Security Department, and 
we looked at -- at our internal Alyeska long distance 
calls to see if anybody was making phone calls to 
Mr . Hamel . 
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1 Q And how did you do that? 

2 A We have a computerized switch in our building, 

3 in our company, that prints out who the calls are made to. 

4 It doesn't print out what the calls are about, but it 

5 prints out the telephone that the call came from, the 

6 length of time that the call was made, and where the call 

7 went . 

8 Q And how did that investigation come about? Did 

9 someone ask you to conduct that? 

10 A Yes. 

11 Q Who did? 

12 A I believe it would have been our President, mr. 

13 George Nelson. 

14 0 And what do you recall about when he asked you 

15 to conduct that investigation? 

16 A (Pause.) As I - as I indicated, it was an 

17 ongoing concern within the company that documents were — 

18 were — were leaving, and Mr. Nelson on more than one 

19 occasion expressed concern and was wondering if there was 

20 anything that we could do, and 1 told him that certainly 

21 we could do some things internally within the company, but 

22 if that did not turn anything up, we probably wouldn't be 

23 able to do much more than that. So I said, "Fine.” 

24 Q And why did you tell him that you probably 

25 wouldn't be able to do any more than that it didn’t turn 
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1 up internally? 

2 A Basically because of the resources that I have 

3 available to me. 

4 Q Now , at the time that Mr. Nelson talked to you 

5 about that concern, were you aware that EPA had received 

6 documents from Mr. Hamel? 

7 A • I don’t recall. 

8 Q Were you aware that Alyeska had sued the EPA to 

9 get those documents back from Mr. Hamel? 

10 A I don't recall. 

11 Q Were you ever consulted in the context of the 

12 early days, as you describe, mid the late 80s, about how 

13 Mr. Hamel might be getting those documents? 

14 A Did I have conversations about that? 

15 Q Mmm-hmm. 

16 A I think that probably that Mr. Iversen and I 

17 probably discussed it. I didn’t — I don't think it took 

18 a rocket scientist to realize that they were coming 

19 internally from within the company. I think that was a 

20 given. 

21 Q Did anyone in your chain of command, either 

22 Mr. Nelson or -- where was Mr. Henman in relationship to 

23 you? 

24 A For a period of time, ma'am, Mr. Henman was our 

25 Terminal Superintendent, and then he was transferred to 
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1 Anchorage and subsequently made a Vice President of 

2 Engineering. I was out of his direction and command but 

3 certainly as a Vice President of the corporation, he was 

4 on the management committee, and he certainly could 

5 exercise, you know, a request and ability. 

6 0 Did you have any discussions with Mr. Henman 

7 about looking for leaks of Alyeska documents? 

8 A Yes. 

9 0 When was that? 

10 A Could have been in the — in the late 80s or -- 

11 the late 80s. 

12 Q What did he ask you to do? 

13 A Specifically, the incident that 1 recall talking 

14 to Mr. Henman about was the diagram that 1 believe showed 

15 up on a local television station which in some detail 

16 described an operational facility at Valdez, and he was 

17 wondering if it would be possible to determine who 

18 supplied that information. 

19 0 Prior to that particular conversation about the 

20 diagram, did Mr. Henman ever give you any Instructions to 

21 not look for the source of documents leaving Alyeska? 

22 A Not that I recall. 

23 Q Did either Mr. Nelson or Mr. Henman or anyone in 

24 your supervisory chain of command ever tell you to not try 

25 to identify the source of leaks to Mr. Henman? 
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A Not that I recall. 

Q Were you aware that that representation was made 
go the courts by Alyeska? 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. I don't 

think there's any evidence to support that statement. 

MS. GARDE: Let me withdraw the question. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Let me ask you to look at Exhibit 111. 

Let me find it for you. 

( Continued on the next page . ) 
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Q Mr. Wellington, I've turned to the affidavit of 
Ivan Henman, and I draw your attention to paragraph 4, 
which is on the second page, but you may take the time to 
read to put it in context. I assume that you have not 
seen this document before. 

A I have not. 

( Pause. ) 

THE WITNESS: I’ve read it. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Having read that paragraph in Mr. Henman’s 
affidavit --or have you read the entire affidavit? 

A No. Do you want me to read the whole thing? 

Q I think so. 

( Pause . ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Have you finished? 

A Yes , ma’am. 

Q Having read the affidavit of Mr. Henman, does 

that refresh your recollection at all, Mr. Wellington, on 
any instructions that you received to not look for leaks 
of information? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever seen that document before? 

A No, ma'am. 

Q Were you ever made aware by anyone in your 
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1 corporate chain of command that that had been a statement 

2 made to the EPA at that time frame or to the courts at 

3 that time frame? 

4 A I don't recall. 

5 0 Would you have been included in the loop on 

6 something like that? 

7 A (Pause.) I don’t know. 

8 Q Now , you indicated, sir, that there was a search 

9 of telephone records at Alyeska to determine if there 

10 was — if you could identify any callers. What number 

11 were you checking to see if it was called? 

12 A I believe Mr. Hamel had one or two numbers in 

13 Virginia. Those are the only ones that I recall that were 

14 checked. 

15 0 Was it only Mr. Hamel's number? 

16 A Mr. Hamel was the one that was bragging that he 

17 had information. It was a good investigative lead, and I 

18 took it. 

19 Q Other than Mr. Hamel's number, did you look at 

20 anybody else's numbers? 

21 A Not that I recall. 

22 Q What did your search of telephone numbers turn 

23 up? 

24 A As I recall, ma'am, at that time we weren't -- I 

25 don't think we made any connection between any numbers in 
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the early 80s, mid- 80s, any numbers. 

Q So it was a dry run? 

A Yes. 

Q So at the time that you concluded the 
investigation, you weren't any closer to finding the leaks 
than you were before, is that correct? 

A I would say that would probably be a fair 
characterization. 

Q When you reviewed Alyeska's phone records, did 
you find any calls from Alyeska to Mr. Hamel's number? 

A 1 don't believe we did, ma'am. 

0 I'd like for you to look at Exhibit 105. 

A Out of this book? 

Q Would you identify Exhibit 105, please? 

A Yes. That's a investigative report generated by 

me dated 11/24/87. 

Q And is that the report written regarding the 
investigation of numbers that you have just described? 

A I believe that that is probably correct, ma'am, 
and I think I've stated in here that one number belonged 
to Mr. Hamel, which the number was checked. However, no 
calls to his number were found, if that's what you're 
asking. 

0 So it's your testimony today, sir, that there 
was no identification of any potential source as a result 
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1 of that earlier phone probe, is that correct? 

2 A I believe that's correct. 

3 Q In the last -- I believe it's in the last 

4 paragraph of that exhibit, sir — there's a statement that 

5 there were no obvious callers identified. Were there any 

6 callers identified? 

7 A (Pause.) I don't see what you're referring to, 

8 but I think the answer is no. 

9 Q I don't want to look over your shoulder. So let 

10 me get my exhibit in front of me, Mr. -- 

11 A 1 don’t mind. 

12 Q Okay, well, just read the last sentence of the 

13 case status report on the bottom. 

14 A "Calls of over six to any number in Maryland or 

15 Virginia were checked, and a review of results did not 

16 turn up any obvious callers to Mr. Hamel." 

17 Q Is that your recollection of the results of that 

18 investigation? 

19 A Yes. 

20 Q Mr. Wellington, if a statement was made in 

21 another document that says, "An earlier review of 

22 Alyeska's ongoing telephone traffic had also suggested 

23 Scott as a possible source of leaked material," would that 

24 sentence be incorrect? 

25 A I don't know what context it was made in. 
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1 though. 

2 0 I'm showing you the oversight hearings from the 

3 congressional testimony of November 4th , 5th, and 6th. 

4 You were at those hearings, were you not, sir? 

5 A Yes. 

6 0 I'm going to show you page 516. 

7 MS. GARDE: The court has its copy, and my copy 

8 is circled. 

9 BY MS. GARDE: 

10 Q I'm reading from page 516, the first paragraph, 

11 the last sentence of the first paragraph. Would you read 

12 that, sir? 

13 Does that refresh your recollection about the 

14 conclusion of the initial investigation? 

15 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I suggest that the 

16 Witness be given an opportunity to determine what document 

17 this is and not going into a point in the middle of it. 

18 MS. GARDE: 1 certainly understand. 

19 ( Pause. ) 

20 MR. JORDAN: And I'd like to say. Your Honor, 

21 that we object to any questioning in connection with this 

22 document based on your prior rulings. This is a document 

23 which was furnished under duress to the Congress. Under 

24 your earlier ruling you have indicated that documents of 

25 this kind, not this particular document, but a similar 
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1 situation you viewed as having lost the privilege once 

2 they have been disclosed. However, you've also ruled that 

3 with respect to those things as to which there was at one 

4 time a privilege and there has been a disclosure pursuant 

5 to the congressional disclosure processes, that the 

6 questioning of witnesses with respect to the content would 

7 not be permitted. 

8 This particular document is a report to the 

9 owners committee of the Alyeska Pipeline Service Company 

10 by the law firm of Paul, Hastings, Janofsky 6 Walker in 

11 Los Angeles. It was prepared at the request of the owners 

12 to look into the Wackenhut investigation and make 

13 recommendations and advice of a legal nature to the owners 

14 with respect to the implications of that investigation. 

15 In that context, I think it fell originally 

16 clearly within the attorney-client privilege, and although 

17 we may not be able under your prior ruling to keep these 

18 documents from being introduced in some fashion provided 

19 they meet all the other requirements of admissibility, I 

20 believe that your earlier ruling with respect to 

21 questioning of the documents as reaffirmed in connection 

22 with the Bilgore notes issue would apply equally to this 

23 document. 

24 JUDGE TURECK: I think that you're extending my 

25 ruling broader than it was intended. Questions of a 
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1 privileged nature regarding these documents, questions of 

2 the attorneys and the people who directly gave the 

3 information that went into these documents -- those are 

4 the kind of questions that I will not permit. 

5 But questions not of a privileged nature are 

6 questions that I will permit even with reference to these 

7 documents. I mean, this document is no longer privileged, 

8 and if a question that’s being asked is not a question 

9 that in any sense is a question dealing with privilege, 

10 I'll permit the question. 

11 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I just want to make 

12 sure that you understand that the factual information 

13 that's in this document was obtained by attorneys from 

14 Paul, Hastings through the process of people who were 

15 clients or employees of clients and therefore fall into 

16 the core part of attorney-client privilege under the 

17 Upjohn doctrine, the Supreme Court case in Upjohn . 

18 So we understand that underlying facts -- if 

19 Ms. Garde wants to ask Mr. Wellington about the underlying 

20 facts relating to some event that's in here Independently, 

21 as in every case, the witness's underlying factual 

22 knowledge is not protected merely because they reported 

23 the same facts to counsel. It's our view, though, that 

24 using the privileged document, the information that came 

25 within the Upjohn doctrine as the vehicle for such 
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1 questioning is improper. 

2 MS. GARDE: May X respond. Your Honor? 

3 JUDGE TURECK: Yes, you may. 

4 MS. GARDE: First, I carefully phrased my 

5 questions. Your Honor, to contemplate your rulings and 

6 stay within those parameters, and I think the record will 

7 reflect I'm asking him a question that essentially is a 

8 refreshing his recollection on a sentence that is directly 

9 contrary to his previous testimony regarding finding no 

10 possible source of leaked materials in the first 

11 investigation of 1987. 

12 The sentence I’ve referred him to is essentially 

13 directly contrary to that statement. I think I have set 

14 forth a sufficient basis to show this document, and I am 

15 using it only to refresh his recollection. 

16 JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Jordan, anything further? 

17 MR. JORDAN: Pardon? Well, Your Honor, I mean, 

18 I think I stated our position that it's — there are 

19 certainly other bases for asking someone to refresh their 

20 recollection. Refreshing a recollection by the use of a 

21 privileged document is simply not permitted. It violates 

22 a fundamental element of the privilege -- 

23 MS. GARDE: Your Honor -- 

24 MR. JORDAN: --to use a document in that 

25 fashion. 
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1 realize this is a, you know, somewhat unique 
circumstance with Congress having taken the owner 
companies and Alyeska's privileged documents and having 
spread them on the public record, but -- and nothing you 
do or we can do will unring that particular bell, but we 
believe the bell should not be rung any additional times. 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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1 JUDGE TURECK: I’m going to sustain the 

2 objection in regard to the particular question you're 

3 asking. I think it's directly related to information that 

4 was given to the attorney and that's privileged and I 

5 think that this document will have to speak for itself on 

6 that . 

7 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, with all due 

8 respect, and I certainly will respect your ruling, I'd 

9 like an opportunity then to have my second bite at the 

10 apple. 

11 I think this is a public document and I think 

12 since it is a public document that it can be used under 

13 all the rules of evidence under any circumstances to 

14 refresh the witness' recollection. I have not moved its 

15 entry into evidence, I have not elicited whether or not 

16 that information — 

17 JUDGE TURECK: I have not restricted you from 

18 offering this into evidence. 

19 As a matter of fact, that's specifically the 

20 ruling that I made, that it can be offered into evidence 

21 because it is no longer privileged. 

22 But what I did rule was that I'm not going to 

23 permit further questions delving more deeply into 

24 privileged documents that released because those questions 

25 are, again, in the nature of privilege. If this is the 
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1 information that he gave to his attorney during the course 

2 of the attorney's investigation of this issue, these are 

3 privileged questions. 

4 MS. GARDE: I don’t even think it's clear. Your 

5 Honor, from this document if he gave that information. 

6 That’s why I'm asking if it refreshes his recollection. 

7 JUDGE TURECK: Well, why don't you ask him if he 

8 was the one who gave that information? 

9 MS. GARDE: That I think would, in my opinion, 

10 cross over the line into what he told his attorneys. 

11 JUDGE TURECK: Well, it seems to me from this 

12 exhibit that in fact he is the one who provided that 

13 information, so that was the basis of my ruling. 

14 BY MS. GARDE: 

15 Q Mr. Wellington, is there anything in looking at 

16 Exhibit 105 that tells you or gives you any clue at all as 

17 to whether Mr. Scott emerged from your search of telephone 

18 records as a potential source of information to Mr. Hamel? 

19 MR. JORDAN: Same objection and same basis. Your 

20 Honor . 

21 (Pause.) 

22 MR. JORDAN: I’m sorry. Your Honor. I had the 

23 wrong exhibit in mind. 

24 MS. GARDE: I'm talking about the public 

25 exhibit. 
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JUDGE TURECK: All right. You can answer that 

question. 

THE WITNESS: Would you restate the question? 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Is there anything in looking at Exhibit 105 or 
searching your memory, sir, that refreshes your 
recollection about whether or not Mr. Scott emerged from 
that telephone search as a suspected source of information 
to Mr. Hamel? 

A In reviewing the report, I would say no. 

Q Is it your recollection, sir, that your 

telephone records of Alyeska turned up any telephone calls 
to Mr. Hamel's residence? 

A As I recall, no. 

Q Between the investigation that is summarized in 

105 and the next investigation that you undertook to 
determine leaks, which I understand is the one regarding 
the drawing, did you conduct any other investigative 
efforts to determine the source of documents or 
information to Mr. Hamel? 

A Not that I recall but if you have something to 
refresh my memory, I’d take a look at it. 

Q Well, I don't, Mr. Wellington. 

A Okay. 

0 If I did, I would show it to you. 
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1 What I’m trying to determine, sir, is how 

2 Mr. Scott, of all the employees at the Alyeska terminal 

3 rose to the top of the heap of suspects of providing 

4 information to Mr. Hamel. 

5 How did he emerge to you, sir, as a suspect of 

6 leaked information to Mr. Hamel? 

7 A His name was provided to me by, I believe, 

8 Mr. Henman. 

9 0 When? 

10 A Probably in the '87 timeframe. I'm not exactly 

11 sure, ma'am. I don't have notes in front of me. 

12 0 What did Mr. Henman tell you? 

13 A Concerning the drawing? Is that what you want 

14 to know? 

15 Q No, I want to know what Mr. Henman told you 

16 about why he thought Mr. Scott was a leak to Mr. Hamel. 

17 A I don't really recall. 

18 Q Did Mr. Henman give you any indication of having 

19 talked to supervisors? 

20 A I don't recall. 

21 Q Did Mr. Henman give you any indication that they 

22 had caught Mr. Scott with any documents on the way to 

23 Mr. Hamel? 

24 A I don't recall. 

25 0 Did Mr. Henman give you any information 
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whatsoever that led you to conclude that Mr. Scott was 
probably leaking information to Mr. Hamel? 

A I don’t recall that either. 

Q When did the conversation take place? 

A I don’t recall. 

Q In what context did the conversation take place? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Was there anybody else that Mr. Henman 
identified as a potential target of information? Or, I'm 
sorry, any leak of information to Mr. Hamel? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Was there anyone else that was on your list, 
sir, of people who may have been providing information to 
Mr. Hamel? 

A At what time? 

Q In 1987. 

A I don't recall. 

Q When Mr. Henman told you that Mr. Scott was 
considered a leak of information to Mr. Hamel, did you 
then also consider him a suspect? 

A I guess to characterize that a little 

differently, ma'am, I would have characterized him as an 
investigative lead that we should follow up. 

Q Okay. Did you have any other investigative 

leads? 
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1 A At that time, I don't recall that we did. 

2 Q What information did you rely on in supporting 

3 your own conclusion that Scott was an investigative lead? 

4 A Basically, I relied on the information provided 

5 me, ma'am, by Mr. Henman. 

6 Q Did you or anyone under your direction or 

7 control in the period of 1987 and early 1988 check 

8 Mr. Scott's company telephone number beyond what's in

A No. 

Q Did you check Mr. Scott's travel arrangements to 
the lower United States? 

A No. 

Q Did you ask or interview any employee who worked 

with Mr. Scott to determine if he had talked about giving 
documents to Mr. Hamel? 

A No. 
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1 Q Did you consider doing any of these things? 

2 A No. 

3 Q Did you have the authority to do any of these 

4 things to find the leaks of documents? 

5 A I would say, ma'am, that we had the authority to 

6 do those things that were legal. You suggested some 

7 things that were Illegal. We certainly wouldn't have the 

8 authority to do that nor would I use those techniques. 

9 But 1 guess to answer your question, had the 

10 authority to do what I felt was appropriate and I 

11 basically told you what we did. 

12 Q Let me try another approach, Mr. Wellington. 

13 Did you or anyone connected with Alyeska that 

14 you're aware of analyze the information that Hamel had 

15 apparently given to the EPA, either that he talked about 

16 in the newspapers, that he talked about on television, 

17 that he wrote letters to and referred to in his letters, 

18 to determine where on the terminal the information must 

19 have been coming from? 

20 A If I can -- so I give you the right answer, are 

21 you asking if I or anybody in corporate security reviewed 

22 the information that allegedly Mr. Hamel was providing to 

23 EPA to determine where that information might have been 

24 coming from? 

25 Q First I'm asking you about security, yes, sir. 
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A The answer is no. 

Q Are you aware of whether or not anyone in 
Alyeska did that? 

A I have no idea. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Did you discuss with Mr. Henman any possible 
approaches to confirm whether or not Mr. Scott was 
actually providing information to Mr. Hamel? 

A Did I discuss with Mr. Henman our investigative 
techniques? I don't recall that I did. 

Q Well, did he ask you to find out or confirm if 
Mr. Scott was leaking information to Mr. Hamel in 1987, 
early 1988? 

A Like I said earlier, I believe either him or 
Mr. Nelson. I'm not sure. 

Q 1 don't understand your answer, sir. You talked 
to Mr. Henman and Mr. Nelson? 

A I talk to them frequently. 

Q Okay. About Mr. Scott. 

A Not frequently about Mr. Scott. I talk to them 
frequently. 

Q Okay. Did you have a conversation with 
Mr. Nelson in which he suggested any possible methods by 
which you could conclude or determine if Scott was the 
leak? 

A No. No, ma'am. r 

Q You live in Anchorage, do you not, sir? 

A Yes.

A Frequently. 

Q Do you read the newspapers articles about 
Alyeska? 

A Yes, I would say I probably do. 

Q During the period of 1987 and 1988 , do you 
recall reading articles in which Mr. Hamel was talking 
about problems at the terminal, environmental problems at 
the terminal? 

A You know, I can only say — I reluctantly 
subscribe to both papers so if there were articles in 
there I probably read them. 

Q Do you remember looking at any articles, sir, in 
the context of the time period 1987 and 1988 and 
discussing those articles with Mr. Henman or Mr. Nelson? 

A I don't recall that I did. 

Q Would you please look at Exhibit 18? 

( Pause. ) 

JUDGE TURECK: Ms. Garde, do you want to offer 

Exhibit 105? 

MS. GARDE: Oh, yes. I’d like to offer Exhibit 

105, Your Honor. 

JUDGE TURECK: Any objection? 

MR. JORDAN: Exhibit 105? No objection. Your 

Honor . 

JUDGE TURECK: Then it's admitted. 
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(The document referred to. 
having been previously 
marked for identification as 
Complainant's Exhibit 
No. 105. was received in 
evidence. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Do you have Exhibit 18 in front of you. sir? 

A Yes . ma'am. 

Q What is Exhibit 18? 

A It is a case report generated by myself 
concerning the alleged theft of proprietary information, 
is the title of the case. The date is May 1988. 

Q And how did it come about that this 
investigation was commissioned or conducted? 

A Who asked me to do it? 

0 Yes. 

A I believe Mr. Henman did. 

Q What did Mr. Henman tell you? 

A He asked if it would be possible, as I recall, 
to the best of my recollection, to determine who made and 
distributed the document concerning an operational 
facility at Valdez. And I believe he indicated it went to 
a local television station but 1 don't recall for sure. 

0 So he came to you and asked you to conduct an 
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1 investigation. 

2 A Yes . 

3 Q Did you obtain a copy of the drawing from the 

4 local television? 

5 A I believe that -- I personally did not get it 

6 from the local television station but I did get a copy of 

7 the drawing and I'm not sure exactly who gave it to me. 

8 It could have been Mr. Henman. 

9 Q You don ’ t remember where you got the drawing? 

10 A No, I don't. 

11 Q Okay. Would you please look at Exhibit -- leave 

12 this exhibit open, but look at Exhibit 72. 

13 A Same book? I've got more books here than I can 

14 handle. 

15 (Pause.) 

16 Q Mr. Wellington, I apologize for the number of 

17 exhibits you have in front of you. Mr. Bally is showing 

18 you Exhibit 72. , 

19 Is that a copy of the diagram that you've just 

20 been discussing? 

21 A To my recollection, that would appear to be it. 

22 0 And who was the drawing made for? Or who does 

23 it was made for? 

24 A It says that it was prepared for Trustees for 

25 Alaska on 1/30/88 for information only, no scale. 
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1 Q And who is Trustees for Alaska? 

2 A They're an outfit here in town. I don't know 

3 that much about them. 

4 Q What do they do? 

5 A I'm not sure what they do. 

6 Q Do you recall telling me in your deposition you 

7 thought they were a law firm? 

8 A I found that out afterwards, that they have some 

9 lawyers working for them. 

10 Q At the time, did you know what they were? 

11 A No. 

12 Q And you didn't obtain that document, Mr. Henman 

13 gave it to you. Is that correct? 

14 A I did not obtain the document. Mr. Henman may 

15 have given it to me. I personally got it from somebody 

16 internally within the company, probably Mr. Henman but if 

17 somebody else came forth and said they gave it to me, 

18 fine. 

19 Q Is there any question in your mind that CX-72 is 

20 the document that you later conducted a handwriting 

21 analysis on? 

22 A Well, I would say that it probably is. I 

23 haven't seen the document in some time. I don't have a 

24 copy of it now to compare to it, but if you tell me it is, 

25 I'll take your word for it. 
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1 Q Well, I want you to take your own lawyer's word 

2 for it but I * 11 represent to you that that ' s what was 

3 provided to us. 

4 A I trust you. 

5 MS. GARDE: Okay. 

6 Can 1 move that exhibit into evidence. Your 

7 Honor, CX-72? 

8 JUDGE TURECK: You can move it, yes. We'll see 

9 if it will be accepted. 

10 Any objection? 

11 MR. JORDAN: No objection. 

12 I would just note for the record here if it's 

13 going in that the third page and the first page are really 

14 the same pages except one has notations on it, so it's 

15 effectively 1 think two pages and another page that's a

17 JUDGE TURECK: Is that your understanding as

No. 72, was received in 
evidence. ) 


BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Now, when you received that document, what 
actions did you engage in, sir, to determine who had drawn 
that document? 

A First of all, 1 discussed with Mr. Henman, who 1 
think you'll recall served at one time as our terminal 
superintendent, to determine if the information on the 
drawing could have been drawn by somebody who basically 
didn't have a knowledge of the operational facility or 
would it require somebody who had a working knowledge. 

In other words, ma'am, trying to make a determination of 
whether it was drawn by somebody probably internal who had 
some working knowledge or somebody who didn't have. 

Basically, as I recall, Mr. Henman said that 
except for a couple of minor things that technically the 
drawing was fairly accurate, which I just -- from an 
investigative standpoint, I needed to know if we were 
looking at somebody who just didn't know what the facility 
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1 was and it was all screwed up or if it was fairly factual, 
i 2 And it was determined from my interview with Mr. Henman 

3 that it was a fairly factual drawing. 

4 Q Was there anything in the drawing , sir, that was 

5 more detailed than documents that had been provided to the 

| 6 EPA and to the Alaska Department of Environmental 

7 Conservation that contained drawings and schematics of the 

8 plant ' s operations? 

9 A I would have no way of knowing that. 

j 10 Q So if there was a very similar drawing in the 

11 public record someone could have drawn it from that? Is 

12 that a possibility? 

13 A I would have no way of knowing. 

14 Q Did you make any attempt to determine that 

15 before you -conducted an investigation to see where it came 

16 from? 

17 A No. 

18 Q Now, how did you go about conducting your 

19 investigation to determine who may have drawn that 

| 20 diagram? 

21 A Well, as 1 said, after I conferred with 

22 Mr. Henman and was advised that in all probability the 

' 23 individual or individuals who prepared the drawing had a 

24 working knowledge of the facility, we then looked 

25 internally to make a determination of whether or not we 
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could find out internally whether or not the leak was 
there and, again, relying on Mr. Henman's experience and 
positions within Alyeska, as I recall, I asked him for a 
list of names of people who might be either in a position 
to draw this, possibly have a motive to do it and he 
provided me a list of names and those are the ones, ma'am, 
that we ran the handwriting samples against. 

Q Do you recall him giving you an actual list with 
people's names on it? 

A 1 think not. I think probably we discussed it. 

I may have written them down and, as I recall, there 
was -- 1 haven't looked at the stuff in a long time but, 
you know, maybe a half a dozen people on there. 

Q Did he tell you how someone got on that list of 
suspects? 

A I didn't ask him. 

Q You didn't ask him and he didn't tell you. 

A As I recall. 

Q So he gave you a list of names of people who 
were potentially Involved with drawing the diagram and 
what action did you take then? 

A I contacted Mr. Campbell, a retired Anchorage 
police officer who is a handwriting expert, and asked 
Mr. Campbell if he could look at the drawings and compare 
them with known handwriting samples that we had. 
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Q And where did you get the handwriting samples 
for the people who were on the list? 

A From Alyeska internal documents. 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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1 Q What kind of Alyeska internal documents? 

2 A As I recall , employees that go to work for us 

3 have a badge, and they sign a card. There are some other 

4 documents the human resources people have to sign. There 

5 may have been some work notes and work products of Valdez 

6 that was made available. It's been a while. So 1 — you 

7 know, I just can't recall everything that we have, but 

8 everything that we got, ma'am, was internal and under our 

9 control .

Q So whatever Mr. Henman told you came from his 
knowledge of the operations of the terminal, the conduct 
of the employees on that job, statements he may have 
picked up, or some other reason, but it didn't come from 
you, is that correct? 

A I think that would be fair to say. 

Q Did you ever conduct an investigation of any of 

these six individuals other than Mr. Scott to determine 
whether or not their phone lines or their extensions at 
the Alyeska facility were being used to call Mr. Hamel? 

A I believe, ma'am, in the general review of all 
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telephone information that we had available to us that if 
these individuals had a personal Alyeska phone assigned to 
them at their work place , that's -- their phone number 
would have been included in the general review that we 
did. So to answer your question, were they specifically 
cited? Probably not. Were they generally reviewed? The 
answer would probably be yes. 

Q Mr. Campbell you said worked at the police 
department. Have you ever used him before at Alyeska to 
check handwriting of any documents? 

A I believe we did. 

Q And what was that for? 

A We had a rather large embezzlement, a large 
kickback, and I believe I used him in that case. 

Q But only in that context? 

A ( Pause . ) Have you got something that says 

different? I'll look at it. I don't recall. 

Q No, I'm just asking you if there was any other 
time that you had Mr. Campbell compare employees' 
handwriting to anything that was under investigation. 

A I think on one other occasion. 

Q Besides the embezzlement? 

A No. 1 think that might have been it. 

Q Now, what were Mr. Campbell's conclusions after 
having reviewed the handwriting samples? 
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A (Pause.) Basically what he said is he -- **1 
have discarded Nichols, Shier, Minish, Rutledge as 
suspects in this case. I feel Scott is a very strong 
possibility as the maker of the diagram, but without 
finding the letters M and U, I cannot say he is the one, 
only that his handwriting are the closest to the maker of 
the document . " 

Q Now, after he concluded — reached that 
conclusion, did you go back and tell Mr. Henman that? 

A I'm sure 1 did . 

Q Did you decide to take any action regarding 
Mr. Scott? 

A Did I decide to take any action? No. 

Q Did Mr. Henman? 

A I don't know. 

Q Did you discuss with Mr. Henman whether or not 
he was going to take any personnel action as a result of 
the conclusion? 

A I don't recall. Probably not. 

Q You probably didn’t discuss it with him? 

A Probably not . 

Q There was another incident regarding documents 

leaving Alyeska which turned up in the back of a car, 
isn't that true? 

A Yes. 
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1 Q Okay. Could you briefly describe what that was 

2 about? 

3 A We received a phone call, ma'am, I believe from 

4 somebody in our Legal Department which had indicated that 

5 they had received a call from somebody at the Anchorage 

6 Police Department indicating that a local Anchorage towing 

7 company during the process of inventorying a vehicle that 

8 had been impounded had come across a box of documents that 

9 appeared to belong to Alyeska. That information was 

10 relayed to us, and we subsequently conducted an 

11 investigation and retrieved the box of documents. 

12 0 And was that investigation or did you conduct an 

13 investigation into how those documents got into that car? 

14 A Basically our investigation — we went and got 

15 the documents, found out that they were technical type 

16 manuals. They were addressed to Nr. Hamel care of the 

17 Trustees of Alaska. 

18 Q And who were they from? 

19 A From 1 believe, EPA Regional Office in Seattle. 

20 0 Did you notify EPA that you had Intercepted 

21 those documents? 

22 A We -talked to EPA and asked if they in fact did 

23 send the documents to Mr. Hamel in care of the Trustees of 

24 Alaska, and I did not personally make the phone call, but 

25 as 1 recall, it was related to me that an individual there 
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said, "Yes, those were Hr. Hamel's instructions." 

Q And did you notify Mr. Hamel that you had 
intercepted some United States mail that had gone 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q — from EPA — 

MR. JORDAN: No indication --no foundation 

MS. GARDE: Can I finish my question? 

JUDGE TURECK: Let her finish the question. 

Yes. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Did you notify Mr. Hamel that you had received 
or intercepted in whatever way some United States mail 
that had gone from EPA to Mr. Hamel? 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor, and the 

basis is that there has been no testimony, no foundation 
for the statement of any interception of U.S. mail, no 
indication the box in question ever moved in the U.S. mail 
or if it did in fact move in the U.S. mail, whether its 
journal had been terminated in the mail system. So 
there's just no foundation to that question. 

I don't have any objection to pursuing that line 
of inquiry with the proper foundation, but there's no 
foundation. That misstates the situation. 

MS. GARDE: Let me do a little foundation work. 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Can you turn to Exhibit 70 and 71? 

JUDGE TURECK: That's 70? 

MS. GARDE: Yes. 

( Continued on the next page . ) 
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MS. GARDE: If I can have a quick minute. Your 

Honor. He has my copy of that exhibit. 

MR. SAUPE: We'll find it in here. 

JUDGE TURECK: Off the record for a minute. 

(Whereupon, a brief recess was taken.)

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1 0 Of what part of the plant? 

2 A Let's see here. Power vapor plant , some 

3 training manuals, some power plant mechanical flow 

4 diagram*, power generation, vapor recovery information. 

5 Dated '76 and '77. 

6 0 When you received the box, had it already been 

7 opened? 

8 A Yes. 

9 Q Who opened it? 

10 A I have no idea. 

11 0 Did you undertake any investigation to determine 

12 how those documents had gotten out of Alyeska? 

13 A As I recall, ma'am, we talked to — possibly 

14 again maybe Mr. Henman, who would have the most knowledge 

15 concerning the documents, about them because I didn't know 

16 what they really were or how important they were and he 

17 basically indicated that they were as they are in that — 

18 that they were made available to Alyeska employees as part 

19 of their work assignment. 

20 Q Did Mr. Henman ask you to do any further inquiry 

21 or search to determine where those documents had come from 

22 or who they had belonged to? 

23 A No, not that I recall. 

24 0 Is there anything Mr. Henman told you about 

25 those documents that would indicate to you that they were 
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1 important proprietary materials that should not have been 

2 disclosed to EPA? 

3 A I don't recall that. 

4 Q I'd like to move Exhibit 19, 20, 70 and 71 in 

5 but let me ask you to first identify, Mr. Wellington, 

6 Exhibit 71. 

7 A Exhibit 71 is a supplemental case report, 

8 Alyeska case 82A46 prepared by one of our corporate 

9 security staff members, Jim Hill.

Q Mr. Wellington, we'll tie up this line of 
questioning on the early investigations, I think, by 
having you look at Exhibit 20. 

A Okay. 

Q Could you identify that document, please? 

A It's an internal memo from one of our corporate 
security staff, Roger Iversen, to myself dated 
February 22, 1990 and the subject is proprietary 
information leak. 

0 And what was it prepared for? 

A What was it prepared for? It was prepared by 
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Mr. Iverson for roe. 

Q For what purpose? 

A Just wanted to go through and review the 
incidents that we've had concerning proprietary leaks and 
put them down in one memo. 

Q Was there something else going on at the time 
that led you to ask Mr. Iversen to write that memo and 
kind of summarize it all? 

A I believe that we were getting ready to take a 
more serious position and attempting to develop 
information concerning our internal disappearance of 
sensitive documents. 

Q You had already talked to Mr. Wayne Black from 
Wackenhut by that time, hadn't you? 

A Ma'am, I'm at a little disadvantage because I 
don't have any notes in front of me. If you say so, it 
would be on the record, if there's stuff out there that 
says I did, then I'll take your word for it. 

Q Well, let me ask it this way, Mr. Wellington: 
when you asked Mr. Iversen to write a summary of the 
investigations that had been done to date, looking for 
leaks of information within Alyeska, did you ask him to 
cover everything that had been done under your reign in 
that position, sir, so you could tell that to someone? 

A I would characterize the summation that 
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1 Mr. Iversen did for me was just to bring all the 

2 information together so that as we proceeded forward, if 

3 we did, we would have a list of things at least that we 

4 internally looked at or were aware of or that was brought 

5 to our attention and I would say that Exhibit 20 basically 

6 does that, lays that out. 

7 MS. GARDE: With that foundation, I'd like to 

8 move in Exhibit 20 as well. 

9 MR. JORDAN: No objection.

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1 JUDGE TURECK: You can proceed. 

2 BY MS. GARDE: 

3 Q Mr. Wellington, I have a few more questions to 

4 tie up the time period up to February of 1990. Isn't it 

5 true that both Mr. Henman and Mr. Nelson identified to you 

6 Bob Scott as a probable or possible leak of Alyeska 

7 documents? 

8 A I believe, as I've answered before, that in the 

9 course of the conversation with both Mr. Nelson and 

10 Mr. Henman in trying to develop investigative leads that 

11 Mr. Scott's name did come up, yes. 

12 Q Isn't it also true that it was a general 

13 assumption among at least some Alyeska employees that Bob 

14 Scott was in contact with Mr. Hamel? 

15 A I have no knowledge of that. 

16 Q Do you remember giving your deposition in my 

17 office in Houston, sir? 

18 A Yes. 

19 Q I'd like to draw your attention, sir, in your 

20 deposition to page 146, at the bottom of 146, beginning at 

21 line 21 through the first five lines, six lines of 147. 

22 (Pause.) 

23 BY MS. GARDE: 

24 Q Have you had an opportunity to review the 

25 question and your answer, sir? 
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1 A Yes . 

2 0 Do you see your testimony there that you said, 

3 quote, "I think it was that, and I think it was a general 

4 assumption on the part of some Alyeska employees that 

5 Mr. Scott was in contact with Mr. Hamel"? Do you see 

6 that? 

7 A Yes . 

8 Q Now do you remember testifying, sir, that there 

9 was a general assumption? 

10 A I think my answer is consistent. I said 1 

11 talked to Mr. Nelson and Mr. Henman. There may have been 

12 other people, Mr. Smith, our General Counsel, the general 

13 assumption. 1 think my answer is consistent. 

14 Q Well, 1 asked you or Mr. Hardy asked you about 

15 Mr. Henman previous to that, and 1 think that question and 

16 answer sought whether there was any other information that 

17 you had about why you assume Mr. Scott was leaking 

18 documents. Is there anyone else you discussed besides 

19 Mr. Henman and Mr. Nelson? 

20 A Probably at some point in time our General 

21 Counsel, Mr. Smith. I don't — probably in our own shop, 

22 Mr. Iversen, other people. 

23 Q So when you say "general assumption on the part 

24 of some Alyeska employees," you're only referring to those 

25 individuals, no one else? 
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A I would say that at the time I gave my 
deposition and now that there was some general feeling 
among certain people that Mr. Scott was providing 
information to Mr. Hamel. 
q What people? 

A I think I basically have indicated those that 
I’ve talked to, and there — you know, there may be 
others, but — 

Q When you gave your deposition, sir, who are you 
referring to? 

A Basically those people. 

Q Did you ever talk to Mr. Henman’s replacement 
about Bob Scott being a potential leak of documents? 

A Mr. Howitt? 

Q Yes. 

A Boy, if I did, it would have been, you know, 
quite some time ago, several years ago. He was Terminal 
Superintendent also. So it’s conceivable that I could 
have in his capacity as Terminal Superintendent. In his 
capacity as Vice President of Engineering, no. 

q When would you have had this conversation with 

Mr. Howitt? 

A I couldn ' t — I don * t recall . 
q Did you ever discuss the problem of leaked 

documents with Mr . Howitt? 
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1 A Probably several years ago when he was the 

2 Terminal Superintendent, which would have been five or six 

3 years ago . 

4 Q Do you have a specific recollection of that? 

5 A No, ma'am, I don't, whatever. I don't recall. 

6 0 You indicated earlier, before the break, that 

7 you did not have any discussions about personnel action 

8 that might be taken against Mr. Scott as a result of what 

9 you'd learned or concluded about his involvement. Do you

13 A Absolutely not. 

14 Q Did there come a time when you suggested to 

15 Mr. Scott's supervisors that they not make a decision 

16 about Mr. Scott because something else was pending? 

17 A Yes, ma’am. 

18 0 When was that? 

19 A (Pause.) 1990? Probably -- if you -- again, if 

20 you've got something that -- I don't have any notes in 

21 front of me. I — 

22 0 Just do your best, sir, to remember. 

23 A Maybe oh, April, May. I -- no, I don't know. 

24 If you told me it was July, I’d say, "Fine." 

25 0 Well, how soon before Mr. Scott was terminated?

A Oh, months. 

Q And who did you talk to? 

A Mr. Rod Pugh, who was the Acting Terminal 


Manager . 

Q And what did you tell Mr. Pugh? 

A I told him in our telephone conversation that it 
had come to my attention that Alyeska was in the process 
-- it was my understanding — in the process of preparing 
to discharge Mr. Scott, and if that was so, I would 
appreciate if they could hold off, and 1 would discuss the 
matter with him at a later date. He advised me that, yes, 
they were in the process, I believe, as I recall, of 
preparing the documents to terminate 
Mr. Scott and that he would hold off.

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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Did you ever give him any explanation of why? 

A Absolutely not. 

0 Did he ask you? 

A Took my word for it. 

Q Well, what do you mean by that, he took your 
word for it? 

A I asked him not to take some action, I told him 
I couldn't discuss it with him and at some point in time I 
would. That was the end of the conversation. 

JUDGE TURECK: Who did you have this 

conversation with? 

THE WITNESS: Mr. Rob Pugh, P-U-G-H. 

JUDGE TURECK: And what is his -- 

THE WITNESS: He was the acting terminal 

superintendent, sir, at the time. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Thank you. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q How did it come to your attention that there was 
some activity being contemplated about Mr. Scott? 

A I'm not sure and I think I've testified before, 
ma'am, that either in a general conversation with Mrs. 

Carr in our human resources or with Mr. Trotter or one of 
our attorneys, lead attorneys, who handles human affairs 
matters with the company. 
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1 Q They brought it to your attention that there was 

2 something ongoing to get rid of Mr. Scott? 

3 A I think -- not basically in that context, ma'am. 

4 I work very closely — our department works very closely 

5 with human resources and also with the legal department 

6 and I would take it more as a general item of discussion 

7 between an individual and myself on how things were going 

8 and that they were working on a situation involving 

9 Mr. Scott. That tweaked my curiosity. I didn't say 

10 anything and almost — you know, within probably that day 

11 made a phone call. Did not discuss the situation with 

12 those individuals as I recall at that time, just made the 

13 phone call and put it on hold. 

14 0 So in that Instance, you did interject yourself 

15 to some degree in a personnel decision. 

16 A Yes, 1 did. 

17 Q Do you recall in the context of putting this in 

18 your mind of when this conversation occurred whether or 

19 not there had been an incident at the parking lot with 

20 Mr. Scott yet? 

21 A 1 don't recall. 

22 Q Do you remember any of the details about why 

23 they were working on getting rid of Mr. Scott? 

24 A As 1 recall and to the best of my recollection, 

25 I didn't get involved in that and I don't recall. 
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1 Q You don't remember why at all. 

2 A Not that 1 recall. 

3 Q Do you remember if it was before or after the 

4 reorganization plan had been implemented? 

5 A Well, I think it might have been before but that 

6 would be a guess on my part, an assumption. I'm not sure. 

7 0 How closely do you work with the personnel 

8 department? 

9 A On certain matters, ma'am, fairly close. We do 

10 background Investigations on people we hire and things 

11 like that and that fall9 within the general ramification 

12 of HR. We also — for contractors who become Involved In 

13 activities on the line in violation of our drug, alcohol 

14 and firearms policy work with HR on those matters. Those 

15 type of things. 

16 Q When an employee is suspected of theft, do you 

17 work with personnel on that? 

18 A Normally speaking, at some point in time they 

19 would probably get involved but it could be not right off 

20 the bat . 

21 Q So who is the — let me rephrase the question. 

22 How physically close are you to their offices? 

23 A I'm in a different building. They're on the 

24 third floor of our main headquarters. I'm on the ground 

25 floor of 1901, so we're a building away and three floors

1 away . 

2 0 Who is the interface person or persons that work 

3 with the personnel department in security in regards to 

4 implementing the drug program and the background 

5 investigations? 

6 A Probably myself and Mr. Iversen. 

7 Q And who in human resources? 

8 A Probably our medical department. Dr. Morrsey and 

9 his staff, concerning alcohol and drug testing. They 

10 report to Mrs. Carr, Kathy Carr, Mrs. Carr and her staff 

11 on matters of security clearances. We're pretty security 

12 conscious on the pipeline and breach of security, breach 

13 of our regulations, we take very seriously because of the 

14 sensitive nature that we operate in, 25 percent of the 

15 domestic oil supply for the country, 90 percent of the 

16 budget for the state of Alaska, we're pretty visible so we 

17 take our work very seriously. 

18 0 And in taking your work very seriously, who is 

19 the person or persons that work together from your two 

20 offices on matter regarding either drugs, alcohol 

21 screening or background investigations? Who does the 

22 information go to? 

23 A I would say probably Mrs. Carr but, again, 

24 ma'am, it could go directly to our medical doctor, it just 

25 depends. We do the random drug testing in the field 
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through our guard medics which I oversee for both Alyeska 
employees and contractors under a DOT mandate. We also 
handle the for cause alcohol testing at the terminal 
that ' s mandated by the state of Alaska and the Coast 
Guard. 

Q Who does the background investigations? 

A We do. Alyeska. 

Q In-house. 

A For the most part, if an individual has had 
employment in the lower 48, we have a contract with 
Wackenhut to help us there because, again, we have a small 
staff so we do utilize the services of Wackenhut and their 
many field offices to help us there. I've used Tom Zurba 
in Juneau, a private investigator there, to look at public 
court records and things like that. So it’s kind of a 
multitude of resources that we have available. 

Q Are those background investigations done before 

an employee is hired? 

A Yes. 

Q Were they always done? I mean, are there any 

employees that were hired before you instituted background 
investigations? 

A We've been doing background investigations, 

ma'am, ever since I've been there. Somebody slipped 
through the crack -- possibly. 
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1 0 And the process is, and I just want to tie this 

2 down, the process is the security department completes a 

3 background investigation and provides it to personnel. Is 

4 that correct? 

5 A We don't provide the report. We basically 

6 provide — either they pass their security clearance or 

7 they don't. Ninety- five percent of the people we look at 

8 or an even higher percent, probably 98, are good people 

9 and there's no problems. 

10 Q Has personnel ever asked you to do another 

11 background check on someone who has already been employed? 

12 A You know the answer could be yes but if your 

13 next question is who, I can't tell you. I don't recall. 

14 Q Okay. Mr. Wellington, what triggered the 

15 decision to hire the Wackenhut Corporation to conduct an 

16 Investigation for Alyeska to look for leaked documents? 

17 A I guess, ma'am, in my words, the straw that 

18 broke the camel's back would have been the appearance on 

19 Scottish Eye of a sensitive Alyeska legal document. 

20 Q Did you watch the Scottish Eye program? 

21 A No, 1 did not but I have seen a tape of it, 

22 probably a couple of years ago or so. 

23 Q Okay. At the time that it came out, you didn't 

24 see it. 

25 A No, ma'am. 
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1 Q How did you learn that it had aired? 

2 A I believe our general counsel, Mr. A . T . Fred 

3 Smith is the one that told me. 

4 Q What did he tell you? 

5 A He had asked me to come up to his office and 1 

6 could tell when I walked in that he was — let's see — 

7 diplomatically -- disturbed. And that a document which he 

8 described to me as sensitive with fairly limited 

9 circulation had found its way to a news program somewhere 

10 across the Atlantic. And I said oh? And we talked about 

11 it. 

12 Q Did anybody's name come up as a potential source 

13 of that document during that conversation? 

14 A Mr. Hamel. 

15 0 And why did Mr. Hamel's name come up? 

16 A Well, as I said earlier, ma'am, he was always 

17 talking about — publicly talking about his availability, 

18 his sources to get information out of Alyeska and if 

19 Mr. Smith hadn't mentioned his name, I damn sure would 

20 have because I think he's a very positive investigative 

21 lead. And it's not too often that somebody gets up in 

22 public and tells you what they’re doing. It's rather 

23 unique. 

24 (Continued on the next page. ) 

25 
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1 Q What about what Mr. Hamel said was unique 

2 concerning the Scottish Eye documents? 

3 A 1 don't recall at that time if he said anything. 

4 It was just that the document appeared. Here's a 

5 gentleman who for years has publicly stated that he has 

6 sources Inside Alyeska. He gets memorandums frequently. 

7 He gets a lot of things. 

8 Again, I don't think you have to be too bright 

9 to figure out that probably would be a good place to 

10 start. I don't think I'd start with the folk. 

11 Q Did he tell you whether or not that Mr. Hamel 

12 was leaking attorney-client privileged documents or 

13 receiving attorney-client privileged documents? 

14 A We didn't go into that detail. 

15 Q Did he tell you whether Mr. Hamel was on the 

16 Scottish Eye program? 

17 A I don't recall. 

18 Q When you watched the program did you see 

19 Mr. Hamel? 

20 A (Pause.) I don't recall. 

21 Q Did anyone else' 8 name come up in the context of 

22 being a suspect of providing information to the Scottish 

23 Eye? 

24 A Not that I recall. 

25 Q Did you ever find out who had leaked the 
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1 documents, legal documents to the Scottish Eye? 

2 A Positively, no, not that I recall. 

3 0 Do you remember a discussion in which it was 

4 strongly suspected if not concluded that the attorney- 

5 client documents had been taken by a janitor at a law 

6 firm? 

7 A (Pause.) I don't know any janitors. 

8 0 The question, Mr. Wellington, is do you remember 

9 discussions in the context of the investigation to find 

10 the leak of attorney-client documents, that those 

11 documents had been probably taken by a janitor at an 

12 outside law firm? 

13 A I don't recall that, ma'am. 

14 0 No one ever told you that that was a potential? 

15 A I don't recall that. If you've got something 

16 that indicates I do recall it, I'd — 

17 Q Well, I do, but I don't want to run into the 

18 same problem I had before. 

19 MS. GARDE: So, Judge, with all due respect, I'd 

20 like to try it this way. Could I at this time move for 

21 admission of Complainant's Exhibit 66 into evidence? 

22 MR. JORDAN: Well, Your Honor, that's as I think 

23 the committee report already includes the document — 

24 you've already ruled on — Includes literally hundreds of 

25 documents with varying different objections, hearsay, lack 
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1 of foundation, business records, and so forth, and I think 

2 it is improper for Complainant to list an exhibit of that 

3 nature rather than existing particular items. We're 

4 unable to find out in advance of trial which items in 

5 there they plan to Include, and 1 therefore object. I 

6 think if things are going be dealt with out of that volume 

7 they ought to be dealt with one at a time. 

8 JUDGE TURECK: Ms. Garde? 

9 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, 1 am trying to get 

10 this Witness's testimony from his recollection. 1 

11 believe, sir, that a public document can be used to 

12 refresh his recollection, certainly when it's on a point 

13 that is directly contrary to his testimony. That's the 

14 argument that I made before. It's from exactly the same 

15 document. I have no indication that this Witness provided 

16 the information that is the basis of this statement I'm 

17 going to show him, and 1 would show it to the court first 

18 if you would like to have that. But 1 would like the 

19 opportunity to show this statement to Mr. Wellington and 

20 ask him if it refreshes his recollection. 

21 MR. JORDAN: Well, may 1 inquire of Ms. Garde 

22 whether this is not a section out of the very same 

23 document that -- 

24 MS. GARDE: Yes. 

25 MR. JORDAN: — was subject to prior — 
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MS. GARDE: It *6 the sane page. 

MR. JORDAN: -- ruling. 

MS. GARDE: Next paragraph, page 516, the second 

paragraph, the last sentence of the second paragraph. 

( Pause . ) 

JUDGE TURECK: Let me take this one thing at a 

time. First of all, I'm not going to permit the 
introduction into evidence of this exhibit. If you want 
to offer various documents that are contained in this 
exhibit, that's one thing, but I'm not going to permit you 
to offer the entire document. So to that extent. I'll 
sustain the objection. 

Now let me take a look at the rest of this. 

( Pause . ) 

JUDGE TURECK: What specifically are you going 

to be referring to? 

MS. GARDE: Second paragraph, the second 

sentence. Actually, the first full paragraph, the second 
sentence . 

( Pause . ) 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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1 JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Jordan, what is your 

2 particular objection regarding questioning about that 

3 particular paragraph? 

4 MR. JORDAN: Well, Your Honor -- 

5 JUDGE TURECK: Anything special in regard to 

6 that alone? 

7 MR. JORDAN: Nothing special about that 

8 paragraph that segregates that out or distinguishes it 

9 from any other. I mean, the paragraph I believe refers to 

10 an entirely different Incident of a discarded box of 

11 documents and different time and not to the 

12 attorney-client privilege documents that Mr. Wellington 

13 has been talking about. 

14 But putting that aside, I can't say there's 

15 something special about it. It's just that once you start 

16 taking a document that was once within the privilege and 

17 permitting asking first this paragraph then that paragraph 

18 and then another paragraph, then the whole principle — 

19 if Ms. Garde were merely to ask Mr. Wellington his 

20 recollection of any conversations he may have had with the 

21 Alyeska general counsel about inquiries and not tie it and 

22 attempt to use the document as a basis for refreshing 

23 recollection, then I would not have an objection to that. 

24 MS. GARDE: I think I've asked him that and he 

25 doesn't remember. 
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1 MR. JORDAN: I don't believe that any question 

2 was ever addressed to the witness asking him whether he 

3 had any conversations with Fred Smith on the subject of 

4 the experience of other Exxon Valdez documents. 

5 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Basically, that's my 

6 concern. If the person you want to question, in this 

7 case, Mr. Wellington, was not the source of the 

8 information that's in the documents, I will permit the 

9 questions. If the person who is being questioned was the 

10 source of the information that's contained in the 

11 document, then I will not permit questions because then I 

12 think you're getting into further privileged conversation. 

13 So if you can establish that he was not the 

14 source of the information in the paragraph that you're 

15 concerned with. I'll let you ask the question. If he was 

16 the source of it, I won't. And that's what I plan to rule 

17 on all these documents that the company contends had been 

18 privileged that I have ruled no longer are. 

19 MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I would like to 

20 respectfully request an opportunity during the lunch break 

21 to discuss that ruling with my co-counsel. I am frankly a 

22 little puzzled by the ruling and I would like to have a 

23 little bit more understanding of it so that we can try to 

24 incorporate that ruling in a way that we're not running 

25 into this problem throughout the hearing. And, in the 
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1 context of that, to also have an opportunity to decide if 

2 we would like to essentially argue or legally argue in an 

3 oral argument manner the entire admission of the document 

4 but I would like the opportunity over lunch to discuss 

5 that with counsel. 

6 JUDGE TURECK: Well, the entire admission of 

7 what? 

8 MS. GARDE: Exhibit 66. 1 thought I understood 

9 your -- 

10 JUDGE TURECK: That's going to be a waste of 

11 time because I'm not going to admit it. 

12 MS. GARDE: Well — 

13 JUDGE TURECK: That document is just such a 

14 jumble of other documents, a lot of which is hearsay, a 

15 lot of which may be irrelevant, and I'm not going to 

16 permit you to offer it in one big conglomeration like 

17 this. It will be necessary to go through them one by one. 

18 As far as my ruling goes, what part of it is not 

19 clear? I'll be glad to try to explain it further because 

20 it's going to be a continuing problem and I would just 

21 like to make sure that everybody understands what it is. 

22 MS. GARDE: May I ask you, sir, what is the 

23 basis of your ruling to deny into evidence Exhibit 66 as a 

24 public record? Under the public document exception. 

25 JUDGE TURECK: I don't think it falls within the 
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1 public document exception. It's not a finding by any 

2 Congressional committee, it's just a conglomeration of 

3 documents that were released by a Congressional committee. 

4 It's not the same thing. 

5 MS. GARDE: Well, it is a report of the 

6 transcript itself. I mean, it is an accurate reflection 

7 of the hearing. 

8 JUDGE TURECK: That’s what it is. It’s a 

9 reported transcript. 

10 MS. GARDE: The proceeding. 

11 JUDGE TURECK: Plus 500 pages of attached 

12 documents. That does not fall under the exception. 

13 MS. GARDE: So to understand your ruling. Your 

14 Honor, we can enter exhibits on an individual basis from 

15 the record of the hearing to be considered on an 

16 individual, one-on-one argument. 

17 JUDGE TURECK: I thought you were planning on 

18 doing that. There are many documents that are in here 

19 that are listed on your exhibit list separately. 

20 MS. GARDE: And what about the use of the 

21 document, sir, to impeach witnesses who were under oath 

22 during the hearing? 

23 JUDGE TURECK: Again, as I said, you can use 

24 documents — well, I don't care about these documents 

25 particularly, documents that were released to the 
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1 committee and were otherwise privileged which I have ruled 

2 are no longer privileged , those documents can be used to 

3 question other witnesses but not witnesses who provided 

4 the information in the documents. 

5 In other words, if Mr. Wellington was the source 

6 of the information that's in this document, then to permit 

7 him to questioned would be going beyond the document 

8 that's already in evidence into more privileged 

9 conversation and I'm not going to permit that. 

10 If he was not the source of the Information, 

11 then his testimony would not be privileged and there's no 

12 reason why you can't question him. 

13 MS. GARDE: Okay. I understand. 

14 JUDGE TURECK: But just because part of a 

15 privileged conversation is in the public domain it doesn't 

16 mean the entire conversation then gets into the public 

17 domain. If it was privileged before, it's still 

18 privileged subject to the extent that it's been release. 

19 MS. GARDE: I understand your ruling. Thank 

20 you. Your Honor. 

21 BY MS. GARDE: 

22 Q Mr. Wellington, did you have any discussions 

23 with Counsel Smith, Fred Smith, regarding a janitor taking 

24 documents from the law firm of Gibson, Dunn 6 Crutcher? 

25 A I don't recall at this time. I could have but I 
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1 don't recall. 

2 0 Are you aware of whether Mr. Smith conducted his 

3 own inquiry outside of the Wackenhut investigation to try 

4 to find the source of the attorney-client documents that 

5 appeared on Scottish Eye? 

6 A I don't recall that he did. 

7 Q And if you did, you're not aware of that. 

8 A Well, I don't recall. I might have been aware 

9 of it at the time. I don't recall now. 

10 Q So in your conversation with Mr. Smith following 

11 the airing of the program, and you indicated he was, I 

12 think you said — 

13 A Disturbed. 

14 Q Disturbed. Did he indicate to you what he 

15 wanted you to do, what action he wanted you to take? 

16 A I believe, ma'am, that we talked in general 

17 terms, as I recall. And we also had a conversation with 

18 Mr. Hemtiller . 

19 Q And what was the -- you and Mr. Smith had a 

20 conversation with Mr. Hermiller? 

21 A Yes. 

22 Q And what was the nature of that conversation? 

23 A Again, Mr. Hermiller was upset. I think he 

24 related the fact that the owners were upset that a 

25 document of this type could find its way into the public 
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1 realm and that basically, you know, could anything be 

2 done . 

3 0 Did you have any suggestions? 

4 A Not at that time. 

5 Q Was Bob Scott's name discussed as a potential 

6 source of attorney-client privileged information? 

7 A You know, it could have been but I don't recall. 

8 I think we were focusing more on the document itself and 

9 the sensitivity of the document. Which led us all to 

10 believe that, you know, the leak was — 

11 Q Was what? 

12 A Pretty Important. 

13 Q And following that discussion with Mr. Hermiller 

14 and Mr. Smith, was there a decision made to conduct some 

15 type of inquiry? 

16 A Yes. 

17 Q And how did that come about? 

18 A After my discussion with Mr. Hermiller, I 

19 thought about it for -- oh, maybe a day or two, I'm not 

20 sure, maybe longer, trying to formulate in my own mind 

21 going back and looking at what we had done before to 

22 attempt to address the problem and the relative 

23 unsuccessful conclusion that we came to, that in all 

24 probability if we were going to be more successful in 

25 determining where the documents were coming from, 
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1 Identifying the individuals who were taking them, getting 

2 the documents back and subsequently possibly going to 

3 court with appropriate action, that we were going to have 

4 to develop an investigative process which would be beyond 

5 the capability of my staff. And I mentioned that, I 

6 discussed that with Mr. Henniller. 

7 Q And did you have any suggestions about what to 

8 do in terms of accommodating the resources you were going 

9 to need to conduct an investigation? 

10 A Basically, ma'am, we had a discussion on the 

11 general tone of the investigation that I recommended. I 

12 recommended it and how it would be conducted, the 

13 sensitivity of the investigation or any investigation of 

14 this type, the need to know as far as who should know 

15 about the investigation and if Mr. Hermiller was not 

16 comfortable with my recommendation, my professional 

17 recommendations, how it should be done, then he needed to 

18 say so. Or approve. 

19 Q Was this a second separate conversation with 

20 Mr. Hermiller? 

21 A Yes. 

22 Q How long passed between the time that you met 

23 with Mr. Hermiller and Mr. Smith and when you gave him a 

24 recommendation? 

25 A 1 think 1 testified probably two or three days. 
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1 I don't recall. It might have been a little bit longer. 

2 1 was working the process in my own mind as to how we 

3 could work this problem and it was something that I wanted 

4 to think about because it was sensitive, it was something 

5 that 1 just didn't want to go into haphazardly, so I 

6 didn't give them a course of action to follow right away. 

7 Q In those two or three days while you were 

8 thinking about it, did you talk to anyone to get advice? 

9 A I think basically I probably kept my own 

10 counsel. 

11 Q And when you went back to Mr. Hermiller, what 

12 did you recommend? 

13 A Basically I told him that if we were hopefully 

14 to meet with any success in determining who was 

15 distributing our confidential possibly client private 

16 information that we were going to have to look at an 

17 undercover type investigation and that I would need 

18 outside help.

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1 Q During those couple days that you thought about 

2 it, Mr. Wellington, did you distinguish in your mind the 

3 difference between looking for the source of attorney - 

4 client documents and looking for the source of leaks of 

5 information of operational materials? 

6 A From my standpoint, ma'am, 1 lumped them all the 

7 same, and I say that from the standpoint of Security 

8 Manager for the company, I was very concerned about what 

9 documents might be leaking out, what an individual might 

10 be doing with the documents, and what physical harm an 

11 individual or individuals or groups of individuals could 

12 do if they have sensitive information concerning our 

13 internal workings of our facilities, pump stations, 

14 Valdez, whatever the case may be. Had no idea where this 

15 information was going, the purpose for where it was going. 

16 I had no idea. 

17 So as Security Manager, 1 put it all together 

18 into one major effort to try and determine just exactly 

19 what were we up against. What were these people or 

20 individuals attempting to do? Were they going to sabotage 

21 us? Were they -- I didn't know what they were doing. But 

22 they obviously had good sources of information. 

23 Q And who are the people that you're talking about 

24 with good sources of Information? 

25 A Whoever those people were that were getting our

reports , our documents, our manuals. 

Q Well, you knew some of those people at that time 
while you were thinking about that, didn't you, sir? 

A I had some investigative leads. 

Q And who were those leads? 

A Certainly Mr. Scott was one, and Mr. Hamel was 

one. 

Q There were others, weren't there? 

A At that time? 

Q What about Ricki Ott? 

A (Pause.) She did work for us. 

Q But you already suspected Ricki Ott of getting 
company documents, didn't you? 

MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I object. This gets in 

the whole question of what case this is. Ricki Ott is not 
even an employee of Alyeska, never been an employee of 
Alyeska. So we're getting into a lot of questioning about 
someone who's not an employee at all when we get in the 
Ricki Ott thing. I think your prior rulings about keeping 
this limited to why was Bob Scott fired are very 
appropriate here. 

MS. GARDE: May I respond? 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes, you may. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, it's Complainant's 

burden in this case to establish that Alyeska had 
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1 retaliatory animus toward my client. Bob Scott, for his 

2 engaging in protected activity. One of the primary 

3 methods of proving retaliatory animus is to establish the 

4 employer's attitude toward the activities that were being 

5 conducted . 

6 In a case that was recently reported, 

7 Administrative Law Judge Glen Lawrence was upheld by the 

8 Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals, Carolyn Larry v. Detroit 

9 Edison Company . On his finding of retaliatory animus 

10 established by Detroit Edison's view toward not only 

11 Carolyn Larry, who was the complainant in that case, but 

12 two or three other people who were suspected of leaking 

13 information to the Nuclear Regulatory Commission, and in 

14 fact. Judge Lawrence's finding in that case hinges not on 

15 the testimony of the managers about Carolyn Larry, but on 

16 the testimony of the managers about the activities engaged 

17 in by the other two employees, and it is in the context of 

18 questioning of those two employees that the animus toward 

19 that activity came out. That was upheld by the Secretary 

20 of Labor and has recently been held by the Sixth Circuit. 

21 I don't want to prove or deal with Ricki Ott's 

22 case or Dan Lawn's case, but I think the answer from 

23 Mr. Wellington that we just heard clearly establishes that 

24 Mr. Wellington in Alyeska's view was toward all potential 

25 critics, all people who might be getting their 
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1 information, and until we understand the context of the 

2 whole investigation, it would severely limit our case to 

3 say you can * t focus on why and what was going on and why 

4 that was going on. 

5 And I think as the evidence will show, in the 

6 beginning there was a number of suspected targets. 

7 Mr. Scott was one of them. He was never suspected of 

8 leaking attorney-client information. And there were other 

9 people, and they were suspected of leaking and being a 

10 part of environmental concerns, and that is our case, and 

11 that is the case 1 think. Your Honor, we should be 

12 entitled to probe in terms of the scope of the 

13 investigation. 

14 I understand your need to keep control of this 

15 record and to not let us get too far afield, and I will 

16 attempt to do that, but when he's talking about who he was 

17 looking at right in the beginning and scoping things out, 

18 1 think we're entitled to probe it. 

19 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I think the key word in 

20 Ms. Garde's argument was "employees" when she referred to 

21 the Detroit Edison case, and the other two individuals 

22 involved there as I understand it were other employees. 

23 Now, again we'll put aside the question of whether 

24 "employees" means direct employees or contractor employees 

25 or whatever, but there is no suggestion anywhere that 
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1 Ms. Ott is or has been either an employee of Alyeska or an 

2 employee of a contractor of Alyeska or anyone who might 

3 fall within somewhat broad interpretation that the 

4 Secretary of Labor has given to the term "employee." 

5 And I don’t believe there's any suggestion by 

6 Mrs. Garde, and none is indicated, that Ricki Ott is 

7 someone who Mr. Scott claims to have any connection with 

8 or she claims to have any connection with him. 

9 I concede that there may be circumstances in 

10 which activities directed against other employees of 

11 Alyeska, if there were any such, which 1 believe there are 

12 not, might be inquired into, but to start inquiring into 

13 people who are not in the wildest stretch of 

14 interpretation in employment relationship I think causes 

15 just the kind of problems we've been concerned about. 

16 MS. GARDE: Your Honor, Ricki Ott was like 

17 Mr. Hamel, an environmentalist. 

18 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. I’ve heard enough. 

19 Overruled. Obviously, I agree with what you're 

20 saying, Mr. Jordan. I don't want this hearing to get into 

21 a question of investigations of other people and the 

22 details of those investigations and what was done, but I 

23 think just in the context of defining the parameters of 

24 the investigation that the question is appropriate, and 

25 I'll overrule your objection. 
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1 


MR. JORDAN: Very well. Your Honor.

21 A Some background information. 

22 Q From who to — what was the background 

23 information about? 

24 A It was background information concerning Rlckl 

25 Ott. 
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Q Prepared by? 

A Mr. Iversen. 

Q And what was that prepared for? 

A What was it prepared for? 

Q Mmm-hram. 

A To determine whether or not Ms. Ott had all the 

credentials that she was indicating that she had. 

Q Indicating in what form, sir? 

A 1 believe as 1 recall — I haven't read the 
article in quite some time, but I think she indicated she 
had a Ph.D. in some type of biological science. 

Q In what context? I mean, she just didn't stand 
on a street corner and say, "I have these degrees." Do 
you remember what it was? 

A Oh, I think at some Cardova fishermen meetings 
or something. I don't know. She may have stood on a 
street corner too. I don't know the lady that well. 

Q Well, what's the last document in Exhibit 23? 

A The last document is a — a document which 
refers to some experience that — I believe that Ms. Ott 
had at the University of South Carolina in Columbia and 
also I guess at the University of Washington in Seattle. 

Q Your note indicates — your note to Wayne Black 
indicates that "This girl has been a real pain in the ass 
to Alyeska and is spending a lot of time in Juno working 
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the legislative scene." What did you mean by that? 

A I think my characterization of Mrs. Ott was -- 
or Ms. Ott, whatever her title is — was that she was 
constantly bringing things up. Some appear to be 
substantiated, some not, that type of activity. 

Q What kind of things was she bringing up? 

A I don't recall. I think activities surrounding 
our operation of the terminal as I recall. 

Q Well, how did you know that, Mr. Wellington? 

A These people did a good job of covering it. 

Q Did you read the paper? 

A Yes, 1 do read the paper. 

Q Did somebody give you the articles about her, 
somebody in your management and say, "We’ve got to do 
something about this," or did you on your own read this 
article about Ricki Ott? 

A I subscribe to the "Daily News," believe it or 
not, and I read it. 

Q Did you cut it out? 

A (Pause.) I don't know. I can't recall if I did 
or not. I could have. I like to safe newspaper articles. 
So I could have cut that one out. 

Q Well, what was Ricki Ott doing that — or saying 
that led her to be included in a very small group of 
people you told Wayne Black about at the very beginning of 
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1 the Wackenhut investigation? What was it about Ricki 

2 Ott's activities that put her in that class with 

3 Mr. Scott and Mr. Hamel? 

4 MR. JORDAN: Objection, compound. 

5 JUDGE TURECK: 1 sustain the objection. 

6 MS. GARDE: I'm sorry. 

7 BY MS. GARDE: 

8 Q What was it about Ricki Ott that led you to 

9 include Ms. Ott with the group of two other people that 

10 you wrote him about? 

11 Excuse me. I believe Exhibit 22 is about 

12 Mr. Scott, and Exhibit 21 is about Charles Hamel. 

13 A Ma'am, as I recall, back during this period of 

14 time I think it was fairly obvious that she had aligned 

15 herself with Mr. Hamel and was a confidante of his, as I 

16 recall. It was a good investigative lead. I would refer 

17 to her as a good investigative lead to look at. 

18 The documents, the newspaper articles did speak 

19 for themselves, what she was saying and who she was 

20 getting information from or what she was doing. 

21 Q It's true, is it not, that Ricki Ott was very 

22 critical of Alyeska's environmental record at the Valdez 

23 Terminal? 

24 A (Pause. ) She certainly took — she certainly 

25 took a stand, right or wrong, that we may not be operating 
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in accordance with her desires. Whether they were 
substantiated or not I'm not in a position to say. I'm 
not sure that she is. But I knew, you know, from looking 
at the articles that she was -- she was discussing our 
business, and whether she had any, you know, expertise to 
do that or not I don't know. 

Q Well, your own investigator concluded in fact 
she had a doctor's degree in Oil Pollution, didn't it? 

A It doesn't mean she's an expert.

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1 BY MS. GARDE: 

2 Q How did you know that she had aligned herself 

3 with Mr. Hamel? 

4 A I think as 1 recall she may have been at some 

5 public gatherings with Mr. Hamel. I don't recall at the 

6 time. 1 don't recall now at the time but 1 think that 

7 might have been it. 

8 Q Well, was it part of your job, Mr. Wellington, 

9 to determine who was associated with Mr. Hamel? 

10 A We were looking, ma'am, at all investigative 

11 leads, all alternatives, who might be receiving the 

12 information, who might be soliciting the information, who 

13 might be using the information, what purpose were they 

14 using it for. That was the scope of our investigation. 

15 Q You're talking about the Wackenhut 

16 investigation? 

17 A Yes, ma'am. 

18 Q My question, sir, is directed at before the 

19 Wackenhut investigation started. You wrote this memo on 

20 2/23/90. The Wackenhut investigation hadn’t really got 

21 off the ground yet, had it? 

22 A It was getting started. I don't know what -- 

23 had the ship been launched? We were getting close. I 

24 would say that this was some preliminary information prior 

25 to them getting their stuff together and moving forward. 
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I would say It's consistent, concurrent with the Wackenhut 
investigation. 

Q She was a lead. In your mind. 

A Yes. 

Q Looking at Exhibit 22, what is that document? 

A This is another — we call them a buck slip — 

from myself to Mr. Black and attached — and it says, 

because you're probably going to have me read it so I'll 

just do it for you, "This guy is top of our list of 

possible leaks" and attached to that is a batch card of 
Mr . Scott . 

Q And look at Exhibit 21. 

A And this is a similar buck slip and it says -- 

it's to Mr. Black from me dated 2/22/90 and it says 
Mr. Hamel is the person who is getting our information. 
Attached to that is another Daily News article. 

Q Did you give him information about anybody else? 

A I would say, ma'am, that we may have but, again, 

if -- you know, this has been very helpful for me to look 
at. If you have something like this, I'd be more than 
happy to authenticate it for you. 

Q Do you remember identifying, sir, any other 
leads to the Wackenhut investigators in the very early 
beginning of the investigation? 

A Not that I recall but I could have.

BY MR. JORDAN: 

Q What was the purpose of the Wackenhut 
Investigation as you described it to Wackenhut? 

A Pretty straightforward, ma'am. We wanted to, 
number one, determine what information was leaving; number 
two, if at all possible, identify the individuals; number 
three, retrieve our documents; and, number four, take 
appropriate legal action against the individuals who were 
stealing our property. Pretty straightforward 
investigation . 

0 Was it to ensure that there would no future 
theft of documents? 
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A That would certainly -- we would like to put our 
finger in the dike if we could. 

0 And how did you intend to do that? 

A I didn't formulate a plan for that. I think 
that was further down the road. As far as a blueprint, we 
hadn't gotten to that. 

Q But that was one of the objectives from the very 
beginning of the investigation. Is that correct? 

A Stop the leaks? 

Q Yes. 

A Absolutely. 

Q Was it your intent in stopping the leaks, 

Mr. Wellington, to stop all documents leaving Alyeska no 
matter who they were going to? 

A I don't think I'd ever formulated an opinion 

like that. 

Q What documents would it be okay — in the 
context of the way you viewed the investigation, what 
documents would it have been okay to leave Alyeska? 

A Documents that personally given to me as part of 
my personal employment. If I want to give my performance 
appraisal to somebody, if I want to give my pay stub to 
somebody, if I want to give the forms that I fill out when 
I go to work to somebody, obviously those are released by 
you and it's fine. I have no problem with that. 
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1 Q What about documents that evidence violations of 

2 law? 

3 A Certainly within the context of any city, state 

4 or federal regulations or statutes or whatever it is, if 

5 there is some type of protective legislation that says a 

6 person can steal documents from his employer and pass them 

7 on to somebody and the law protects that, I support the 

8 laws of this country. I have no problem with that. 

9 Q Are you aware of any? 

10 A I'm not a lawyer. 

11 Q What type of documents — if you found out — 

12 for example, let me ask you a hypothetical. I want you to 

13 consider this question in the timeframe that this 

14 investigation was getting off the ground, which is mid 

15 February, early to mid February of 1990. You had the 

16 authority -- 

17 JUDGE TURECK: Was that an answer? Did you say 

18 yes? 

19 THE WITNESS: Yes. Yes, sir. 

20 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Thank you. 

21 BY MS. GARDE: 

22 Q You had the authority from Mr. Hermlller to go 

23 forward with the investigation. Isn't that correct?

headquarters. Is that correct? 
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1 A And other Wackenhut officials. 

2 Q Okay. Who else was at the initial meeting? 

3 A Mr. George Wackenhut, the chairman of the board. 

4 Mr. Rick Wackenhut, his son, who is president of the 

5 corporation. Mr. Alan Bernstein, senior vice president 

6 for domestic operations. Their attorney, their in-house 

7 counsel . 

8 Q James Rowan? 

9 A Yes. Mr. Rowan was in for part of it. And 

10 Mr. Black. 

11 Q Was Mr. Lund at the initial meeting? 

12 A He could have been but I don't think so. Some 

13 people came in and out. I'm not sure. 

14 Q When you went to them, did you explain what the 

15 problem was? 

16 A I did several things. And the main purpose of 

17 going to Florida was to lay out the scope of the 

18 investigation but more importantly to lay out the fact to 

19 the owner of the company, the chairman of the board and 

20 the president, how I wanted that Investigation conducted. 

21 And the exact words were it had to be legal, we 

22 would not use any alcohol, we would not use any drugs, we 

23 would not use any women, and Mr. Wackenhut Senior said to 

24 me, Pat, we wouldn't do it any other way. 

25 And I says, George, I had to say it because this 
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1 is very important and I don't want you to think that we 

2 are willing to go to any means to get what we want because 

3 we're not . I f you can ' t , you can ' t . And then we went on . 

4 Q Well, did you expect Wackenhut to comply with 

5 both state and federal laws that would apply to their 

6 investigation? 

7 A Absolutely. 

8 Q Did you expect them to tell you about those 

9 laws? 

10 A No, they're an independent contractor, they're 

11 licensed to do business nationally, internationally. I 

12 left those administrative details up to them. They 

13 understood what I said. There wasn't any doubt in their 

14 mind. 

15 Q Well, you said no drugs, drinking or women, that 

16 it must be done strictly legally. 

17 A Legally. 

18 Q Okay. What rights did you expect Wackenhut to 

19 comply with or honor in the context of that investigation? 

20 A All the rights of an individual as they pertain 

21 to any city, state or federal statutes that apply to an 

22 investigation. 

23 Q At the beginning of the investigation, after you 

24 left that meeting, did they tell you what those rights 

25 were? Did they explain Mr. Hamel's rights to not have 
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1 information takan from his house or to take information 

2 from his house? 

3 A Me didn't go into those details, ma'am. 

4 Q Okay. What else was said at the meeting? 

5 A We discussed how we were going to set up the 

6 operation. We discussed the undercover aspects of the 

7 operation, setting up a company that would -- that the 

8 Investigation would spin off of. We talked about that. 

9 JUDGE TURECK: What do you mean by a company 

10 that the investigation would spin off of? 

11 THE WITNESS: They set up a company called 

12 ECOLIT which was an undercover operative company used by 

13 Wackenhut investigators. 

14 BY MS. GARDE: 

15 Q And that was a phony environmental group, isn't 

16 that correct? 

17 A That was an investigative company that was set 

18 up. 

19 Q But as presented to the employees of Alyeska and 

20 the public and Mr. Hamel, they were led to believe it was 

21 an environmental group. Isn't that correct? 

22 A I believe so. 

23 Q Doing things to protect the environment and to 

24 keep Alyeska and the oil companies in tow, isn't that 

25 correct?

1 A I don't know what they told them but I would -- 

2 Q Well, we'll come back to that a little bit 

3 later. But you knew that ECOLIT was a phony corporation. 

4 is that correct? 

5 A I knew that they were an investigative 

6 organization. You can call it what you want. I'll call it 

7 an investigative organization. 

8 Q Well, did you think it had any legitimate basis? 

9 A Darn right it did. Trying to find out who was 

10 stealing our property. 

11 Q But was it doing any environmental litigation? 

12 A Not that I'm aware of. 

13 Q So the sole purpose was to be an investigative 

14 front for Wackenhut. 

15 A Which is legal. 

16 0 That's not what I asked you, Mr. Wellington. 

17 That was its sole purpose, wasn't it? 

18 A Yes. 

19 Q When you had that discussion, was there any 

20 discussion about what Wackenhut should do if it found 

21 environmental wrongs or environmental violations? 

22 A At that particular meeting, I don't recall that 

23 that was discussed.

1 Q Did you voice any concern about that? 

2 A I don't believe so. 

3 Q So the concept of ECOL1T going to Valdez looking 

4 for sympathetic workers that had environmental concerns to 

5 come to ECOLIT, what that information was going to -- what 

6 was going to be done with that information was never 

7 discussed. 

8 A The fourth point I think I made as far as our 

9 investigation was concerned would be any legal action 

10 either criminal or civil that could be taken against the 

11 individuals who were stealing our property. So certainly 

12 the byproduct of the alleged thefts would have been 

13 appropriate court action. We did talk about that. 

14 From the offset, everything we did we wanted to 

15 make sure that at some point in time if needed would get 

16 into a court. 

17 Q Mr. Wellington, you're not answering my 

18 question. Let me try again. It may be confusing. 

19 When you went to Coral Gables and you discussed 

20 how the undercover operation was going to work, you talked 

21 about setting up ECOLIT. That's what they were going to 

22 do, isn't that correct? 

23 A Yes. 

24 0 And you understood that the employees at Alyeska 

25 both people who were potentially as you say stealing your 
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1 property and others that were going to hear about ECOLIT 

2 may call ECOLIT and may give them documents. That was the 

3 purpose of it, wasn't it? 

4 A Me did not go into that great a detail. 

5 Q Well, what did you understand was going to 

6 happen when ECOLIT went to Valdez and advertised for 

7 people who had environmental concerns about the operation 

8 of the terminal? What did you think was going to happen? 

9 A That decision was made later to go to Valdez. 

10 It wasn't a part of the preliminary discussion, ma'am, 

11 that we had in Coral Gables when we set up the 

12 investigation. 

13 Q Now, wait a minute, Mr. Wellington. I thought 

14 that initial investigation was to find the leaks of the 

15 information — 

16 A Correct . 

17 0 — and I thought it was your earlier testimony 

18 in your deposition, sir, that it wasn't until much later 

19 that you decided to move ECOLIT to Virginia. Did you 

20 testify that ECOLIT — opening the office of ECOLIT in 

21 Virginia didn't happen until much later? 

22 A Oh, yes, yes. 

23 0 Well, where did you think ECOLIT was going to 

24 exist? 

25 A We — they had an office in Miami, a separate 
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1 office in Miami, as -- you know, obviously you're not too 

2 familiar with how investigations are conducted. As we 

3 progressed through the investigation, it was decided that 

4 we needed to move closer to one of our principal 

5 investigative leads, which was Mr. Hamel. 

6 Typical in the course of an investigation that 

7 you move into an area — you know, if you're going to buy 

8 some drugs, you're don't probably want to do it in the 

9 Waldorf Astoria. You want to get down to where it is. We 

10 decided to move closer to the individual who was receiving 

11 the documents. That's why it was decision was made to go 

12 to Virginia. 

13 Q Mr. Wellington, when you were sitting in Coral 

14 Gables, where did you think ECOLlT's office or activities 

15 were going to be conducted? 

16 A Probably in -- you know, in -- in Miami, 

17 probably in Virginia, probably in Alaska. We just really 

18 didn’t know. To be very honest with you, ma'am, we just 

19 didn't know where this was going to take us. We didn't 

20 have that much detail. We hoped the investigation would 

21 reveal where we should go, and we would make adjustments. 

22 Q Well, when you were talking to the group of 

23 Wackenhut executives, did you know about the frontier 

24 conference that was coming up in Alaska? 

25 A Yes. 
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1 0 And did you discuss that ECOLIT was going to in 

2 fact come to Anchorage and try to pin down Mr. Hamel 

3 during that conference? 

4 A Yes. 

5 0 And how did you know Mr. Hamel was coming to 

6 that conference? 

7 A He usually shows up where there's someplace 

8 where there's a lot of people where he can get an 

9 audience. I took a guess that he would be here. 

10 Q Just assumed he was going to travel from 

11 Virginia to Anchorage to be at that frontier thinking 

12 conference. 

13 A That was an educated guess on my part, and it 

14 proved to be so. 

15 0 So you had Mr. Black and Mr. Lund and another 

16 investigator come from Coral Gables to Anchorage on the 

17 assumption that Mr. Hamel was going to be there. 

18 A Yes. 

19 Q Isn't it true that Mr. Hermiller called 

20 Mr. Hamel and invited him to come? 

21 A I don't have — I didn't know that then, and I 

22 don't know it now. 

23 0 You don't have any idea about that whatsoever. 

24 A No. 

25 Q Once you were discussing the ECOLIT -- existence 
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1 of ECOLIT and the operation of ECOLIT and how you were 

2 going to get close to Hamel at the frontier thinking 

3 conference, did you discuss the possibility that Alyeska 

4 employees would give ECOLIT information about 

5 environmental wrongs? 

6 A That was -- that was never discussed. 

7 Q Why was that not considered? Well, what were 

8 you looking for? 

9 A We weren't -- I think I explained all -- go over 

10 it one more time for you. We were attempting to determine 

11 the leaks, who was leaking, stop the leaks, and head for 

12 the courthouse. That was my motive. That was my 

13 objective. 

14 Q Well, let me ask you this hypothetically. What 

15 I want to know is if you talked about this in Coral Gables 

16 or if you thought about it. 

17 A No, we did not. 

18 Q Let me ask you the question. John Doe at 

19 Alyeska is observing dumping going on into the Prince 

20 William Sound, not authorized, a violation of all the 

21 procedures, supervisors absolutely violated company policy 

22 procedures. He turns to a fellow worker and says, "Don't 

23 tell anybody I'm doing this." The worker goes home, and 

24 he sees something in the paper about ECOLIT, and he calls 

25 and tells ECOLIT that this happened. What was going to 
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1 happen with that? 

2 A You're asking me to speculate. 

3 Q You just didn't even think about it. 

4 A And you've got it right. 1 didn't think about 

5 it, and I would want to speculate. 

6 Q Did Mr. Black, Mr. Lund, Mr. Wackenhut, any of 

7 their lawyers ever tell you what rights people had that 

8 worked for Alyeska to disclose information about 

9 environmental wrongs? 

10 A (Pause.) Certainly Mr. Wackenhut -- I don't 

11 recall any conversation with either — either Wackenhut. 

12 I believe that at some point in time, ma'am, during the 

13 course of the investigation that Mr. Black provided some 

14 information to me concerning the possibility that these 

15 individuals who were taking information might at some 

16 point in time say that they were doing this under some 

17 state or federal whistleblower act, and that was it. 

18 Q Isn't that the first thing he told you? Isn't 

19 that the very first memo Wayne Black wrote you, was about 

20 the rights of your employees to engage in protected 

21 activity? 

22 A I -- I know he wrote the memo, but I don't know 

23 if it was — 

24 Q Would you look at Exhibit 24, please? 

25 A Sure. (Pause. ) 
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0 Could you identify that, please? 

A Well, 1 guess it's a memo. It's to me from 

Wayne Black and the subject is whistleblower. 

Q Isn't this the first memo you got from 
Mr. Black? 

A I don't know if it is or not, ma'am. 

Q Did you ever use the word whistleblower to 

Wackenhut? 

A Ever . 

Q In the beginning. From the meeting in Coral 

Gables to the time that Mr. Black sent you this memo on 
March 7, 1990. Did you ever say to him I'm looking for 
the whistleblowers? 

A I never used that term. 

Q You said you were looking for leaks. 

A Absolutely. 

Q And he told you about whistleblowers. And he 

told you about state and federal laws. Did you take this 
memo to your general counsel? 

A No. 

Q Did you ask anybody about it? 

A No. 

Q Did you go to Mr. Hermiller and say, hey, wait a 

minute, there's some rights here we haven't considered? 

A No. 
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Q Did you even tell Mr. Henniller about the memo? 

A 1 don't recall if I did or not. 

Q Did you read the memo? 

A Are you asking if 1 read the memo? 

Q Did you read the memo? 

A Yes, 1 did. 

Q Did it raise any concerns in your mind, 

Mr. Wellington, that what you were asking Wackenhut to do 
was interfere with federally protected rights? Did you 
have any question about that after reading this memo? 

A No, because, as I said earlier, 1 wanted to keep 
the investigation legal. 

0 But here he's telling you a law. The only law 
he's telling you about — 

A He's saying — 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. It 

misstates the exhibit. The third paragraph of the exhibit 
indicates that there are exceptions that apply to this 
whistleblower protection so if Ms. Garde wants to talk 
about this exhibit that's fine but I think she ought to 
not misstate and ought to present it accurately to the 
witness and direct his attention to a particular paragraph 
that she has in mind. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I've asked him several 

times if he got any other memos about any other rights or 
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any other laws and he said no. I'm calling -- 

MR. JORDAN: I'm not talking about any other 

memo, I'm talking about this memo, the third paragraph of 
this memo. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I think I'm entitled to 

cross-examine this witness on this memo. 

JUDGE TURECK: I'll overrule the objection. 

You can answer. 

THE WITNESS: What's the question? 

MS. GARDE: Could you read back the question, 

please? 

(Whereupon, the reporter played back the pending 

question. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, isn't this the only law that he 
told you about in the beginning of the investigation? 

A No, I think tie talked about trash collection, 
other things. 

Q Did he write you a memo about that? 

A- I don't recall that he did. 

Q What did he tell you about that? 

A That that would probably be one of the 

investigative techniques that they would use. 

0 What were people's rights — whether or not they 

have a right to their trash once they put it on the curb? 
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1 A Yes, we talked about that. 

2 0 When you read this memo, what did you think the 

3 statement meant, sir, that "Under federal law, it would be 

4 disclosure of the information to anyone which is 

5 considered protected"? This is the last line of the 

6 second paragraph . 

7 A I still felt, ma'am, that we could conduct the 

8 investigation in accordance with the state and federal 

9 laws. There isn't anything, as I understand it, in the 

10 whistleblower statute that precludes Alyeska from 

11 conducting an investigation to see who's leaking 

12 information. 

13 Q Who told you that? 

14 A Who told me what? 

15 0 Who told you that there's nothing in the law 

16 that prohibits Alyeska from conducting an investigation to 

17 determine who was leaking information? 

18 A During the middle part of the investigation, 

19 ma'am, we had four attorneys that were advising us on the 

20 course of the investigation: one Alyeska, two from 

21 Florida, both of them having prior criminal prosecution 

22 experience, and a California lawyer and I think our 

23 general counsel, we have an attorney here in Anchorage on 

24 retainer also, at no time during the review of the 

25 activities that were going on, I think 1 referred to it in 
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1 Congress, I had lawyers hanging out of ay pockets, did 

2 anybody raise an issue concerning the whistleblower 

3 statutes, whatever they are, and the course of our 

4 investigation. I assuaed because we had four or five 

5 attorneys involved plus the in-house counsel froa 

6 Wackenhut that we were in good shape. I could have hired 

7 another attorney but I figured five was probably enough. 

8 Q Well, did you tell any of those attorneys about 

9 this memo? Did you give them a copy of it? 

10 A Basically the attorneys had an opportunity to 

11 review the contents of the investigation, the nature of 

12 the investigation, what we were doing and 1 would assume 

13 that through our conversations, and some of the meetings 

14 were fairly lengthy, that if there were any red flags to 

15 be raised they would have raised it. 

16 Q That *s not my question, Mr. Wellington. Did you 

17 give any of those lawyers when they came on board in the 

18 investigation a copy of this memo? 

19 A I don't recall. 

20 Q Did you ever ask them about an employee's right 

21 to provide information to Mr. Hamel or Ms. Ott or the EPA 

22 or Dan Lawn? 

23 A Did I say to any attorney is it all right if 

24 Mr. Scott steals documents from us and gives it to Mr. 

25 Hamel? 
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1 Q No, that's not what I'm asking. Did you tell 

2 anybody that Wayne Black told you there was a 

3 whistleblower protection law? 

4 A I don't recall that. 

5 0 Did you decide not to tell anybody? 

6 A It wasn't a conscious decision on my part one 

7 way or the other. 

8 Q You just ignored it. Is that correct? 

9 A I wouldn't say I ignored it. I didn't see it as

You filed it? You got it, you read it, you

And that was without any other lawyer looking

3 A That is correct. 

4 0 That was what you went to Coral Gables to look 

5 Mr. Wackenhut in the eye and tell him. Isn’t that

Q 

What did you do with those documents? 


25 

A 

I kept them in my office. 
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Q Where in your office? 

A In a locked cabinet behind my desk. 

Q Is that where you usually keep your memos? 

A No. 

Q Why did you keep them there? 

A Because of the confidentiality of the 
investigation and the only other one in my office that was 
aware of the investigation was Mr. Iversen. 

Q And did you distribute the memos to anybody? 

A No. 

Q So a document came in from Wayne Black , how did 
it arrive? Did you have a fax machine in your own 
personal office? 

A No. It came in in -- we had set up a procedure 
whereby the documents would come usually Federal Express, 
double or triple wrapped and the last one would be an 
envelope that said to be opened by me only. With a number 
on it. 

Q Did he fax you any documents? 

A He may have but if he did, as I recall, maybe 
once or twice, I would stand by the fax machine and take 
the fax off. 

Q And why were they double and triple wrapped? 

A Just a good investigative technique. 

0 Was it to make sure that you knew that the 
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document hadn't been looked at by anybody else? 

A Standard procedure, yes, ma'am. 

Q And did you maintain that file in any kind of 
particular order? Chronological order, subject matter, 
anything like that? 

A Basically as they came in. 

Q As we'll see later on in your testimony, 

Mr. Wellington, sometimes there's three or four memos a 
day. Did they usually come in in the same package? 

A Yes , ma'am. 

Q And then you'd file them in as they came in 

chronologically, is that correct? 

A Basically. 

Q Did you ever throw any away? 

A No. I shredded the envelopes. 

Q Do you have those now? 

A No. 

Q How long has it been since you haven't had those 

documents? 

A Probably over a year, I guess. 

0 Did you maintain any kind of log? When the 
documents came in, you'd give them an identifier or a date 
or write down what you got? 

A No. 

Q So you maintained no log of the documents you 
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received. You maintained no copy. 

A That ' s correct . 

Q When did you give the documents away? 

A I was told to. 

Q By who? 

A It may have been -- it was in our law 
department, it was a lawyer. It may have been 
Mr. Trotter, it may have been somebody else. I don't 
remember. 


Q What were you directed to do with the documents? 

A Turn all the documents that I had over to the 

legal department. 

0 Did you physically hand them to your legal 
department? 

A I physically handed them to Mr. Trotter. 
(Continued on the next page.) 
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1 Q Was it after the owners association shut down 

2 the investigation?

You kept no copies.

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1 Q Prior to your going to Los Angeles and talking 

2 to those lawyers, did you review any documents? 

3 A (Pause.) I don't think I had any. I was on 

4 vacation when they called me and told me to go over there. 

5 Q When you turned the documents over to 

6 Mr. Trotter, you effectively lost control of those 

7 documents, didn't you? 

8 A Absolutely. 

9 Q So if there's documents that are now missing or 

10 documents that were not produced by Alyeska back to us, 

11 you have no explanation for that, do you? 

12 A No, none. 

13 Q Every document that you ever got from Wayne 

14 Black you turned over to Mr. Trotter, is that correct? 

15 A That's my — yes. 

16 Q And from that point on you have no understanding 

17 or explanation of what happened other than what you 

18 testified, that you think they were sent to California. 

19 A That's correct. 

20 Q So the chain of custody in terms of those 

21 documents was destroyed when you handed them to 

22 Mr. Trotter, wasn't it? 

23 A Absolutely. 

24 Q How did Wayne Black know the parameters of the 

25 investigation that he was supposed to conduct? How did he 
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know how far he could go within the Alyeska circles to 
identify leaks? 

JUDGE TURECK: Let me interrupt you for a 

second. Are you going to start getting into something new 
at this point? 

MS. GARDE: Yes. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Maybe this would be a good 

time to go ahead and break for lunch. So why don't you 
just hold the question in mind. 

Before we do that, do you want to move the 
admission of Exhibits 21 through 24? 

MS. GARDE: Yes. Thank you. I'd like to do 

that at this time. 

JUDGE TURECK: Is there any objection? 

MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, let me just go through 

them. 

JUDGE TURECK : Sure . 

MR. JORDAN: If I can here. 

I have no objection to 24. I have no objection 
on 20. Let's see. I have no objection on 22. I have no 
objection on 21, if the understanding is that the — 
if the purpose of admitting them is to show that 
Mr. Wellington sent what he referred to as a buck slip to 
Wayne Black and that there was a clipping attached. If 
the purpose is to have the information set forth in the 
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1 clipping be accepted as true, then I have objection on the 

2 basis of hearsay. 

3 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. I assume that's not the 

4 purpose . 

5 MS. GARDE: No. 

6 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 

7 MR. JORDAN: With respect to Exhibit 23, let me 

8 state my objections I guess in two tiers. One, I 

9 recognize Your Honor overruled my objection about the 

10 scope of inquiry with respect to Ms. Ott, and I understand 

11 the basis for doing that. 1 still do not think a 

12 sufficient basis has been shown of any connection between 

13 Ms. Ott that was going on with respect to Bob Scott to 

14 satisfy the relevance standard. If Your Honor disagrees 

15 with that, however, I have the same observation as I had 

16 with respect to Exhibit 21, which is that it should be 

17 admitted only for the purpose of showing that 

18 Mr. Wellington sent a buck slip with various other 

19 material attached on the assumption that the material 

20 attached is not offered for the truth of the matter 

21 asserted therein. 

22 MS. GARDE: It's not except for one of the 

23 attachments to Ms. Ott's -- the page of information about 

24 Ms. Ott, which is the February 23rd, '88 memo from Iversen 

25 to Wellington, only offered for the purposes that that is 
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1 what security did. Security did conduct this, and he sent 

2 that information to Mr. Black was part of his packet about 

3 Ms. Ott. 

4 MR. JORDAN: There my -- 

5 MS. GARDE: I don't know if any of it’s true or 

6 not . 

7 MR. JORDAN: There my objection is the relevance 

8 objection I made initially. And as long as -- if Your 

9 Honor doesn't accept that and says it can come in, then I 

10 again say as long as it's not for the truth of the matter 

11 asserted, just for the fact that this is the information 

12 that was developed in an Alyeska security report. 

13 JUDGE TURECK: Again, is that the purpose of the 

14 offer? 

15 MS. GARDE: Yes. 

16 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Then I'll accept it for 

17 that purpose, and I agree with you, I don't want to get 

18 into the question of whether these things dealing with 

19 Ms. Ott are true. That's not the purpose of the inquiry, 

20 and if we start doing that again, this hearing will never 

21 end. 

22 With those restrictions. I'll admit Exhibits 21 

23 through 24 into evidence. 

24 

25 
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(The documents referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
were received in evidence as 
Complainant ' 8 Exhibits Nos. 
21, 22, 23, and 24. ) 

JUDGE TURECK: And at this time we'll adjourn 

until 10 till 2:00, and just try to adjourn -- I notice 
yesterday we had some people brought some food into the 
courtroom after lunch. Please do not do that again. I 
don't mind if we bring in drinks, but no food. 

With that, we're adjourned. 

(Whereupon, at 12:51 p.m. the hearing was 
recessed, to be reconvened this same day, Tuesday, May 19, 
1992, at 1:50 p.m. )

(1:56 p. m. ) 

JUDGE TURECK: Back on the record. This is a 

continuation of the hearing in Scott v. Alyeska. 
Continue questioning. 

Mr. Wellington, you’re still under oath. 

Whereupon, 

JAMES P. WELLINGTON 


having been previously duly sworn, resumed the stand as a 
witness herein, and was examined and testified further as 
follows: 


JUDGE TURECK: I think you had a half a question 

finished when I interrupted you for the lunch break. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Resumed) 

BY MS. GARDE: 


Q Mr. Wellington, before the lunch break, 1 was 
asking you about the very beginning of the Wackenhut 
investigation. Do you recall that that's where we were in 
our examination? 

A I believe so, ma'am. 

Q I'd like to go back to the meeting at Coral 
Gables and just make sure that I've elicited your 
testimony on what was the conclusion of that meeting with 
Mr. Wackenhut, his son, and the other parties that you 
Identified. 
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A The conclusion, or -- 

Q Mmm-hmm . 

A As I've testified, I laid out the four major 
objectives as far as the Alyeska was concerned was to the 
leaks, identify what documents were going, identify the 
people that were responsible, and take appropriate legal 
action, in that the focus of the investigation was always 
to remain consistent with those guidelines and that at 
some point in time, ma'am, that all of the investigative 
efforts that were done on behalf of Alyeska would be or 
could be subject to a court of law, and therefore, 
everything had to be done legally. 

Q Do you remember when that meeting was? 

A Late February, maybe early March. I don't 

recall . 

Q Did you execute a separate contract with 
Wackenhut for the purposes of this investigation? 

A No, ma'am. 

Q This was just a continuation. 

A Of our contract. 

Q Of the activities that you already had ongoing 
with American Guard and Alert? 

A Yes, which is a wholly owned subsidiary of the 
Wackenhut Corporation. 

Q Did Mr. Black in that initial meeting give you 
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1 any details of how they were going to conduct the 

2 investigation, what types of activities they were going to 

3 engage in? 

4 A Well, I think, ma'am, as I testified before, 

5 we talked about setting up the investigative corporation. 

6 We talked about the — whatever it was, the frontier 

7 conference or whatever that was here in Anchorage that was 

8 coming up fairly soon. We did not go into a lot of the — 

9 a lot of the nitty-gritty details, so to speak, as far as 

10 the investigation was concerned. 

11 Q Did they tell you that they were going to obtain 

12 telephone tolls? 

13 A I don't believe that was discussed, ma'am, at 

14 that meeting. 

15 Q Did they tell you that they were going to take 

16 Mr. Hamel and Mr. Scott's trash? 

17 A I don't recall. 

18 Q Did they tell you that they were going to check 

19 on the banking activities of either Mr. Scott or any of 

20 the other potential targets? 

21 A As far as the investigative leaks are concerned, 

22 1 would say that we did not discuss the financial aspects 

23 of the individuals involved. 

24 Q Did they tell you they needed additional 

25 handwriting samples from Mr. Scott? 
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1 A I don't think that was an issua, ma'am. 

2 Q Did they tell you that they had given a code 

3 name to Robert Scott, "the Scotsman"? Did they tell you 

4 that they gave Mr. Hamel a code name, "Mr. Hotel"? 

5 A Not that I — no. 

6 0 Did they go into any details with you about how 

7 they were going to actually conduct the activity? 

8 A Other than the broad guidelines that I gave 

9 them, which I think were pretty specific, and that's — 

10 i'll repeat one more time — keep it legal, wouldn't get 

11 involved in any activity involving drugs or alcohol or 

12 women, and that every aspect of the investigation had to 

13 be done with an eye towards eventually showing up in 

1 4 court . 

15 q Did you indicate to Wackenhut that you expected 

16 there to be some type of record kept of, what they did? 

17 A I think that's standard practice that they 

18 would. 

19 Q But did you say anything to them? 

20 A No, but I think it's kind of like going to the 

21 doctor's office. You assume he's going to keep some kind 

22 of a record as a professional in the areas that they work 

23 in. 

24 Q Did you ask or inquire at all while you were in 

25 Coral Gables what type of training that they used to train 
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investigators to conduct these kind of activities? 

A I was aware of -- generally aware through 
information provided by them of Mr. Black's previous 
experience and Mr. Lund's previous experience, and I 
believe, Mr. Crep's previous experience. I did not go 
below that level of internal review of their people. I 
was satisfied with the people who were going to manage the 
investigation, had the expertise, had the experience, had 
the professional standing in order to conduct an 
investigation of this type. 

Q How long were you at Coral Gables? 

A Well, probably two days. 

Q Did your meeting span a two-day period? 

A Probably all of one day. As I recall, we got in 
there rather late at night, and we met the next morning, 
and --or the next day, and basically, almost all day. As 
1 recall, I left the following morning. 

Q And in that time frame of those two days, did 
you have separate meetings with Mr. Black and Mr. Lund 
regarding the investigative techniques that they would 
employ? 

A I think probably not. I'm trying to visualize. 
We met in the Chairman's Board Room, and we didn't — as I 
recall, ma'am, we didn't move away from there. So 
probably not. 
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1 Q Did either Mr. Lund or Mr. Black give you a copy 

2 or show you a copy of a book entitled. How To Get Anything 

3 on Anybody ? 

4 A No. 

5 Q Have you since become aware of the fact that 

6 that book was handed out to Wackenhut investigators? 

7 A I have no knowledge of that. 

8 Q Have you seen the document? 

9 A I think -- as I recall, ma'am, I think somebody 

10 at the congressional hearing had a copy, but I've never 

11 seen it. 

12 Q So in preparing for this hearing today or in 

13 preparing for the congressional hearing, no one ever has 

14 advised you that that document was given to Wackenhut 

15 investigators to use? 

16 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. It states 

17 facts not in evidence. It's an assertion by Mrs. Garde. 

18 She can ask the question, but making statements there's no 

19 evidence of so far is improper. 

20 MS. GARDE: Well, I thought I was asking that 

21 question. Let me rephrase it so you're -- if I misspoke. 

22 BY MS. GARDE: 

23 Q Mr. Wellington, has it come to your attention 

24 that Wackenhut investigators were provided a copy of that 

25 book, a book called How To Get Anything on Anybody ? 
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1 A I have no personal knowledge 

2 0 That's not my question. 

3 A that that book was ever passed out to 

4 Wackenhut employees. 

5 Q That's not my question, sir. I'm asking you if 

6 you now know that Wackenhut handed that book out to their 

7 investigators. 

8 A My answer is the same. I don't know. 

9 Q No one has ever told you that? 

10 A I've heard it, but nobody's ever come up and 

11 said it to me. 

12 There was some — let me rephrase that. There 

13 was some assertion, some mention of the book at the 

14 congressional hearing by one of the people, and they 

15 flashed this book through, and I'm not aware of the 

16 document. I've never seen, it and whether or not it's 

17 passed out to Wackenhut employees or sold on the streets 

18 of Miami I have no idea. 

19 Q Mr. Wellington, you testified on a panel with 

20 Mr. Richey and Mr. Hermiller during the congressional 

21 hearing, did you not? 

22 A Yes, I did. 

23 MR. JORDAN: Objection. I think that also 

24 states something that's contrary to the evidence here. 

25 MS. GARDE: Mr. Hermiller and Mr. Richey. 
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JUDGE TURECK: Do you want to address your 

comments to the Bench? 

MS. GARDE: If I'm making a mistake, I stand 

corrected . 

MR. JORDAN: Okay. I'm sorry. You’re correct. 

JUDGE TURECK: I assume that the objection's 

withdrawn. 

MR. JORDAN: Withdrawn. I'm sorry. Your Honor. 

JUDGE TURECK: You can proceed. 

MR. JORDAN: I’m sorry. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q You testified, did you not, on a panel with 
Mr. Richey, Bill Richey, an attorney from Florida, and 
Mr. Hermiller, did you not? 

A Before Congressman Miller? 

Q Yes. 

A Yes, I did. 

Q During that panel testimony isn’t it true that 
Mr. Miller's staff did hand out a copy of that book and 
ask if in fact that document wasn't used to train 
Wackenhut investigators? 

A Ma'am, I just — I honestly don’t recall. 

Q You just don't recall. 

A I remember the book, first time I've ever heard 

of it, don't know whether they gave me a copy, don’t 
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1 remember the dialogue between Mr. Wackenhut or whoever was 

2 testifying when, you know, this document — 1 don't know. 

3 Q But prior to the congressional hearing, you 

4 never saw the book and had no knowledge of whether or not 

5 It had been used. 

6 A I think I've said that about three times. The 

7 answer is no. 

8 Q When you were in Florida, did they indicate to 

9 you how they were going to design their investigation to 

10 find your leaks? 

11 A Once again, we talked about the investigative 

12 corporation . We talked about coming to Alaska, you know, 

13 those general type activities. 

14 Q Would you have expected Mr. Black, Mr. Lund, or 

15 Mr. Wackenhut or any of the executives at Wackenhut to 

16 tell you that they were building their investigation off 

17 of a book entitled. How To Get Anything on Anybody , if 

18 that’s what they were doing? 

19 A Would I expect them to tell me that? Well, that 

20 would be speculative on my part. I don't want to 

21 speculate. 

22 Q Well, you said that you wanted them to do it 

23 legally. 

24 A That's correct. 

25 Q You wanted it to survive in court. 
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1 A They may have used The Encyclopedia Britannica . 

2 I don 1 1 know what they used . 

3 0 I understand that you don't know what they used, 

4 but what I'm asking you, Mr. Wellington, is given the 

5 instruction that you gave them, that you went to Florida 

6 to look Mr. Wackenhut in the eye and tell him, would you 

7 have expected them to tell you or advise you that they 

8 were training their investigators out of a document that 

9 was entitled. How To Get Anything on Anybody ? 

10 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor, relevance. 

11 It seems to me we're getting very far afield here. What 

12 Mr. Wellington might have expected someone at Wackenhut to 

13 have told them about how they were going to conduct an 

14 investigation and with trying to weave in a document that 

15 Mr. Wellington said he never saw, at least before it was 

16 possibly handled out at a congressional hearing just can't 

17 possibly be probative and make it more likely or not that 

18 the proposition that Ms. Garde espouses with respect to 

19 the firing of Mr. Scott is more likely than would 

20 otherwise be the case. 

21 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, let me respond to 

22 that. It's clear through the testimony of the two 

23 witnesses that we've had on the stand that the intention 

24 of Alyeska was to conduct a legal surveillance activity. 

25 What I'm trying to elicit is the degree to which that was 
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1 a serious instruction and the degree to which they 

2 attempted to supervise or look into or in any way monitor 

3 or put some type of quality control on an investigation 

4 which I would represent to the court almost immediately 

5 turned to methods that are by the definition of the 

6 materials they were using at least highly questionable. 

7 I think I'm at least entitled to probe how much 

8 he knew or if he was told or if he even would have 

9 expected to have been told that. 

10 MR. JORDAN: I don't have any objection to that 

11 line of inquiry as stated. It seems to me that Is not the 

12 line of inquiry with respect to this took that's being 

13 pursued. 

14 MS. GARDE: I think that's the exact question 

15 that I have pending. 

16 JUDGE TURECK: I'll overrule the objection. He 

17 can answer the question, but I'd caution you that after a 

18 while this line of questioning doesn't seem to be getting 

19 us anywhere and if his answers don't change and it's not 

20 getting any more informative than it has been, if you'd go 

21 on to something else — 

22 MS. GARDE: I understand. Judge, and I'll move 

23 on after the answer to this question. 

24 BY MS. GARDE: 

25 Q Would you have expected them to tell you if they 
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1 were using that type of manual? 

2 A I would think not. 

3 Q And why is that? 

4 A I did not consider the meeting in Miami to be 

5 one where I was going to probe into every aspect of how 

6 they trained their people, what they 4id. I went down 

7 there to explain to them, as 1 have here to the court, 

8 what our objectives were, what we were attempting to do, 

9 and we wanted to keep it legal, we wanted to identify, we 

10 wanted to get back, and we wanted to go to court if 

11 possible. I think if you take all those into 

12 consideration, ma'am, that my guidelines were specific to 

13 the Chairman of the Board, the President of the company. 

14 I don't know how it could be any more specific. 

15 Q Well, with all due respect, Mr. Wellington, 

16 you're testifying about a meeting that I wasn't present at 

17 and that there is no record of that I am aware of, and my 

18 line of questioning, sir, is to elicit whether or not your 

19 instructions about things being done legally were heard by 

20 the Wackenhut officials. Whether you were serious in 

21 what you said. You're very strong about that in your 

22 testimony today, sir. But what I want to know is when you 

23 left, did they think they had to tell you? Did Wayne 

24 Black have to advise you, "This is what we're going to, 

25 and it's legal. This is what we're going to do, and it's 
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1 legal”? 

2 A I did not leave instructions for them that every 

3 time they got up in the morning for them to call me and 

4 see if it's going to be legal. 1 assumed, based on their 

5 national reputation and my instructions, to the highest 

6 level — I could have very easily made those instructions 

7 on the telephone. And a trip to Miami and back in three 

8 days is not the most joyous trip. 

9 But I went down there to make a point that they 

10 understood exactly where Alyeska was coming from and not 

11 to some flunky or not to the janitor, but to the President 

12 of the corporation and the Chairman of the Board. I think 

13 when I left there, they damn well understood what my 

14 instructions were. 

15 Q Why do you think they understood that, sir? 

16 A I made it very strong, just like I'm making it 

17 here today, with a little different language, but they 

1 8 understood . 

19 Q Well, why do you think they did understand? 

20 A Well, I think they're intelligent human beings, 

21 and they've been in the investigative business. 

22 (Continued on the next page.) 

23 

24 

25 
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1 BY MS. GARDE: 

2 0 Knowing what you know now, sir, do you think 

3 that they didn't understand? 

4 A No. 

5 Q You still think they understood. 

6 A Absolutely. 

7 Q As you're sitting here today, sir, do you 

8 believe that obtaining telephone tolls to identify the 

9 contacts between Mr. Scott and Mr. Hamel was a legal, 

10 regular, investigative technique? 

11 A Is it legal? I'm not aware that It's not legal. 

12 The five attorneys that we had on the staff never told me 

13 that it was not legal. And, as far as I'm concerned, it's 

14 legal. Secondly, is it an investigative tool? Yes, 

15 ma'am, it is. 

16 Q So as you're sitting here today, testifying 

17 today, sir, you still believe it's legal to obtain 

18 telephone tolls of contacts between your employees and Mr. 

19 Hamel that might demonstrate where your documents are 

20 leaking to. Is that correct? 

21 A Are you asking me if it's a violation of any 

22 state, federal or city or any ordinance? That's legal. 

23 That * s legal . 

24 Q I'm asking you, sir, your opinion today. As you 

25 testify today, as director of security of Alyeska, Is it 
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1 okay today for you to go out and obtain a telephone toll 

2 from a John Doe employee to see if they're calling Mr. 

3 Hamel? 

4 A Is it legal or is it okay? 

5 Q I'm asking you, sir, in your position as 

6 director of Alyeska's security is it okay today? In your 

7 opinion. 

8 A Is it okay or legal? 

9 Q I'm asking you, sir, is it all right, in your 

10 opinion? Is it an acceptable thing for you to direct to 

11 have done or to do? Today. 

12 A If the circumstances warrant it, absolutely. 

13 Q What circumstances? 

14 A Whatever the case may be. If I was running the 

15 investigation on the kidnapping of the president of Exxon 

16 International, I'd probably be looking at toll records if 

17 I thought it would help. If I'm looking at very sensitive 

18 legal documents that are stolen from a company, I would 

19 probably look at toll records. Yes. 

20 Q So as you testify here today -- 

21 A We use that very, very, very carefully and I 

22 think the only time that we've ever gone outside the 

23 company to do this is in this very, very serious case. 1 

24 take it very seriously. I feel very strongly about the 

25 rights of individuals and I would not use any method that 
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1 was not legal. Hopefully I’ve answered that. 

2 Q Mr. Wellington, if the manual, assuming -- bear 

3 with me for a minute and assuming I’m correct if I tell 

4 you that Wackenhut handed out that manual I referred to, 

5 how to get anything on anybody, let me ask this as a 

6 hypothetical question, please and let me finish my 

7 question. 

8 MR. JORDAN: I object to hypothetical questions 

9 on matters that are not in evidence. I don't think the 

10 witness should be required to respond to those. We're 

11 entitled to get his knowledge to the extent relevant to 

12 the issues in the Bob Scott case. 

13 JUDGE TURECK: I'll sustain that objection. 

14 This is not a witness to ask hypothetical questions. If 

15 you want to ask questions about facts that are not yet in 

16 evidence that you are representing you will put in 

17 evidence, that's fine. Subject, of course, to the fact 

18 that if you don't put the items into evidence then the 

19 questions won't be worth anything and the answers won't be 

20 worth anything. But I will permit you to ask questions 

21 that you're going to tie in later but not hypothetical 

22 questions. This is not an expert witness. 

23 MS. GARDE: Your Honor, then, on that 

24 representation, let me just ask my co-counsel something. 

25 (Pause.) 
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MS. GARDE: Your Honor , then what 1 would like 

to do is to represent to the Court that in the testimony 
of the two Wackenhut investigators that we have coming on 
the stand, 1 will ask them about that manual, I will 
establish through that manual, through their testimony 
that that manual was handed out at Wackenhut and on that 
basis I would like to pursue that question with this 
witness. 

JUDGE TURECK: You may proceed. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wackenhut — I’m sorry. You don't even look 
like George Wackenhut. 

A I don't have the money either. 

MS. GARDE: Or live in a castle. 

THE WITNESS: No. 

( Laughter . ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, if the instructions that were 

given to the Wackenhut employees who were conducting the 
investigation into the leak of documents included a manual 
that said obtaining telephone tolls are illegal but here's 
how to get them anyway in descending order of legality, 
would that change your opinion about telephone tolls? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 
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1 | A I would not rely on some manual written by 

2 somebody from wherever they're coming from as to how I’m 

3 going to conduct an investigation. Me, personally, with 

4 over 30 years of experience, I’m going to rely on the 

5 expert advice of legal counsel, district attorneys, 

6 whatever the case may be, the attorney general or whatever 

7 the case may be. I could care less about some manual 

8 written in Cuba or wherever the hell it came from. So 

9 what they passed out to their people, I have no idea. And 

10 it wouldn't change my interpretation of what I told them 

11 one iota. 

12 Q Is it your belief today, sir, that obtaining 

13 someone's credit report is an acceptable investigative 

14 technique? 

15 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I object to these 

16 questions that are "Is it your belief today" or "As you're 

17 sitting here today." 

18 MS. GARDE: Well, I'll withdraw the question. 

19 MR. JORDAN: I think it's relevant to ask what 

20 his belief was at the time the investigation was ongoing. 

21 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, I will withdraw 

22 the question for now and I'll tie it up later. 

23 BY MS. GARDE: 

24 Q Mr. Wellington, did they advise you that they 

25 were going to take trash? 
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A At some point in time, that investigative 
technique was discussed. 

Q Did they advise you that they were going to 
plant phony memos in the legal department to see if you 
could identify who was the leak within the legal 
department? 

A I did that. 

Q You did that in concert with Mr. Black? 

A Yes. 

MS. GARDE: I'd like to direct your attention to 

the exhibits in front of you, sir, to Exhibit 26. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 BY MS. GARDE: 

2 0 Have you ever seen this document before? 

3 A Ma'am, I've looked at so many documents in the 

4 course of this hearing and other hearings and other things 

5 that it's not one that jumps out at me. If you've got 

6 something that said I saw it, I'd trust that. 

7 Q Do you recognize the document? 

8 A No, I don't recognize it. 

9 Q You've never seen it before?

Ms . Garde .

MR. JORDAN: I don't have all that immediately

JUDGE TURECK: Off the record for a minute. 

(Whereupon, a brief recess was taken.) 

JUDGE TURECK: You can proceed. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, was one of the first activities 

that was conducted in the Wackenhut investigation putting 
the test package in the legal office, the legal department 
office? 
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1 A No. 

2 Q What was one of the first activities that was 

3 undertaken? 

4 A Probably meeting in Florida and then Mr. Black 

5 and Mr. Lund coming to Anchorage. 

6 Q Do you remember Mr. Black sending you a test 

7 package on March 12 , 1990? 

8 A Yes . 

9 Q What was that? 

10 A As I recall, ma'am, what we agreed to do in the 

11 transmittal of information from his office to mine in the 

12 manner and method that I described earlier where it would 

13 be double wrapped, we decided to go ahead and put numbers 

14 on it and we wanted to determine internally among 

15 ourselves whether or not we were capable of keeping 

16 secrets and so this was what that was. 

17 Q So it was really just a model, a dry run of his 

18 sending you memos up to your office. Is that correct? 

19 A Yes, ma'am. 

20 Q When did the test in the legal department occur? 

21 A I'd have to look at the memo, ma'am. If you 

22 have that maybe — I don't recall. 

23 Q You just don't remember when it was? Okay. 

24 In the course of the investigation, sir, how 

25 soon did you obtain information about Bob Scott's

Q Can you turn to Exhibit 26? Or 25. In the 
exhibits in the black binder. 

A Yes, ma'am. 

Q Does that refresh your recollection about when 

you first received information on the telephone tolls of 
Robert Scott? 

A That could very well be. 

Q March 13th, isn't that correct? 

A That could very well be, ma'am. 

Q And that was before the frontier thinking 

conference, wasn't it? 

A I don't recall. 

Q You don't know? Do you know how Mr. Lund 
obtained that information? 

A I believe I have a fairly decent recollection 
now of how he did it. I wasn't sure at the time. It's 
come out at, I believe, congressional hearings how it was 
done. I didn’t know at the time, ma'am. 

Q At the time that you saw this memo, were you 
surprised that Mr. Lund had been able to identify the 
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1 numbers he called and who was at the numbers?

6 A We may have. 1 don't recall, ma'am. If you 

7 have something that says we did, then we did. I don't 

8 recall. 

9 Q Well, I’m asking you if you did that. 

10 A I don't recall. 

11 Q Okay. Did you send any information back to 

12 Mr. Lund or Mr. Black about contacts or phone logs of 

13 calls from Alyeska security? From your own communication 

14 system? 

15 A I believe I have. 

16 Q How often did you do that? 

17 A I don't know. Once or twice maybe. I don't 

18 know. If you have something that shows three or four 

19 times, then I'd say that was probably correct. 

20 Q But your recollection is that during the course 

21 of the Wackenhut Investigation you did provide information 

22 about Alyeska phone calls to Mr. Lund and Mr. Black for 

23 their use in their investigation. Is that correct? 

24 A I think that would be a fair assertion. Yes, 

25 ma'am. 
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0 While Mr. Lund and Mr. Black were up here, did 
there come a time that you asked Mr. Lund to take pictures 
of demonstrators in front of the Alyeska headquarters? 

A They indicated, ma'am, that they were going to 
be present during the publicly announced demonstration in 
front of our headquarters and I believe that they took 
photographs. I know I did and I'm assuming they did. 

Q You took photographs of the demonstrators? 

A Oh, yes. 

Q And it's your understanding that they did as 

well? 

A I believe they did. 

Q How was that activity designed to help you find 
the leak of Alyeska documents? 

A I'm not sure we're talking about the same 
thing, ma'am. We had a demonstration in front of our 
building where physical damage was done to our property. 
You're trying to tie it to the investigation. I'm not 
sure that there was any direct tie. But, again, I guess 
if Mr. Scott's out there with a sign that would kind of 
help us out a little bit. 

Q Well, when you took the pictures of the 
demonstrators, did you know that they were going to do 
physical damage to the headquarters? 

A I was hoping that they wouldn't. 
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1 0 But when you had the camera, I mean, did you 

2 wait until after there was damage done to take the 

3 pictures? 

4 A I think we took surveillance pictures during the 

5 entire demonstration. We were there and the news media 

6 was there, everybody had cameras. There were more cameras 

7 than people, I think. 

8 Q I'd like to ask you to look at Exhibit 30. It's 

9 a memo from Richard Lund to yourself dated March 30, 1990. 

10 Is this the memo that Mr. Lund sent you regarding the 

11 demonstration? 

12 A Yes, I believe it is, ma'am. 

13 Q And is it your testimony that the activities of 

14 Mr. Lund in taking pictures of the demonstrators had 

15 nothing to do with the investigation that was being 

16 conducted by Wackenhut to find the leaks? 

17 A I wouldn't be so broad as to say that. We have 

18 this collateral or concurrent activity going on and it's 

19 conceivable that people there might have been involved in 

20 other activity and we just wanted the document. 

21 Q Once the pictures were taken, the memo 

22 indicates, although I've never seen them, but the pictures 

23 were attached to the memorandum. Do you remember him 

24 sending you the pictures? 

25 A I believe so. 
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Q And based on those pictures, did you then make a 
list, did you identify people and make a list of who they 
were by face? Send him a list of those names back? 

A 1 know we sat down and attempted to identify 
some of the people that were there. I can't recall, 
ma'am, whether I forwarded that list to Mr. Lund or not. 

1 could very well have. I recognized people there, 

Chancey Croft was there and there were other people who 
there. Some people I know, some I didn't know. 

MS. GARDE: Turn back to Exhibit 29. 

( Pause . ) 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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Q On March 9th Wayne Black sent you a memo called, 
"Telephone Toll Analysis." Do you remember receiving this 
document? 

A Yes. I would assume I got it. 

Q And this identified, did it not, for the first 
time positive contacts between Hamel and Scott, didn't it? 

A Let me see what it looks like. 

Q It's Exhibit 29? 

A I'm reading 28. Let's see it. Okay, 29. 

Mnun-hmm. 

Q Okay. In the second paragraph it says, "These 
individuals are Robert Scott," and it gives his Social 
Security number. What did the Social Security number 
mean? Why was he giving you that information? 

A I don't have any idea. 

Q Do you know how he got that information?

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1 or Mr. Black did, but I think it's — night be -- I don't 

2 know who did it. Price/AHTNA -- the phone assigned to 

3 Price/AHTNA at the Valdez equipment shop came up as a hit. 

4 Q What does that mean? 

5 A It came up as somebody from that four-digit 

6 Alyeska number made a phone call to Mr. Hamel. 

7 Q Did you take any efforts to determine who might 

8 have used that phone? 

9 A Well, the first thing we did was find out who 

10 the phone's assigned to, and it turned out to be that it 

11 was assigned to Price/AHTNA. It was a phone that was in a 

12 common work area, and over 50 people had access to the 

13 phone if they wanted to use it. It was not an inner 

14 sanctum or somebody's, you know, super secret private 

15 office or something like that. So that's basically where 

16 we left it at the time. 

17 0 Well, you say you left it there at the time. 

18 Did you make any attempt to send the investigators the 

19 names of the people who had regular access to that phone? 

20 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I feel compelled to 

21 object on scope and relevance, again getting at 

22 Price/AHTNA, a company that's contracting with Alyeska, 

23 pursuing this down every possible path, and there’s no 

24 indication of any connection whatsoever with Robert Scott. 

25 MS. GARDE: Well, I don't know if he's on that 
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list of 50 people who nay have had access to the phone. 

Let me ask it that way. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

0 Was Mr. Scott among the people who could have 
had access to the Price/AHTNA phone from the terminal? 

A I would say that he probably could have had 
access. Don't know whether he did or not, but he probably 
could. 

MS. GARDE: May I move on? 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q When did it come to your attention that 
Alyeska's contract investigators, the Wackenhut 
Corporation, were obtaining credit reports from the 
targets of their investigation? 

A I'm not sure, ma'am, whether it was at one of 
the meetings that we had in Coral Gables. I just — I 
don't recall the sequence. 

Q Was it fairly early* on in the investigative 
process? 

A I think not, but again I'm not sure. 

Q Did it come as a surprise to you that they had 
done that? 

A Yes, I think so. I think so. 

Q Did you say anything? 
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A No, I did not. 

Q Would you please look at Exhibit 27. Can you 
identify that document? 

A No, I can't. 

MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, may I approach the 

Witness? I'd just like to see what the exhibit that the 
Witness is looking at looks like to make sure I have the 
same thing. 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes, you may. 

THE WITNESS: Thank you. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q When you learned that they were obtaining credit 
checks, what understanding did you have of how that was 
going to lead to identifying leaks or stopping them? 

A I didn't have any understanding, ma'am. 

Q Did you ask them? 

A I don't believe so. I don't recall it. 

Q Now, when did you learn that there was going to 
be a trip to Valdez taken by the ECOLIT group? 

A We discussed that investigative possibility 

I believe early on, and 1 approved that. 

Q And what was your understanding of what the 
purpose of that trip was? 

A Basically the investigative purpose of the trip 
was to determine whether or not individuals working for us 
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would indiscriminately to people that they didn't know as 
a result of an inquiry leak confidential privileged or 
other information. 

Q And were you aware of the methods that the 
Wackenhut investigators went through to portray their 
legitimacy to the community of Valdez? 

A I did not get involved, ma'am, in the nitty- 
gritty discussion as to how two individuals were going to 
conduct their investigation and set up their operation at 
Valdez. 

Q Were you shown a copy of the newspaper ad that 
they were going to run in the Valdez newspaper? 

A I probably did see it. 

Q Prior to it being run? 

A I wouldn’t be a bit surprised. I don't recall. 

Q Were you aware that the ECOLIT operatives were 
going to be representing to the public that in their 
opinion the changes in environmental laws have resulted -- 
I'll read from Exhibit 31, if you'll turn to that, please. 

Would you read paragraph 2, please? 

A Out loud or to myself? 

Q You can read it to yourself. 

JUDGE TURECK: Are you going to have him 

identify what this document is if you're going to question 
him about it? It's certainly not obvious from its face.

0 What did you tell him was going on in Valdez? 

A 1 think as I recall and it could have very well 

been, ma'am, after it happened — 1 don't know what 
Mr. Hermiller 's schedule was during this period of time — 
that we had or were — I think had is probably a better 
definition — conducted a investigative operation at 
Valdez to determine whether people would come forth, as 1 
said earlier, to basically people that they had no real 
knowledge of and provide information of a sensitive or 
proprietary nature.

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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Would you please turn to Exhibit 32? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you seen this document before? 

A 1 believe so. 

Q What is it? 

A It is entitled "Undercover Investigation, Valdez 

Alaska” and it's to me from Rick Lund and Gary Crep dated 
April 23, 1990. And it appears to be a chronological 
sequence of events that took place while there were here 
in Alaska and at Valdez. 

Q In the first paragraph, the Sunday, April 1st, 
entry it indicates that the business was doing research, 
this was the fake business that they were presenting 

i 

themselves, ”ls doing research to force major oil 
companies through litigation to comply with adequate 
measures to protect the environment and new areas of 
exploration.” Is that your understanding of what their 
asserted purpose was? 

A Some inumbo- jumbo there. I'm not sure what it 
was. It seemed to work at the time. I'm not sure what it 
was. 

Q In this memo, there is an indication of the 
steps that they took to confirm Bob Scott was a leak of 
information. Do you remember reviewing the steps that 
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1 they went through in Valdez regarding Mr. Scott? 

2 A I don't. I think they collected his trash. I'm 

3 not sure what else they did. Is there a page I can look 

4 at? 

5 Q On page 5 of the memo, it indicates that they 

6 got his tag numbers from the house believed to be that of 

7 Robert Scott . 

8 A Tag numbers? Car numbers or something? 

9 0 Page 6 indicates they followed him to a meeting, 

10 engaged him in conversation and sat across the Pizza Plaza 

11 Restaurant in an attempt to overhear his conversation with 

12 his wife. Do you remember reading that? 

13 A I read the document. I'm sure I probably read 

14 that. 

15 Q How do you think listening to a conversation 

16 with Mr. Scott's wife was going to elicit information 

17 about leaks? 

18 A You'd have to ask the investigators. 

19 Q Page 7 describes what you testified to a little 

20 bit before about putting fliers on the windshields of 

21 vehicles in the terminal parking lot. It Indicates the 

22 specific purpose was to offer an avenue for Scott to take 

23 if he chose in addition to that so as not to create the 

24 impression he's being singled out. Do you know if Scott 

25 took that bait? 
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1 A I don't think he did. 

2 0 On page 8 of the memo, it talks about the 

3 telephone toll analysis that was being done by Mr. Lund 

4 and it indicates that there was an extensive amount of 

5 communication taking place between Hamel Scott and Lawn, 

6 previously identified in investigative reports. We've 

7 established that Mr. Lawn was a state regulator. Did it 

8 concern you that one of the things you were learning was 

9 that Mr. Scott, Mr. Hamel and Mr. Lawn were sharing 

10 information? 

11 A I don't think it surprised me that Mr. Lam was 

12 visiting or talking on the telephone with Mr. Scott and 

13 Mr. Hamel. I think we probably assumed that there was a 

14 conduit there although I would say this in fairness to Mr. 

15 Lawn: 1 never did see any work product of his or am aware 

16 of any work product of his in his regulatory capacity 

17 which would lead me to believe that he used any 

18 information provided by either Mr. Scott or Mr. Hamel in 

19 any official capacity. 

20 0 But you thought or had reached a conclusion in 

21 your own mind that Mr. Lawn was receiving information from 

22 Mr. Scott and/or Mr. Hamel? 

23 A Well, they certainly were apparently having 

24 telephone conversations. 

25 Q Were you concerned that you might be interfering 
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with the flow of information from Mr. Scott to Mr. Lawn? 

A In what method? 

Q Were you concerned at all about that? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A 1 didn't see that we were doing anything to 
interfere with that flow of information. 

Q You were just confirming it. 

A Yes. 

0 The flier that was put out throughout Valdez, it 
was also put in public places, wasn't it? 

A If you say so. I guess. 

Q But if the document represents that it was put 
next to tourism material and posted on bulletin boards, 
would you disagree with that? 

A If that's what they said, I would assume that 
their report is factual. 

Q Was that a deceptive practice? 

A That was an investigative practice. 

0 But was it deceptive? 

A No. 

Q Why was it not deceptive? ECOLIT wasn't really 

an organization that cared about environmental concerns, 
was it? 

A No. They were an investigative organization, as

1 said earlier. Corporation, company. 

Q Operating as Alyeska's agent. Isn't that 
correct? 

A Operating on behalf of Alyeska. I don't know 
whether the term "agent" is the right word. They were an 
Independent contractor that we hired to perform a 
function. 

0 Was their flier deceptive? 

A - I don't think it was deceptive. 

Q Would you turn to Exhibit 34? Would you 
identify this document, please? 

A Yes. This is a document dated April 23, 1990 
from Rick Lund and Gary Crep to myself and it's an 
overview of the investigation at Valdez. 

Q On page 5, in the middle of the page, there's a 
description about — 

A How do you find page 5? 

0 There '.s a page number on the top. 

A Oh, on the top of the page. All right. Okay. 

0 See the paragraph that starts, "When these 
general -interviews"? Middle of the page? 

A Yes. 

Q You indicate that fliers were posted on the 
vehicles on two separate occasions to provoke employees 
and attempt to make contact with anyone who may be 
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1 disgruntled by getting the word out more aggressively. 

2 Was that what the purpose of the fliers and the ECOLIT 

3 investigation was in Valdez? 

4 A The purpose of the investigation was to 

5 determine, as I’ve said before, ma'am, whether anybody 

6 would come forth and volunteer information, sensitive 

7 information, provide documents or et cetera concerning 

8 Alyeska. I might point out that we had people call up and 

9 talk about fliers, reported them to us. 

10 Q But it wasn't to find people who had leaked 

11 documents, was it? It was to provoke employees. 

12 A The purpose of the undercover operation at 

13 Valdez was to see if people would come forth. Those are 

14 their words, not mine. I guess somebody else might call 

15 it something else. But it was designed to see if people 

16 would come forth and provide sensitive, confidential 

17 information about Alyeska, provide documents or whatever. 

18 Q What if they had just provided information, not 

19 documents? 

20 A They probably would have written it down and 

21 evaluated it. 

22 Q For what purpose? 

23 A To see exactly what type of information they're 

24 passing on, how sensitive is it? Is it something that a 

25 secretary is reading that she types for her boss, if 
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that *8 sensitive information. Is it security Information 
concerning the security operation of the terminal? I 
don't know what it would be. It might a recipe , I don't 
know. 

Q Mr. Wellington, wasn't it to do exactly what it 
says, to provoke employees and find out who may be 
disgruntled with Alyeska? 

A It was designed, as I said before, ma'am, to see 
if people would come forth. 

Q But that's broader than the scope of the 
investigation you said first. First you said that we were 
just going to find leaks of documents. Now we're 
provoking disgruntled employees. 

MR. JORDAN: Objection. Argumentative. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

0 Is there a difference in those two? 

JUDGE TURECK: I'll overrule it. You can 

answer . 

THE WITNESS: Sure. I'd be more than happy to. 

As I said earlier, ma'am, the focus of the investigation 
was to determine what material was leaking, who was 
leaking it, recover it and take action. 

I feel that the operation at Valdez falls within 
the scope of trying to determine who was leaking 
information, what information was being leaked and did 
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1 somebody have a bushel basket full of information out 

2 there that they were just waiting for somebody to come 

3 forth and give it to? We had no idea. 

4 Like I said earlier, was it security issues that 

5 they were talking about? We spend $10 million a year on 

6 security alone on this pipeline. Were they providing 

7 information on how to breach security at the terminal, 

8 what time the guards change shifts? As we found out 

9 later, there was a lot of information that was passed on 

10 to Mr. Hamel concerning information on — routine 

11 information, drive-by shooting information I passed out to 

12 our employees to be cautious of, that information went to 

13 Mr. Hamel. We had no idea what he was getting. 

14 I'm concerned about the overall security of the 

15 trans-Alaska pipeline and I'm concerned that anything 

16 that's done that could result in a shutdown of our 

17 operation or a major problem as a result of our employees 

18 taking action above and beyond the scope of their 

19 employment could have a detrimental effect not only on the 

20 community, the state and nation and our company and 

21 therefore I feel that this method in Valdez was a valid 

22 investigative effort on our behalf to determine whether or 

23 not we had employees there who would come forth. Thank 

24 God we didn't. 

25 As I always suspected, 99.9 percent of our 
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1 employees are loyal, hardworking, dedicated to the 

2 company, dedicated to Alaska. 

3 BY MS. GARDE: 

4 Q Do you consider an employee -- I'm sorry. Are 

5 you done? 

6 A Yes . 

7 Q Do you consider an employee who provided 

8 information to Mr. Dan Lawn or Mr. Hamel as disloyal? 

9 A I would have to evaluate the Information, the 

10 context that it was given in, the purpose it was given 

11 for, was there money that was transpired, were there other 

12 gratuities that were given? 1 don't know. 

13 Q Well, Mr. Wellington, is a person who works for 

14 Alyeska who provides information in response to a flyer 

15 looking for a way to keep the oil companies in line with 

16 their regulatory requirements indicate that person is 

17 disloyal? 

18 A If that was the type of information that we 

19 would have received, we would have had to evaluate it. 

20 (Continued on the next page. ) 
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Q Your flyers didn't offer money for information, 
did they? 

A I believe, no. 

Q They didn’t offer any indication that they were 
looking for security leaks. 

A We didn't -- we weren't specific, ma'am. 

Q No, you were specific in the flyers, sir. The 
flyer specifically says, "and seeks Information to force 
major oil companies through litigation to comply with 
adequate measures to protect the environment in new areas 
of exploration." That doesn't say anything about 
security. 

A Is that what the flyer says? 

Q I'm reading from their description of the flyer. 
I think we can get the flyer if — that we've submitted. | 

JUDGE TURECK: Where were you reading from? 

MS. GARDE: Let's go off the record a minute. I 

need to find it. 

JUDGE TURECK: First of all, where were you 

reading from? 

MS. GARDE: I was reading from Exhibit 32, the 

first paragraph, describing the purpose of EC0L1T. 

JUDGE TURECK: Off the record. 

(Whereupon, a brief recess was taken.) 

JUDGE TURECK: Let's go back on the record. 
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As long as you've been interrupted already , let 
me ask you a question. On Exhibit 34 at least the copy 
that I have doesn't appear to be complete, and I was 
wondering if that was intentional or accidental. 

My copy is missing pages 2 and 4. 

MS. GARDE: It was not intentional. Your Honor, 

and I'll get you a copy of a complete exhibit. 

(Pause. ) 

MS. GARDE: Can we go on in the meantime, or 

would — 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes. 

MS. GARDE: — you like — 

JUDGE TURECK: Oh, no, please. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, do you recall Mr. Black asking 
you about the call listing for particular days that went 
from the Valdez Terminal to all 800 numbers or all 
Virginia numbers? 

A That rings a bell, I think. 

Q Did you do that when he asked? 

A I don't recall, ma'am. 

0 You're aware of the fact that — you are aware 
of the fact, are you not, Mr. Wellington, that the 
investigators in Valdez also took steps to run a 
background check and do a number of other things on a 
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citizen named Bob Swift? 

A 1 believe I found that out after it was done. 

0 Who was Bob Swift? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Isn't it true that he's a bartender in Valdez? 

A Could be a cab driver. I don't know who it is. 

Q Do you know how the information Bob Swift , who 
is a private citizen, would lead you to the leak -- 

A Now, that — 

Q - - to finding the leaked documents? 

A -- you'd have to ask your messengers. 

Q Do you remember being asked by Mr. Wayne Black 
to find out who operates a company called the Alyeska 
Travel and Recreation Company? 

A Alyeska Travel — yes, I believe I do. 

Q I asked you earlier about the list of 

demonstrators, Mr. Wellington. Do you remember sending 
him a list of the demonstrators? 

A I don't recall. 

Q If I directed your attention to a memo that 
indicated, "I received your list of demonstrators. Thank 
you," would that refresh your recollection? 

A Sure. 

Q Do you have any quarrel with that? 

A No, not at all. 
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MS . GARDE: To move things along we're not going 

to point his attention to that unless you have -- 

MR. JORDAN: I won't object in this instance but 

don't -- 

MS. GARDE: Okay. 

MR. JORDAN: — treat that as a blanket pass. 

MS. GARDE: I won't. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q In Exhibit well, now we're back to Exhibit 

32. 

I'd like Exhibit 32, sir, page 14? 

A Okay . 

Q Middle of the page — 

A Mnun-hmm. 

Q — there's the following statement following the 
Investigator's check of property records on Mr. Scott, 
quote, "It is noted that Scott purchased his property from 
Alyeska Pipeline Company under terms and conditions which 
may be useful during the future investigation.'' See that 
statement? 

A Mmm-hmm. 

Q What did you understand that to mean? 

A I don't — I don't recall. 

Q Does Alyeska have a process by which they assist 

people in buying their houses in Valdez? 
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A Some people, some not, some yes. My employee, 
no. Other people, maybe yes. I don't know. 

Q Do you know how that works? 

A No, I do not. 

Q When you read that, what did you think it meant? 

A I don't think I paid any credence to it. I -- 

it didn't ring any flags or -- didn't raise any flags or 
ring any bells with me. 

Q Remember reading it at the time? 

A Probably not . 

Q Did you discuss it with them? 

A No. 

Q Following your receipt of Exhibits 32 and 34, 
the summary of the Valdez investigation, did you have any 
communications with Mr. Black or Mr. Lund that they were 
getting a little far afield of the initial scope of the 
investigation? 

A (Pause. ) Not on -- not on that particular 
occasion, no. I don't recall that -- 

0 Was there an occasion where you did suggest that 
they were perhaps going a little bit too far? 

A Yes. 

Q When was that? 

A When they picked up the trash of Trustees of 

Alaska. 
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0 And what is Trustees of Alaska? 

A It's a firm here in town. 

Q And did you put your cautions to them in 
writing? 

A No, verbally. 

Q Who did you talk to? 

A Mr. Black. 

Q And what was it about picking up the trash of 

Trustees for Alaska that concerned you? 

A 1 just didn't feel comfortable with that. 1 
guess, you know, if there was any one thing that stood 
out, I guess there probably wasn't, but after a lot of 
years you kind of get a gut feeling, and that — and I 
just didn't — I just didn’t feel comfortable with it. 

I -- it was certainly legal, but whether it was legal or 
not I just didn't feel comfortable with it, and 1 
expressed that to him, and I said, you know, "We're not 
going to do that anymore." 

And they said, "Fine. We understand that." 

Q Trustees for Alaska was in litigation with 
Alyeska, wasn't it? 

A I’m — I don't know. 

0 So your decision to have them not do that had 
nothing to do with any knowledge you may have had that 
Trustees for Alaska was Involved in litigation with 
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1 Alyeska? It’s just your gut feeling? 

2 A Yes, just my gut feeling. 

3 Q At what point did you decide that the 

4 investigation should move to Virginia and focus on 

5 Mr. Hamel? 

6 A (Pause.) I'm not sure of the timing, ma'am, the 

7 exact date, but it was obvious from talking with Mr. Black 

8 that Mr. Hamel was a very willing person to talk and that 

9 coming from Florida talking on the telephone was probably 

10 not going to be the most fruitful from our standpoint. So 

11 as I said I think this morning, we decided to move the 

12 investigation closer to one of our prime investigative 

13 leads, and Mr. Hamel loves to talk. 

14 Q Well, initially you weren't talking to 

15 Mr. Hamel, your investigators were not talking to 

16 Mr. Hamel, right? 

17 A I think early on, I think they talked to him 

18 here in town. They talked to him on the airplane. He 

19 headed south, and, you know, talked to him almost from day 

20 one. 

21 Q Well, when you moved or when the operation moved 

22 into Virginia initially, isn't it true that your 

23 investigators or the Investigators did a series of 

24 surveillances of Mr. Hamel's house, identifying what time 

25 he got up, taking pictures of his wife, walking their dog? 
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1 Do you remember that? 

2 A I think they did an overall investigative 

3 profile of Mr. Hamel. Yes, I'd say that was accurate. 

4 0 And they also took trash from in front of 

5 Mr. Hamel's house, didn't they? 

6 A Yes, ma'am. 

7 Q When did you first receive an inventory of the 

8 trash that was collected at Mr. Hamel's house? 

9 A I'm not sure, ma'am, if I ever received an 

10 inventory. I looked at it, along with some of the 

11 attorneys down in — in Florida. It's conceivable that, 

12 you know, he may have included that in one of the 

13 investigative reports, and if he did, he did. I never 

14 personally had the trash.

BY MS. GARDE: 

0 But you did examine it? 

A I looked -- it was on the table at one of the 
meetings. I just, you know, looked at it and said yes, 
fine. We weren't there to look at -- I wasn't there to 
look at trash. 

Q Were you aware of whether or not they got 
anything out of the trash that helped identify the leaks 
of documents? 

A I believe, ma'am, that there was an envelope or 
a letter or both addressed to Mr. Hamel from Mr. Scott. 1 
think that's where that came from, as I recall. 

Q Is there anything in your corporate policies, 
sir, that prevent employees of Alyeska from having any 
contact with Mr. Hamel? 

A Not that I'm aware of. 

Q Could an employee send Mr. Hamel a Christmas 

card? 

A Mr. Scott might. I probably wouldn't. 

Q If an employee did send Mr. Hamel a Christmas 
card or a birthday card, would that indicate to you that 
he was a potential leak or suspect? 

A Well, I think I would take a look at a man in 
the context of what's going — I don't send too many 
birthday cards or too many Christmas cards. I send them 
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1 to my friends. If Mr. Hamel had received a birthday card 

2 or a Christmas card or Easter card from Mr. Scott, I would 

3 assume that he considered him a friend. 

4 Q If he considered him a friend, would that make 

5 him disloyal in your view? 

6 A Not on the surface, ma'am. 

7 Q What do you mean, "not on the surface"? 

8 A I have no idea how they originally got together, 

9 maybe they're related, I don’t know how they got their 

10 friendship. If they got their friendship together as one 

11 individual stealing documents from Alyeska and providing 

12 it to another, you know, yes, I'd say that would probably 

13 make him a good investigative lead. 

14 Q Would it make him disloyal? 

15 A Disloyal? I would think so. In my opinion. 

16 Maybe not yours. 

17 Q I'm going to show you what we previously marked, 

18 I believe, as Exhibit 33, this is the original. Does this 

19 look familiar to you? 

20 A Not -- no. Not really. 

21 Q It's an envelope from someone to Mr. Hamel, 

22 isn't it? 

23 A Well, I think it's to Mrs. Gloria Ewell or 

24 somebody . 

25 Q Do you know where that document was retrieved?

A Do I know where it was retrieved from? No. 

( Pause . ) 

0 Could you identify that document, please? 

A Sure. It's a document "From the Top of ANWR" 
and it was apparently some type of a publication by Arco 
Alaska, Inc. dated March/April 1990, Issue 18, addressed 
to somebody who tore the label off, I guess they didn't 
want to know who it was, in Valdez. 

Q Is that document a piece of Alyeska property? 

A It looks to me like it was addressed to somebody 
in Valdez and I can't tell whether it was addressed to 
somebody at Alyeska or not because you can see the address 
label's been removed. 

Q It's a piece of bulk mailing, isn't it? 

A That ' s what the postmark says . 

Q Is there anything in that document, sir, that 
indicates that it's a confidential, proprietary piece of 
Alyeska property? 

A - On the surface I would say not. 

Q Is .there anything wrong with Mr. Scott having 
sent that document to Mr. Hamel, in your opinion? 

A If in fact -Mr. Scott's the one that sent it, it 
appears to be a document for distribution by Arco. 

Q Do you have any concerns about it going to Mr. 
Hamel? 
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A Taken as an individual document, as a standalone 
document, probably not. If it's a pattern, probably yes. 

JUDGE TURECK: Could I see that exhibit, please? 

( Pause. ) 

JUDGE TURECK: What has this document been 

offered as? 

MS. GARDE: I don’t think we offered it yet. 

MR. BAILY: It has not been offered. 

JUDGE TURECK: Well, just from reading your 

exhibit list, CX-33 is an inventory of trash from Hamel 
residence and this certainly doesn't look like an 
inventory of anything. 

MS. GARDE: The document that's in Exhibit 33 is 

a copy of that material but I think that the listing of it 
is probably improperly identified. You've got a copy of 
Exhibit 33. 

MS. HODGSON: Yes, but this statement doesn't -- 

your description of the exhibit has nothing to do with 
what the exhibit is. 

MS. GARDE: That's correct. It should be 

described as an Arco bulletin. 

( Pause . ) 

JUDGE TURECK: And that envelope is addressed to 

a Gloria Ewell in Washington, D.C.? Is that what you make 
it out to be? 
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MS. GARDE: Yes. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. And I assume somewhere 

along the line you're going to tie this in to Mr. Hamel. 

MS. GARDE: Yes. Mr. Wellington can probably do 

that right now. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Who is Ms. Gloria Ewell? 

A Ma'am, as I recall, that was a name that was 
used at a mail drop that Mr. Hamel had set up at a company 
that he was involved in in Virginia. As I recall, it's a 
fictitious name but it's a name that he has supplied to 
people who didn't want to be identified as mailing stuff 
to him so he set up this surreptitious or phony name and 
used it as the mail drop. 

JUDGE TURECK: Does anybody in this case use 

their real names? 

( Laughter . ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q What's your real name? 

A I've got a lot of them. 

( Laughter. ) 

0 But you don't know if Ms. Gloria Ewell is a 
fictitious name, do you? 

A I believe our investigation revealed that it 
was. I think that Mr. Hamel had indicated that he had set 
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1 up this mail drop. 

2 Q Ms. Gloria Ewell would be real surprised to 

3 learn that. 

4 A 1 think that she was related to an individual at 

5 the company where Mr. Hamel was involved but it was 

6 decided -- as I recall, it was decided that people could 

7 use this name and people knew that it was going to Mr. 

8 Hamel . 

9 0 What do you base that conclusion on? 

10 A Information that I received, verbally I believe, 

11 from Mr. Black or Mr. Lund. 

12 Q Did you take any independent steps to determine 

13 who Ms. Gloria Ewell was? 

14 A No, I did not. 

15 Q And whether she existed as a person? 

16 A Did I do anything? I think Wackenhut did. I 

17 didn't. 

18 Q And you relied on that investigation. 

19 A Yes, ma'am. 

20 Q So you'd be surprised if I told you that Gloria 

21 Ewell was a person. 

22 A No, I think — as I recall, I think that in the 

23 context of the investigation, she basically had nothing to 

24 do with the actual operation of the company or receipt of 

25 information and that Mr. Hamel had instructed people to 
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utilize this name in order to not cell attention to the 
fact that people in Valdez were nailing information to 
him. This was a cover. Everybody has covers. He had 
his, we had ours. 

Q And you base that belief on what Wayne Black 
told you. 

A Yes. 

(Pause. ) 

q I'd like to draw your attention to -- 

JUDGE TURECK: Well, before you do that, first 

of all, just let me tell you again that my copy of the 
exhibit here is not complete. I have two sides to that 
flier in Exhibit 33 rather than all four sides, so I would 
appreciate having a complete copy and make sure that 
whenever we get around to offering that into evidence we 
do have a complete copy. 

MR. BAILY: Your Honor, I think we'll have to 

use the original. We have not had access to the original 
of that exhibit most of the time and the only copy we have 
and what we had to prepare ours from was what was produced 
to us in discovery. We never got the original. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Well, you can make 

arrangements — 

MR. JORDAN: We're happy to furnish the full 

copies.

1 MR. BAILY: That’s fine. I just want to point 

2 out we can't do that. I assume Mr. Jordan will. We can't

17 went ahead and offered it into evidence. It will save us 

18 a lot of time and save us a lot of mistakes. 

19 MS. GARDE: All right. 

20 At this time. Your Honor, I would like to offer 

21 Complainant's Exhibit 26, 29, 27 -- wait a minute. Let me 

22 start over again. Twenty-six — 

23 JUDGE TURECK: What about 25? I'm not 

24 suggesting you offer these into evidence if you don't want 

25 to but that's a document that there was testimony about 
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that hasn't been offered. 

MS. GARDE: Okay. All right. 1 evidently 

missed that one. 

Complainant's Exhibit 25. I do not intend to 
offer 26 with this witness because he couldn't Identify 
it, the same with 27. 

Exhibit 29 I'd like to offer. 

Exhibit 30, 31, 32, 33 and 34. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. That's 25, 29, 30, 31, 32, 

33 and 34 . 

MS. GARDE: Yes. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Jordan? 

2 MR. JORDAN: Okay. I hope I've got this 

3 straight. Your Honor. I'll go through them one by one. 

4 Twenty-five, no objection. Twenty-nine, no objection. 

5 Thirty, no objection. Thirty-two -- I'm sorry — 31 -- I 

6 guess the objection I have on this one is relevance, but 

7 we'll -- and whether Mr. Wellington ever saw it, but we'll 

8 pass on — we'll let that in. That’s not a big deal. 

9 Thirty- two, no objection. Thirty- four, no 

10 objection. Thirty-three is the one I think we're going to 

11 give a complete copy of, and we'll have that no later than 

12 the very first thing tomorrow morning. We'll try to get 

13 it. Would that — 

14 (Pause.) 

15 MR. JORDAN: But subject to putting in the two- 

16 sided version and so forth, we don't have objection to — 

17 let me see. 

18 (Pause. ) 

19 MR. JORDAN: Oh, the objection we have on this 

20 one I guess is as I understand Mr. Wellington's testimony, 

21 he never saw it. He doesn't know where it came from. He 

22 doesn't know how it was obtained. And — 

23 JUDGE TURECK: That seems to be my recollection 

24 of his testimony. 

25 MR. JORDAN: — if some — I could suggest we 
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leave this open. If a later witness is unable to provide 
those missing links, it could be offered at that time. 

JUDGE TURECK: I think that's reasonable under 

the circumstances. So at this point I'll admit Exhibits 
25, 29, 30, 31, 32, and 34. 

(The documents referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
were received in evidence as 
Complainant's Exhibits 
Nos. 25, 29, 30, 31, 32, and 
34. ) 

JUDGE TURECK: And we'll hold in abeyance a 

ruling on CX-33 pending the laying of a better foundation 
for it. 

Okay, and at this time why don't we take a break 
until 3:30. 

(Whereupon, a brief recess was taken. ) 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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JUDGE TURECK: Let's go back on the record, and 

Ms. Garde, you can continue. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, did there come a time in the 
course of the investigation where Mr. Lund provided you a 
telephone calls analysis report including some handwritten 
numbers of individuals that he wanted you to monitor from 
within the terminal? 

A He could have, ma'am. 1 don't -- 

Q Do you remember receiving a document with some 
handwritten numbers on it, handwritten phone numbers? 

A No, but if we've got one here. I'll take a look 
at it. 

Q Well, do you remember if Mr. Lund identified to 
you numbers, specific telephone numbers within the 
terminal that he wanted you to have your communication 
system monitor? 

A Let — ma'am, that rings a bell, and I guess 
"monitor" might not be the right word, but go back and 
look through our electronic computer to see if there's 
anything there. That -- that vaguely sounds familiar. 

Q Do you remember who those numbers belong to? 

A No, not at this time, ma'am. 

0 Was any of them Mr. Scott? 

A I told you I don't recall. 
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1 Q When Mr. Lund wouid send you information 

2 attached to a particular memo, did it come through the 

3 same process as the other documents? 

4 A Yes, ma'am. 

5 0 Did you ever separate those things from the 

6 memos? 

7 A I would probably — unless they were stapled 

8 where 1 couldn't read them, there would be no reason to, 

9 as I recall. 

10 0 And when you then turned the files over to 

11 Mr. Trotter, would you have also turned over those 

12 documents? 

13 A Everything I had except the envelopes they came 

14 in. 

15 Q We received a memo in discovery, sir, which is 

16 marked in your deposition but which I have not marked as a 

17 separate exhibit. 

18 MS. GARDE: I'd like to approach the Witness, 

19 Your Honour, and show him this document, if that's 

20 acceptable . 

21 (Pause.) 

22 BY MS. GARDE: 

23 Q I show you a document from Rick Lund to yourself 

24 dated April 25th, 1990. 

25 A Mmm-hmm. 
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Q And would you please review the document, and my 
question Is, sir, what happened to those printouts that 
Mr. Lund refers to In the memo? 

JUDGE TURECK: What document is that you're 

showing him, now? 

MS. GARDE: It's document number 010067. 

( Pause. ) 

MS. HODGSON: We haven't located that document 

in this large collection. 

( Pause. ) 

MR. JORDAN: This is a multiple document exhibit 

again attached as an exhibit to a deposition, and we're 
having difficulty putting our hands on it. 

( Pause . ) 

JUDGE TURECK: Hopefully everybody's got the 

same document. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q The document in the right-hand corner, 

Mr. Wellington, can you read that document number, please? 

A Zero-one-zero-zero- six- seven. 

Q Okay . 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay, that's part of 

Mr. Wellington '8 deposition. Exhibit 34? 

MS. GARDE: Yes. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Have you reviewed the memo, Mr. Wellington? 

A Yes. 

0 On the second page it gives -- or it gives a 

reference actually throughout the nemo to an attached set 
of documents or telephone toll analysis chronologies. Do 
you remember having those documents attached? 

A I think 1 probably did. 

Q In the last paragraph, sir, there* s a reference 

to some handwritten numbers and asking you to highlight 
those numbers. Do you see that? 

< Pause. > 

JUDGE TURECK: What page are you referring to 

now? 

MS. GARDE: The second page of the exhibit. 

THE WITNESS: Which -- 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q The full paragraph. 

A Yes, the third — 

Q The third printout. 

A Uh-huh. Okay, sure. 

Q Can you remember providing Mr. Lund information 

regarding those three telephone numbers, whatever they 
were? 

A I'm assuming, ma'am, I probably did, but I don't 
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1 -- I don't recall. 

2 Q Do you remember doing so in writing? 

3 A (Pause.) If we got a computer printout -- I'm 

4 not sure, to be honest with you, what we may have gotten 

5 here. If we got a computer printout, I probably sent it 

6 to them. And I'm assuming that's what we — what we 

7 received. When we asked our communications people to give 

8 us activity on a number, it usually comes in the form of a 

9 computer printout. So that's probably what they sent. 

10 Q Who in the Communications Department did you 

11 interface with to get that information? 

12 A Well, there's one or two people up there that 

13 are in this section. Back in 90, let's see. Possibly an 

14 Alyeska communications engineer by the name of Hy Phung, 

15 P-h-u-n-g. I may have -- there's only one or two or three 

16 people there in that section of the company that I would 

17 have went to. I don't recall who I went to in this case. 

18 0 Did they know why you wanted those numbers or 

19 printouts? 

20 A Absolutely not. 

21 Q Did you ever introduce them to Rick Lund? 

22 A Rick Lund during -- I think it was on his trip 

23 up to maybe the -- or it was the frontier conference I 

24 advised our telephone people that we had an individual in 

25 town who was doing -- who was here and one of the things 
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1 that he was capable of doing was to look at our telephone 

2 switch to see whether or not it had been tampered with, 

3 how easy it would be for somebody to actually Intercept 

4 voice transmissions between people in our company and 

5 outside numbers, and in that vein, Mr. Lund is -- does 

6 have some expertise in telephone switch equipment and does 

7 do sweeps for the Federal Government and other people, did 

8 come in and take a look at our telephone setup to see how 

9 vulnerable we might be from surreptitious attacks on our 

10 phone system from third parties or people from within. 

11 Q What explanation did you offer any of your phone 

12 communications persons for why you needed computer 

13 printouts or information from a particular phone number? 

14 A They don't ask, and I don't tell them. 

15 (Continued on the next page.) 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q So you offered no explanation for why you needed 
that information. 

A That ' 8 correct . 

Q Prior to your obtaining that information from 
Alyeska phone numbers, did you seek permission or advise 
Mr. Hermiller in any way of what you were doing? 

A Did I ask him for permission to ask somebody to 
get me the telephone logs? 

Q Yes. 

A No, I did not. 

Q Did you advise him of what you were doing? 

A I may have. 1 don't recall. 

Q Now, in early May, Wayne Black, acting as Wayne 
Jenkins, began direct contact with Mr. Hamel in Virginia, 
didn't he? 

A -At some point in time, ma'am, he did and that's 
probably the timeframe. I'm not sure. 

Q Okay. Can I ask you to look at Exhibit 35? 

A It's not in this book. 

( Pause. ) 

THE WITNESS: Okay. 

JUDGE TURECK: Are you going to offer this? 

MS. GARDE: I wasn't. Your Honor. I just 

elicited the testimony. 
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JUDGE TURECK : Okay . 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Could you identify Exhibit 35, please? 

A Yes, ma'am. It's a memorandum from Mr. Black to 
me dated May 18, 1990 and it says meeting with Charles 
Hamel in Washington, D.C. on May 16, 1990. 

Q Do you remember receiving this exhibit? 

A I'm sure I did. 

MS. GARDE: In keeping with the judge's 

directive, I'd like to move it into evidence at this time. 

JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Jordan? 

MR. JORDAN: No objection. 

JUDGE TURECK: And Exhibit 35 is admitted. 

(The document referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification as 
Complainant's Exhibit 
No. 35, was received in 
evidence. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q The document describes a meeting with Charles 
Hamel and I draw your attention to the second page of the 
exhibit regarding documents that Mr. Black "selected and 
recovered three of the documents as described below" . Do 
you see that? 
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A Yes. 

Q Item number C indicates that it appears that the 
technician was R. Scott. It talks about taking these 
documents. Did you authorize Mr. Black to take documents 
out of Mr. Hamel's house? 

A We didn't discuss the matter before it happened, 
ma ' am . 

0 Do you have any knowledge of whether or not Mr. 
Black sought legal advice prior to his removing these 
documents from Mr. Hamel's house? 

A I'm not aware of any. 

0 When you saw this memo, were you surprised that 

he had taken those documents? 

A No. 

Q 1 8 there anything in your mind, sir, that was 

improper about him taking those documents out of Mr. 

Hamel '8 house? 

A Under the circumstances , as it was presented to 
me, my answer to that would be basically no. 

Q And why is that? 

A They were Alyeska documents. 

Q Copies of documents or the originals? 

A Probably copies . 

Q And is there a policy that Alyeska has that says 
you can't take copies of documents off the site? 
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1 A We have a conflict of interest policy that 

2 addresses in broad terms how a person should conduct 

3 themselves when they work at Alyeska and I believe in 

4 general terms one of the provisions is how we deal with 

5 people outside the company with company documents, what we 

6 can or can't provide. 

7 Q Does that policy, conflict of interest policy, 

8 deal with taking copies of documents of operational 

9 materials? 

10 A I think it more, ma'am, addresses that us as 

11 Alyeska employees are to follow when we deal with people 

12 outside the company, agencies, private people, business 

13 activities that we may get involved in could be in 

14 conflict, how we give documents or information out that 

15 might be proprietary in nature. So I would guess that in 

16 general terms I think that individuals who took documents 

17 that were not related to their work and provided them to a 

18 third party, in my opinion, for whatever it's worth, would 

19 probably be in violation of our conflict of interest 

20 policy. I certainly wouldn't do it. 

21 Q Mr. Black at the time that he removed those 

22 documents didn't know how they came into Mr. Hamel's 

23 possession, did he? 

24 A I think not. 

25 Q What if Mr. Hamel had received those documents

1 from the EPA? 

2 A What are you asking me? 

3 0 Would it be acceptable in your mind if Mr. Black 

4 removed those documents from Mr. Hamel's house if Mr. 

5 Hamel was working on something with the EPA regarding 

6 those documents? 

7 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. It's 

8 essentially a hypothetical question. There’s no 

9 foundation to suggest that that's in fact the case. 

10 There's been no testimony and no suggestion there's going 

11 to be any link up with testimony to that effect. 

12 JUDGE TURECK: Ms. Garde? 

13 MS. GARDE: Well, I think there will be link up 

14 on testimony to that effect but let me rephrase the 

15 question. It’s getting to be a long day for me, too, and 

16 I will rephrase the question. 

17 BY MS. GARDE: 

18 Q Mr. Wellington, did you instruct Mr. Black to 

19 determine the source of any materials in Mr. Hamel's house 

20 before he removed them? 

21 A We did not have a discussion, ma'am, along that 

22 line. 

23 0 It indicates in this memo, actually a number of 

24 times, that the documents -- well, Mr. Black describes the 

25 documents as stolen. Do you know what was the basis of 
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1 Mr. Black’s using the word that they were stolen Alyeska 

2 documents? 

3 A As I recall, ma’am, Mr. Black indicated to me 

4 that Mr. Hamel was very proud of the fact that he had this 

5 voluminous amount of documents that were provided to him 

6 by Alyeska employees. As I recall, in my conversation 

7 with Mr. Black, at no time during the conversation did any 

8 federal agency's name come up which would alert me or Mr. 

9 Black that the person providing these documents were the 

10 EPA, CAA, or the FBI or anybody else. But Mr. Hamel's 

11 assertion was that they were documents that were provided 

12 to him by Alyeska employees and he was very proud of it. 

13 0 Where does the term stolen come from? 

14 A I believe that that is probably the definition 

15 that Mr. Black placed on the documents when he was told by 

16 Mr. Hamel that he had received this information 

17 surreptitiously from Alyeska employees. 

18 0 So that was Mr. Black's legal conclusion. 

19 A I'm not sure that you'd want to call it a legal 

20 conclusion. It certainly was a conclusion. Probably one 

21 that I would make. 

22 (Continued on the next page.) 
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0 On the last page of this document, page 8, 
paragraph 17 -- 

A Mmm-hmm . 

Q -- it indicates that copies of the stolen items 
recovered from Hamel are included in this report. Do you 
recall receiving copies of those memos with the report? 

A Probably did. 

Q What did you do with those documents? 

A Filed them with the rest of my stuff. 

Q Did you at that time or any other time seek to 

make a determination if those materials had come from 
Mr. Scott’s work area or Mr. Scott? 

A I think, ma’am, the one document which I think 
you referred to as a work order I believe had Mr. Scott's 
name on it, and there was a notation on there, something 
frivolous about Alyeska doesn’t know something about which 
direction or whatever it was. I think it was rather 
obvious that that one came from Mr. Scott. The other 
documents -- I don't know if they were that obvious or 
not . 

Q Well, did you take the steps once you had those 
documents back within your control at Alyeska to determine 
within Alyeska if they were Mr. Scott’s documents or if 
they came from Mr. Scott's work area? 

A I was prepared to do that, but we didn’t get 
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1 around to it . 

2 0 When were you prepared to do that? 

3 A After -- close to the end of the investigation, 

4 I was going to -- had the investigation not been 

5 terminated, I was personally going to interview Mr. Scott 

6 and confront him with these documents and give him an 

7 opportunity to personally explain to me why he sent those 

8 documents to Mr. Hamel. I didn't get that opportunity. 

9 But it was going to be done. 

10 0 When was that supposed to be done? 

11 A It would have been probably sometime in late 

12 September or early October. It was one of the final steps 

13 of the investigation. We were going to confront Mr. Hamel 

14 and explain to him who we were and what we were doing, and 

15 have that on videotape, and I was personally going to talk 

16 to Mr. Scott at the same time and give him an opportunity 

17 once again to explain how these documents were transmitted 

18 to Mr. Hamel, how they were transmitted, and what he 

19 thought he was doing in transmitting memos, minutes of 

20 corporate staff meetings, MPS messages that I had sent, 

21 things like that, things that were just very vague and 

22 very general in nature concerning the operation of 

23 Alyeska, nothing to do with anything that may have been 

24 remotely concerned with environmental actions, although 

25 prepared to talk to those too. But it appeared as if what

1 Mr. Hamel was receiving was everything that was on the 

2 bulletin board, everything that was loose, everything that 

3 somebody could get, dump it in an envelope, send it to 

4 this phony mail drop, and he'd go through it, sort it up, 

5 and -- and tell everybody that he's got information from 

6 Alyeska employees. 

7 Q Well, it sounds to me, sir, like you had planned 

8 out in pretty great detail what actions you were going to 

9 take following the close of the investigation. 

10 A Absolutely. 

11 Q Who did you discuss those plans with? 

12 A Our attorneys, all. five of them, or four of 

13 them, or however many I had around at the time. We were 

14 preparing legal documents to proceed on with legal 

15 activities. The California attorney was doing some legal 

16 work, Mr. Richey and Mr. Goodman preparing documents that 

17 we would take to the federal authorities once they had a 

18 chance to massage them. We were prepared to go to the 

19 courthouse, ma'am. 

20 Q Did any of those people that he talked to 

21 include Mr. Hamel? 

22 A No. 

23 Q So you were dealing directly with the lawyers in 

24 putting together your case. 

25 A Absolutely. 
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Q And if I understand your testimony, throughout 
the time period of the -- I guess it would be the end of 
the summer of 1990, you were working on a plan to confront 
Mr. Scott, is that correct? 

A Absolutely. 

Q And that was going to be videotaped? 

A I like to have it videotaped because we don't 

have to rely on my recollection or his recollection of 
what was said. 

Q Why didn't that occur? 

A The investigation was terminated. 

Q When you went to the September 25th meeting -- 
I'm getting a little bit ahead of myself here, but when 
you went to the September 25th meeting, did you make a 
presentation, sir? 

A You're talking about the owners meeting in -- 

Q Yes. 

A -- Denver. I made a -- I made a -- a maybe 
five- or 10-minute presentation. I don't recall. 

Q Did it include what you just told me that you 

wanted to do? 

A No. 

We -- what we basically at that time, ma'am, 
discussed was the general nature of the information that 
Mr. Hamel had talked about during his some several hours 
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of interview by Mr. Black, what he'd said. We did not go 
into how we were going to wrap the investigation up. It 
wasn’t the purpose of the meeting. 

Q But you already in your mind knew what you were 
going to do. 

A Yes. 

Q I want you to look at Exhibit 38. 

A Okay. 

Q Could you identify that document, please? 

A It is a memorandum from Wayne Black and Ricky 

Jacobson — is that the one? 

Q Yes. 

A Dated May 30th, 1990, to me, and the subject is 

Inventory of Robert Scott's Trash from Valdez, Alaska. 

Q How did reviewing Mr. Scott's trash tell you 
anything about whether or not he was leaking documents? 

A What investigative leads the Investigators were 

looking for would -- I would assume would be whether there 
was any correspondence coming in from Mr. Hamel or 
somebody else to him. 

Q Did you approve of that ahead of time? 

A Did I approve of -- 

Q To the trash -- taking the trash? 

A Yes, ma'am. 

0 Did you maintain copies of the trash in your 
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offices in Alyeska? 

A No, ma’am, not that I recall. 

Q I’d like for you to look at Exhibit 39. 

A Thirty-nine. 

( Pause. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Could you identify what Exhibit 39 is? 

A It says, ’’Trash. Robert Scott, 6/14/90.” Then 

it has "RSJ . " 

Q Were you provided a copy of the trash that was 
taken from Mr. Scott's house, or were you provided a 
document similar to what you see in 39 when you got the 
memo? 

A Ma'am, I don’t think so. 

Q You just got the memo? 

A I believe so. 

Q When you went to Florida did you review the 
original of the trash that was taken from Mr. Scott's 
house? 

A I think as I testified earlier, it was there. 
Just, you know, they said, "There it is." 

And I said, "Fine." You know, it -- you know, 

it wasn't something I was going to spend a lot of time on. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I'd like to move into 

evidence Exhibit 38 and 39. 
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MR. JORDAN: No objection. 

JUDGE TURECK: They're admitted. 

(The documents referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
were received in evidence as 
Complainant ' s Exhibits 
Nos. 38 and 39. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Shortly after Mr. Black visited Mr. Hamel in 
Virginia in mid-May, he wrote you the first executive 
summary regarding the investigation. Do you recall 
receiving that document? 

A I would like to refresh my memory. Is that the 
one that I went to California and talked about? 

Q Why don ' t you look at Exhibit 41 . 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Do you remember receiving this document? 

A It looks familiar. 

Q Mr. Black was pretty good about sending you 
updates about what was going on, wasn't he? 

A He did a good job. 

Q And did you provide any of those documents, in 
particular this executive summary, to Mr. Hermiller? 

A I obviously would have probably summarized it to 
him. I am not sure, ma’am, whether I gave it to him to 
read. As I recall I passed -- I don’t recall passing any 
documents on to Mr. Hermiller to read but I may have. 
Basically, our contact on the case would be when he had 
time, he's a busy man, a lot of things going on back then 
and so it would be I'd bring him up to date maybe for ten 
minutes or so. That would be about it. And towards the 
end we had some lengthy conversations. 

Q The memo indicates under the results sections 
that we have been able to positively identify Bob Scott as 
one of Hamel’s sources. Do you remember advising him 
that? 

A Oh, I'm sure I did. 

Q Do you remember when you advised him of that? 

A I would daresay, ma'am, that it was probably 
within a week or two of me receiving this document. But, 
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1 again, if the record showed that Mr. Hermiller was out of 

2 town for three weeks, then I guess it would be three 

3 weeks. 

4 Q The next sentence indicates that at least 

5 someone had told Mr. Black that there was a possibility 

6 that Scott may be violating federal law, that is 

7 forwarding stolen material via United States mail from 

8 Alaska to Washington, D.C. Do you recall having a 

9 discussion with Mr. Black about that view? 

10 A Probably in the course of our conversations in 

11 looking at what possible violations of state, federal or 

12 local laws might have been broken, I would say that 

13 probably the interstate transportation through the U.S. 

14 mails of stolen documents probably was talked about. 

15 Q In the paragraph above the results paragraph, it 

16 indicates -- Mr. Black indicates to you that they had 

17 confirmed that Scott had given proprietary information or 

18 that they had -- you had suspected Bob Scott of giving 

19 proprietary information to Charles Hamel. It then says in 

20 return, Hamel had given the information to the Wall Street 

21 Journal and other media. Do you recall telling Mr. Black 

22 that you suspected that Hamel was giving information from 

23 Scott to the Wall Street Journal? 

24 A I don’t recall any conversation of that type. 

25 He probably developed that himself through interviews with 
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1 Mr. Hamel. 

2 0 On page 3 of the memo, sir, in the paragraph 

3 that poses a question to you, "How can Alyeska best 

4 respond to the information gained from this 

5 investigation?" it says, "Our investigative results could 

6 be and should be used to stimulate additional activity, 

7 both undercover and administrative." What did you 

8 understand that meant? 

9 A I would -- I would say -- and I don’t know what 

10 went through my mind at the time, two years ago. If you 

11 would ask me to interpret today based on what I thought 

12 then, that we have some good investigative leads as far as 

13 Mr. Scott is concerned and certainly we were in to Mr. 

14 Hamel of where we wanted to be documenting our 

15 conversations with him and that we could continue on with 

16 additional activity, both undercover and administratively, 

17 and I guess administratively would be looking up toll 

18 records and doing things like that and keep the undercover 

19 operation going 

20 0 The paragraph also suggests employee interviews 

21 and terminations could be initiated at the appropriate 

22 time and advises to take additional document security 

23 measures immediately. 

24 A Yes. 

25 0 Did you do any of those things? 
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A As 1 said earlier, we were in the process of 
gearing up to interview Mr. Scott and whoever else was 
identified so where it says employee interviews and 
terminations could be initiated at the appropriate time, 
we were -- from my standpoint, I understood what that 
meant and that's where we were headed had we continued. 

Additional document security measures should be 
taken immediately -- a little difficult to do too much 
along that line because we were still in an undercover 
mode and we just weren't able to respond to that without, 

I guess, blowing our cover. 

0 Did you consider issuing a new policy regarding 
removing documents or copies of documents from the 
terminal? 

A At that time? 

0 Yes. 

A I don't think that was one of the options. 

Q Did you tell Mr. Hermiller the recommendations 

that Mr. Black gave you? 

A Probably not but maybe I did. I don't know. 

Q In the last two pages of the memo there is some 
discussion, this is just the last page of the memo, there 
is some discussion about Congressman Miller's relationship 
with Mr. Hamel and Hamel's relationship with Mr. Miller. 
Did that generate some concern on your part? 
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A Yes, ma’am. 

Q Did you tell Mr. Hermiller about Congressman 

Mi 1 ler ? 


A I believe I did. 

Q What did you tell him? 

A I basically advised Mr. Hermiller that it 
appeared as if, at least from Mr. Hamel's standpoint, that 
he was very close to the good Congressman and certain 
members of his staff were extremely close to Mr. Hamel. 

Mr. Hamel bragged about the point of having Jeff Petrick, 
an administrative staff member over to his house, 
providing Congressman Miller with a place to stay in 
Valdez and other things. And it was obvious that Mr. 

Hamel was very proud of the fact that he had developed a 
very close relationship with Congressman Miller and his 
staff, much more so than -- very friendly, I would say. 
Very friendly. A person goes to somebody's house and gets 
drunk, I’d say that’s a friendly relationship. 

Q What concern of Alyeska * s Hamel ' s relationship 
with either Congressman Miller or Jeff Petrick? 

A Well, ma'am, we wanted to exercise as much 
caution as we possibly could in this investigation and if 
there was ever any Indication or inference that our 
investigation could have been leading towards some type of 
investigation against Congressman Miller or one of his 
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1 staff people, I wanted to make it very plain to Mr. Black 

2 and actually Mr. Bernstein that this was not a course of 

3 action that we wanted to follow. 1 went back and 

4 reiterated our four points, determine the leaks, get our 

5 information back, stop the leaks and go to court. And 

6 none of these fit Congressman Miller or any of his staff 

7 people. 

8 Q Did you ever tell Wayne Black that the best goal 

9 of the investigation would be to get Congressman Miller 

10 and Charles Hamel indicted? 

11 A Did I say that? Absolutely not. 

12 Q So if Mr. Black repeated it to someone, that 

13 wasn't coming from you, is that correct? 

14 A That’s absolutely correct. In fact, I made a 

15 point to tell him that if Miller ever came in to any of 

16 the operations, physically showed up at the ECOLIT office, 

17 it was over with. Then and there, now, shut it down, get 

18 out your Wackenhut business card or badge or whatever you 

19 carry, inform Congressman Miller what we were doing and 

20 shut her down. That was it. I flew to San Francisco and 

21 had a meeting with Mr. Black and Mr. Bernstein and made it 

22 very plain to them, reiterated again our four points and 

23 told them that if ever Congressman Miller ever showed up 

24 it was over with, to identify yourself and back out. 

25 Q And why was that? 
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1 A We were not -- because our four points were not 

2 Congressman Miller. We were not looking at Congressman 

3 Miller. We were looking at our employees or other people 

4 who were stealing our documents. We wanted to get them 

5 back, we wanted to stop the leaks, we wanted to prosecute. 

6 Q What if the documents were going to Congressman 

7 Miller? 

8 A Then the attorneys would evaluate that. 

9 Q In fact, didn't the attorneys evaluate that? 

10 Wasn't there a legal memo done shortly thereafter 

11 regarding that subject? 

12 A There was a memorandum done prior to the San 

13 Francisco meeting by Mr. Richey which was very voluminous 

14 in nature and spelled out a whole bunch of information but 

15 I didn't give a hoot what that memorandum said or didn't 

16 say, I knew what we were going to do or not going to do. 

17 And even if Mr. Richey would have said, you know, go after 

18 the Congressman, I would have said take a hike. That's 

19 not our objective, that's not what we're here for, and the 

20 reason I'm in San Francisco is to reiterate that. And, 

21 you know, if you don't believe me, let me say it one more 

22 time. And that's what I did and I got on an airplane and 

23 come home. 

24 Q Do you have those strong a feelings about Dan 

25 Lawn or the EPA? 
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1 A I hove the feeling of our investigation as to 

2 where we were at and what we were doing. 

3 Q Mr. Wellington, you had very strong feelings 

4 that said you were going to stop the investigation if it 

5 looked like Congressman Miller and Mr. Hamel were as close 

6 as Mr. Hamel was describing it. 

7 A If it came out that — first of all, if Mr. 

8 Miller showed up on the scene arm in arm with Mr. Hamel, 

9 we were going to identify ourselves. If through some 

10 investigative effort we were to find out that Mr. Hamel 

11 was on Mr. Miller's payroll, had been on staff even at a 

12 dollar a year although I don't think he'd work for that, 

13 we would have stopped it. But we weren't able to 

14 determine that, at least when the investigation stopped. 

15 0 Did you have the same feelings at the time that 

16 this investigation was going on and was identifying 

17 Hamel's contacts with government regulators, both the EPA 

18 and Dan Lawn from the Alaska DEC? 

19 A I think, ma'am, that if we would have been able 

20 to determine that Mr. Scott was providing information to 

21 these people that it would have been evaluated by the 

22 attorneys and a decision would have been made. That's 

23 about as much as I can say on that. 

24 Q Well, Mr. Wellington, in one of the very first 

25 documents on telephone toll analysis that we've already 
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admitted into evidence here, the connection between Scott, 
Hamel and Dan Lawn was established. 

A It was established that they were talking to 
each other. 

Q And that did not concern you. You were not 
concerned that you were interfering with regulators' 
sources of information on the basis of that telephone toll 
analysis. Is that correct? 

A That 1 s correct . 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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1 0 What about Congressman Miller's relationship 

2 that made you concerned enough that made you want to stop 

3 that? 

4 A Again, we were not investigating Congressman 

5 Miller or any of his staff people. 

6 0 You were investigating leaks, isn't that true? 

7 A That's correct. 

8 Q And isn’t it true that some of the documents 

9 that you were looking at being leaked had gone to 

10 Congressman Miller and/or his staff, or that's what you 

11 believed? 

12 A That's what Mr. Hamel said. 

13 0 And he had said that by the time you went to San 

14 Francisco, hadn't he? 

15 A He had established his -- his side of the 

16 relationship with Congressman Miller. * Yes. We never 

17 interviewed Congressman Miller to see if they were buddy- 

18 buddy, but certainly Mr. Hamel indicated that they were. 

19 Q Congressman Miller is who in relationship to 

20 Alyeska? We probably should establish that. 

21 A Oh, in relationship to Alyeska? Well, he’s a 

22 Congressman of the United States Congress. 

23 Q What is his role in the context of oversight of 

24 Alyeska ' s operations? 

25 A Whatever he thinks it is, I guess. 
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1 Q That’s not what 1 asked you, Mr. Wellington. 

2 A Oh. 

3 0 What is his official responsibilities in his 

4 duties as a United States Congressman in regards to 

5 Alyeska? 

6 A I have no idea. 

7 Q Isn't it true that he's a Congressman in charge 

8 of the oversight committee on the Committee of Interior 

9 and Insular Affairs that's responsible for oversight of 

10 Alyeska 's operations? 

11 A Sounds like a pretty fancy title. I guess it 

12 could very well be. 

13 Q You have no idea what Congressman Miller’s 

14 responsibilities are. 

15 A He's a Congressman from California, and he's on 

16 an -Interior committee, and he holds hearings and is 

17 hanging around. I don't know. 

18 0 Do you remember' whether or not Congressman 

19 Miller had talked about or held hearings about information 

20 which had been provided to him by Mr. Hamel? 

21 A I know that Mr. Hamel had indicated to Mr. Black 

22 that there was going to be some type of a hearing and that 

23 Mr. Hamel was going to provide information to Congressman 

24 Miller which could be used to impeach Mr. Hermiller at 

25 some testimony or some hearing, and I advised 
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Mr. Hermiller of that. 

Q What did you tell him? 

A 1 said, "Are you going to a hearing? Mr. Hamel 
is writing that he's going to provide some information to 
the Congressman which could be used to possibly impeach 
your testimony." 

Q What did Mr. Hermiller say? 

A "Oh." 

Q When did you have that conversation? 

A Couldn't tell you. 

Q Didn't he ask you what he was going to impeach 
his testimony on? 

A He didn't - as I recall, ma'am, Mr. Hamel 
didn’t go into a lot of detail, and I didn't -- I didn’t 
relate it. I just -- if he was going to be set up by 
Mr. Hamel, I just felt that he needed to know it. Didn’t 
go into any more detail than that. 

Q My question, Mr. Wellington, was retrospective. 
Were you aware of hearings that Congressman Miller had 
held in which Mr. Hamel had either testified or provided 
information which was the basis of those Congressional 
hearings into Alyeska's operations? 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. I just 

think we're getting off into another whole side query, but 
Chairman Miller and who he is and what his authority is 
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and what his position is and what kind of hearings he had 
and whether he might be setting up Mr. Hermiller, on 
relevance grounds I just can’t see its relationship to Bob 
Scott’s firing. 

MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, I think that I 

have done that. If I could get an answer to this 
question. I'll move into a different line, but I would 
like to know from this Witness if he -- 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. And I’ll overrule the 

objection if you promise this is the last question in the 
line . 

You can answer. 

THE WITNESS: What was the question again, 

ma ' am? 

BY MS. GARDE: 

0 Were you aware at the time the investigation was 
going on, the Wackenhut probe was going on, were you aware 
that Charles Hamel had assisted Congressman Miller or his 
staff in some manner in regards to hearings, oversight 
hearings of Alyeska’s operations? 

A I would think, ma’am, only on the information 
that was provided by Wayne Black, their -- if -- if 
Mr. Hamel publicly stated in the paper or other places 
that he was doing it, I probably would have read it. It's 
kind of a fuzzy area as to when I knew that Hamel was 
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1 saying his relationship -- talking about his relationship 

2 with the good Congressman, and when there were some maybe 

3 articles in the paper or something, that kind of all runs 

4 together . 

5 X wasn’t really paying that much attention to 

6 that type of activity. I had my hands full with a lot of 

7 other things, and what somebody. Congress is doing or not 

8 doing I don’t — writing checks or whatever they do. I 

9 don’t pay that much attention.

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Q Is this a memo that Black sent to you regarding 
a telephone conversation you had with Charles Hamel? 

A Yes, ma’am. 

0 On the second page of the exhibit again there's 
a reference to an allegation about Exxon using mess boys 
as oilers. Do you see that? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q It also indicates the situation involved the 

accidental dumping of 200 actual drums of oil overboard 
near the Florida Keys. Do you see that? 

A And Hamel promised additional information? 

0 Yes. 

A No. 

Q What did you do about that information when you 
read this memo? 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. Now we're 

talking about Exxon's mess boys and drums of oil off the 
Florida Keys. No possible connection. There's no 
indication Mr. Scott knows anything about either subject 
if there’s any connection to Mr. Scott. 

JUDGE TURECK: Ms. Garde? 

MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, I think that it 

does go to establish that Mr. Wellington got this 
information and did nothing with it, and that's part of my 
case, that they weren't interested in finding 
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1 environmental concerns or dealing with them, and that’s 

2 the whole point of the law. 

3 And that — I'm not -- I don't care whether it's 

4 true or not true, and it’s not being offered for that. 

5 I'm just simply trying to establish that when 

6 Mr. Wellington got this information, he did nothing with 

7 environmental concerns that they may have contained, 

8 period. 

9 MR. JORDAN: Well, Your Honor -- 

10 JUDGE TURECK: Does this have anything at all to 

11 do with Mr. Scott? 

12 MS. GARDE: We don't know where the information 

13 came from. I don't know if he knows that. 

14 MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, just let me say that I 

15 think that there’s a certain amount of grand -standing here 

16 about environmental violations, but putting that aside, 

17 let's assume that Mr. Wellington was indifferent to 

18 environmental violations. Maybe that's some sort of a 

19 violation of an obligation of Alyeska or someone else has. 

20 It still has nothing to do with the question of whether 

21 there's been retaliation against an employee for 

22 furnishing information under one of the four statutes that 

23 are set forth in the complaint. 

24 JUDGE TURECK: I agree. I'm not sure if there 

25 is a pending question or what was doing, but I don't think 
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this is relevant whatsoever. 

I mean, there’s a lot of things that Alyeska 
might have done regarding environmental complaints that 
are things that have just nothing to do with this case. 

MS. GARDE: Well, let me try to rephrase my 

question. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Did you receive document 45? 

A Yes, ma'am. 

Q What did you do with it? 

A Well, file it. 

Q Did you attempt to determine if any of the 
things that Mr. Hamel talked about came from Mr. Scott? 

A I think, ma'am, in this particular document 
there's no mention of Mr. Scott. There wasn't any 
investigative leaks to follow up regarding Mr. Scott. So 
my answer would be no. 

Q Did you attempt to do any follow-up -- 
MR. JORDAN: Objection. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q — to do with anything? How about where this 
information came from? 

A It was — 

Q As to any other Alyeska employees? 

MR. JORDAN: You've already got the answer that 
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1 says it was not connected with Mr. Scott, and now we're 

2 trying to go a step further. 

3 JUDGE TURECK: Which information are you talking 

4 about? 

5 MS. GARDE: Any -- 

6 JUDGE TURECK: There are several different 

7 things that -- 

8 MS. GARDE: Right. And my question is to 

9 anything in this memo, did you try to tie up anything in 

10 this memo to Mr. Scott. 

11 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. That's a fair question. 

12 MR. JORDAN: Well, I think he's already 

13 answered, but I don't have objection to him answering 

14 again. 

15 ( Pause. ) 

16 THE WITNESS: In reviewing a document, ma'am, I 

17 don't -- I didn't — I didn’t then probably and certainly 

18 now in a cursory review of it don't see anything here that 

19 will require me to follow up anything on -- on Scott. He 

20 obviously wasn't the black man stealing the garbage, and 

21 he wasn't the Exxon building's captain, I don't think. 

22 There's just no connection with Mr. Scott. 

23 BY MS. GARDE: 

24 Q Was the information relayed to you in this memo 

25 within the scope of the investigation that you had 
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1 directed Mr. Black to conduct? 

2 A The information contained in the memorandum 

3 summarizes a conversation that Mr. Hamel had generated 

t 

4 with Mr. Black, and that was that. 

5 Q Did you tell Mr. Black that he was going beyond 

6 the scope of the investigation regarding the leaked 

7 documents? 

8 A Again, ma'am, this information was volunteered 

9 by Mr. Hamel, not by -- it wasn't something that we sought 

10 out. It was our position that we were going to document 

11 everything that Mr. Hamel talked about. That might have 

12 been a mistake, 'cause he talked a lot, but we documented 

13 it, and this was one of the things that we documented. 

14 MS. GARDE: I’d like to move Exhibit 45 into 

15 evidence. 

16 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. There's no 

17 connection with Bob Scott. If there is a connection, if 

18 Ms. Garde had asked whether the trash collection — the 

19 trash item had some connection with Mr. Scott and could 

20 tie it up in some way, I wouldn't object to that portion 

21 of the memo being admitted, but with everything else in 

22 there, I just can't see any connection. 

23 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, this entire 

24 investigation started with Bob Scott as the leading 

25 suspect and ended with Bob Scott being the only Identified 
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1 leaker at Alyeska. Between the beginning and the end of 

2 this investigation, my understanding is it was supposed to 

3 be very narrowly focused on finding the leaks within 

4 Alyeska, and I think that we are certainly entitled to 

5 probe as part of our whole case in the context of 

6 retaliatory animus what actually was going on within this 

7 investigation. 

8 And yes, 1 could have asked him. 1 could ask 

9 him every sentence if we want to be here for the whole 

10 time period. I'm trying to move this along by showing 

11 that Mr. Wellington was regularly advised of what they 

12 were finding out from Mr. Hamel and about the 

13 investigation and what he did with that information, to 

14 the extent he tried to tie that to Scott or any other 

15 person engaged in protected activity. 

16 JUDGE TURECK: Well, I think that Mr. Wellington 

17 can identify this document and authenticate it, but I'm 

18 not sure that he's done anything else that would get this 

19 document into evidence. It hasn’t been -- the fact that 

20 someone went through Mr. Hamel's garbage hasn't been tied 

21 into this case in any way, shape, or form at this point, 

22 and regarding the last full paragraph on the second page 

23 of this memo, I’m not going to permit that to be put into 

24 evidence. That's just totally irrelevant. 

25 MS. GARDE: Let me then ask him about the 
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2 (Continued on the next page. ) 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Do you see the* first page? 

A Yes. 

Q It's a description of Hamel telling Wayne Black 
about people stealing his garbage. Do you see that? 

A Yes. 

Q Does that confirm what you understood was going 

on at Hamel ' s house about taking of the garbage? 

A Uh-huh. 

JUDGE TURECK: Is that a yes? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q And what were you taking his garbage for? What 
was the purpose of taking Mr. Hamel's garbage? On that 
occasion and any other occasion? 

A It was just a standard investigative lead that's 

used by everybody. The Dally News went through the 
garbage of the courthouse and got a grand jury report and 
published it one time. You know, the news media trashes 
people, we trash people, the FBI trashes people. 

Everybody trashes each other. 

JUDGE TURECK: Are you saying that what Mr. 

Hamel was reporting to Mr. Black was actually Mr. Black 
stealing Mr. Hamel's trash and that's what this nemo 
reflects? 
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1 THE WITNESS: That Mr. Hamel -- yes. What the 

2 memo reflects is that Mr. Hamel was reporting to Mr. 

3 Black, or Wayne Jenkins, that he observed an individual 

4 stealing his garbage off the curb. That's what it says. 

5 JUDGE TURECK: And as far as you know, the 

6 people who were stealing the garbage from the curb were 

7 people under the direction of Mr. Black. 

8 THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

9 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Based on that, then. I'll 

10 admit the parts of this document -- let's see, at least 

11 the first -- 

12 MR. JORDAN: I would suggest the first page, 

13 Your Honor. 

14 JUDGE TURECK: Yes. 

15 MS. GARDE: Well, Your Honor, I would reserve my 

16 right to make an offer of proof for the second page, 

17 particularly as to the comments about Dan Lawn. 

18 JUDGE TURECK: Well, if you want to -- 

19 MS. GARDE: About also being a source of 

20 information to Hamel. 

21 MR. JORDAN: I would suggest. Your Honor, that 

22 we let the first page in now and deal with the second page 

23 if it ever becomes properly connected up and its relevance 

24 is shown. 

25 JUDGE TURECK: Yes. Again, at this point, I 
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don't think you've laid a foundation for any of the second 
page here. If you want to do that with another witness, 
that's fine, but you haven't done it yet. 

MS. GARDE: Yes, Your Honor. 

Am I to understand your ruling. Your Honor, that 
the first page of Exhibit 45 is in? 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes, I'll admit the first page. 

(Page 1 of the document 
previously marked for 
identification as 
Complainant's Exhibit No. 45 
was received in evidence. ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q I draw your attention, Mr. Wellington, to 
Exhibit 46. 

A I have it, ma'am. 

Q Would you Identify that document, please? 

A This is a document on Wackenhut stationery. 

Special Investigation Division. It's a confidential 
memorandum to myself from Mr. Black dated August 3, 1990 
and it's entitled "Second Executive Summary of 
Investigation” . 

Q What is the document? What is it? 

A It's a report to me. 

0 Did you receive the document? 
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A Yes . 

Q Does it summarize the investigation up to that 
point? 

A I believe it does. 

Q In it, it recommends -- it makes certain 
recommendations beginning on page 2. Do you see that? 

A Okay . Yes . 

Q Okay. Recommendation 3 is to terminate Bob 

Scott’s employment, isn't it? 

A Yes. 

0 It also recommends that you "conduct an in-depth 
interview and attempt to make him a witness for us. At 
the same time, we would be close to Hamel to monitor his 
reaction. " 

A Yes. 

Q What did you do with that recommendation? 

A Nothing. 

0 Did you report it to anybody? 

A Not that I’m aware of. Not that I'm aware of. 

Q Did you tell Mr. Hermiller about the receipt of 

this document? 

A Well, ma'am, we had a -- I think the document 
was presented at a meeting in Coral Gables where myself 
and I think at this time I had all those attorneys around 
and I think we were all there and the report was presented 
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1 at that time and certain aspects of the report were 

2 discussed like item A and item D and 1 think 1 testified 

3 earlier that I personally was going to interview Mr. 

4 Scott, so that's consistent with my testimony. 

5 Q Did you advise Mr. Hermiller that Wayne Black 

6 had recommended terminating Robert Scott's employment? 

7 A I don't believe I did. 

8 Q Are you aware of whether or not Mr. Hermiller 

9 received that information from anyone else? Either 

10 Mr. Iversen or Mr. Trotter? 

11 A I am not aware of that, ma'am. 

12 Q The first recommendation was "Immediately be 

13 prepared to file a civil action in United States District 

14 Court seeking emergency seizure orders. This would be 

15 needed in the even that our true identity is made known to 

16 Hamel through his sources." Did you have a concern that 

17 Hamel's sources had tipped him off about the 

18 investigation? 

19 A Well, ma'am, the longer you run an undercover 

20 operation, the more likely chances of exposure are 

21 evident. And we had been into it now for five or six 

22 months and these things get .shaky after that length of 

23 time and I was concerned that there was a possibility that 

24 our cover could be blown and I think that was shared with 

25 the four or five attorneys that were present. 
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1 Q What's the emergency seizure order that you were 

2 attempting to -- or that Mr. Black was suggesting that you 

3 seek immediately? What property were you trying to get 

4 back? 

5 A Any Alyeska stolen documents that were in the 

6 possession of Mr. Hamel. 

7 Q in your view, they were stolen because they were 

8 your documents and they were in Mr. Hamel's possession? 

9 A Well, I guess we were going to have an 

10 opportunity to try that on for size in a court. 

11 0 Was it your intention to interview Mr. Scott 

12 before you sought the seizure orders, emergency seizure 

13 orders? 

14 A Timing — let me think. I think — I think we 

15 were going to go ahead, ma'am, and get our ducks in a row 

16 as far as the civil aspect was concerned. That was, I 

17 believe, Mr. Peter James that was handling that, our 

18 attorney out of California. Timing was going to be pretty 

19 critical here when we got down to the wire and I’m not 

20 exactly sure. It would seem to me in looking at this I 

21 think it would have been almost concurrent with filing of 

22 the documents and my interview with Mr. Scott. Basically 

23 it would have been up at that time, close to it. 

24 Q On the third page of the exhibit, it says there 

25 was a table of contents. Do you see that, sir? 
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JVOGE TURECK: That’s the fourth page of the 

exhibit? 

MS . GARDE: The fourth page of the exhibit, yes. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

EY MS. GARDE: 

Q Wnat is item number 2, link analysis? 

A Treat's a term, ma'am, that is used in an 
investigative process when you try to link various people, 
organizations or whatever together through whatever means. 
It could be --a link analysis could and probably would 
include telephone calls, it might even include your 
Christmas card list if that's important, it would include 
business activities if there were business transactions, 
checks, things like that. So that you try to -- you lay 
it out and you try to show or link the relationship from 
one person to another through whatever means that you have 
developed at that time. 

Q Do you remember seeing that document? 

A Yes. 

Q Wnat did it look like? Because I've never seen 
it, sir. 

A I believe that it was a chart with some circles 
in it and arrows drawing to different people, different 
organizations, whatever the case may be. It seems to me 
I saw it in Columbus or some place. I'm not sure. 
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Q Was it the same document attached to the Bill 
Ritchie memo? 

A Well, 1 don't know. 

Q Do you remember the Bill Richey memo? May I 
approach the bench. Your Honor? 

A I don't know if it was the same one. 

MR. JORDAN: What page are you referring to? 

MS. GARDE: Page 450 and 451. 

(Continued on the next page.) 
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MS. GARDE: May I approach the Witness? 

JUDGE TURECK: Of course. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, I'm going to show you three 
pages of a Congressional hearing and ask if pages 449, 

450, and 451 is the link analysis that you're describing. 

A This would be — yes. I would say, ma'am, that 
was the -- that was the link analysis. It's an 
investigative tool. It sounds awesome, but it's a way to 
organize yourself, and — geez, I see Doug Bally's on here 
-- and to try and fit the pieces to the puzzle together. 
It's just an investigative aid. 

Q Is that the document that you were referring to 
as item number 2 on link analysis? 

A I would think so. I would think so. 

Q On the table of contents, the item number 10 is 
telephone information. Do you remember what that document 
was? 

A I would --no, I don't, ma'am. I could 
speculate, but I don't know. 

0 You don't remember what that was. 

A No. 

Q And the next item is number 11? 

A Beg your pardon, ma'am? 

Q The next item is number 11, telephone security 
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survey. Do you remember what that document was? 

A No , ma'am. 

Q Now , this was handed out at a meeting in 
Florida. Is that your understanding? 

A I believe so. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I’d like to move the 

admission of Exhibit 46 at this time. 

JUDGE TURECK: No objection? 

MR. JORDAN: No objection. 

(The document referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
was received in evidence as 
Complainant's Exhibit 
No. 46.) 

MS. GARDE: Exhibit 47 -- 

JUDGE TURECK: Before you get onto any more 

exhibits, how much more do you have, Ms. Garde? We're 
already past 4:30. 

MS. GARDE: Probably about another 45 minutes. 

JUDGE TURECK: Then we're going to adjourn at 

this point. Okay. We'll reconvene at 9:00 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. 

(Whereupon, at 4:45 p.m. the hearing was 
recessed, to be reconvened the following day, Wednesday, 
May 20, 1992, at 9:00 a.m. )

Q Did there come a time when you reviewed the 
audio tapes of the meetings with Mr. Hamel? 

A I don't believe, ma'am, I ever reviewed audio 
tapes. I reviewed TV tapes but J think I may not have 
reviewed audio. I don't recall it. 

Q Did Mr. Black tell you the highlights of the 
conversations with Mr. Hamel? 

A Yes, as I recall, basically he did. Yes, ma'am. 

Q Did he tell you, Mr. Wellington, about 

conversations that Mr. Hamel had with him about providing 
his documents directly to the EPA and DEC? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Did he tell you about conversations that he 

taped with Mr. Hamel in which Mr. Hamel advised Mr. Black 
that it was against a federal law to fire whistleblowers? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Could you look at Exhibit 85, please? Do you 
have those documents in front of you? 
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A Eighty-five? 

Q Yes. 

A Yes . • 

Q These are two pages, a couple of pages from 
transcribed tapes. Have you seen these documents before? 

A I don't believe so. 

Q Ever? 

A I don't believe so. 

Q You never were apprised of what was in the 

tapes? I 8 that your testimony? 

A Well, can I read what it says? I've never seen 
this document before so I'd like to* read it before I 
answer . 

MS. GARDE: Please take the time to do that. 

( Pause . ) 

THE WITNESS: I've read it. 

MR. BAILY: I'd like to read the document from 

behind the witness, if I may, without interrupting him. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Have you reviewed the document? 

A Yes, I have. 

Q Does this refresh your recollection about any of 
the things that Mr. Black may have advised you that he was 
learning in his taping of conversations with Mr. Hamel? 

A I don't recall the Subject of this. It doesn't 
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have a date on it. Well — 1 don't recall the contents of 
this memorandum being discussed with me. 

Q You do not. 

A No, I don't. 

Q Okay. Would you please turn to Exhibit 88? 

A I have it. 

Q What is Exhibit 88? 

A It is an agenda for an August 3, 1990 meeting 
and I guess — I'm not sure who prepared it. That's what 
it is. 

Q Did you attend that meeting? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Where was that meeting? 

A Coral Gables, I believe. 

Q By the time of the August 3rd meeting in Coral 
Gables, Mr. Wellington, how many times had you gone to 
Coral Gables to meet with Mr. Black about the progress of 
the investigation? 

A Maybe one other time. 

Q At the beginning of the investigation? 

A Well, I would think there might have been one 
other time but I know we met in San Francisco in May. I 
met with him, I guess, in February or March to set it up. 

I met with him again in May when we discussed some items 
and I'm not sure then if we met in between May and August

or not. If you have something that shows that we did, 
then we did. 1 don't recall. 

Q Well, I'm just trying to establish how many 
times you went to Coral Gables to meet. 

A And then we had a meeting after this in February 
or March of '91, I believe. 

Q When you went to Coral Gables for the August 
meeting, did you review any of the video tapes? 

A I believe we did. 

0 Did you review the files of information that had 
been prepared by Wackenhut? 

A Files? Possibly if there* was an executive 
summary, that might have been the only thing that we would 
have looked at. 

Q Did you review any of the background information 
that had been supplied to Alyeska throughout the process 
of the investigation by Mr. Black? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Did you review any of the training materials 
that Mr. Black had utilized? 

A Training materials? I wasn't aware he'd used 

any. 

0 Could I draw your attention to Exhibit 87, 
please? 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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A I have It. 

Q Do you see that document? 

A Yes . 

Q It indicates a list of files. Have you seen 
that document before? 

A I don't think so. 

Q You're not aware of what this document is? 

A No. It doesn't look familiar. 

Q When you went to the Coral Gables meeting in 

August, were you provided volumes of materials about the 
way Wackenhut had conducted their investigation? 

A No, ma'am. 

Q Okay. Who picked you up at the airport in Coral 
Gables? 

A I think I may have taken a cab to the hotel. 

0 Isn't it true that one of the investigators 
picked you up, Mr. Wellington? 

A I don't recall. I know a couple of times we 
took cabs, a couple of times we got lost because the cab 
drivers didn't know their way around. I don't — we got a 
ride, I believe, from one of the investigators back to the 
hotel and then the investigator took Mr. James to the 
airport but it's my recollection that we took a cab to the 
hotel . 

4 

Q Mr. Wellington, what I'm trying to find out is 
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1 in your meeting in August if in fact you were not provided 

2 three volumes of materials in binders similar to the one 

3 that you have exhibits, in in front of you containing the 

4 information that is listed in these files , that is listed 

5 on this document, list of files. 

6 A Did somebody who picked me up in a cab or a car 

7 give them to me? Is that what you're saying? 

8 Q Just answer my question, sir. 

9 A Well, the question was did somebody pick me up 

10 in a cab. 

11 Q That was the previous question. You said you 

12 didn't remember, so I've moved on from that, sir. 

13 A Okay. The question is did somebody give me some 

14 three-ring binders? I don't recall. 

15 Q Do you recall being provided any materials at 

16 all when you went to Florida for that meeting in August? 

17 A I believe that we had an executive summary, 

18 which was probably maybe four or five or six pages, I 

19 don't totally recall. We received an executive briefing 

20 from Mr. Black and Mr. Lund and then the focus of the 

21 meeting turned to further investigative efforts. 

22 Q So it's your clear recollection you were not 

23 given any information? 

24 MR. JORDAN: I think the witness didn't say he 

25 wasn't given any information. He just stated what he 
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1 remembered as to what he was given. 

2 JUDGE TURECK: I'll overrule the objection. 

3 I think he can answer the question. 

4 THE WITNESS: I think I answered, ma'am, that I 

5 recall getting an executive summary. I recall getting an 

6 executive briefing. There may have been some documents on 

7 the table. I did not receive nor did I take with me any 

8 three-ring binders. How many? Three. 

9 MS. GARDE: Three. 

10 THE WITNESS: No. I don't recall that. 

11 BY MS. GARDE: 

12 Q When did you first learn of the fact that 

13 Mr. Scott had had an argument in the parking lot with 

14 another employee? 

15 A I don't know. It could have been at Congress. 

16 I don't know. I never had any discussion with anybody on 

17 it. We didn't investigate it. I — you know, I just 

18 really don't know, ma'am. It wasn't something that I was 

19 involved in. 

20 Q Security guards at the terminal don't report to 

21 you on any incidents in the parking lot? 

22 A Do they call me up and say there's been an 

23 incident? 

24 Q No, do they report to you? Do you receive 

25 regular briefings on what happens? Security incidents 
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1 that are written up. 

2 A Our corporate security man In Valdez. 

3 I personally don’t. 

4 Q Who is that? 

5 A Mr. Kiml, K-I-M-L . 

6 0 So when did you first learn that there had been 

7 an incident? 

8 A I don't recall. 

9 Q Following the opening of the undercover office, 

10 Mr. Wellington, did Mr. Black brief you fairly regularly 

11 on the success of his attempts to get information from 

12 Mr. Hamel, to get Alyeska's documents back? 

13 A I would say, ma’am, that our telephone contact 

14 would have been maybe once or twice a week, sometimes more 

15 frequent than that. I didn't keep a telephone log as to 

16 how often. And, as you know, he sent written reports so 

17 the method of communication between Mr. Black and I was 

18 basically telephonic and written reports. 

19 Q Well, did there come a time in August, 

20 Mr. Wellington, where Mr. Black called you and said that 

21 he had gotten his hands on some of the attorney -cl lent 

22 privilege documents that the purpose of the investigation 

23 was to find? 

24 A I believe that we had a discussion concerning 

25 the retrieval of documents, yes. 
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Q When was that conversation? 

A 1 don't recall. 

Q What did you learn in that conversation? 

A As near as I can recall, Mr. Black said that he 
had obtained some documents that he thought, in his 
opinion, I guess, might be considered sensitive as far as 
Alyeska was concerned. 

Q Do you know how he convinced Mr. Hamel to give 
him those documents? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Isn't it true that he told Mr. Hamel that he was 

going to help him fight Alyeska by feeding those documents 
into a scanner and then returning them to Mr. Hamel so 
that he could help him in his efforts to expose Alyeska 's 
wrongdoing? You don't know that? 

A I don't recall those particular words. I was 
not a party to that conversation, ma'am. I was not in 
Virginia, I was not down there. And exactly what 
Mr. Black said to Mr. Hamel, I can only speculate on. 

I was not a party to the conversation. 

Q Well, Mr. Wellington, in fact, Mr. Black took 
extremely careful videos within the office, even of him 
talking to you, didn't he? There were video tapes where 
he was reporting that information to you on the telephone 
as he was finding those documents, wasn't there? 
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A I think there might have been one occasion when 
he did that? 

* Q And what was that occasion? , - 

A 1 don't recall. 

0 It was when he found documents in Mr . Hamel ' s 
house, wasn't it? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you have any recollection at all? Did you 
view that video tape? « 

A Probably about two years ago or something. I 
don't recall. 

Q At the September 25th owners meeting? 

A I don't recall if that was something that was 
shown there or not, ma'am. 

Q Well, Mr. Wellington, by August of 1990, you had 
already spent seven or eight months, six months, looking 
for documents. Mr. Black was now in Virginia and now 
obtaining those documents. What did he tell you about 
what he was finding? 

A Like I say, ma'am, 1 don't have anything in 
front of me to refresh my recollection and it was a long 
time ago. The best I can tell you, and I think I've tried 
to do that, is I don't have anything. I don't have any 
notes, I have no documents, I have no case report, I have 
nothing but ay memory. And I've had a lot of things 
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1 happen since that time, a lot of things going on. I've 

2 testified in front of everybody that wants to hear what we 

3 have to say. I don't exactly recall what he said. 

4 Q Well, that's fair, Mr. Wellington. I want to 

5 know if you remember when Mr. Black told you he was 

6 actually finally getting his hands on documents. 

7 A I don't remember the exact date, ma'am. 

8 Q Do you remember the occasion? 

9 A Was I in my office or was I in the bathtub or 

10 somewhere? 

11 Q Were you in your office? Were you at home? 

12 A 1 would assume I was in the office. 

13 Q Did you tell Mr. Hermiller after he told you 

14 that he had gotten the documents? 

15 A I would assume during one of the briefings that 

16 I had with Mr. Hermiller that I would have passed on to 

17 him that during the course of the investigation that 

18 certain documents were recovered. I think that would be a 

19 natural thing that I would report to Mr. Hermiller. 

20 Q Did you authorize Mr. Black to assist Mr. Hamel 

21 financially in his attempts to expose the environmental 

22 wrongs of Alyeska? 

23 A The discussion of paying Mr. Hamel came up at 

24 one of the meetings and the attorneys, the four or five 

25 that were present, reviewed the request and it was decided 
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1 to go ahead and proceed based on their advice. 

2 Q And what was the plan that Mr. Black wanted to 

3 follow in regards to offering Mr. Hamel money? What was 

4 that money for? 

5 A As I recall, to see whether or not Mr. Hamel 

6 would provide any documents in return for money or provide 

7 any assistance to us in retrieving our documents. 

8 Q And what was the result of that offer? 

9 A Well, 1 wouldn't want to say that Mr. Hamel took 

10 our money and ran but he did take our money and I am not 

11 sure how fruitful we were in that effort. 

12 Q How much money was Mr. Hamel offered? 

13 A As 1 recall, ma'am, he was given on two separate 

14 occasions, I believe, $2000 but I could be wrong. 

15 Q And what was that money for? What was it 

16 presented to Mr. Hamel that it was for? 

17 A I did not — as 1 said earlier, ma'am, I was not 

18 present when Mr. Black made the transaction or discussed 

19 it, so it would be speculative on my part what he said. 

20 1 wasn't party to the conversation. 

21 Q Isn't it true that Mr. Black advised you that 

22 when he attempted to buy the documents Mr. Hamel told him 

23 I got this information for free and you will have it for 

24 free? 

25 A He may have said that. He took the money. 
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Q That's what I'm asking you. Did you understand 
what the money was for? What did Mr. Hamel accept that 
money for? 

A I'm not sure what he accepted it for, ma'am. 
(Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 Q Did you ask Mr. Black? 

2 A I don't recall. 

3 Q Did Mr. Black report tack to you in regards to 

4 the transfer of funds what was told to Mr. Hamel to 

5 justify giving him that money? 

6 A I believe, ma'am, that there was a conversation 

7 in the ECOLIT office in Virginia, and Mr. Hamel did not 

8 take the money at that time, and subsequently, I believe, 

9 he took it at his house. I can't remember where the 

10 actual transaction took place. I don't recall. 

11 1 think what it might have been — 1 think the 

12 first one or one of them might have* been at Mr. Hamel's 

13 home, although I'm not sure. 

14 Q Isn't it true that Wayne Black sent one of the 

15 Investigators, Sherry Rich, to give Mr. Hamel that money 

16 to help his sources who were unemployed? 

17 A I believe that possibly a courier may have taken 

18 the money. I'm not sure of what — Sherry Rich? 

19 Q Yes. 

20 A I'm not sure what she may have told Mr. Hamel. 

21 Q Well, she was wearing a body wire, sir. Did you 

22 review that tape? 

23 A I don't recall if I did or not. 

24 Q Did there come a time when you received a third 

25 and ‘ final executive summary of the investigation? 
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A Was there a third? 

Q Yes. 

A Final? Yes, I guess I must have got it, then. 

Q Would you please turn to Exhibit 47. 

A Forty- seven? 

Q Do you have that document in front of you? 

A Yes , ma'am. 

Q Could you identify the document, please? 

A Well, let's see. The front cover says, "Report 

of Investigation Prepared for Alyeska, Sensitive 
Document," and "Wackenhut Special Investigation Division." 

The second page is a confidential memorandum to 
me from Mr. Black dated September 20th, and it says, 

"Third Executive Summary of Investigation." 

Q On the second page of the document, it makes 
reference to "investigative reports outlining our two 
payments to Mr. Hamel of $2000 each." Do you see that? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember reviewing those reports? 

A I would assume I probably did. 

Q Do you remember what they said? 

A No, I don't. 

Q Do you know where they are? 

A Do I know where they are today? I have no idea. 
I know I haven't got them. 
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Q Also In the same paragraph It Indicates that N To 
date we have scanned into our Virginia computer 
approximately 500 stolen legal documents. Mr. Hamel has 
the original of those documents in his home.” Do you see 
that? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you advise Mr. Hermiller of finding those 
documents? 

(Pause. ) 

A I could have very well have. I don't recall, 
ma'am. 1 don't recall. 

Q In this report it has a number of 

recommendations on the page 3? 

A Mram-hmm. 

Q In the recommendations, it indicates 

"immediately prepare the appropriate paperwork for civil 
action in the District Court in Alaska or Virginia seeking 
emergency seizure orders." Did you follow through on that 
recommendation? 

A The attorneys were preparing the documents. 

Yes, ma'am. 

Q Underneath B it indicates that they also 

recommend item C, D, and E from the August 3rd summary. 

Do you xemember what that is? Could you turn back, 
please, to the August 3rd summary, which is Exhibit 46.

A Okay. I have that. 

Q What was recommendation C from the August 3rd 
summary? 

A "Terminate Robert Scott's employment and conduct 
an in-depth interview and attempt to make him a witness 
for us. At the same time we will be close to Hamel to 
monitor his reactions." 

Q And what is D? 


A "Interview other suspects regarding their 

contact with Hamel." 

Q Do you know who those suspects were? 

A Probably at least maybe one or two. 

Q Other Alyeska employees? 

A Yes, I believe, one. 

Q Who was that? 

A Mr. William See. 

Q And who is he? 

A A pump station tech at -- I believe he's working 
up north somewhere, I think maybe up to pump station 6. 

Q And how was his contact with Mr. Hamel conferred 
or identified? Did you take Mr. See's trash? 

A Not that I recall. 

Q How did they identify what led Mr. Black to the 
conclusion that See was a source to Mr. Hamel? 

A I believe if my recollection serves me correct 
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that^there was some document or something — 1 can't 
recall exactly what it was — that Mr. Black viewed in 
Mr . Hamel ' s house that, had Mr*. See ' s name on it , and I 
just don't recall what it was. 

Q Remember what the document was? 

A No, I don't, unfortunately. 

Q So you have no idea of whether or not the 
document was confidential, proprietary, or public? 

A 1 — I would — I may have known at the time. I 
don't recall now. 

Q Going back to the September 20th exhibit. 

Exhibit 47 — 

A Mmm-hmm. 

Q — it also indicates you've identified Don M. 

Rotan or Rotun. Who's he? 

A I don't recall, to be honest with you. 

Q Is he an Alyeska employee? 

A I don't recall. He may be. I don't — 

Q Shortly after receiving the September 20th 

executive summary, did you attend the meeting on 

September 25th in Denver? 

A With the owners? 

Q Yes. 

A Or a portion of the owners? Yes, 1 did. 

Q how did it come about that that meeting was 
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called? 

A As I recall, ma'am, Mr. Hermiller had made the 
decision that it was time to advise the owners of our 
investigation, and this was the method that he choee to 
deliver that information. 

Q Did you go to that meeting? 

A Yes , ma'am. 

Q Did you make a presentation? 

A A short one. 

Q What was the purpose of the presentation to the 
owners committee? 

A By Alyeska? 

Q Yes. 

A To basically inform them that we had conducted 

the investigation and in some very, very general terms, 
advised them of what we had developed and what course of 
action we felt would be prudent to proceed with in order 
to wrap the investigation up and take appropriate legal 
action. 

Q Did you make the recommendation about what legal 
action to take? 

A Did I? 

Q Yes . 

A No, I don't believe so. 

Q Who made that recommendation? 
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1 A It could have been Mr. Smith, our General 

2 Counsel, who was present at the meeting. 

3 Q But you don't remember telling the owners 

4 committee yourself that you wanted to go out and prosecute 

5 Mr. Hamel and Mr. Scott. 

6 A I didn't make that portion of the presentation, 

7 ma'am. 

8 Q But do you recall that it was made by someone? 

9 A I believe that the wrap-up of the investigation, 

10 yes, was discussed with the owners. 

11 Q Not the wrap-up. When^you went to the meeting, 

12 isn't it true, Mr. Wellington, that* you and Mr. Hermlller 

13 were seeking the authority from the owners committee to 

14 pursue legal action against Mr. Hamel and possibly 

15 Mr. Scott to obtain and return your documents from 

16 Mr. Hamel's house? 

17 A It '8 my understanding that prior to any legal 

18 action being initiated by Alyeska that the owners would 

19 have to be informed. So I think your assertion of it 

20 would be correct. 

21 Q And you were at the point in your own mind in 

22 the investigation where you had enough information to move 

23 on Mr. Hamel, isn't that correct? 

24 A We had a couple other things that we wanted to 

25 do, 'but it would have been done very shortly. 
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1 Q And what were those? 

2 A Basically I told Mr. Black that we had listened 

3 to enough of Mr. Hamel's rhetoric on TV, on the 

4 recordings, and that we needed to be more aggressive in 

5 our interview techniques with Mr. Hamel, instead of 

6 listening to all of his ramblings, which he's quite 

7 capable of doing, that we needed to -- I think we'd 

8 established his confidence, and we needed to move ahead 

9 and press him for some additional information. 

10 And I guess the best way to categorize that is 

11 that we were going to become a little more aggressive and 

12 rather than let the guy ramble for an hour and a half, we 

13 were going to try and get some words in. 

14 (Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 Q What kind of words were you going to try to get 

2 in? 

3 A Well, I think that I probably referred to 

4 Mr. Black, let's let Mr. Hamel put his money where his 

5 mouth is. He' 8 been talking now for three months or four 

6 months about all the connections he has, all the documents 

7 he has, he's showed you all these boxes in his house, he's 

8 bragged that he has all this stuff. Let's see if he will 

9 in fact share his sources. 

10 He 9 8 very proud of the documents that he's had, 

11 very proud of the fact that he 's- created problems, either 

12 rightly or wrongly, for Alyeska. And it was time to fish 

13 or cut bait. 

14 Q When you say "fish or cut bait" you mean to have 

15 Mr. Hamel identify the sources of his information in 

16 order — 

17 A If possible. 

18 Q Okay. And what was the purpose of that? How 

19 were you going to get Mr. Hamel to do that? 

20 A Well, I think again I'm going to leave that up 

21 to Mr. Black. I don't think we were going to tie him up 

22 with chains but I think just to be more aggressive in his 

23 conversation with Mr. Hamel. 

24 Q Well, to Mr. Hamel, Mr. Black was really Wayne 

25 Jenkins. Isn't that correct? 
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1 A Yes . 

2 Q And Mr. Jenkins was trying to get Mr. Hamel to 

3 identify his sources so he could allegedly sue -Alyeska. 

4 Isn’t that true? 

5 Isn't that what he was telling Mr. Black? 

6 Mr. Black was telling Mr. Hamel? You've got to tell me 

7 who these people are and give me affidavits so that I can 

8 go into court and take legal action to stop this dumping? 

9 MR. JORDAN: Objection. Compound. 

10 MS. GARDE: Let me rephrase the question. 

11 BY MS. GARDE: 

12 Q How was Mr. Black going to convince Mr. Hamel to 

13 identify his sources? What bait was he going to give him? 

14 A I don't know. 

15 Q Did you review any of the memos Mr. Black sent 

16 you? 

17 A Yes, I did. 

18 Q Did you review the things that he told 

19 Mr. Hamel? 

20 A I probably did at the time. 

21 Q Isn't it true that Mr. Black told Mr. Hamel In 

22 order for me to sue Alyeska or Exxon you're going to have 

23 to give me affidavits from your sources to prove their 

24 allegations? 

25 A I don't recall that, ma'am. 
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Q When did you review the video tapes prior to the 
September 25th meeting? 

. A I looked at some at the August meeting and one 
or two in some detail because we weren't sure on a couple 
of points that Mr. Hamel that was making. And he may have 
sent videos, too. They were boring. 

Q Did you watch them all the way through? 

A No, ma'am. 

Q Did you ever hear Mr. Hamel use the words stolen 

documents on any of the 18 hours of that video tape? 

A I don't recall. 

Q It's not on there, is it, 'Mr. Wellington? 

A I said I don't recall. 

Q Was Mr. Scott discussed at the September 25, 

1990 meeting? 

A 1 believe, ma'am, his name came up. 

Q Did you tell the owners committee at the meeting 

that Mr. Scott already had some type of disciplinary 
action in the works? 

A Did I? 

Q Yes. 

A Absolutely not . 

0 Did you tell them you'd called Mr. Rod Pugh and 
told him to put whatever action they were considering 
about Mr. Scott on hold? 
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A I don't believe so. 

Q Did you tell the owners committee anything about 
Mr. Scott's performance? 

A Did I? 

0 Yes. 

A I didn't know anything about his performance. 

Q Well, you knew something was in the works 

because you'd talked to Mr. Pugh, didn't you? 

A Oh, absolutely. 

Q Okay. How did you know something was in the 
works? 

A I think I testified yesterday, ma'am, that 

either Kathy Carr in our human resources mentioned it or 
Mr. Trotter, I'm not sure. I think that was my testimony 
yesterday. And that's my testimony today. 

Q Did you discuss Mr. Scott at all at the owners 
committee meeting? 

A Did I discuss Mr. Scott? 

Q Was it discussed at the meeting? 

A His name was brought up as an individual who we 

suspected of stealing Alyeska documents and providing them 
to Mr. Hamel in about that vein and probably about that 
long. 

Q Well, by the time of the September 25th meeting, 
he wasn't a suspect any more, was he, Mr. Wellington? 
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1 You'd confirmed it. Isn't that true? 

2 A I would still call him a suspect or confirmed or 

3 whatever word you want to use. • « * 

4 Q Well, there's a significant difference. By that 

5 time, you had known — you knew that Mr. Scott's documents 

6 were in Mr. Hamel's house, didn't you? 

7 A I guess if you're asking me if I knew that 

8 Mr. Scott was thief I guess the answer would probably be 

9 yes. 

10 Q You'd concluded he was a thief. 

11 A Yes. 

12 Q Did you tell the owners cbmmittee that you'd 

13 concluded that? 

14 A Not in those words. 

15 Q Did you seek permission from the owners 

16 committee to fire Mr. Scott for stealing documents? 

17 A No. 

18 Q Did anyone bring up the issue of Mr. Scott's 

19 termination? 

20 A Not that I recall and I think I've testified to 

21 that before. 

22 Q During the meeting, did the owners committee 

23 instruct you to stop the investigation? 

24 A Yes. 

25 ' Q How did they tell you to stop the leaks? 
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A I don't believe that they — I don't recall that 
we went into that. 

Q Did they tell you to let the leaks continue? 

A I don't recall. 

Q Well, when you went to that meeting on September 
25th, when you traveled to Denver, you had as your 
objective to get permission to sue Mr. Hamel, to complete 
what you'd started, to identify and stop the leaks. Isn't 
that correct? 

A That ' s correct . 

Q You identified the leaks. You'd done the first 
half, at least some of them. Isn't that true? 

A That ' 8 correct . 

Q And you wanted to stop those leaks. Isn't that 

true? 

A That's correct. 

Q The owners committee told you to stop the 
investigation, didn't they? 

A Yes, they did. 

0 So you weren't going to find any more leaks. 

Is that correct? 

A That ' 8 correct . 

Q What guidance did they give you about carrying 
out the rest of your objective? 

A I don't recall any guidance. 
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Q What did they tell you? 

A Me? 

Q Were you in the meeting the entire time? 

A 1 was in and out. 

Q What did they tell you? 

A They didn't tell me anything. Stop the 
investigation. I understood that. And I did that. 

Q Who said that? 

A Probably the chairman, Mr. Rusnack, although I'm 
not sure. 

Q And what specific words did he use? 

A I don't recall, ma'am. 

Q But you understood whatever words he used that 

you were to stop the investigation. 

A I understood that. 

Q Did you do anything after that? 

A Yes, I made a phone call. 

Q What time in the morning was it? 

A It was probably in the afternoon. 

0 What time of the day do you think it was? 

A In the afternoon. I think. Mid afternoon, 
early afternoon. After lunch. 

0 Who did you call? 

A I called Mr. Black's house. 

Q And what did you tell him? 
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A He was not available. I left word with his wife 
to have him call me and he called me -- I don’t know, 
later, probably — i don’t know, an hour or twc or so 
later, I don't recall. 

Q And what did you tell him? 

A 1 told him that the owners had made a decision 
that we weren't going to proceed any further and that we 
had to shut down and make an orderly extraction from the 
undercover operation and to cease all further 
investigative efforts. 

Q What else did you tell^him to do? 

A Well, I don't know. I don’t know if I told him 
anything else. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, may I approach the 

witness? 

JUDGE TURECK: Yes, you may. 

( Pause . ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, I'm going to show you a copy of 
a September 27, 1990 memo from Wayne Black to you. I 'ask 
you to please read the first — I believe it is the first 
sentence. 

A "Pursuant to our telephone conversation in the 
early morning hours of September 26th, we will no longer 
make video and sound recordings from the undercover office 
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in Virginia." 

Q Does that refresh your recollection about when 
you called him? « 

A Well, I called him right after the meeting but 
he wasn*t in and then he returned the call. 

Q What time? 

A Well, he says "early morning hours". I don’t 

know what that means. 

Q You don't remember waking him up? 

A He returned my call. He was not at home, ma'am. 

I think I've said that now about three times. He wasn't 

*» 

at home when I called and left word' for him, to have his 
wife give me a call when he returned or she didn't get a 
hold of him and he did. 

Q Did Mr. Black then take steps to shut down the 
operation? 

A I believe the memorandum says that he instructed 
the people there in the office to not do any more 
recordings . 

Q What's the next thing you heard from Mr. Black 
about shutting down the investigation? 

A The very next thing? 

Q Yes. 

A I don't know. 

Q Would you please turn to Exhibit 92? 
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A Okay. I have that. 

Q Could you identify the document, please? 

A Yes. It's a memorandum from Mr. Black to myself 

dated October 5, 1990. 

Q Did you receive this document? 

A I believe 1 probably did. 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I failed to follow your 

instruction before in moving the documents into evidence 
as I've used them. I just remembered that. I'd like to 
move this one in at this time, though. I'll go back and 
do the others. 

JUDGE TURECK: Which one is "this one"? 

MS. GARDE: Ninety-two. 

JUDGE TURECK: Any objection? 

MR. JORDAN: Your Honor, I would prefer to defer 

this until my cross-examination of Mr. Wellington because 
unlike some of the other things, we have not objected on 
authentication or even on other grounds to those things 
we were highly confident had in fact been received by 
Mr. Wellington from Mr. Black. 

That's not quite in this category and I'd just 
like to Inquire about it so if we could just defer that 
and give me an opportunity to do that and address it at 
the end of the cross. 

JUDGE TURECK: Do you want to voir dire right 
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JUDGE TURECK: Why don't you go ahead? 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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VOIR DIRE EXAMINATION 
BY MR. JORDAN: 

Q Mr. Wellington, let me ask if you have a 
specific recollection of ever having seen this document 
before. 

A I believe I have seen it. 

MR. JORDAN: Okay. That’s all I needed to know. 

Your Honor, as long as it says "5" in there. 

JUDGE TURECK: Then no objection? 

MR. JORDAN: No objection. 

JUDGE TURECK: Then Complainant ' s Exhibit 92 is 

admitted into evidence. 

(The document referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
was received in evidence as 
Complainant's Exhibit 
No. 92.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Resumed) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Mr. Wellington, this document that Wayne Black 
prepared apparently to- the file indicates in handwriting 
to Pat, with his — I believe it's Mr. Black's signature 
mark, and at *he back page of the exhibit, which I believe 
we got from you in discovery, sir, it says, "Copy to Pat 
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Wellington. n 

A And Alan Bernstein? 

Q And Alan Bernstein. , - 

A Yes. 

Q The document summarizes, does it not, an 
overview about the investigation, what happened in the 
investigation, what they proved, doesn't it? 

A Can I read it? 

Q Oh, yes, please take it. Go ahead and read. 

( Pause . ) 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Have you reviewed the document? 

A Yes, ma'am. 

Q The document kind of summarizes Mr. Black's view 

of the end of the investigation, does it not? 

A I think that would be a fair characterization of 
the document. 

0 Turning to page 5 of the exhibit — 

A Okay. 

Q — see the statement in there, the third 

paragraph? It indicates that Mr. Black says, "We have no 
way of knowing that the allegations of pollution are true 
or false"? 

A Your page 5 might be different than mine. 

0 Oh, page 4. I'm sorry. 
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A Okay. Where is that, now? 

Q Third paragraph, second full paragraph. 

A Where Hamel says he told EPA and those people? 

Is that what you’re talking about? 

Q No, the paragraph that starts — 

A "I know Hamel has exaggerated a bit — " 

Q Right. 

A from time to time M ? 

Q Right. Do you see the last sentence of that? 

A Where it says, "I also know that he has been 

truthful when it comes to his numerous sources of 
information and stolen documents"? 

Q Correct . 

A "We have no way of knowing if the allegations of 
pollution are true or false"? 

Q That 1 s correct . 

When you received a copy of this memo, did you 
talk to Mr. Black? 

A I — you know I may have, probably, yes. 

Q Page 5 indicates that Mr. Black had been 

informed that the oil companies did not want transcripts 
or any details of Hamel's allegations. Did you pass that 
instruction on to him? 

( Pause . ) 

4 

A If that was the instructions that — as I recall 
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1 that we received from the owners, yes, I would. I was the 

2 point of contact man in Alyeska with Mr. Black. So 

3 primarily I probably dealt the most with him. So in all 

4 probability those instructions came from me. 

5 Q What were you told to tell Mr. Black? 

6 A To — at the time that I talked to him on the 

7 phone, which I now realize was in the early morning hours 

8 rather than the late evening, was to go ahead and shut the 

9 investigation down. We didn't want to have any more 

10 videotaping, no more actively pursuing our — any 

11 Investigative leads. And I think at that time that might 

12 have been it, ma'am. X don't recall for sure. 

13 0 Mr. Black says in here to the file, which was 

14 also sent to you, "I'm concerned that even if you complete 

15 and mall the transcripts to Alyeska, Pat Wellington and I 

16 are the only ones who are holding the hot potato on this 

17 one. As of October 1 I was informed the oil companies did 

18 not want transcripts or any details of Hamel's 

19 allegations.'' 

20 What did that mean to you? 

21 A I think basically Wayne was indicating that once 

22 the files, the records got out of his control or mine that 

23 we would have lost what normally would be considered in my 

24 opinion, in my experience, valuable information that could 

25 be used later, you know, at a hearing or whatever the case 
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1 may be. Very unusual, I guess would be the right word to 

2 not have investigative files available. 

3 Q Did you understand Mr. Black's statement to be 

4 referred to evidence that Mr. Hamel had documents? 

5 A That wasn't my interpretation. 

6 Q What was your interpretation? 

7 A I think just what I said. 

8 Q What kinds of hearings did you think you were 

9 going to lose information for? 

10 A It was my sincere professional impression that 

11 at some point in time because of .. the expanded nature of 

12 people who knew about the investigation that would 

13 probably come to light, just people can't keep secrets, 

14 you know. If I know something good, I've got to tell you, 

15 you know, and then you've got to tell somebody. Somebody 

16 else has got to tell somebody. 

17 That's why we kept tight control on it and were 

18 able to maintain the confidentiality of the investigation 

19 for as long as we did. But once we expanded that with the 

20 sieves that we had apparently around, I had no faith that 

21 this thing would ever remain confidential. I didn't 

22 realize it would break the way it did. But when it broke, 

23 it didn't surprise me one damn bit. 

24 Q Mr. Wellington, Mr. Black talks about a hot 

25 potato, "holding the hot potato on this one, " and then 
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1 immediately talks about not — the oil company did not 

2 want any details of his allegations. What allegations is 

3 he talking about? 

4 A You're going to have to ask him, ma'am. I don't 

5 know . 

6 Q You don't know. And when you read the memo that 

7 talked about you holding a hot potato, you didn't think 

8 about it. 

9 A Well, I knew that I might have a hot potato at 

10 some point in time, and here I am. 

11 Q But you only thought about the investigation hot 

12 potato. 

13 A yes. That's all I was concerned about. 

14 Q Were you concerned at all about the 

15 environmental allegations or Hamel's allegations? 

16 A No. 

17 Q Being responsible for what you knew about those 

18 allegations? 

19 A I didn't. 

20 Q Did you even think about it? 

21 A I don't think if — no. I don't think it 

22 crossed my mind. 1 don't know. 

23 I was concerned that we were, you know, going to 

24 give up all of our stuff, and here we are. 

25 Q From the investigative —

A Yes. You’re trying to refresh my memory on 
stuff that happened two years ago that I don’t have 
anything on and haven ' t seen in two years . 

Q When you read this memo, you weren't at all 
concerned about what action was going to be taken to deal 
with Mr. Hamel's allegations, true or not? 

A Well, I — not — that's not in my purview. I 
don't have anything to do with those. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 Q At what point did you tell Mr. Pugh that he 

2 could go ahead with any action that he was getting ready 

3 to take? 

4 A 1 never called him back. 

5 Q You never called him at all. 

6 A No. 

7 Q When did you find out that something had 

8 happened to Mr. Scott? 

9 A Probably in late October or very early November. 

10 Q Did Mr. Pugh try to contact you? 

11 A I don’t recall that he. did. I think not. I 

12 don't know. He was in an acting capacity, ma'am, when I 

13 talked to him. We were right in the middle of a 

14 transition of managers at the terminal, Mr. O'Donnell 

15 going out, Mr. Collins coming in, Mr. Pugh acting. When I 

16 made the phone call to put the termination of -- what I 

17 thought was going to be a termination for just cause of 

18 Mr. Scott on hold I talked to Mr. Pugh in his acting 

19 capacity and apparently when the decision was made to 

20 terminate Mr. Scott by whoever made that decision, 

21 Mr. Pugh was basically out of the loop. But I did not 

22 return his call. Or I did not have any further contact 

23 with him. 

24 Q Who was in the loop by that time? 

25 A Well, probably Mr. Collins. 
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1 Q Did you tell Mr. Collins coming back from the 

2 meeting in Colorado that he'd better be careful about what 

3 documents Mr. Scott had access to? 

4 A I only had, ma'am, as I recall one conversation, 

5 possibly two. But I can remember one, Mr. Collins coming 

6 into ray office and saying I understand that you have put a 

7 freeze on terminating Mr. Scott, and I said that's 

8 correct. And he said well, can we discuss it? And I says 

9 not now, maybe later. 

10 Q When was that conversation? 

11 A Well, probably in -- ppssibly in early 

12 September, ma’am. I don’t really recall. He just bounced 

13 in. 

14 Q Well, at the time that he came in to see you, it 

15 was before - am I correct in understanding your testimony 

16 that it was before the September 25th meeting of the 

17 owners? 

18 A That would be my recollection. Mr. Collins was 

19 on the management study team for Alyeska which was 

20 studying the reorganization and hadn't assumed the 

21 responsibility for the terminal, and Mr. O'Donnell was 

22 coming into Anchorage. There were a lot of things going 

23 on at the time, and I think Mr. Collins may still have 

24 been on the organizational review task force but I guess 

25 had been designated as the terminal superintendent. 
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1 something that like that. I don't know. 

2 0 Well, at the tine you said that you couldn't 

3 discuss it, you were still planning to go 'forward with 

4 your legal action against Mr. Scott and Mr. Hamel, isn't 

5 that correct? 

6 A 1 believe so, ma'am. Yes. 

7 Q When you came back from Denver, you were not 

8 planning on taking legal action against Mr. Scott and 

9 Mr. Hamel, were you? 

10 A That was pretty well determined, that the 

11 investigation was shut down and £hat the actions that we 

12 had recommended had been — it had been decided that the 

13 company would not pursue those avenues at the request of 

14 the owners. 

15 Q Did the owners tell you you couldn't do anything 

16 to stop the document leaks? 

17 A I don't think we got into that detail, ma'am, as 

18 1 recall. 

19 Q Well, as director of security for Alyeska, did 

20 you contemplate any actions that you could have taken in 

21 regards to stopping the flow of documents out of the 

22 facility from Mr. Scott to Mr. Hamel? 

23 A I don't recall. We had done, ma'am, what I felt 

24 was a credible job with the undercover Investigation and 

25 going into it we felt Mr. Scott was a prime investigative 
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lead. Coming out of it, we were able to prove that and 
when the owners shut it down, they shut it down and I 
respect their decision. 

Q Did you understand the owners* instructions in 
shutting down the investigation to mean that you could not 
do anything at Alyeska to protect the flow of documents 
out of the flow of the plant? 

A I don't think I got that out of it. I think 
that’s pretty broad, ma'am. 

Q Did you issue any policy statements, issue any 
new procedures in terms of dealing with documents for 
employees? 

A Did I personally? 

Q Yes. 

A I didn't. 

Q Did you discuss that with anyone? 

A I think that the area of document control comes 

under a different department. The area of conflict of 
interest comes in a different department yet. And I 
believe that there has been some activity along that line 
but, you know, ma'am, with 1700 employees and another 1000 
or so contractors. Xerox machines on every floor or 
several Xerox machines, we don't search our people going 
in and out. We rely on a high ability of trust of our 
employees. We don't run an atomic energy facility or 
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1 something like that, so the method that we use to attempt 

2 to discover our leaks, I think, was prudent and you've 

3 just got to trust your employees. 

4 Q Did you trust Mr. Scott when you came back from 

5 the September 25th meeting? 

6 A 1 didn't trust Mr. Scott going in, I didn't 

7 trust him going down, coming back or any time. 

8 Q Do you trust him now? 

9 A Do I trust him now? I would say no. 

10 Q So what action did you take to try to protect 

11 the exit of documents? ^ 

12 A I personally didn't take any. 

13 Q Okay. Mr. Wellington, do you believe that when 

14 Mr. Hamel or Mr. Scott engaged in their activities, the 

15 documents leaking from the plant, going from — 

16 A The stealing of the documents? 

17 0 Yes. From the facility to Mr. Hamel that they 

18 were taking some kind of risks? 

19 A Well, I guess in my professional opinion, ma'am, 

20 a thief always takes some risks. 

21 Q What kind of risks was Mr. Scott taking? 

22 A I guess I would say the risk of getting caught 

23 and the risk of what might happen if a person was caught. 

24 Q What might happen if he was caught? 

25 A I don't know. I don't get involved in 
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1 disciplinary action other than my own people. 

2 Q Well, what could have happened? 

3 A I don't know. 

4 0 Under your rules or procedures, as you 

5 understand them? 

6 A I don't know. 

7 Q If one of your employees was taking documents 

8 off the site, what could happen to them? 

9 A I would discuss it with the appropriate people 

10 and a decision would be made. 

11 Q Who is the appropriate, people? 

12 A Legal department, human resources. 

13 Q Does human resources and legal make the final 

14 decisions on those kind of cases? 

15 A Well, I think the -- actually, I think the 

16 final -- well, the decision certainly would start with the 

17 department manager, it might even start below that. If a 

18 supervisor is having problems with an employee, the 

19 supervisor, first line supervisor, would follow through. 

20 At some point in time, it's going to reach the department 

21 manager's level and from there on, the department manager 

22 is probably going to want to discuss it with the 

23 appropriate people. 

24 Q But you don't have immediate termination 

25 authority. Is that correct? 
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1 A Do I? 

2 Q Yes. 

3 A Well, I've never exercised it. 1 suppose I 

4 might try it some time. I haven't had the occasion. 

5 Q Do you have that authority? 

6 A I'd have to look at the approval authority 

7 guide. I might try to exercise it if I got to the point 

8 where I felt that I needed to. But I also understand that 

9 we have a procedure in our company that you have to 

10 follow, even though I might be perturbed at the time. 

11 MS. GARDE: Your Honor* I believe I'm done. I'd 

12 like to consult with my co-counsel. 

13 JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Any further documents that 

14 you want to get in? 

15 MS. GARDE: I do. And let me catch that. 

16 (Continued on the next page. ) 
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JUDGE TURECK: I was talking about Exhibit 47. 

I don’t know if you want to offer that or not. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

0 Could you turn back in this -- I think it’s — 

( Pause • ) 

THE WITNESS: The executive summary? 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q Yes. And you received that document, did you 

not? 

A I believe I did, yes. 

MS. GARDE: Could I move the exhibit -- may I 

please move Exhibit 47 into the record. 

JUDGE TURECK: Any objection to Exhibit 47? 

MR. JORDAN: Forty-seven, no objection. 

JUDGE TURECK: It’s admitted. 

(The document referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
was received in evidence as 
Complainant’s Exhibit 
No. 47.) 

MS. GARDE: Exhibit 88 is a one-page agenda of 

the August 3rd meeting identifying Mr. Wellington as a 
attendee .

(The document referred to, 
having been previously 
marked for identification, 
was received in evidence as 
Complainant's Exhibit 
No. 88. ) 

MS. GARDE: I have one more housekeeping matter. 

Your Honor. I was questioning him about a document 
yesterday which 1 realize he did not have the complete 
exhibit. I’ve discussed that with Counsel, with -- 

MR. JORDAN: I kind of object to the 

characterization. He had the complete exhibit as it had 
been -- 

MS. GARDE: Yes.

Q When was the first time that you were aware that 

credit checks had been run on suspects or targets of this 

Investigation by Wackenhut? 
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1 A I think, ma'am, I said yesterday in my testimony 

2 that I wasn't sure. It could have been at the end of the 

3 investigation. I know that some of the credit reports 

4 that allegedly were done I was not aware of, one in 

5 particular I recall until it was brought out at the 

6 Congressional hearing. 

7 But — so it was after they -- number one, I 

8 didn't give permission to do them. Number two, I don't 

9 recall exactly when I became aware of it, but I would say 

10 it was — if I did become aware of it, it was late in the 

11 investigation, and as I recall, Z never saw any credit 

12 reports. If -- if they were mentioned in the context of 

13 the summaries, I don't recall. 

14 Q When you went to Coral Gables for your meetings 

15 with Mr. Lund and Mr. Black on the briefings, were you 

16 provided copies of all the materials that they had 

17 collected to date? 

18 A I don't believe so, ma'am. 

19 Q Do you remember you testified yesterday that 

20 they showed you the original of the trash that was on the 

21 table? 

22 A Yes. 

23 Q Did they make access that — did they make 

24 access available to you of their investigative records? 

25 A No. 
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Executive summary, and that's what we — that's 
what we went with. 

Q The only thing you saw was the executive 
summary? 

A (Pause.) Well, 1 saw some tapes, you know, with 
the tapes and — 

MS. GARDE: Your Honor, I'll move this exhibit 

in with a different witness. 

JUDGE TURECK: That's fine. 

MS. GARDE: Thank you, Mr. Wellington. 

THE WITNESS: Thank you very much. 

JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Jordan? 

( Pause . ) 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. JORDAN: 

Q Mr. Wellington, did you have advance knowledge 
that Wackenhut was obtaining either D-tech reports or any 
form of credit report with respect to individuals who were 
Involved in the Wackenhut Investigation? 

A No, I did not. 

JUDGE TURECK: Mr. Wellington, what is a D-tech 

report, if you know? 

THE WITNESS: I don't know. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 

MR. JORDAN: Ms. Garde referred to a D-tech 
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1 report in her question. 

2 JUDGE TURECK: Yes, I know she did. 

3 MR. JORDAN: And I know, but I'm not a witness. 

4 BY MR. JORDAN: 

5 Q Mr. Wellington, had Wackenhut come to you and 

6 asked for an authorization to conduct some sort of credit 

7 check, a retail credit report or something of that kind, 

8 in advance of doing so, would you have approved that 

9 request? 

10 A No. 

11 Q And why would you not have done so? 

12 A Well, first of all, in looking at the type of 

13 investigation that we were conducting, I would see that it 

14 would not be anything that would probably provide any 

15 information that we were looking at concerning our four 

16 main objectives, and that's to get our -- identify the 

17 sources, get our documents back, stop credit leaks, and 

18 take appropriate legal action. And when you put that in 

19 the context of what my original charge was and how the 

20 investigation was going to be handled, I don't see how a - 

21 - unless they were going to hire somebody, well, then, 

22 that's their own business. I don't see how a credit 

23 report would tie into those four areas of activity. 

24 Q Now, I believe you testified that you don't 

25 recall ever seeing the exhibit that Ms. Garde has showed 
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1 you. 

2 A That's correct. 

3 Q Do you recall seeing any other exhioits of a 

4 similar kind, similar format, similar nature during the 

5 course of the investigation? 

6 A Sir, I think that — that it would have been — 

7 if I did see them, it would have been at the end of the 

8 investigation or possibly at Congress. I don't recall 

9 seeing them early on in the investigation. I think I 

10 testified to that yesterday. 

11 Q Now, I believe you testified yesterday that at 

12 least in some context obtaining credit reports is a valid 

13 or legitimate investigative technique? 

14 A Certainly in employment activities it would be. 

15 Q Now, do you obtain credit reports in employment 

16 situations in connection with your security, duties at 

17 Alyeska? 

18 A From time to time but very limited. It's not a 

19 routine background investigative tool that we use, but 

20 from time to time we probably have. And you were to — 

21 your next question is when's the last time you used it, 

22 and I'm going to say I don't know because it's not 

23 something routine. 

24 Q Okay. You were asked in connection I think with 

25 the third executive summary today about the names of two 
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Individuals. One was Mr. Rotan. I think your response 
was you couldn't remember who he was. 

A I still can't. 

Q Okay. You were also asked about — there's a 
reference made and you were shown a document that 
contained the name of Mr. William See, S-e-e? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know who Mr. See is? 

A He's a pump station technician, 1 believe. 

Q Is he still employed as a pump station 
technician by Alyeska? 

A Yes, he is. 

Q To your knowledge, was any form of personnel 
action taken against Mr. See after the close of the 
Wackenhut investigation? 

A I don't have any knowledge if he's still 

working. I don't have any knowledge. 

Q Yesterday Ms. Garde asked you, as I recall, why 
it was that you reacted — characterized it strongly when 
the name of Congressman Chairman Miller came up in 
Mr. Hamel's discussions on the tape during the 
investigation but did not have, the thrust of the question 
was, a similar reaction when references were made to the 
Environmental Protection Agency or to Mr. Daniel Lawn, 
whom you have identified as an employee of the Alaska 
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Department of Environmental Conservation. Do you recall 
that question? 

A Yes, I recall it. 

Q Why was it that you reacted the way you did to 
the reference to Chairman Miller or Congressman Miller? 

A Well, I guess, sir, that I just have a — or did 
have — I guess I still do -- a deep respect for Congress, 
how they operate, what they do, what they’re charged with, 
what their responsibilities are, their authority, and, you 
know, 1 guess in my own mind, sir, I was just able to 
differentiate between the activities of the United States 
Congress and its members and state or local officials or 
people. I guess I put the Congress on a higher pedestal. 

Q That was the reason you reacted the way you did? 

A Basically, that was it. 

(Continued on the next page. ) 
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1 BY MR. JORDAN: 

2 Q In the discussions yesterday about the taking of 

3 documents from Alyeska, which you have referred to as the 

4 stealing of documents from Alyeska, in your approach as 

5 director of security for the protection of Alyeska' 8 

6 internal information, do you make any distinction between 

7 the original of the document which we used to refer to in 

8 the old days as the ribbon copy but we hardly ever have 

9 ribbons any more and copies made from that original copy? 

10 A 1 professionally don't draw any distinction. 

11 Q And why is that? - 

12 A Well, basically, the document or documents were 

13 prepared at Alyeska expense, prepared for the use of 

14 Alyeska in its official business and that any unauthorized 

15 use or dissemination of those documents without prior 

16 approval from an official who had the approval, and if 

17 they were surreptitiously removed from the premises of the 

18 building or the property, I would consider that to be a 

19 theft. I don't care if it's the original or a copy — 

20 probably made off of our copy machine with our paper, too, 

21 if the truth was known. 

22 Q Now, when you express concern about the taking 

23 of documents from Alyeska, is that a concern about the 

24 value of the Xerox paper that the document is on? 

25 A No, I think that probably the paper is

2 Q Is there something else that is significant? 

3 A The contents of the documents, the content "of 

4 the document is what is significant in my opinion. I 

5 think a company, sir, has a right to expect that their 

6 confidential — their work products are going to remain 

7 intact with the people who they were generated for and 

8 they're not going to be indiscriminately distributed 

9 across the country by anybody that wants to do it. I 

10 think that every business has the right to assume that 

11 their property is going to be protected. If EPA wants a 

12 document, they've got the way to get it. If somebody else 

13 wants it, they've got a way to get it. If Mr. Hamel wants 

14 it, well, tough. He isn't on our distribution list yet. 

15 Q Let me ask you in connection with that last 

16 comment what your attitude is toward whistleblowers. And 

17 let me give you a definition of whistleblower for the 

18 purpose of this question, since that term is used somewhat 

19 loosely. I'm talking about a person who believes in good 

20 faith but perhaps wrongly, rightly or wrongly, that 

21 Alyeska may be violating some law relating to the 

22 environment, to safety or to health, either one of the 

23 four laws cited in Mr. Scott's complaint or some other law 

24 for the purpose of protecting the environment, safety or 

25 health. What is your attitude towards that person's 
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1 conveying that information to a government agency, a 

2 regulatory agency, someone having authority to deal with 

3 the problem? 

4 A I think, sir, if an individual whether he worked 

5 for our company or Weyerhauser or whoever he works for or 

6 she has attempted to resolve what they consider to be a 

7 violation of an EPA regulation or DEC regulation or 

8 something else and is basically, I guess, in plain terms, 

9 is stonewalled at the company, I have no problem with that 

10 individual taking the appropriate course of action to make 

11 sure that the appropriate federal, agency receives that 

12 information. I personally like our environment. I am one 

13 of the few people probably here in the room that was born 

14 and raised here in Alaska. I have kids here, I have 

15 grandkids here. I don't want to see the environment 

16 screwed up. I was as much disgusted at the Exxon oil 

17 spill as the next person and spent a lot of time on that 

18 thing. I have no problem with a person going through the 

19 appropriate measures to report. 1 might find myself 

20 someday in that position. I don't know. But I would do 

21 it. I would do it to protect Alaska. I put Alaska above 

22 everything. 

23 Q I'd like to go back to the^chkiject of your 

24 conversation with Mr. Pugh. You testified yesterday about 

25 a conversation with him and in response to further 
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questions this morning indicated that you only had a 
single conversation with him. Is that correct? About 
putting a hold on the Scott personnel action. 

A Yes. 

Q Just what did you say to Mr. Pugh? How much did 
you tell him about what was going on? 

A I didn't tell him anything. 

Q Can you kind of try to recreate that 

conversation? You know, Rob, this is Pat -- 

A Yes. Basically, I found out that he was the man 

in charge down there and I called him and I basically said 

Rob, this is Pat, I understand that — I said rightly or 
wrongly, I don't know, but I understand that maybe 
disciplinary action is in the mill for Mr. Scott and if 
that is so, I'd appreciate if you would hold that in 
abeyance . 

0 And what was his response? 

A He — as I recall, he said well, is there 

something else going on or something that I don't know 
about and I said yes, there is and you're not going to 
know about it. 

Q And did he press you further for information? 

A No. 

Q And how long was this conversation? 

A Three minutes . 
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1 Q In dealing with the October 5 memorandum by 

2 Wayne Black , Exhibit -- just a second Your Honor. 

3 The one in which Black summarized his 

4 conclusions about the Wackenhut investigation -- 

5 A Yes, I just read that. 

6 Q — and indicated that you and Alan Bernstein had 

7 received a copy. 

8 A Yes . 

9 Q There was a discussion in there about 

10 allegations made by Mr. Hamel about environmental 

11 problems, pollution. Do you recall that? 

12 A Yes. 

13 Q Now, I take it that you have had some experience 

14 with Mr. Hamel over the years or some familiarity with his 

15 mode of operation? 

16 A Basically, sir, through what I've heard at the 

17 company, what I've read in the paper, what I've seen on 

18 TV, that's my knowledge of Mr. Hamel. 

19 Q Are you aware as to whether he has in the past 

20 conveyed to the appropriate authorities or the press 

21 allegations of what he believed was improprieties by 

22 Alyeska? 

23 A I believe on the one that 1 recall, sir, was 

24 where he made allegations concerning, I believe, a crude 

25 oil shipment, that he had received a broker and the water 
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1 content in it and he had rattled around Washington, D.C. 

2 to try and get somebody to take it up and finally it ended 

3 up in the lap of the FBI. They conducted a very in-depth 

4 investigation, as I recall, of his allegations and found 

5 them to be unfounded and I think as I recall the same 

6 allegations were subject to an Alaska Public Service 

7 Commission review or somebody on tariffs, I'm not sure, 

8 and their rather lengthy document, three, four hundred 

9 pages or whatever it turned out to be, basically came to 

10 the same conclusion as the FBI that the allegations by Mr. 

11 Hamel against the owners and Alyeska were unfounded. 

12 Q One of the questions that Ms. Garde asked you 

13 this morning just a short while ago was phrased in terms 

14 of taking legal action, lawsuits and so forth against Mr. 

15 Hamel and Mr. Scott. Let me just ask you: do you recall 

16 whether there was ever any contemplation of taking legal 

17 action against Mr. Scott in the form of a lawsuit or 

18 emergency detention order or anything of that kind? 

19 A I don't know exactly what you're talking about 

20 but I think not. I don't recall. 

21 Q You testified yesterday, as I recall, that there 

22 was consideration given to taking that kind of action 

23 against Mr. Hamel. 

24 A Oh, okay. I see where you're coming from. As I 

25 recall, sir, the emergency order and whether or not we 
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could get the U.S. Marshall in the District of Virginia to 
serve a writ on Mr. Hamel out of another federal court was 
of discussion. Mr. James was working that case. But that 
was basically and solely directed at Mr. Hamel and not Mr. 
Scott.

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1 Q Mr. Wellington, I'd like to show you what has 

2 been marked as Respondent's Exhibit 134. 

3 (Pause.) 

4 BY MR. JORDAN: 

5 0 Would you take a moment and read that document, 

6 please? 

7 A (Pause.) Read it. 

8 Q Is that one of the regular reports that you’ve 

9 testified that Mr. Black sent you in double-sealed 

10 envelopes in connection with the Wackenhut investigation? 

11 A I believe so, sir. 

12 Q Do you recall seeing a document with this 

13 essential content of information in it previously? 

14 A Looks familiar. 

15 Q Do you recall having any further conversation -- 

16 any conversation with Mr. Black that dealt with the events 

17 that are covered in this memorandum? 

18 A I believe that Mr. Black and I discussed the 

19 fact that Mr. Hamel suspected somebody taking his garbage 

20 and the fact that he wasn't surprised. 

21 Q Do you recall whether there was any conversation 

22 about whether there was more than one outfit taking 

23 Mr. Hamel's garbage? 

24 A Well, as I recall -- as I recall, Mr. Hamel I 

25 think was kind of paranoid about his garbage collection. 
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1 He'd indicated he thought people had taken it before, and 

2 I mean before, before we became involved in the 

3 investigative activity, and the fact that he had seen 

4 somebody take his garbage up at -- I think that was -- and

BY MS. GARDE: 

24 

Q 

Mr. Wellington, you indicated in your questions 

25 

and answers with Mr. Jordan that you had a great deal of 
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1 respect for the institution of Congress, is that correct? 

2 A Yes . 

3 • Q You made a couple remarks yesterday which I let 

4 pass but now I feel I have to ask you about, one in 

5 regards to someone at — being drunk at Mr. Hamel's house 

6 from Congressman Miller's staff. Do you remember that 

7 comment? 

8 A Yes . 

9 Q Is that comment in any way derogatory toward 

10 Congress? 

11 A I think it shows a lack of judgment on the part 

12 of the individual. 

13 Q Do you know who that individual was? 

14 A Jeff Petrick, as I recall, because that's what 

15 Mr. Hamel said. 

16 Q Your testimony regarding your respect for the 

17 institution of Congress include a respect for Mr. Petrick 

18 and Congressman Miller individually or only for the 

19 institution? 

20 A I would say, ma'am, that I would put them all 

21 together for -- for the Institution, who they represent, 

22 what they represent. They probably ought to use better 

23 judgment, but that's their problem, not mine. 

24 Q You also made a comment about some — 

25 Congressman Miller writing checks, you didn't care what 
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1 they were doing, writing checks. What was that a 

2 reference to? 

3 A The fact that several Congressmen apparently 

4 including Congressman Miller have been -- it's been 

5 alleged that they wrote bad checks at the bank operated by 

6 the House of Representatives. 1 think Mr. Miller 

7 allegedly wrote 99. 

8 Q What about Congressman Young? 

9 A Beg your pardon? Oh, 57, if you want to know 

10 that one too. Do you want to know any more? 

11 Q No, no, no. 

12 In respecting Congress, do you respect their 

13 ability to decide in the passage of laws what's the best 

14 for our country as a whole in regard to any particular 

15 law? 

16 AX think ma'am, the very foundation of our 

17 country is based in our Congress and in our elected 

18 officials and our judicial system, and you have to respect 

19 the system. You might — 

20 JUDGE TURECK: Especially the judicial system, 

21 right? 

22 MS. GARDE: I'm asking him that question next, 

23 Judge. 

24 THE WITNESS: Now that you mention that. Judge 

25 
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1 And I think you just have to -- you have to 

2 respect -- I think we have the best system in the world. 

3 It may not work perfectly, but I don't know of anything 

4 that works any better. I was afraid it — 

5 BY MS. GARDE: 

6 Q Do you have an equal degree of respect for the 

7 courts' ability to decide and implement the laws that 

8 Congress passes? 

9 A Absolutely. 

10 Q Has anybody ever told you what the courts' 

11 interpretation of the whistleblower laws are in regards to 

12 leaking information, providing information? 

13 A No, ma'am. 

14 Q Do you know that the Congress in passing its 

15 environmental laws provided Mr. Hamel, a private citizen, 

16 the right to essentially stand in the shoes of the EPA and 

17 bring a citizens' action to enforce environmental 

18 regulations? 

19 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. I think 

20 that's a statement on an issue of law by Ms. Garde and not 

21 really a question in the common sense of the word. 

22 MS. GARDE: Well, I think that the testimony 

23 here ha9 been very clear that Mr. Hamel is outside of 

24 their sphere of who may be protected in receiving 

25 documents if they concede that, and I think I'm entitled 
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1 to find out from this witness if he is aware that 

2 Mr. Hamel has that right under law. 

3 JUDGE TURECK: I'll overrule the oojection. He 

4 can answer it to the best of his knowledge. 

5 THE WITNESS: I think, ma'am, the best way for 

6 me to answer this would have been had we proceeded on and 

7 legal action taken, I'm sure the courts would have looked 

8 at the evidence, looked at how it was handled, and made a 

9 decision based on that. And so I don't know whose shoes 

10 he' 8 standing in or whose pants he's in or anything else. 

11 I just know that the courts would decide it. 

12 MS. GARDE: But that’s not what my question was, 

13 Mr. Wellington. 

14 BY MS. GARDE: 

15 Q Do you know about the citizens' suit provision 

16 in the environmental laws? 

17 A About what? 

18 Q You are aware, are you not, though, that 

19 Mr. Hamel has filed citizens' suit actions, pursued 

20 citizens' suit actions against Alyeska, are you not? 

21 A I am aware generally, ma'am, that we have some 

22 legal actions, I guess, pending with Mr. Hamel. I think 

23 Exxon has some or had some. I don't keep up with who's 

24 suing who, if you want to know the truth. 

25 Q That's not what I'm asking you. Were you aware 
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that Mr. Hamel had brought citizen suit actions under the 
environmental laws against Alyeska to enforce 
environmental compliance? 

A I -- in those exact words I would say I don't 
know that. 

Q Could I ask you — let me ask you this. Were 
you aware, Mr. Wellington, that Alyeska brought an action 
to retrieve Alyeska documents from the Environmental 
Protection Agency that had been provided by Mr. Hamel? 

A (Pause.) Gee. I -- 1 know I may have been at 
one time. I -- it doesn't — he brought a suit against 

■w 

Alyeska to -- 

Q No. Were you aware that Alyeska -- 

A Oh, brought suit -- 

Q — sued EPA — 

A Oh. 

Q --to get back documents it had been given by 
Mr. Hamel? 

A I may have read it. I don't recall, ma'am. 

Q Well, do you remember one of the first exhibits 

I showed you in your deposition in your testimony, sir, 
was the affidavit of Mr. Ivan Henman? 

A I believe I saw something from — written by 
Mr. Henman. 

Q Do you recall Mr. Henman or any of the lawyers 
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throughout the context of the 1987-88 time frame asking 
you If you had conducted any covert surveillance or 
attempts to Identify Alyeska employees In the context of 
that lawsuit? 

A Ma'am, I just don't recall. 

Q Would you turn to Exhibit 20 again, please? 

A Okay, I have it. 

Q You have Exhibit 20? 

A Yes. It's the memo from Mr. Iversen to myself? 

A Right. 

Q Yes. 

A It summarizes the investigations that were 

conducted in trying to identify documents that had left 
Alyeska. Is that a correct summary? 

MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. I fail to 

see that this has anything to do with the cross- 
examination. This is not redirect. It seems to me it's 
essentially something that didn't get pursued on direct 
the first time. 

MS. GARDE: I'm going to tie it up in a 

question, if I could just be given a little leeway, sir. 

JUDGE TURECK: Very well. I'll overrule the 

objection. 

BY MS. GARDE: 

Q What does that document summarize? 
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1 A It basically says that -- it says that it has 

2 been evident that the past three years that proprietary 

3 information from within Alyesxa Pipeline Service Company 

4 has been provided to members of the press and to 

5 adversaries involved in litigation with the company. 

6 Q By May of 1988 how many times had you looked for 

7 leaks? 

8 A (Pause.) Well, if this report indicates what 

9 we've done prior to that, it would look like -- line 2, 3, 

10 4 -- 4, I guess. Is that what you count? 

11 Q So if Alyeska’s representation to the United 

12 States Court of Appeals in 1988 was that no search had 

13 occurred, that wouldn't be accurate, would it? 

14 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. I think it 

15 misstates the prior exhibit which was -- the Ivan Henman 

16 affidavit was dated, as I recall, January 5th, 1987. 

17 MS. GARDE: And the case was argued to the Court 

18 of Appeals in May of 1988 based on the Henman affidavit, 

19 which was principally the deciding factor in that 

20 decision. 

21 This Witness has testified -- 

22 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. That's 

23 testimony by Ms. Garde. There’s nothing in evidence to 

24 suggest that. The only exhibit we have is the Henman 

25 exhibit, and that was dated January 5th, 1987. Therefore, 
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1 comments about what happened in 1988 have nothing to do 

2 with that. Mr. Henman is not shown to have executed any 

3 further affidavit. 

4 MS. GARDE: Your Honor / this is a reported case. 

5 I don't think I need to move reported cases into evidence. 

6 I'm trying to establish with this Witness and impeach him 

7 on his previous testimony that he has great respect for 

8 Congress, now that he has great respect for the courts, 

9 when in fact the evidence proves that the Alyeska Pipeline 

10 Service Company did not follow the laws of this country in 

11 the context of whistleblower rights, that they did not 

12 make an accurate representation to the Court of Appeals, 

13 and that this Witness knows that. 

14 MR. JORDAN: Objection, Your Honor. This is 

15 obviously a grandstand play, but Mr. Wellington has just 

16 testified that he has no recollection about the suit 

17 Ms. Garde is now referring to against the EPA under F01A, 

18 and now to say that she's going to impeach him by showing 

19 somebody else in legal argument in Washington and some 

20 other time has done this or that or the other is obviously 

21 not proper impeachment. 

22 JUDGE TURECK: Ms. Garde, I'm going to sustain 

23 the objection. I think this just goes too far afield. 

24 MS. GARDE: One further question, Mr. 

25 Wellington. 
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BY MS. GARDE: 

Q In the March 7th, 1990 memo that Mr. Black 
provided you in which he summarised whistleblower rights, » 
he said that whistleblowers had a right under federal law 
to provide information to anyone. Is that in 
contradiction to your testimony to Mr. Jordan, responding 
to Mr. Jordan's question that in your opinion it's only 
appropriate if it goes up the chain of command, fails at 
that level, and then someone goes and contacts a federal 
official or state official? 

A I think, ma'am, what I^was trying to point out 
there is that I feel an individual Should attempt to 
resolve the problem Internally before going outside the 
company . 

Q That's your opinion, isn't it? 

A That's just my opinion. 

Q If the law is different, would you respect the 

law? 

A Oh, sure. 

Q Has anybody ever told you any different? 

A Any different what? 

Q Any different, that there's anything different 

in what your opinion is about how whistleblower rights 
work and what they are? 

A I don't think anybody asked me for my opinion. 
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I'm just giving it to you. 

MR. JORDAN: Nothing further. Your Honor. 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. Thank you very much, 

Mr. Wellington. You can step down. 

THE WITNESS: Am I excused or -- 

JUDGE TURECK: Are you planning on calling 

Mr. Wellington? He wants to know if he's excused as a 
witness . 

MR. JORDAN: Well, I can't excuse him at this 

point in time, and I think he should therefore not sit in 
the courtroom and hear any other^ testimony . 

JUDGE TURECK: Okay. 

MR. JORDAN: May or may not? 

JUDGE TURECK: All right. Why don't we take a 

break until about 25 after 11:00.

On November 9, 1990, Joal Mclntyra and I sat with 
Wayna Black at tha officas of Wackanhut Corporation, 1550 
San Ramo Driva, Coral Gablas, Florida. Wa concludad our 
intarviav with Black on Novanbar 7. Tha following is my 
summary of my racoll action of tha intarviaw with Black 
and ay mantal imprassions, conclusions, opinions and 
lagal thaorias basad on our intarviaw. 

Mclntyra advisad Black that wa raprasantad tha TAPS 
Ownars Coamittaa in connaction with a raviav of tha 
invastigation which Wackanhut had conductad of laaks at 
Alyaska. Tha purposa of our intarviav was to gat 
information so that wa may giva lagal advica to tha TAPS 
Ownars. Mclntyra axplainad that wa would faal fraa to 
discuss vhatavar Black told us with our cliants. Of 
coursa, all mattars ralatad to tha Alyaska invastigation 
should ba considarad highly confidantial. 

Black is in his aarly 40' s and nakas a dacant but 
not outstanding first inprassion. 1 notad in raviaving 
soma of his raports that his grammar and aditing ara not

good. Ha would make a good anough vitness but was not 
quita as convincing as I had expected for someone in his 
position and with his yaars of axparlanca. 

Black has strictly a lav enforcement and privata 
security background. Ha vorkad with Ohio lav anforcamant 
until about 1974 vhan ha joinad tha Hetro-Dade County 
Polica. Ha vorkad public corruption casas thara and was 
than assignad to a strika forca vith DEA and tha State's 
Attorneys Of flea. In that off lea ha sarvad as a 
suparvisor and vorkad on a n unbar of casas involving 
narcotics salas to polica officars. Ha appaars 
raasonably knovladgaabla about propar polica tachniquas 
but saamad to lack any sophistication about tha inpact 
which such tachniquas night hava vhan usad in a privata 
sactor casa such as tha Alyaska invastigation vith vhich 
va ara concerned. 

In 1982 , Black laft lav anforcaaant to fora his own 
company vhich was a privata sacurity business principally 
involved in risk assessment and tracing assets of 
financial institutions. In 1989, his company was 
purchased by Wackenhut. 

Sines joining Wackenhut Black has bean Director of 
tha Special Investigations Unit. This is a nav division

for Wackenhut which la outs Ida tha acopa of ita 
traditional functions. Black now auparviaas 140 paopla. 
In addition to working for financial inatitutiona # hia 
unit handlaa kidnapping and racovary of U.S. and foreign 
citizens. Ha deacribee hia unit aa focusing on tha high 
and of invastigationa. Aa wa laarnad froa hia (and Rick 
Lund) Black is familiar with and utilizes sophisticated 
electronic surveillance techniques . Black's company was 
acquired in October of 1999 and ha was assigned to the 
Alyaska project in early 1990 so this was one of his 
first assignments. It appeared that Alyeska is a very 
important client for Wackenhut because another division 
of Wackanhut provides tha security for the pipeline. 

Wackanhut was retained in this matter following a 
discussion of the situation between Wellington and 
Bernstein. Bernstein is Vice President of Wackanhut and 
the principal Wackanhut contact with Alyeska. Wellington 
met with Black to discuss the leaks which Alyeska had 
been experiencing for several years. At the beginning of 
the assignment, the focus of the investigation was on 
leaks of technical information. Because of the kind of 
information which was being leaked, Alyeska had focused 
on an employee, Robert Scott, as a potential source of

the leaks. However, Wackenhut's assignment was to find 
all sources of the leaks. Chuck Hamel was identified 
from the beginning as being one possible source to whom 
Scott was leaking the information. Wellington provided 
background material to Black describing the nature of the 
leaks and some of the in-house investigation which he had 
conducted concerning them. One reason for focusing on 
Hamel was that in 1999 Alaska authorities impounded a 
stolen car which contained Alyeska documents sent to 
Hamel from the Environmental Protection Agency. An 
inquiry to the EPA shoved that Hamel had sent these 
documents to the EPA which returned them to him. Black 
told us that initially the investigation had focused only 
on Scott as a source of the leaks but other facts which 
we developed led us to the conclusion that Hamel was 
identified very early as well. 

McIntyre asked Black to describe the scope of the 
engagement between Alyeska and Wackenhut in this matter. 
Black first referred us to the engagement letter in the 
file. (Our later review shoved this to be very cursory 
and did not provide the details which we were seeking) . 
Further questioning of Black disclosed that his 
assignment was limited at first to finding the source of

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tha laaks. Ha assumed from tha baginning that tha nattar 
would and up in litigation and said that ha was 
particularly caraful to do avary thing both lagally and 
tactically so that a strong casa could ultimately ba 
prasantad in court. (Black said ha had a lot of 
experience testifying against police officers in 
narcotics cases.) For example. Black said that ha did 
not obtain a Florida corporate charter for tha Ecolit 
operation because that would have involved making a falsa 
statement to a public agency. In our opinion. Black was 
sincere in his statements that he wanted to conduct a 
completely legal investigation. 

Black decided that Vackenhut should establish an 
undercover identity for a company which would appear to 
be involved in environmental litigation. Black created 
Ecolit and established a small Miami office for the firm. 
Wellington knew that Black was going to establish Ecolit 
but had no role in its establishment or operation. 

Wellington knew of a conference for 
environmentalists to be held in Alaska on March 24. He 
believed this would be an opportunity for Ecolit to meet 
some of the environmentalists who were particularly 
involved in Alaska matters. At one point, it was our 
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Wayne Black Interview 
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impression that Black stated tool it had originally baan 
craatad solaly for tha purpose of getting one of 
Wackenhut's employees into that conference. Hovever, as 
our investigation progressed, it appeared to us that 
Ecolit had other purposes as veil. For the conference 
assignment. Black chose Ricky Jacobson who was a new 
Wackenhut employee vith a real estate rather than lav 
enforcement background. During that trip, Jacobson 
attended the conference vhile Black and Rick Lund met 
vith Wellington. One evening Wellington identified Hamel 
to the investigators. 

Fortuitously, on the flight home from Alaska, 
Jacobson sat vith Hamel vho vas very talkative and 
immediately revealed to her a number of interesting facts 
vhich in my opinion caused the investigation to focus 
more intently on Hamel. Most significantly, Hamel told 
Jacobson that he vas reading Alyeska’s sail. Hamel also 
told Jacobson that tvo people had died in connection vith 
his vork against the oil companies. Jacobson reported to 
Black that Kamel questioned her a lot about Ecolit but 
she fol loved her instructions and said she vas new vith 
Ecolit, thought it vas funded by a foundation and that it 
did environmental research. She gave Hamel the phone

number for tha undarcovar phona vhich was baing usad by 
tha Ccolit Miami offica. 

Tha initial plan had baan to sand Ccolit 
raprasantativaa to Valdez aftar tha confaranca to try to 
astablish contact with Scott and potentially other 
sources. If contact had baan established with Scott, 
investigators vara going to attempt to buy Alyeska 
information from him. Tha vaak of April 1, Lund and Crap 
vent to Valdaz to implement this strategy. For this 
purpose, they left Ccolit flyers on tha windshields on a 
number of cars, including Scott's. They held interviews 
with parsons responding to tha flyers but did not meat 
*cott*.and did not learn anything particularly helpful to 
tha investigation during this process. However, 
immediately aftar Scott received an Ccolit brochure, 

Hamel called tha undarcovar phona number for tha first 
time and commented on Ccolit's operation in Valdaz and 
how clever they vara to gat tha pamphlets on tha cars of 
employees inside tha terminal. It is our opinion that ' 
tha significance of this is Jthat they would have breached 
the security system established by Wackenhut's other 
division. It appeared to me that there was a difference 
of recollection by Black and Lund. Z understood Black to 
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say absolutaly that all of tha cars vara outside tha 
sacurad araa. However, Lund told us that they did gat 
access to Scott's car which was inside tha sacurad araa. 

Black returned Hamel's phone call on April 6. 

Black told us that initially it was not his plan to be 
tha undercover operative because ordinarily ha nanages 
tha investigations rather than participates at this 
level. However, ha said tha parson who ha planned to 
assign, Gary Crep, became unavailable so that was tha 
principle reason that Wayne Black becane Wayne Jenkins. 

Tha next event which Black recalled was his meeting 
on May 16 with Hasel in Virginia. (It was our impression 
that there was a May 9 meeting where Black was first 
introduced to Hamel by Jacobson that we did not discuss 
with him.) In the May 16 meeting for the first time, 
according to Black, Hamel discussed his Involvement with 
Congressman Miller, the No. 2 ranking Democratic on the 
House Interior Committee in substantial depth. Hamel 
indicated that he provided information to Miller relevant 
to Alyeska and the oil companies and that he cooperated 
with Miller's investigations. In this meeting also, 

Hamel advised that he had heard that he was being 
investigated. In reviewing the memos prepared by Lund 
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and Black with raapact to this conversation, I formed the 
opinion that Lund's recollection is a lot more specific 
because he states that the general counsel of Exxon told 
Hamel's lawyer he was being taped by mid-level security 
people. Black's memo does not state this but Black told 
us that he, too, recalls Hamal's making this statement. 
Black also saw the Alyeska legal documents which Kamel 
had described as "stolen.” 

Immediately after his return to Miami on May 17, 
Black determined to seek legal advice from Bill Richey. 
Prior to May 17, 1990, no in-house lawyer or outside firm 
had advised Wackenhut with respect to the legality of its 
investigation or particular investigative techniques. 
Black initially said that the reason for talking to 
Richey was because Hamel shoved Black documents stolen 
from the Alyeska legal department. However, later in the 
interview, he said the reason was because Congressman 
Miller had been so prominently mentioned by Hamel in the 
May 16 meeting. It is my Impression that the latter is 
more consistent with the records since Richey's advice 
letter of May 22 analyzes the issue of focusing the 
undercover investigation on Congressman Miller and 
recommends against that. At Black's suggestion, Alyeska 
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retained Bill Richey as legal counsel on Hay 17, 1990. 
Black said at some later point during our interview that 
he started tape recording and video recording Hamel 
because Richey recommended that all contacts with Hamel 
be recorded from that point forward. 

On Hay 23, Black met with Wellington, Bernstein and 
Iverson in San Francisco. This was a previously 
scheduled general status meeting to present the first 
executive summary of the investigation and to decide 
future strategy. Black believes the aeeting lasted 
approximately 2 to 3 hours. Black stated that even prior 
to the May 23 meeting he sent Wellington contemporaneous 
copies of all memos prepared by Black and his 
investigators. Also, Black's time records indicate 
numerous phone calls to Wellington for the purpose of 
updating Wellington on the investigation. Apparently, 
one of the issues discussed at the aeeting was what to do 
about Hamel's environmental allegations. As a result of 
discussions between Alyeska and Wackenhut, a memo of 
understanding was later prepared concerning Hamel's 
environmental allegations. 

Most of the contacts with Hamel during this period 
were by phone. However, on June 21, Black met with Hamel 
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at tha Crystal City Marriott in a naatlng which was vldao 
taped. It is my understanding that this is the first 
videotaping of a conversation with Hamel. 

It is my impression that there was a significant 
meeting at the Wackenhut offices on August 3 in Miami 
that was attended by Black, Lund, Wellington, Iverson, 
Richey and Goodman. Alan Bernstein also joined them 
briefly. This meeting had been set up for some period of 
time and was preceded by an August 1 meeting between 
Black, Richey and Goodman to get ready for the August 3 
meeting. Because of Hamel's revelation about stolen 
legal documents, the focus of the meeting and Wackenhut's 
recommended strategy was on how to substantiate the theft 
and discover the source of the leak. Consistent with 
recommendations made by Wackenhut, the group decided to 
open the Virginia undercover office. It was to be 
principally staffed by Sherry Rich, a new employee of 
Wackenhut whom Black had hired shortly before August 10. 
Another idea proposed by Wackenhut was to terminate Scott 
and record Hamel's reaction. Alyeska was not ready to 
make this decision. Black believes there were causes for 
Scott's termination other than the leaking of documents. 
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From August • through August 17, Black and those 
working for hia organized the Virginia office. At that 
point in tine, Ecolit Virginia had no bank account so 
Black gave the lessor his check which had his real naae 
and the Wackenhut office address in Mlaai printed on the 
front. Black stated that this is the only activity 
during the investigation which aight cause the 
investigation to be traceable to Wackenhut by someone 
like Hamel . (Black had said earlier that the PBX could 
discover Wackenhut' s identity very quickly.) 

On August 18 and 19 , there were several Beatings and 
conversations recorded for which we have copies of tapes. 
Similarly, on August 23 , there was a lengthy meeting 
requiring two tapes. On August 24, Sherry Rich delivered 
a check to Haael for $2,000 at his house which he asked 
be narked "for expenses." Black later gave $2,000 
additional dollars to Haael which was at Haael's request, 
other than this incident, Haael was very reluctant to 
take aoney and would not do so at the Ecolit office. 
McIntyre asked Black what his opinion was about Haael's 
reluctance to take aoney and Black said that he was 
siaply too proud to take money. On August 30, Black met 
with Hamel for the last time. 
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During such of September, Black vas on his honeymoon 
and thara vas no significant activity planned until a 
second major strategy seating on September 20 in 
Wackenhut's offices attended by the same people listed 
for the August 3 meeting except Iverson. At that time, 
the third executive summary with its recommendations for 
further action vas delivered to the group. Black said 
that prior to the September 20 meeting he believed that 
the strategy vas to prepare a case for criminal 
prosecution of Hamel for theft of the legal documents. 

At the meeting the lavyers discussed issues of legal 
strategy and jurisdiction. The group also looked at 
portions of various tapes of Hamel vhich vas the first 
time that they had been seen outside of Wackenhut. Black 
believes that Richey had seen one tape prior to the 
meeting. Black recalls that Richey's vieving of the 
tapes appeared to make him change his opinion of hov 
quickly the matter ought to be pursued. Richey pushed 
for the transcripts to be completed as quickly as 
possible and said that the portions of the tape relating 
to Killer caused him to vant to make a closer analysis of 
the matter. Also, Wellington advised that he vas going 
to be briefing the owners the next week. At some point, 
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vhlla Alan Barnataln was brlafly in tha meeting, 

Barnstain conusant ad that ha baliavad tha Owners night say 
to shut down tha oparation. Black said ha baliavad that 
Barnstain made thasa consents as a business nan. Tha 
instructions to Black that cans out of tha seating vara 
to gat tha transcripts to tha lawyers inned lately and to 
obtain nora legal documents. Black does not believe that 
Hanal had additional legal documents. 

On September 25, Black was in Virginia for a pre- 
arranged naating with Hanal. On tha sane day, Wellington 
was naating with representatives of tha owners at which 
tine tha owners decided that tha investigation should be 
stopped immediately. Wellington called Black with thasa 
instructions and Black cancelled his naating with Hanal. 
Black said that Wellington reported that it sounded like 
tha owners vara vary nad but that he was not privy to tha 
details since ha had not bean in all of the meeting with 
than. Black understood his instructions to be to cease 
taping inmediately and to gat out of tha investigation as 
expeditiously as possible. Ha interpreted this to mean 
that he should try to disengage from Hamel as credibly as 
possible without raising Hanoi's suspicions any nora than 
necessary. Black inmediately instructed Lund to 
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disconnect all electronic surveillance equipment which 
was done. It is ay opinion that Black followed 
Wellington's instructions with respect to cessation of 
operations. 

Wackenhut did keep Sherri Rich, the office manager 
for the undercover office, in Virginia for an additional 
month to keep up appearances. During this time, Hamel 
called Rich approximately twice during the first two to 
three weeks. During the last week she was in Virginia, 
however. Rich says that Hamel called every day. Black 
describes Hamel as being appropriately angry about 
Ecolit's cessation of activity. Hamel reports that he 
has gotten third parties interested in Ecolit and that 
its inactivity has caused him embarrassment with those to 
whom he has spoken. Among other things, Hamel says that 
there is now a grand jury investigation going on in Los 
Angeles that involves one of Hamel's sources who was 
watching some dumping and got picked up by law 
enforcement authorities. This source, according to 
Hamel, told the authorities that he was working for Hamel 
and Ecolit in observing the dumping. The Rev Hampshire 
Supreme Court called Lund to ask about the software. 

Lund returned the call which was answered "New Hampshire 
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Supreae Court.” (It is our iapression that tha supposad 
intarast of tha Nav Hampshire Supreme Court in obtaining 
tha MXTI softvara or using Ecolit for rasaarch was 
unusual.) Black says that tha plan is to kaap on winding 
nattars down with Haael by tailing hi* that tha 
foundation lost its funding and that Black, Dr. Wayna 
Jenkins, now has nav employment. 

Black said that ha baliavad that obtaining tha toll 
racords was lagal and that ha had a lagal opinion to this 
affact fro* a prior invast igat ion. Ha statad that tha 
racords vara purchasad froa a ”coaa*rcial sourca” and 
vara not obtainad by any alactronic intarcaption or othar 
illagal naans. (X concludad in raviaving tha toll 
racords that soa a pagas of thaa hava a lagand on it that 
statad "AT&T Propriatary.”) Additionally, Black notad 
that at soaa point in tha invastigation, ha was no longar 
abla to obtain talaphona racords for Haasl, bacausa ha 
had changed long distance carriers. (X also concludad in 
raviaving expanse racords, that Rick Lund has entries 
shoving payaent for toll racords but tha receipts vara 
kept inside of envelopes vhich vara taped shut.) After 
getting Basel's phone racords for several aonths, Lund 
than obtainad subscriber inforaation on persons to vhoa 
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Hamel mada phona calls and ha praparad savaral different 
analysas of this information. Among othar things, that 
analysis idantifiad Lois Simpson as a parson vho cal lad a 
number in common with ona that Hamal cal lad and vho 
tharafora should ba invastlgatad as a potential laak of 
tha lagal documents. Tha racords also shovad that Scott 
mada phona calls to Hanoi. 

Kathy Hamal, Hamal 's vifa, complalnad that his phona 
bills ran approximately $2,500 par month. 

Basad upon tha imprassions va had formed during our 
intarviavs, va axplorad Hamal 's potantial knovladga of 
tha axistanca of tha undarcovar invastigation vith Black 
savaral timas. Zt appaarad to us that Hamal mada savaral 
movas that indicatad that ha knav ha was baing 
invastlgatad including (1) saying that ha had baan so 
advisad by his lavyar vho had baan told by tha Exxon 
ganaral counsal ; (2) obsarving that his trash was baing 
takani and (3) changing his long-distance company 
apparently as a result of his belief that his phone 
racords had baan taken from his trash. Black also 
commented that ha thought it would ba vary hard to 
conduct a successful physical surveillance of Hamal 
because Hamal seamed to have ayes in tha back of his 
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haad. Black was unshakable in his viav that Hamel did 
not in fact suspact that Bcolit vas an Alyaska operation. 
Ha said ha thought there vas a 0 - 1% chance that Hamel 
suspected hi*. He stated that he and Lund vere 
constantly aware that Hanel night know or suspect the 
investigation and therefore that they took precautions to 
avoid disclosure. It is ay impression from our interview 
with Black that he has a lot of professional pride in his 
position that Hanel vas unable to detect the 
investigation or to operate successfully any reverse 
undercover activity. However, this possibility should 
continue ta be analyzed because in ny opinion there is a 
higher degree of likelihood of its existence than Black 


Black describes Wellington as having been closely 
involved in the investigation and informed of each step. 
In addition to the written communications with Wellington 
which we have been provided. Black 9 s notes record 
numerous phone conversations with Wellington during the 
investigation. Black said that Wellington had an active 
role in obtaining information on the Alyeska phone 
numbers so that these could be cross*checked with phone 
calls made by Black. Also, Wellington vas to have 
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handled any investigation that was dons at Alysska itself 
to discover leaks within the lav department. According 
to Black, he does not think that very such was done on 
this aspect of the investigation. They did plant one 
phony docusent in the lav department to see if there was 
a leak but there vas not. Black never talked to Trotter 
except at the nestings which vere referred to earlier on 
August 3 and September 20. It vas Black's understanding 
fron Wellington that Wellington generally briefed 
Hermiller but Black did not think he had provided 
Hermiller with any documents. Black had no knowledge 
that the TAPS Owners had any information • Given the 
nature of the investigation and particularly leaks from 
the legal department , it was, of course. Black's strong 
recommendation that the number of Alyeska and oil company 
employees with knowledge of the investigation be as 
limited as possible. 

It vas Black's intention to operate a completely 
legal investigation. He is not concerned about the 
legality of any investigative techniques used and 
believed they vere sound. His only tactical concern is 
that he wishes that recording had begun sooner. In my 
opinion, he is honest in stating his intention to act 
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within tha bounds of tha lav and doaa baliava that all of 
his conduct was in fact lagal.

In light of the recent Congressional inquiry concerning the Alyeska 
investigation (427), along with questions which have been raised 
recently concerning obtaining telephone tolls, I wish to reiterate 
to you that these transactions are totally above board, and 
conducted through normal commercial sources. 

Several years ago (approximately 1986/1987) , I received commercial 
information concerning an organization named Investigators On-Line 
Network (ION). This network was for private investigators and 
included classified ads run by private investigators who were able 
to obtain information from various parts of the country. In 
perusing these ads, I recognized the name of an individual in 
Arizona who could obtain commercially available telephone 
information such as C&A 1 s/ Customer name and address, and telephone 
tolls. I contacted this individual and received a brochure from 
him listing the types of information he could provide which would 
be of assistance to investigators. The brochure was printed on red 
paper and had a menu of items, such as C&A, address into telephone 
number, telephone tolls, foreign telephone tolls, and printouts, as 
well as other social security information, and criminal background 
information. Much of this menu was in the same manner as other

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commercial sources which regularly mail brochures to Wackenhut. 

At the bottom of the brochure was a declaration that all 
information provided came from public and legally obtainable 
sources . 

This individual from Arizona would do business through a voice 
mailbox system: I, by leaving a message on his voice mailbox, would 
receive back information from him through a similar voice mailbox 
or through the mail. 

In some time during 1990 this person's wife died, and subsequent to 
that fact he went out of business. I no longer know how to locate 
or contact this person. The information I have from him during our 
brief contact is as follows:

Tucson, Arizona 85712 (This is a mail drop) 

His voice mailbox was 602-321-2429. I have no further information 
on this subject. 

I hope this information will lay to rest any concerns about the 
allegations that Wackenhut illegally accessed records from the 
telephone company: this is simply untrue. Any investigator who can 
contact any number of published sources will find that telephone 
information is regularly available through these services; these 
services go in and out of business as frequently as regular private 
investigative firms. I know Special Investigations and Wackenhut 
have received a half dozen or more brochures or letters from 
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investigators offering to sell services such as are mentioned in 
this memorandum. 

It is regretful that we have found ourselves in the position of 
having to defend ourselves against false allegations by former 
employees who are talking to the media. It seems to me that this 
is a prima facie 493 case, having read Sunday's newspaper. The big 
question that I have now is who is compensating these people to 
travel around the country, give statements, and pay for the legal 
representation by the same law firm representing Hamel. Since the 
outbreak of this unfortunate disclosure, which seems to have been 
brought on in the wake of this "internal investigation," I'd like 
to reiterate that my position with Wackenhut is one of cooperation 
and truthfulness. Up to this point I have had no personal 
difficulties with any of the ex-employees who seem to be making 
statements against the interest of Wackenhut. I have read the 
affidavits of Rafael Castillo and Ana Contreras concerning their 
allegations against The Wackenhut Corporation and, in particular, 
Castillo's affidavit where I am named. I am confident that under 
competent cross-examination the statements made in these affidavits 
will be severely discredited and perhaps proven to be perjury. In 
the interim, I would like to reiterate my intention to cooperate 
with Wackenhut to defend itself against these allegations, and to 
cooperate with any civil or criminal complaints, seeking redress 
for the actions of these individuals.

officer and spacial agent with the Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement, Lund lived and worked in Saudi Arabia 
for an oil company and moved to Tulea to work for the 
sace company. In 1985, he established his own business 
specializing in computer work, computer imaging, 
countermeasures and surveillance. As ve discussed his 
relationship with Wackenhut, in my opinion, it appeared 
that he was a full-time independent contractor rather 
than having his own freestanding business.

1989, lav enforcement authorities had impounded e stolen 
car which contained Alyeska documents that Hamel had sent 
to the EPA.] Wellington knew that there was going to be 
an environmental conference in Alaska and thought that 
Wackenhut's attendance in an undercover capacity would be 
a good place to start the investigation. 

One of Lund's assignments throughout the 
investigation was to obtain and analyze phone records.

sourcaa during this trip and it is ay impression that its 
chief result was Hanoi's first call to Ecolit on April 6.

Lund's belief that this relates to Hamel's thinking that 
his long distance phone records had been taken out of his 
trash.

recording equipment. Vera Johnson vent along on this 
trip to help set up the Ecolit computer in the Virginia 
office.

Lund has had no contact with Hanoi sines ths 
operation was concludsd on Ssptsnbsr 25, 1990. 

It is Lund's understanding that Wellington was going 
to conduct any necessary investigation at the Alyeska law 
department.

1 am an Alyeska employee and one of those identified in The Anchorage 
Tones as a potential leak of documents - or theft of documents, in the words 
of Jim Hermiller. 


The purpose of this letter is to share with you my perspective of Alyeska's 
dirty-tricks investigation. 


First, as a field employee, I simply do not have access to sensitive Alyeska 
documents, and certainly have not stolen or provided such documents to 
Charles Hamel Second, if Alyeska was concerned about my integrity, then 
an in-house investigation or sung operation would have been reasonable. 
(Please note that as of this date, no AJyeska employee has ever suggested or 
accused me of having stolen anything) 


The motivation for this investigation was money - not documents. The focus 
was Charles Hamel - not Alyeska employees. The employees were 
identified as a consequence of the investigation rather than the objective of 
the investigation. The documents are a rouse. The objective was to silence 
Charles Hamel and his sources of information. 


Keep in mind that AJyeska is a non-profit corporation. It does not operate 
on a profit or loss bans - ±e owner companies do. The motivation for 
sOeaclng Charles Hamel would logically center on the owner companies • not 
Alyeska. Alyeska has a well-defined cost authorization process, that process 
involves owner company approval. Jim Hermiller certainly would not have 
undertaken a costly diriy-tneks type investigation without some form of cost 
authorization from the owners. 


If Jim Hermiller had acted without the knowledge and consent of the 
principal owner companies, he would be gone. He has accepted full 
responsibility for initiating the investigation and has thereby provided 
plausible denial for the owner companies. As long as this plausible denial 
remains intact, Jim HermOler win remain sacure in bis position as President 
of Alyeska.

On March 24, 1990, Investigator Ricki Jacobson was on Delta flight 
1720 from Anchorage to Miami. The stopover for this same flight 
was to Seattle, Washington. Also, on the flight was Charles Hamel. 

Jacobson first saw him around approximately 6:30 a.m. when Hamel 
approached Jacobson in the concourse area. There was no 
conversation at that time. Hamel and Jacobson boarded the plane 
separately. While on the plane, Jacobson originally sat two rows 
behind Hamel. When Hamel seemed to recognize Jacobson from the 
conference, Jacobson asked Hamel if he had been at the conference 
because he looked familiar. Hamel acknowledged that Jacobson also 
looked familiar and then remembered seeing her at the bar in the 
Captain Cook. During a brief initial conversation, Hamel mentioned 
that the bearded man he was with the night before was interested in 
Jacobson. Hamel mentioned that the man's name was Rick Steiner. 

Hamel started a conversation with Jacobson and invited Jacobson to 
sit with him. Jacobson then moved to row 24, seat c. Hamel was in 
row 24, seat a. Shortly thereafter, Hamel asked Jacobson if she 
would like to sit near the window so that she could observe the 
Alaska scenery. This was done. 

During a generic conversation, Jacobson asked Hamel if he was at 
the conference. He replied that he was not in the conference, but 
had been, "hanging around." He said that he had other things that 
he was doing. He then whispered to Jacobson and said that he was 
a rabble-rouser. 

A conversation followed in which Hamel made statements to Jacobson 
that she attempted to remember as clearly as possible. She went to 
the lavatory on the plane at one point and made notes. The 
following information came from those notes and Jacobson recounting 
the conversation with Hamel. The information that follows may not 
be in the exact order, but is accurate to Jacobson's ability to 
recall, based on our debriefing of her and her review of her notes. 
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DETAILS : 


1. Hamel told Jacobson that the oil companies hate him and so do 
environmental groups. He mentioned that he was suing oil companies 
and actually shoved Jacobson a copy of a complaint and pointed on 
the complaint to the style vhereby he was in fact suing himself as 
a limited partner of Exxon. He mentioned, during the conversation, 
that he had previously been represented by an attorney who is now 
the Attorney General of Alaska. 

2. Hamel removed a large map and shoved Jacobson, on the map, 
where his leases vere and why he was in the lawsuit in the oil 
fields. He had apparently received Exxon's drilling logs and the 
log shoved that his wells vere not dry as Exxon had originally told 
him. His leases vere at Mount McIntyre and Port Storkensen near 
Prudhoe Bay, on the Horth Slop of the State. 

3. Hamel told Jacobson that he and his two partners had a general 
partnership with Exxon/Arco. Exxon either drilled and said that 
the veils vere dry or did not want to drill. He supplied $15 
million dollars in cash and another $20 million in another fashion, 
to get Gulf to drill. The reports that Gulf gave Hamel were 
apparently very good. They apparently said that the wells vere not 
dry. Exxon, in the meantime, sent Hamel a general partnership 
letter and $6 million dollars. Hamel said it was unusual for Exxon 
to send anyone a general partnership letter. He refused the money 
and is now going to court over monies owed. He expects to recover 
over $120 million from the lawsuit concerning his fields. He said 
that the public vould be outraged to realize that Exxon knew that 
wells North of the fault were productive. They would not let 
anyone know about this because they wanted in ANWR. Hamel said 
this is why the oil companies did not like him. He said that he 
didn't care, he was trying to recover monies owed. 

4. He said that he finds out information before oil company 
executives do. He elaborated by saying that he has sources inside 
Alyeska and as a result, receives unopened mail. The mail is sent 
from these sources inside Alyeska to his (Hamel's) mail drop. He 
then showed Jacobson a memo directed to Terminal Personnel and an 
unopened envelope. Under the unopened envelope vere other unopened 
envelopes. Jacobson is unsure who those vere directed to. Under 
the Terminal Personnel memo vere other memos that Jacobson could 
not see. 

5. Hamel mentioned to Jacobson that he was going to be in a 
condominium in Key Largo in early April and that he vould call her 
on or about that time. Jacobson agreed to meet him. 

6. He said that he received the Alyeska Newsletter when it came 
out. He said that Mr. Iorski discusses him (Hamel) at executive 
meetings. He said that Iorski has mentioned that he (Hamel) and 
George Miller, Sub Committee Chairman, were homosexual. 

7. Hamel discussed with Jacobson oil drilling in Florida in 
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general. Hamel told Jacobson that he had a veil in Stuart, 
Florida. He discussed off-shore drilling in Florida. He was very 
inquisitive with regard to The Ecolit Group. 

8. During the off-shore drilling discussion, Hick Steiner's name 
came up. Rick Steiner is a marine biologist. According to Hamel, 
Steiner is famous and has written several articles. Hamel handed 
Jacobson a pink telephone message slip with Rick Steiner's home 
telephone number, The telephone message slip in question 
is directed to Hamel, dated the 14th of March, at 2:42 p.m. It 
indicates that Rick Steiner of Cordova called Hamel. Apparen tly , 
Hamel vas in room 110. The message was, "call office or home 

third place will be up to see you tomorrow. Off-424-3446." 
The operator vas LH/6. This pink slip vas dated and initialed by 
Jacobson and placed in an evidence envelope vith other papers 
received from Hamel this date. 

9. Hamel removed from his brief case, a fax of Steiner's Resume. 
Jacobson vas able to note S te iner ' s date of birt h and social 
security number. They are dob: MHHR. Hamel told 
Jacobson that Steiner lives in Cordova. 

10. Hamel told Jacobson that Riki Ott is a good friend of his. 
Ott is, according to Hamel, a Sediment Toxicologist. Ott vas 
supposed to have attended a conference in Florida on off-shore 
drilling. Hamel gave Jacobson a yellow piece of paper vith Ott's 
telephone nu mber. Ham el wrote on the paper, "a fev more veeks Dr. 
Riki Ott United Fishermans of Alaska, HQS." This 
piece of paper vas initialed and dated by Jacobson and is contained 
in the same evidence envelope. 

11. Hamel also gave Jacobson a piece of his stationary vith his 
name, fax number, 1-800 number and his home number on the paper. 
Hamel also vrote his vife's name, Kathleen on the piece of paper. 
That document is also marked and dated by Jacobson and enclosed in 
the evidence envelope vith the other two pieces of paper, totaling 
3 in all. The envelope is marked and sealed and retained in our 
safe as an exhibit. 

With regard to finances, Hamel told Jacobson that he has made 
millions and has lost millions. Hamel told Jacobson that he owns 
real estate in Florida. He apparently is a major stock holder in 
the Colonade Hotel. He told Jacobson he is buying property and a 
boat in Seattle, Washington. Hamel told Jacobson that the house he 
lived in Virginia vas the house that vas filmed from the outside in 
the movie Ho Wav Out . Hamel said that John Dean used to live 
across the street from him. Hamel bragged that there are articles 
about him in the L.A. Times and Wall Street Journal. Additionally, 
he said that the Alyeska Newsletter refers to him as the Virginia 
Broker. 


12. With regard to inside sources in Alyeska, Hamel continued to 
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consent that he knew things before Iorski. He showed Jacobson a 
cassette in an envelope and gave Jacobson the impression that the 
tape was an important recording, possibly of an Alyeska meeting. 

13. With regard to Rick Steiner, Hamel said that he (Hamel) wanted 
to remain more anonymous in that he would use Rick Steiner as a, 
so-called, cover for him (Hamel). 

14. Hamel stated that at one time he had a tanker that shipped oil 
back and forth from India. Apparently, he shipped and exchanged 
oil for grain. Jacobson was unsure whether he said the oil came 
from the United States to India or whether it was the other way 
around. Hamel stated that the tanker would be filled with oil then 
cleaned out. The grain would be put inside the tanker. He 
mentioned Endura Ghandi's name when he talked about his dealings 
with India. He attempted to give Jacobson the impression that he 
had met her or that she had known of him personally. 

15. Hamel and Jacobson talked about Wally Hickel and how when 
Hickel first came to Alaska he was very poor and how he made money. 
Hickel, according to Hamel, is the owner of the Captain Cook Hotel. 
Hamel told Jacobson that he had an Anchorage Bank account that he 
used for purchasing things he didn't want his wife to know about. 
He apparently spent $12,000 for either a fax machine or a piece of 
equipment that is added to a fax machine. Hamel was unclear with 
his explanation. 

16. At approximately 11:15 a.m., Hamel got off the plane at 
Seattle, Washington. His wife was apparently in Seattle due to her 
father having a stroke. Hamel said that he would be returning home 
on Monday. Hamel walked Jacobson to the terminal area and said 
good bye.

We feel these changes have 
resulted in a general lack of attention to environmental and other 
issues on the part of Alyeska. 

During the interviews, please attempt to develop information 
concerning the up coming Corrosion Dig Program. We are also very 
interested in how Alyeska and other companies communicate with 
employees and contractors. The pipeline operations, Valdez 
terminal and other management concepts would be interesting as 
veil. 

Please determine how safety issues are handled. What restrictions 
are placed on employees in terms of talking to the media. How are 
spills such as the one at pump station number 3 handled internally? 

As always, use the standard interview forms if necessary. Please 
stay at Valdez as long as it takes to get the job done.

From 
Anchorage, Crep transmits a copy cf the flyer to the Valdez 
Vanguard to meet the deadline for placing a classified ad in the 
paper coming out on the 4th of April. In the afternoon Lund and 
Crep depart Anchorage for Valdez. 

Upon settling into Valdez, Lund and Crep tour the city for 
familiarization purposes.

undercover office at the hotel fax fortifying the cover being 
undertaken. 

TUESDAY . APRIL 3^ 1990: Lund and Crep separate for the day. Lund 

remains in the room suites for the purposes of setting the 
undercover recording systems in Crep's room for meetings. This 
room was wired with a low light monogrome camera concealed ir. a 
hotel article allowing full view of all persons entering the rocs, 
wires were run between the two rooms to allow tor 

audio/video/telephcne traffic from this room. The equipment in 
Lund's room was set up to appear as home video equipment being 
charged or for replaying at the end of a busy day. 

Crep departed the hotel and set at the Valdez Vanguard, the 
employee took the order over a fax for the classified ad and paid 
for same. He was assured that the ad would appear the following 
day in the newspaper. 

From there Crep travelled to the Valdez Chamber of Commerce and 
spoke at length with two employees about Valdez in general, the 
relationship between Alyeska and the local community as well as 
general information about the city. These employees prepared Crep 
concerning the general attitude of the town's people towards the 
pipeline which is a major source of employment and income for many

of its residents. They also prepared investigators with background 
on the extent of alcohol and drug problems that exist both in the 
community and on the pipeline operation. This was attributed to 
the work schedules, high pay, and the lack of extensive activities 
particularly during winter months where an employee may work for 
two weeks on a slopes and return home with a large pay check which 
is subsequently spent on intoxicants during his off time. This was 
perceived to be a considerable problem. 

Lund and Crep had lunch at a restaurant across from the Harbor 
called Pizza Place which had an adjoining club. 

That afternoon after Lund completed technical preparations, 
investigators visited the bar adjacent to the restaurant which was 
apparently a lounge frequented by Hazelwood, the Captain from 
Exxon, cn many of his visits to town. Immediately upon sitting at 
the bar investigators were questioned by the bartender as to what 
they were doing in town.

After driving the city for familiarization and to attempt to locate 
the Plymouth Horizon (it was not located) investigators travelled 
to the terminal where they drove through both of the parking lots 
to locate any of the vehicles previously noticed.

The telephone analysis revealed 
an extensive amount of communication taken place between Hamel, 
Scott and Lawn previously identified in investigative reports.

Investigators do discover one item of interest that feeing Scott 
list himself as an ovr.er of the Alyeska Travel and Recreation 
Company, c/o P. O. 5cx 703, Valdez, Alaska.

Lund and Crep complete courthouse research of the official records 
index and state corporate records of the following results.

eas of exploration " 

During the week before 
the trip. Wackenhut also nb 
tained a »-r*-dil rc|*#rt on 
Dan Lawn, the Valdez based 
offhial of the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Con 
servation who had conduct- 
ed numerous investigations 
of^Alyeska'a practices. At 
the congressional hearings 


last month. Wackenhut offi- 
cials said they obtained the 
report by mistake. 

Federal law prohibits pri- 
vate Investigators from 
making credit checks on an 
unwitting subject. 

In their memos, Lund and 
Crep didn't talk about any 
additional intelligence they 
may have gotten on Lawn 
from sources In Valdex. 

But they spent a lot of 
time talking about the 
weather. 

The memos written by the 
two Florida private eyes 
were almost comical in their 
descriptions of the Valdez 
climate. Huge snowbanks 
covered street signs and ad- 
dresses. posing unfamiliar t 
obstacles for the sleuths; at 
one point, while searching > 
for Scott's home, they 
weren’t even sure they were 
on the right street as they 
scribbled down license plate 
numbers. 

Their dally progress — 
and failures — were chroni- 
cled in an April 13 memo 
they sent to their boss. 
Wayne Black 

On April 3. the day after , 
checking in. Lund, Wacken- 
hut's electronics guru, wired 
the hotel room while Crep 
checked out the town. 

"Lund remains in the 
room suites for the purposes 
of setting the undercover re- 
cording systems in Crop's 
rooms for meetings." they 
wrote. A low-light, 
black-and-white video cam- 
era was "concealed in a ho- 
tel article allowing full view 
of all persons entering the 
room." The wires ran to a 
recording station in Lund's 
room. 

Crep. meanwhile, walked 
through the door of the Val- 
dez Chamber of Commerce. 
In a memo they later sent 
Pat Wellington. Alyeska's 
director of security. Crep 
and Lund noted that the 
chamber staff was negative 
about their own town. 

"People at the chamber of 
commerce commented to In- 
vestigator Crep that due to 
work schedules and large 
paychecks, most everyone 
spends their off hours Intox- 
icated on either drugs, alco- 
hol. or both." the memo 
said. 

"This is garbage. Total 
garbage." said Michelle We- 


del. the chamber's former 
director, when she saw what 
Crep and Lund had written. 

"1 was grossly misquoted." 
She quit her chamber job to 
start her own business. 

Wedcl. who now runs a 
cafe at the airport and a 
catering business that occa- 
sionally does Jobs for 
Alyeska. expressed anger at 
the "smooth" characters 
who dainied to be environ- 
mental researchers working 
on the prevention of oU 
spills in Florida and Cana- 
da. But she said she doesn't 
hold it against Alyeska or 
its president. James Her- 
miller. who hired them. 

On the afternoon of April 
3. Crep and Lund wrote, 
they retraced the steps of 
the captain of the Exxon 
Valdez. Joseph Hazelwood, 
and paid a call at the Club 
Bar. near the Valdez small 
boat harbor 

"Immediately upon sit- 
ting at the bar. investigators 
were questioned by the bar- 
tender as to what they were 
doing in town After talking 
with the bartender for a 
period of time it was learned 
that he also was from Flori- 
da and took an immediate 
liking to the Investigators." 
Crep and Lund wrote. 

"The bartender spent a 
couple of hours talking with 
investigators about general 
background on Valdez.’ 
about the businesses In 
town, and about several of 
the patrons in the lounge. 
He is quick to Introduce his 
new acquaintances to other 
patrons as being from Flori- 
da Upon leaving the lounge 
this bartender offered his 
assistance to both Investiga- 
tors concerning any back- 
ground on individuals or 
needing any help around 
town which was accepted." 

Over the n*xt seven days, 
they returned to visit the 
bartender. Boh Swift, seven 
times 

While C’r«-p and Lund 
were talking to Swift, other 
War kenliut Investigators 
back in Florida were al- 
ready checking him out On 
April 9. special Investiga- 
tions boss Wayne Black 
pftked Pat Wellington. 
IHIyuka's aecuirfty director 
and a former state trooper

chief, to look up Swift's 
vehicle registration In state 
records. 

ll*und eventually accumu- 
late two pages of informa- 
tion on Swift to pass on to 
Wellington: his date of birth, 
his Social Security number, 
car registrations from Flori- 
da* an old Florida driver's 
license, and financial data 
from California. They also 
found that Swift had been 
the victim of an attempted 
murder, and they obtained 
the police report. 

The police report showed 
that in 1987 Swift was shot 
twice in the chest; thinking 
he would die. he wrote a 
description of the shooter in 
his own blood. 

Why did the Wackenhut 
agents go through all that 
trouble to learn about the 
62-year-old bartender? Crep, 
Black and Wellington didn't 
return Dally Newt telephone 
calls seeking their comment. 
At the congressional hear- 
tnp on Nov. 8, Rep. Bill 
Richardson. D-N.M.. asked 
for an explanation from 
Wackenhut Chairman 
George Wackenhut. 

"He bought them a drink, 
had dinner with them and 
he's Investigated." Richard- 
son said. "My point here, 
and I don't want to. overdo 
this, but Is there anyone 
who isn’t fair game for your 
investigators?" 

Wackenhut said he as- 
sumed the investigators 
were trying to make a con- 
tact who might help them 
find leakers. They probably 
checked Swift's background 
because they "just wanted to 
get to know who they were 
dealing with." Wackenhut 
said. 

In an Interview from Mi- 
ami. Lund said Wackenhut 
wanted to check out what It 
could about what Swift said 
about himself. "If they were 
going to use him as a go-be- 
tween. to talk about the 
terminal, they wanted to 
know who he is. to know If 
he's lying about things In 

David Marques. Alyeska's 


general counsel, said he had 
no Idea why Swift's back- 
ground was obtained, 
though he insisted there 
wasn't anything improper la 
what was done. 

"There's a lot of things 
about Investigations that 
aren't all that tastefaL If 
you will," he conceded. 

Swift, after reviewing the 
Wackenhut memos, came up 
with his own explanation; 
"They were probably 
looking for someone to 
blackmail." he said. "I was 
probably In a position more 
than anybody to get them 
Information. Between the 
club and the Pizza Palace 
(next door), boy, we get ev- 
erybody down here." 

As It was, Lund and Crep 
grilled Swift about people 
he knew. "They asked me 
about all kinds of people In 
this town," Swift said. "I'm 
sure all they did was pump 
me for information. 

"I spent more time with 
these guys than anyone. 1 
liked them guvs." Swift 
said. "They tried to put 
themselves on the people's 
side, against Alyeska. They 
told me they were looking 
for people that had Informa- 
tion. that they were out to 
protect the environment." 

Now that their true mis- 
sion has been unwrapped; 
Swift's customers are tea/ 
lng him with a new nick- 
name, "Snitch." But there's ‘ 
a darker side: No one was 
ever charged In the shooting 
that led Swift to flee Flori- 
da, and he's worried that 
word may somehow get back 
about where he Is now. 

"I feel shocked, and 1 feel 
extremely violated. They 
came In here. I was a really 
nice guy for them, and those 
guys turned around and 
stick It right to me." he said. 

The Wackenhut operatives 
never contacted him again 
once they left, and the focus 
of their Investigation shifted 
to Hamel. Marquez said the 
trip to Valdez "was a com- 
plete flop — they didn't 
meet a single Individual that 
.was Interested at all it giv- 
ing them Information." 


But the memos say they 
had one major accomplish- 
ment: They set a snare that 
captured their main target, 
Hamel. 

On April S. after going 
through the trash in front of 
Robert Scott's home. Lund 
and Crep went looking for 
Scott's van at the Alyeska 
parking lot. They found it 
just outside the terminal 
gate. 

The two left leaflets on 
the van and about 10 other 
vehicles around It. 

"The specific purpose of 
this exercise was to specifi- 
cally offer an avenue for 
Scott to take if he chose and 
In addition to that so as not 
to create the impression that 
he Is being singled out, in- 
vestigators placed the re- 
maining fliers on vehicles 
adjacent to his." 

They went back to their 
hotel, and while waltlna in 
vain for the phone to nng, 
began going throuah the 
long distance records they 
had obtained on Hamel's 
home telephone. 

"The telephone analysis 
revealed an extensive 
amount of communication 
(taking) place between Ha- 
mel. Scott and (DEC official 
Dan) Lawn. . . . 

"It appeared that during 
the one-month period. Ha- 
mel spoke* with Scott an 
average of 3 times a week at 
length anywhere between 30 
to 60 minutes a time. Occa- 
sionally. he would hang up 
and speak with Lawn then 
(call) Scott bac|i. Genially 
there would be newspaper 
contacts surrounding these 
telephone calls. Hamel regu- 
larly speaks with these 2 
individuals In Valdez with 
an equal mix of calls to the 
Anchorage Daily News. 
Based off this analysis it 
was decided that it was best 
not (to) attempt a direct ap- 
proach to Scott based off of 
the closeness of their com- 
munications.'' 

The next day. Hamel 
picked up the phone at his 
home In Virginia and called 
the person he knew as Rlckl 
Eldelson. an Ecollt "re-

Kamel mentioned that America r. Guard and Alert Company of Alaska, 
the people who do the security for the Alyeska pipeline, had hired 
an ex-FBI agent to investigate Dan Lawn. Hamel does not recall the 
name of the FBI agent. Apparently the FBI agent vent to Jim 
Little, the Marine Superintendent for Alyeska and also a source of 
information to Hamel, and questioned Little about Lawn. Apparently 
the former FBI agent told Little that Lawn was involved in stealing 
documents from Alyeska. 

With regard to the previous information about the Exxon Captain, 
Hamel mentioned that the Captain would not be available until the 
end of June early July of this year. Exxon is using mess boys as 
oilers and there was a situation regarding which Hamel will develop 
more information on. This situation involved the accidental 
dumping of 200 actual drums of oil overboard near the Florida Keys. 
Hamel promised additional information. 

We agreed to meet in Alexandria, Virginia on June 20th or 21st.

Also on a chair in the living room (not recovered) was 
an Alyeska Standard Operating Procedure for handling emergencies 
dated 1989. 


3. At approximately, 1:45 p.a., after a brief chat with Kathy 
Hamel Black and Lund drove Hamel to Management Information 
Technologies, Inc., at 4450 MacArthur Blvd. , H.W., Suite 7B, 
Washington, D.C., where they met with Ken Ewell and Richard Hyams. 
While Mr. Ewell described his software, all had pizza and coke. 
Ewell had asked for input so that he could demonstrate the program.

Millar stayed at his (Hamel's) house in Alaska during the hearings. 
Hamel spoke of Miller as if the two were on the same team, fighting 
Alyeska. Hamel mentioned that he was, "feeding" Miller documents 
and information that he (Hamel) received from his sources in 
Alyeska. The same documents that he referred to earlier as being, 
"stolen." .At one point in the conversation about the Miller 
association, Hamel mentioned that he and Miller were going to, "set 
up" the president of Alyeska in hearings in a few months. When 
asked vhat that meant, Hamel indicated that Miller would be asking 
questions from memos to which he (Miller) already knew the answers. 

6. Black asked Hamel where he thought this whole idea was going. 
He again said, "when they pay me the money they owe me, I will just 
go away." Hamel said until then, he and George Miller would make 
their lives miserable. 

7. Hamel showed Black several legal documents which were outlined 
in another memo, same date. Hamel told me that he had a source 
inside Alyeska 's legal department. He said that someone from 
Exxon's legal department told his lawyer that he was being 
photographed.

8. Hamel and Black explored how Hamel could use Ecolit and how 
Ecolit could use Hamel. Hamel said that only 25% of his data was 
entered into the computer. It was agreed that Hamel had alot of 
data and Black had the theory and the two should merge the 
information. 

9. A discussion was held concerning Hamel's close friendship with 
the Attorney General of Alaska, Doug Bailey, who used to be Hamel's 
personal lawyer. Hamel said he talks with Bailey on a regular 
basis and in fact, Hamel's son was fishing with the Attorney 
General's son as they spoke. 

10. There was a discussion regarding Hamel's present lawyer who 
used to be a lawyer for Alyeska. Hamel said he didn't care if 
there was a conflict because his lawyer knew the ways of Alyeska 
and they knew him.

Hamel said that the Attorney General in Alaska had the same 
problem. Hamel indicated that George Miller was aware of the 
information on the attorney/client documents, but was evasive when 
Black asked if Miller or anyone of his aides had actually seen the 
information. 

14. There was a conversation with regard to the pipeline where 
Hamel said that holes in the pipeline from corrosion, etc., would 
not peel back the pipe, but the up and down pressure would cause 
stress and leaks.

At 1:15 p.m. , Lund and Black arrive at the residence of Hamel in 
Alexandria and are admitted to Hamel *s residence unsupervised while 
he returned upstairs for a lengthy telephone call. Black peruse 
several piles of Alyeska documents collecting blank examples which 
are exemplary of the nature of material being obtained covertly by 
Hamel .

Black was permitted access to a litigation size case full of legal 
documents obtained by Hamel from a source in the lav department of 
Alyeska. Black dictated subject content from a private table while 
Lund and Hamel ate. Upon Black joining Lund and Hamel, 
conversation progressed between Black and Hamel about his sources 
and utilization of the sources with Congressman George Hiller (D) , 
California. Miller is the Chairman of a subcommittee on energy 
issues claiming jurisdiction over Alyeska matters. Hamel confided 
that he met and learned about Miller due to some of his interest in 
terminal operations and environmental issues. He developed a 
relationship with him whereupon he supplies information to Miller 
based off of the stolen documents from Alyeska. This inside 
information is utilized to query witnesses before the subcommittee 
in a manner which lets it be known that there are adverse parties 
providing inside information.

Hamel further spoke at length about certain attorneys representing 
Alyeska alleging he is extorting the company for a cash settlement. 
Hamel danced around the semantics of extortion stating that he 
merely wanted a cash settlement to replenish what he had been 
deprived in doing business for the past 11 years. Should this cash 
settlement not be forth coming, if Alyeska executives knew what he 
were planning Hamel felt that the executives would be more than 
ready to settle any matters or grievances brought by Hamel. 

Hamel agreed to provide Black with copies of documents which he is 
in possession of and agreed to fax correspondence between Miller's 
office and the Attorney General of the United States, Thornberg. 

Hamel advised Lund and Black that he had been told by the General 
Counsel of the President of Exxon that mid-level security people 
had arranged to place Hamel under surveillance and that he was 
being video taped in an effort to get something on him. He felt 
that this was feuter effort because he does not engage in 
infidelity with his sixth wife. It was apparent that news of the 
investigation has possibly leaked through many of Hamel's high- 
level contacts in the industry.

On December 10, 1990, 1 spoke with Wayne Black of 
Wackenhut by phone to follow up on some specific 
questions that have arisen since our first interview vith 
him. on November €, 1990. Several times during our phone 
conversation he questioned Rick Lund about questions I 
was asking him so the following includes additional 
information from Lund as well as from Black. The 
following is my summary of my recollection of the phone 
interview with Black and my mental impressions, 
conclusions, opinions and legal theories based on our 
interview.

keeping Black "in the business". Black told Hamel that 
he really did not have anything to tell Miller because 
Ccolit had only just begun when its operations were shut 
down. Hamel agreed with that statement and has not 
pursued the idea of a subpoena from Miller. 

We talked about how Black and Lund obtained the copy 
of the computer software which had been developed by 
MITI . I questioned Black about the unsigned May 17 , 
letter from Jenkins to Ewell concerning the software.

Lund says that immediately after Wackenhut 's receipt 
of the software program, Ecolit began to be billed for 
it. He said Ewell sent the bills by U.S. Mail, that they 
were for $6,000 for the copy of the software program and 
that the bills were not maintained by Wackenhut. 

With reference to communications generally, Black 
stated that he communicated with Wellington by Federal 
Express, fax and phone. With Chuck Hamel, Black 
communicated by fax and phone but not by U.S. Mail to his 
recollection. It is Black's belief that the U.S. Mail 
was used for routine matters only, such as the payment of 
bills to operate the undercover offices.

Issue Presented: whether an attorney nay ethically counsel a client 
to conduct a lawful surreptitious intercept of comnunication 

Conelusion: Although the Florida, Maryland and District of Columbia 
Bars have not issued opinions on the question presented, the 
Virginia State Bar has declared that it is unethical for a third 
party's attorney to suggest to a client that it would not be 
improper to intercept a third party's phone communications even 
when the client authorizes a private investigator to conduct the 
intercept. As demonstrated by the discussion below, the various 
state bars hold highly divergent opinions on this issue. 
Therefore, it seems to be in the best interest of our firm not to 
initiate the suggestion to the client regarding even lawful 
electronic surveillance. Rather, it is in our best interests to 
proffer legal and moral counsel in response to the client vho 
suggests the use of surreptitious electronic surveillance. 

Discussion: From the divergent ethics opinions of the various 

state bar associations, four possible scenarios emerge: 

1) Client approaches attorney and asks attorney about the 

lav regulating electronic surveillance; attorney then 
counsels client on legally permissible methods of 
electronic interception; client hires a private 

investigator or personally conducts the surveillance. 

2) Attorney suggests to client that lawful electronic 

surveillance would serve client's interests; attorney 
advises client on the legally permissible methods of 
electronic surveillance; client hires a private 

investigator or personally conducts the surveillance. 

3) Attorney suggests to client* 'that lawful electronic 

surveillance would serve the client's interests; attorney 
then contracts a private investigator to conduct the 
interception. 

4) Attorney conducts the interception. 
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ABA Informal Opinion 1370 (Nay 2 , 1975) declared that tha 
'recording, at tha instance of a la war , of [a] colloquy batvaan 
an investigator and a sales clerk" (emphasis added) was unethical 
vhen the sales clerk vas unaware of the recording. The exact 
meaning of "at the instance of a lawyer" remains unknown but 
presumably it proscribes Scenario No. 3 (above) given that tha 
Informal Opinion also states "The lawyer's conduct in recording 
the colloquy or causing . It t P te roc.ord.td ... is unethical.' 
Thus, the ABA's informal opinion affords the impression that it is 
unethical for a lawyer to contract with a private investigator to 
engage even in lawful electronic interception. 

The New York State Bar, however, declared that it would 
violate no disciplinary rule if a lawyer, in response to a .silent 'a 
request for advice , counseled a client concerning the recording of 
a conversation between the client and a third party to whom no 
notice is given. Opinion 515 (12/27/79). The New York State Bar 
Opinion also made it clear that prosecutors and defense attorneys 
ethically may record conversations if engaged in a criminal case. 
The New York City Bar has a similar provision for prosecutors and 
criminal defense attorneys. Thus, in civil matters, the New York 
State Bar approves of Scenario No. 1 (above) , in which the attorney 
merely advises an inquiring client on the legal rights and wrongs 
of surreptitious interceptions. Scenario No. 4, explicitly 
prohibited by ABA Formal Opinion 337 in civil matters, is permitted 
in criminal cases under certain circumstances. However, in the 
District of Columbia, a lawyer representing a suspect in a criminal 
investigation may not secretly record an interview of a witness who 
is represented by counsel unless the witness's lawyer consents to 
the interview as veil as the recording. Opinion 178 (1/20/87). 

In accord with the ABA Informal Opinion 1370 and the New York 
State Bar, the Virginia State Bar has declared Scenario No. 2 
unethical. In the case of Gunter v, Virginia State Bar . Va. 
Sup.Ct . , 890473, (Nov. 10, 1989), the attorney suggested to the 
client that it would not be improper to intercept the client's 
wife's phone communications. The client authorized a private 
investigator to conduct the intercept. The Virginia Supreme Court 
affirmed the attorney's 30-day suspension for violation of DR 1- 


*As long as: 1) one party to the communication consented; 2) 
the recording was not for the purpose of committing a tortious or 
criminal act; and 3) the recording vas to obtain evidence 
reasonably believed to relate to the commission by another party 
of any serious crime. Opinion 515 (12/27/79) citing Opinion 328.

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102 (A)(4). On the criminal side, Virginia Stata Bar Opinion 848 
(10/9/86) advisad that it was unethical for a criminal dafansa 
attorney to assist his client in recording conversations betveen 
the client and the client's co-defendant in the hope of obtaining 
a confession of guilt from the co-defendant. Nor may the lavymr 
request an investigating police officer secretly record such 
conversation. 

Formal Opinion No. 30 of the Hawaii Supreme Court Disciplinary 
Board states that M no lawyer should record or cause to be recorded 
any coversation, . . . without the consent or prior knowledge of 
all parties to the conversation. ■ The opinion seems to preclude 
Scenario Nos. 3 and 4 from the realm of ethical conduct, but is 
silent as to whether the lawyer nay advise the client on the 
propriety of lawful electronic surveillance. 

Alabama joins Hawaii in prohibiting a lawyer or his 
investigator from recording the communication of a witness or 
potential defendant without consent of all parties to the 
conversation. Opinion 84-22 (undated) . Similarly, Alabama has not 
passed on the issue of whether it is ethical for the lawyer to 
suggest the use of electronic surveillance. Nonetheless, a lawyer 
whose client obtains evidence as a result of an illegal wiretap 
may introduce that evidence at trial only if the evidence is 
legally admissible and the l awyer has not counseled or a ssisted the 
client in illegally obtaining the evidence . Opinion 89-20 (3/3/89) 
(emphasis added). Thus, a "maverick" client who obtained evidence 
through the use of an illegal electronic intercept could ultimately 
help the attorney at trial, as long as the attorney is not tainted 
by the illegality of the client's conduct. 

A lawyer subject to the Rules of the Kentucky Bar may not even 
suggest that a client secretly record a conversation with a third 
party regarding a civil matter. Furthermore, a lawyer is forbidden 
from recording any conversation directly or indirectly regarding 
a civil matter without the prior consent or knowledge of all 
parties to the communication. Opinion E-289 (Sept. 1984). The 
precise meaning of "indirectly" remains unknown. Thus, Kentucky 
explicitly forbids Scenario No. 2, while explicitly permitting 
attorneys to advise clients on the legal and moral ramifications 
of electronic surveillance, i.e.. Scenario No. 1. 

Surprisingly, the Utah State Bar permits lawyers to record 
communications surreptitiously. Opinion 90 (undated) • According 
to my research, this is the only jurisdiction that has rejected 
ABA Formal Opinion 337 categorically.

Finally, the State Bar of Arizona issued Opinion 88-08 
(10/24/88) which, although not on point, references Request 986 
made by an Arizona attorney seeking guidance on the issue of 
whether it is ethical for an attorney to record conversations 
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surreptitiously in a criminal matter* A thorough search of all 
reporters of state ethics opinions has not yielded the response 
of the Arisona Bar to this request.

On May 23, 1990, a briefing was held in San Francisco, California. 
Present was Pat Wellington, Alan Bernstein, Roger Iverson and 
myself . San Francisco was chosen because it was a central location 
in the country vhere the attendees would be at about the same 
approximate time. 

A detailed briefing was held with regard to the status of our 
investigation thus far. Executive summaries and investigative 
plans were distributed, one to each attendee. A master file was 
given to Mr. Wellington which contained a recap of each and every 
memo and exhibit in the investigation thus far. 

There was a discussion held regarding Charles Hamel mentioning 
George Miller (D California) . Hamel had mentioned that he 
frequently spoke with Miller regarding his (Hamel's) findings. At 
the same time, Hamel would mention that for $18 million and the 
other things he wanted, he would simply go away and forget the 
whole thing. We discussed Hamel involving Miller in great detail. 
It was obvious to all present that George Miller had a fine 
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reputation as a long standing member of Congress. It was felt that 
Hamel may be puffing vhen he mentioned that he spoke with George 
Miller. It is probable that Hanel is only speaking with one of 
Miller's aides as he had told ne originally during our first 
conversation by telephone. 

It was reiterated that our original directive in this 
investigation, other than the communications technology work 
performed by Rick Lund, vas to investigate the theft of proprietary 
information from Alyeska. Proprietary information that is 
protected by Alyeska 's standard operating procedure and internal 
non-disclosure agreements. Additionally, all agreed that ve would 
focus on Hamel's allegations that he had illicit sources inside 
Alyeska 's legal department which provided him some of the attorney 
client privilege information now in our hands as exhibits. 

The legal cautions prepared by William Richey and Jonathan Goodman 
were also discussed in detail. It vas agreed that the firm of 
Richey, Munroe, Fine 4 Goodman would be continually consulted as 
the investigation progresses for the purposes of rendering legal 
advice. William Richey and Jonathan Goodman would be added to the 
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disclosure list as they will receive copies of previous and future 
reports of investigation.

that tankers would transfer their flop tank.... 

supposed to go to a reclaimer and pay them, put a price 
to it they would transfer it to a barge, the barge 


would transfer it to another super tanker going to Alaska 


The guy would normally, would be paying a reclaimer to 
come get it, and if the barge doesn't pay for the 
reclaimer, he wouldn't have it, he doesn't have it, he 
would have taken his instructions from a major oil 
company to do it and he did it, a number of times. I 

never gave that information out but I gave that 

affidavit was uh, to get one of those former coast 

guard commanders, and some other guy from .... marine 
department for Alyeska who was familiar with the notice 
that they were forewarned all the time, and hey we're. .. .

example thats why the EPA guy because the 

state did nothing for the EPA, state doesn't

STATEMENT OF FACTS 


This is an action arising undar tha Fraa don of 
Information Act (FOIA) , 5 U.S.C. f 552(b)(7)(A), and cones 
before this Court on cross notions for sunmary judgnent and 
plaintiff's notion for reconsideration of notion for a Vaughn 
v. Rosen index. Plaintiff, Alyeska Pipeline Service Company 
(Alyeska), seeks disclosure of documents from defendant. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) , which were given to 
defendant by a private citizen, Mr. Charles Hamel. Mr. Hamel 
obtained the documents from current employees of Alyeska and 
released them to the defendant for purposes of exposing 
alleged violations of federal environmental lavs by 
plaintiff. 

Defendant claims that the documents given it by Mr. 
Hamel are exempt from disclosure, relying specifically upon

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exeaptien (7).(A) . Defendant argues that ralaaaa of thasa 
docuaents will interfere with lav enforeaaent proceedings . 1 
•The docuaanta hava baan placad into a single category 
dascribad as racords obtained froa Hr. Basel. Balease of 
thasa docuaanta, or avan a list of then, cl a ins defendant, 
could expose tha scope of tha investigation currently 
proceeding against plaintiff, lead to tha identification of 
tha Alyeska eaployees who provided Hr. Haael with tha 
docuaents, subject then to pressure froa tha plaintiff, and 
produce a chilling effect on future witnesses who nay be 
inclined to coae forward with evidence of federal law 
violations. 

Zn response, plaintiff argues that tha docuaents at 
issue vara originally produced by plaintiff, that tha scope 
of tha investigation has baan publicized in tha press and 
that there is no basis for concluding that Alyeska will 
either discover the identity of tha eaployees involved or 
subject then to any type of pressure or intiaidation. Zn 
short, plaintiff Maintains that defendant has not net its 
burden of proof that release of tha docuaents to plaintiff 
will interfere with a lav enforeaaent proceeding. 

After careful review of the parties subaissions, and for 
the reasons discussed below, the Court finds that the 
defendant has aet its burden of proof and therefore grants

DISCUSSION 

Under exemption 7 (A) , the defendant must meet a two part 
test. Zt must (1) show that the records at issue were 
compiled for law enforcement purposes and (2) that release of 
these records would interfere with enforcement proceedings. 
Pratt v. Webster . <73 F.2d 408, 413 (D.C. Cir. 1982). 

The EPA maintains that the documents relate to an 
ongoing investigation of Alyeska concerning possible 
violations ot the federal Clean Water Act, 33 O.S.C. 111251- 
1376, the Clean Air Act, 42 U.S.C. 1*7401-7642, and the Toxic 
Substances Control Act, 15 U.S.C. **2601-2629. Plaintiff 
does not appear to contest this issue and concedes that it 
has been under investigation by defendant. See Plaintiff's 
Motion for Summary Judgment, at 4. 

There is, however, disagreement over the effect of 
disclosing the documents at issue in this action. To meet 
its burden, the EPA must show, "by more than conclusory 
statement [s], how the particular kinds ot investigatory 
records requested would interfere with a pending enforcement 

proceeding.” Campbell v. Department al Health 6 Hunan 

Services. 682 P.2d 256, 259 (D.C. Cir 1982). Thus, defendant

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■ust present the court with specific exaaples end 
explanations of the type of han that could result from 
disclosure . 

As a threshold issue, it is iaportant to note that the 
defendant need not describe the possible risks involved in 
disclosing each docuaent requested. xt aay focus on 
categories of docuaents and show how disclosure of each 
category could iapede enforceaent proceedings. Bevia v. 
Deoartaent of State. SOI F.2d 1386, 1319 (D.C. Cir. 1996) : 
Crooker v. Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco e nd Firearm* . 789 F.2d 
64 (D.C. Cir. 1996) t Caaobell. suora . 692 F.2d at 265. Of 
course before the docuaents aay be categorised, the defendant 
aust go through each individual record and place it in the 
proper category. Bevis. suora. 801 P.2d at 1389. In the 
instant action, defendant aaintains that all the docuaents in 
issue (twenty-two docuaents, consisting of one hundred and 
seventy five pages) should be placed in a single category, as 
thosa Alyeska docuaents obtained froa Mr. Raael. There 
appears to be no objection froa the plaintiff ragarding this 
categorisation by defendant. 

..The defendant, therefora, aust show that this category 
of docuaents, if released, will interfere with its on-going 
investigation of plaintiff. Caaobell v. Deoarta ent of Health 
6 Hunan Services. 682 "F. 2d 256, 265 (D.C. Cir. 1982). 
Defendant offers two types of possible interference that 
could arise should the docuaents be released.

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First, it maintains that release of this* rscords will 
expose ths scops, size, and direction of tha investigation 
being conducted and thereby allow "for the destruction or 
alteration of relevant evidence, and the fabrication of 
fraudulent alibis." Affidavit of John Y. Horn, at 5. 

Plaintiff answers this charge by arguing that the scope 
of the investigation has already been revealed as it has been 
published in newspaper stories and is indeed common 
knowledge. Xt argues that it is already under an order to 
coaply with the EPA investigation and to refrain from 
destroying any pertinent documents; thus, releasing the 
documents will not provide plaintiff with any new information 
regarding the investigation at issue herein. Defendant 
counters, through the affidavit of John Y. Horn, that 
plaintiff does not know the focus of its investigation, and 
in fact, if it did, would not be so anxious to know what 
docuaents were given to it by Mr. Kamel. 

The affidavits of a government agency in roiA cases are 
to be given substantial weight by a reviewing court. Havden 
v. National Security Ao.ncv/C.ntral S. curl tv S.rvic. .t al. 
608 F.2d 1381, 1384 (D.C. Cir. 1879) c.rt d.nl.d . 466 U.S. 
937 (1980); m «l»o . Garda la v. C.I.A.. 689 F.2d 1100, 1104 
(D.C. Cir. 1982) ("One* satisfied that proper procedures have 
been followed and that the information logically falls into 
the exeaption claised, the courts % need not go further to 
test the expertise of the agency, or to question its veracity 
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hen nothing appeara to raisa tha iasua o f good faith.'" 
quoting Weiaaaan v. Central Intellige nce Agency . SCS r.2d 
92, <97 (O.C. Clr. 1977)). 

Zn thin inatanca, tha court ia aatiafiad that Alyaaka ia 
not fully avara of tha acopa and foeua of tha CPA' a 
invaatigation and that ralaaaa of thaaa docuaanta could 
provida it with important inaigbt in thin raapact. Claarly, 
if ralaaaa of tha docuaanta will ravaal tha focua of tha 
EPA'a invaatigation of Alyaaka, tha diacloaura will iapada 
lav anforcaaant procaadinga. Murohv v. federal Bur«» u 
Invaatigation. 490 F.Supp. 1139, 1143 (D.D.C. 1990). 

Sacond, dafandant faara that ralaaaa of tha docuaanta 
■ -.d allow plaintiff to traca thaa to tha individual 
aaployaaa who gave than to Mr. Baaal. If idantifiad, th aa a 
aaployaaa could bacoaa tha aubjact of rapriaal toy plaintiff 
and could datar than froa providing further information to 
dafandant. 

Plaintiff aaintaina that thara ia no raaaon to auapact 
that Alyaaka would angaga in aaployaa haraaaaant of any kind. 
Alyaaka baa no racord of vitnaaa or aaployaa intimidation, 
and thus, it arguaa, avan if it vara to laara tha idantity of 
tha aaployaaa who gava docuaanta to Mr. Baaal, thara ia no 
raaaon to auapact that it will haraaa thaaa aaployaaa in any 
way. 

Howavar, it ia not nacaaaary to ahov that intiaidation 
will certainly raault; indeed, that would ba vary difficult 
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to prove. Instead tha defendant Bust show that tha 
possibility of witness intimidation exists. See Garda la v. 
C.I.A.. 689 F. 2d 1100, 1106 (D.C. Cir. 1962) ("there is a 
parallel answer to plaintiff's other plaint that there is no 
proven past history of coaproBise of sources and sethods 
through acknowledgement of covert agency activity at a place 
or institution. 'The purpose of national security exemptions 
to the FOXA is to protect intelligence sources before they 
are compromised and harmed, not after. (quoting Halperin v. 
Central Intelligence Aoencv, 629 F.2d 144, 149 (D.C. Cir. 
1980)) . 

When employees have provided a law enforcement agency 
with information about possible law violations by their 
eaployer, the possibility of witness intimidation grows. 
Referring to this situation, the Supreme Court in WUtB v. 
Robbins Tir e 6 Rubber Co.. 437 U.S. 214, 239-40 (1977), 
stated: ”[t)he most obvious risk of 'interference' with 
enforceaent proceedings in this context is that employers • . . 
will coerce or intimidate employees and others who have given 
statements, in an effort to make them change their testimony 
or not testify at all. . .The danger of witness intimidation is 
particularly acute with respect to current employees. . .over 
whom the employer, by virtue of the employment relationship, 
may exercise intense leverage. 11 Thus, it is not necessary to 
show that this particular plaintiff will in fact attempt to 
intimidate its employees, but rather, it is the very nature 
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of the relationship which lands itself to the possibility of 
witness intimidation. Accordingly, the Court finds 
sufficient evidence of the possibility of witness 
intimidation such that the docusents should not be disclosed. 

Finally, plaintiff requests the Court to reconsider its 
denial of a notion for a Vaughn index. The Court denied that 
notion as prenature when it was first presented to the Court 
in September 1986. 

Today, while the request nay be ripe, the Court holds 
that requiring a Vaughn index in this natter will result in 
exactly the kind of harm to defendant's law enforcement 
proceedings which it is trying to avoid under exemption 7 (A) . 
A list of the docusents given to defendant by Mr. Hanoi is 
the sane as providing plaintiff with the actual documents, 
for plaintiff created the records at issue, and if provided 
with a list, could easily determine their contents with the 
result of disclosure of the breadth of the investigation as 
well as the identity of the enployees involved. "When the 
itenization and justification are themselves sensitive. . .to 
place then on public record could (produce) damage ... in 
precisely the way that [the] FOIA (e)xenption. • . is intended 

to prevent. Havden v. national Security AgingY/Ctn&rii 

Security Sarvice. 608 F.2d 1381, 1384 (O.C. Cir. 1979). 

Accordingly, for all of the reasons mentioned above, 
defendant's notion for sunnary judgment will be granted and 
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th. Motions of plaintiff for lumry Judge. nt and for 
raconaidaration will ba daniad. 

Conaiatant with thia Memorandum Opinion, an appropriate 
Order will ba entered.

Civil Action No. 86-2176, September 7, 1987 (D.D.C.) 

Judge Norman Johnson of the United States District Court for 
the District of Columbia has upheld the Agency's withholding of 
records under exemption 7(A) of the Freedom of Information Act. 
The records in question were obtained from an Alyeska employee 
and relate to possible violations by Alyeska of the Clean Water 
Act, Clean Air Act and TSCA. EPA claimed that release of the 
records would interfere with its law enforcement proceedings. 

The court agreed and also refused plaintiff's request for the 
Agency to index each withheld record. Jtrige Johnson concluded 
that indexing each record would result in exactly the kind of 
harm to EPA's law enforcement proceedings which it was trying to

At approximately 6:30 p.m. on July 30, 1990, I telephoned Charles 
Hamel. The following memo outlines that conversation. I have 
attempted to use as much of Hamel's phraseology as possible. Hamel 
gave the following information: 

The Attorney General from Alaska was in town this week and he had 
spoken with him several times by telephone. 

He and Rick Steiner had been working on a draft with a person from 
the House of Representatives as well as someone from the Senate. 
The draft, which was approximately 30 pages in length, had to do 
with a Citizens Advisory Group to oversee Alyeska. Hamel said it 
was his request five years ago and now a Presidential Task Force 
will do the. job with an audit of Alyeska from top to bottom. The 
President has the onus to say how the system is going to work at 
the end of the two year audit. Only the President can determine if 
the system is safe and sound. The task force will have to 
institute an 800 number. Kamel said that 800 number would put he

and his 800 number out of business. The program for the health 
care of the erployees would be called public health as opposed to 
employee help. Hamel said it was all the same to him. 

Har.el said he felt like a billion dollars after all the years of 
fighting he never thought he would account fcr anything. 

Hamel said that the pipeline was slowed down the other day. When 
I asked him why, he said that apparently it was covered pretty well 
in the L A Times. He couldn’t get the Wall Street Journal to cover 
it because it was a power play and they did not feel it was enough 
to make noise about. In 1987, he provided testimony to the Senate 
about air quality problems. That Alyeska was cheating and breaking 
the lav. In 1985 when he reported the same to Russell's 
counterpart then or his predecessor Eraesta Barnes with Region Task 
Force she literally threw him out of her office. He then took two 
years to get his heavy data for the employees and he provided the 
testimony to NWA Hearings for Bennett Johnson. Bennett's staff 
wouldn't let him testify. He then vrote a letter to the EPA 
Administrator about vhat his testimony would have been in October 
1987. A couple of days later Bennett vrote a letter to EPA that 
talked all about Chuck Hamel's testimony and that it was real. And 
that vhat Hamel was saying v*s true. Apparently someone vrote back

to Alyeska and gave them a month or two to see what the answers 
were to Bennett's and Hamel's questions. They never got the 
questions answered. Hamel said that some of the questions had to 
do with problems that let up to the Exxon Valdez. Roby Russel had 
been sitting on the information. His staff apparently was telling 
Hamel that they couldn't do anything. 

A week after the Exxon Valdez incident, Ray Nye, who is head of the 
Air Quality Division, called Hamel in Valdez and said that he 
wanted Hamel to know that Region 10 got instructions from 
headquarters in Washington, DC to move something out of there. A 
Form 114 is like a court order or an EPA order to answer questions. 
If one doesn't answer the questions they apparently take them to 
court. .You have 30 days to answer and they have not been answering 
for over a year. Nevertheless, Ray told Hamel that he couldn't get 
the 114 moving as quickly as he should have. He said that it was 
sitting on a desk in Washington for six months and it was now 
outdated • 

Nye told Hamel bow Alyeska lawyers would answer. They hung tight 
together and never gave any answers. It wasn't until many months 
later that Alyeska lawyers finally gave answers.

Just a few months ago, when Alyeska lawyers gave some other answers 
the answers blew EPA's mind because they were in violation up and 
down the pipeline.

Kamel said that cn a cargo vessel you come into port for 5 or 6 
days and the crew can take some time off.

w« talked briefly about Rick Steir.er. I had mentioned that I had 
seen an article on Steiner in July's National Wild Life which 
features the State of Alaska. The article was entitled Alaska and 
the Fragile Frontier. 

Hamel mentioned that he had finally got some accolade from an 
Alaska magazine editor who is ir. the process of writing a book 
about Alaska. Steiner had told the editor about Kamel and Steiner 
and the editor wanted to make the last chapter about Hamel. 

Hamel mentioned again that the Exxon ship Captain would be in over 
the weekend and he would call me and let me know when next week 1 
could spend a day or two with him (Hamel) . 

Hamel went on to talk about the Exxon Captain. The Captain said 
that Exxon is a bunch of liars as far as the water and oil. Hamel 
found out that his original number with regard to the balast water 
was accurate. 

Hamel talked of Don Smiley who is a Vice President at Exxon. He 
said he is Mr. Ross's man in Washington. Smiley is the lobbyist 
there. He has known Smiley for years and that Smiley used to date 
his wife. Hamel wrote a letter to Smiley that Exxon had certain 
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middle level functionaries (private investigators) who were making 
a video of him. He said that the constant taking of his garbage 
had caused an adverse psychological reaction to he and his wife, 
Kathy. He read me the letter which was very dramatic at the end 
insisted that Smiley convey to Ross that he withdraw the 
investigators. Hamel said that the dramatic letter would cause 
Ross to be upset.

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53. Plaintiff is informed and believes, and thereon 
alleges that defendants Miti and Kenneth Ewell provided substantial 
assistance or encouragement to defendant Hamel in accomplishing a 
tortious result, while its own conduct in holding and disseminating 
the subject documents constituted a breach of duty to Alyeska. 

54. Alyeska has suffered damages resulting from the 
tortious conduct done by defendants, and each of them in pursuit of 
their conspiracy, all in an amount to be proven at trial. 

55. In their conspiracy to commit tortious acts against 

plaintiff, defendants Hamel, Hiti and Kenneth Ewell, and each of 
them, acted willfully, maliciously, and in wanton disregard of 
plaintiff's rights. Therefore, plaintiff seeks punitive damages 
from defendants in the sum of $ . 

SIXTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF: INJUNCTION 

56. Plaintiff Alyeska repeats and incorporates by 
reference paragraphs through of this complaint. 

57. As a consequence of their individual and concerted 
wrongful acts as alleged herein, defendants have caused and are 
causing plaintiff irreparable harm; in that, plaintiff has lost and 
will continue to lose the intrinsic value of its interest in the 
proprietary, confidential and absolutely privileged information 
contained in the subject documents.

Plaintiff Alyeska seeks a temporary restraining order 
("TRO") in order to protect ita interests in proprietary, 
confidential and absolutely privileged documents stolen from its 
offices by unidentified past or present employees and provided to 
defendants Charles Hamel ("Basel”), Management Information 
Technologies, Inc. ("HITi”) and Kenneth Ewell. The documents are a 
series of memoranda prepared by Alyeska 's outside counsel, Gibson, 
Dunn ft Crutcher, which represented Alyeska in the defense of 
existing and potential lawsuits arising out of the Exxon Valdes oil 
spill in Prince William Sound. The memoranda contain detailed 
analyses of facts, legal theories, legal strategies and related 
subjects, and were prepared at a cost in excess of $100,000. The 
potential cost to Alyeska if the memoranda become publicly 
available far exceeds that amount and is incalculable. (See 
attached Declaration of Alfred T. Smith.) 

Because notice of this motion to defendants would "tip 
the hand” of Alyeska to defendants and likely defeat the very 
purpose for the TRO, in that defendants may disseminate the 
documents prior to this Court's issuance of the TRO, plaintiff 
brings this application ex parts and without notice. Cenerov Cora, 
v. Brvson Oil ft Gas P.L.C. . 657 F. Supp. S67, S70 (D. Nev. 1967).

2. TACTUAL BACKCKOUMD 

On or about , Alyeska became avara that 

copies of internal documents constituting attornay work product and 
•ttorney-cl iant communi cat ion* had turnad up in tha hands of 
defendant Hamel, vho has obtained tha documentsthrqugh insida 
sources at Alyeska. All of tha documents are* obviously attorney 
work product or attorneyclient communications ^ epd^ ^ome even bear 
an inscription of ■PRIVILEGED/ ATTORNEY WORK PRODUCT.” Upon the 
Court's request, Alyeska vill submit copies of the subject 
documents, to tha extant Alyeska has identified them, for an ir> 
camera inspection. 

Hamel now intends to provide the subject documents to 
Alaska state and federal government agencies connected with the 
pending grand jury investigation of the oil spill, as veil as to 
the dotens of plaintiffs in pending civil suits against Alyeska. 
without an immediate restraining order and subsequent preliminary 
injunction, Alyeska faces imminent loss of its proprietary interest 
in confidential and privileged information contained in the subject 
documents. The history of Hamel's activities and his tactics, as 
set forth below, highlights Alyeska's immediate need for injunctive 
relief. 


A. Hamel's Activltes From 1990-191* 

In recent years, Hamal has held himself out to Alyeska 
employees and the media as an environmental vatohdog and labor 
advocate. In feet, Alyeska has known of Hamel since the late 
1970's, when he was an oil cargo broker and was Involved in 
negotiating oil leases in Alaska. In or about 1900, a dispute 
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•rose between HimI and Alyaska # s owners regarding Alyaska 's 
owners* alidad complicity in an illegal scheme to water-down oil 
sold to Hamel's clients. 

Haaal claimed Alyaska was responsible for covering up tha 
watering of oil and tha subsequent loss of hia brokaraga business, 
and bagan what haa become, for Hamel, a decade-long obaaaaion. 

Haaal has not dona buainasa with Alyaska or its ovnars a Inca 19*0. 
Instead, ha haa spant aost of his time, and thousands of dOHan, 
invast igating tha ovnar companies' activitias and/dttempting to) 
instigata and participata in public haarings concerning Alyefjja. 

Although ha haa takan various approaches and haa focused 
hia crusade on several regulatory and labor-related issues, Haaal 
admits that hia primary objective has always been, and reaaina, to 
extract from Alyaska $12-11 Billion which Haaal dales he is owed 
as a result of Alyeska # s alleged role in oil watering. 

In early 19§9, Haaal filed with tha Environmental 
Protection Agency a Notice of Intent to Sue under the Clean Hater 
Act. Soon after, on May 14, ItSS, Hamel through counsel threatened 
the ovnar companies that ha would pursue tha following acts if not 
paid $12 million in "compensation” and hired as a consultant to the 
companies in connection with an environmental audits 

a. Request tha Alaska Public Utilities Commission and 
tha Federal Energy Regulatory Commission to investigate the Alyeska 
owners for violations of tariff agreements due to aoceptanoe of 
watered-down oils 

b. File suit against the ovnars for alleged violations 
of the Federal Hater Pollution Control Act, the Clean Air Act and 
the Resource Conservation and Recovery Acts 
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e. Charge the owntn with violations of thoir right of 
way agreements with tha Department of Zntariori 

d. Charga tha owners with violations of sacuritias lava 
in tha financing of tha Valdas terminal! 

a* Urga congrasaional inquiries into tha oparation of 
tha pipalinoi 

f. Wage a publicity oampaign against tha ovnar 

companies. 

(Saa attachad Daclaration of Quinn O'Connell.) 

Alyaska and its owners rafusad Kamel's $12 million 
"settlement demand," and instructed Hamel to refer any information 
about any alleged improper Alyaska conduct to tha appropriate 
agency. Xn addition, Alyaska continued to maintain contact with 
Hamal and raviav his steady stream of contentions and proposals. 

It soon became apparent in the context of Hamel's planned 
environmental lawsuit that Hamal was collecting Alyaska corporate 
records and internal memoranda, all gathered from eouroes inside 
Alyaska and its agents. Hamel told Alyeska counsel that he 
encouraged his sources to place collect calls to Hamal or his 
answering service to report any perceived dangerous or illegal 
activity at the pipeline. 

However, rather than permit Hamel's citisen's suit to 
proceed, the E.P.A. opted to pursue an investigation in conjunction 
with the Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation. On 
January t, ltM, Hamal through counsel Informed Alyeska's counsel 
that Hamel wanted to show Alyeska the documents he intended to use 
against Alyeska and its owners, but wanted assurances that Alyeska 
was still willing to consider a "settlement." Hamel's counsel 
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represented that, as part of tha sattlenent, ha would uaa hia 
influanca to teralnate ponding fadaral and otata inquiriaa into 
Alyaska practices. Alyaska did not exanine tha documents. 

A faw days later, Hanoi provided tha S.P.A. with 22 
documents ha clalned tc hava obtainad froa inoida aourcaa at 
Alyaska. Alyaaka sought dioclosura of thaoa docuaanta undar tha 
Freedom of Znforaation Act, but vaa daniad accaas by tha 0 .»• 
District Court for tha District of Coluabia. Alvaka Pip#iln# 
Sarvlca Co. v. U.S. E.P.A. . Casa No. 99-2179 (D.D.C. Sapt. 9, 

1997) (1997 WL 17071). a copy of tha unpublishad slip opinion in 
that casa is attachad harato as Exhibit A, and incorporatad hara by 
this rafaranca. Tha Court of Appaals for tha District of Coluabia 
Circuit affiraad tha danial of accass to tha docuaants, on grounds 
that tha E.P.A. had shown a raasonabla risk that disclosurs would 
intarfara with tha ponding fadaral invast igat ion. Alvaaka Pinal ina 
Sarvlca Co. v. U.S. E.P.A. . 959 P.2d 309, 313 (D.C. Cir. 1999). 

B. Hanoi's Racant Actlvitlas 

Further avidanca of Hanoi's accass to Alyaska anployaas 
anargad in 1997-1990, wham (1) Various newspaper storias quoted 
Hanoi relating tha substance of private conversations between 
Alyaska personnel! (2) Hanoi ravaalad his possession of sinplifiad 
diagraas of Alyeska's proprietary water treataent facility; and (3) 
Alyaska aanuals which Hanoi had sent to tha E.P.A. wars found left 
in an inpound ad vehicle. 

Further, at least one newspaper story paraphrased Banal, 
stating that until ha is relnbursed "for tha $12 Billion or so ha 
thinks ha is owed • • ., ha will continue to call on his growing 
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network of Alyttki employee* end oil industry sources to fsed to 
govtrnstnt Authorities whet he believes is evidence of 
environmental wrongdoing by Alyeska.” ("Battle Rages on Between 
Alyeska, Environmentalists,” Anchorage Daily News, Feb. 21, ltM 
(true and correct copy attached hereto as Exhibit ).) 

During meetings with Alyeska counsel in 1BB7 end 1999, 
Hamel stated that he was still angry about his losses due to the 
water in the oil problem, and Intended to pursue his crusade until 
he was compensated. Alyeska 's counsel encouraged Hamel to Inform 
appropriate authorities of any information of Alyeska's illegal 
conduct. A true and correct copy of this correspondence la 

attached hereto as Exhibit . [deal, of O'Connell, 9/11/1? ltr 

from O'Connell to Cordova and Banal) 

In 1999, Alyeska was named in over 100 lawsuits arising 
out of the Exxon Valdes accident. Hamel was interviewed by the 
national media, and made known that he was providing a 
clearinghouse for any documents which Alyeska employees felt would 
contribute to finding Alyeska liable for any part of tha oil spill 
accident and its clean-up operation. Davidson, In the Nakm of jfch> 
ZULQJX Valdes. 229 (IttO) (a true and correct copy of this page is 
attached hereto as Exhibit _) . 

As stated above, Hamel bad already established contacts 
with employees of Alyeska and its owners ever the eourse of his 
long campaign against Alyeska. Borne of these employees apparently 
have gained access to Alyeska's legal files and have stolen 
originals or made unauthorised copies of privileged and 
confidential documents concerning Alyeska's potential liability la 
the pending lawsuits relating to the Exxon oil spill.

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This sctivity by Alyeska employees is in clssr violation 
of ths confidsntislity provisions of thsir employment agreements, 
which ths employees srs annually rsqulrsd to sign.

C. Alveska's Investloation 

On March 1, 1990, Alyeska directed The Wackenhut 
Corporation ("Wackenhut"), a private investigative company, 
begin an investigation into the circumstances of Hamel's possession 
of the subject documents. The objective was to to determine the 
scope of the problem involving theft of proprietary documents and 
identify those responsible. 1 

Alyeska has learned that Hamel has established an 
arrangement with defendants Management Information Technologies, 
Inc. ("MITi") and its director and operator, Kenneth Ewell, to 
provide his secret contacts at Alyeska with an efficient method of 
furnishing Hamel with the subject documents, as well as to store 
the documents on a private on-line computer database. Hamel has 
instructed his contacts to send documents directly to MITi, to the 
attention of "Gloria Ewell," a fictitious person whose name is a 
signal for documents directed to Hamel's database. The documents 
are then scanned onto eleotronle recording media and stored in an 
Information retrieval database. 

Hamel admitted to undercover Wackenhv 
documents in his possession were stolen, that * 
supplying Hamel or MITi with the documents, tt

to Rula 20(c) ) was inapplicable because harm had already bean 
rendered by tha disclosure. Id* at 415. However, tha court in 
Farouson noted that plaintiff probably had a valid claim against 
Ford for danages and, if plaintiff vara entitled to sona sunnary 
rallaf against Ford's conpetltlve use of tha docunanta, plaintiff 
could obtain that rallaf by notion for an injunction. Id* at 414. 

in Bridge C.A.T. Scan Asaoca.. an exhibit to plaintiff's 
conplalnt contained proprietary data and trade secrets collected 
prior to connancanant of tha action relating to Technlcare's 
production and custooers. Technicara novad for a protactiva ordar, 
citing tha court's general equity powers. Tha district court 
granted the notion solely undar its purported authority undar Rula 
24(c) . Tha Second Circuit vacated tha ordar on the grounds that 
Rule 24(c) nay only be used *to Inpose conditions on discovery in 
ordar to prevant injury, harassment, or abuse of the court's 
processes.* Id* at 544 (enphasls onltted). Because the 
information in tha conplalnt was compiled by Bridge's counsel prior 
to commencing tha lawsuit, Rula 24(c) did not give the court 
authority to prohibit disclosure of tha trade data. Id* at 945. 

Tha court in Bridge c.A.T. Scan Xitoet. left open the 
possibility that, given facts showing, or even a counterclaim 
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alleging, that Bridge had misappropriated tha trad# data, tha 
district court could hava grantad injunctiva relief, stating s 

Tha district court in tha prasant caia, 
hovavar, was in no position to grant an 
injunction against disclosure of tha trad# data 
pursuant to its equity powers, for tha avidanca 
before it could not justify tha granting of 
such relief. Preliminarily va note that 
Technicare had not filed a counterclaim against 
Bridge for misappropriation of information, so 
any issue as to trade secrets was completely 
collateral to the underlying dispute, and the 
court had no basis for granting such relief as 
an incident to any rights assarted in the 
action. Further, although Technicare suggested 
obliquely at oral argument . • . that Bridge's 
possession of the trade data was wrongful, it 
presented no evidence that Bridge had come by 
felt* 'information by othar than lagltlaata naans. 

e a e 

The court was poorly situated to make any 
findings as to misappropriation by any person, 
or as to Bridge's knowledge if a misapprop- 
riation had occurred; and it appears to have 
had incomplete data before it as to the public 
availability of the information in Exhibit A. 

These are among the appropriate matters for the 
court's consideration if Technicare should file 
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an appropriate counterclaim against Bridge and 
move for a preliminary injunction. On the 
present record , however, the district court 
could not properly enjoin disclosure of trade 
data. 

Id. at 946-47. 

Alyeska has filed a complaint alleging exactly the acta 
necessary under the Ferguson and Amidst cases to justify injunctive 
relief. Accordingly, the Court may properly enjoin defendants to 
prevent disclosure of Alyeska 's documents. 

Moreover, although Alyeska is not yet Involved in 
litigation in which the subject documents have been used, it need 
not wait for the documents to reach the hundreds of plaintiffs in 
pending environmental suits against Alyeska before it applies for 
the court's protection. The Ninth Circuit permits injunctive 
relief in cases such as this, where a company not yet Involved in 
litigation is threatened with exposure of its confidential 
documents. In KL Croup , the court upheld a protective order 
requiring KL to return to a third party all copies and written 
summaries of a privileged letter to the party from the lav firm 
which KL was suing, and to refrain from using the letter in its 
suit. Id. at 919. 

Other circuits have cited the KL Croup ease as authority 
for the proposition that "the scope of the [attomey-clelntj 
privilege extends to protect third parties not yet parties to the 
litigation." Mixing Equipment Co.. Inc, v. Innova-Toch. Inc.. Case 
No. 8S-0S3S, 19ii ML 91970, slip op. at 2 (f.D. Pa. March 1, 

1986) (third party indemnification agreement protected because 
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discovery would mira t ho parties In litigation) . ' A copy of this 
opinion is Attached hereto as Exhibit • 

This Court is empowered, And should sxsrclss its 
Authority , to protect plaintiff's interests in the privileged 
in forest ion conteined in the documents held by defendants. 

Moreover, the Court should enjoin defendant Hamel from further 
soliciting Alyeska employees to provide subject documents in breach 
of their employment contracts with Alyeska. 

ii. The Court Mav Look to Its Authority 
Under the Lanham Act to Order Salsure 
of the Subject Document* 

In the parallel context of actions brought under the 
Lanham Act, 15 U.S.C. f 1051 et seq. , the district courts have 
equity jurisdiction to prevent trademark infringement by Issuance 
of injunctions enforceable against defendants "anywhere in the 
United States where they may be found." 15 U.S.C. f 1115(a). The 
courts may grant ex parte seisure orders upon the proper shoving of 
Immediate need and specificity of location, and have jurisdiction 
to enforce injunctions granted by other district courts. 15 U.S.C. 
ff 1116(b), (d)(1)(A), (d)(4). 

In the instant case, the Court's power to orderselsure 
of the subject documents is based not upon statute, but upon 
principles of equity. The same principles are explicitly mentioned 
in the Lanham Act as the basis for the court's jurldlctlon, 15 
U.S.C. If 1116(a). As more fully discussed above, the Court's 
equity powers to enjoin defendants from disclosing the subject 
documents is well established in this Circuit. However, to the 
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extent a statutory model is required, ths Lanham Act provides such 
a model. 

ill* AlilXl Law Protects Privilaosd 
Baaatnfcl Trem Disclosuro 

Under Alaskan statutory and ease ltv, the oourts have a 
well-recognised rola in providing oitisans with a naans to protect 
their intarsts in privileged information. For example, Alaska Aula 
of Evidence 503 provides in pertinent parts "A client has a 
privilege to refuse to disclose and to prevent anv other aarean 
froe disclosing confidential communications made for the purpose of 
facilitating the rendition of professional legal services to the 
client . . . .• Alaska A. Evld. 503(b) (emphasis added). The 
state legislature did not limit this recognition of the property 
interests in privileged information to discovery proceedings. 

Further, the work product privilege has been upheld 
repeatedly in Alaska. In Haves v. Xerox Coro.. 71S P.2d tit, 242 
(Alaska ltiS) , the court held that interrogatories which requested 
attorneys to describe a witness' testimony violated the work 
product rule, as set forth in *i**m*n v. Taylor . 32t U.S. 425, 512* 
13, 47 f. Ct. 3S5, tl L.Ed. 451 (1247), McKibben v. Mohawk Oil e* . _ 
Ud L, 447 p.2d 1223, 1231 (Alaska 1243) and Alaska A. civ. Free. 24 
(b)(1). IAS UnrtttaVi Chuplon# 752 P.3d 322, 1004-05 (insurer's 
files would be privileged work product if prepared under attorney's 
supervision or at attorney's request) 

Alaska state lav supports an award of injunctive relief 
to protect attorney-client and work product documents from public 
disclosure. Accordingly, this Court is e mp ow er e d and should award 
Alyeska such relief. 
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b. Alynka Hai Shaun i Sufflcltnt LIXtl Ihaad 

Of IrrtMMbla Harm 

Bassd on d«f«nd«nt Hanoi's own rsprsssntatlons and tha 
history of his conduct, as oat forth above, it is likely that Basal 
will provide tha subject documents to Alaska state and federal 
agencies connected to the grand jury currently investigating the 
Exxon Valdes oil spill. Because the documents contain sensitive 
legal analyses of Alyosha's possible liability in connection with 
the oil spill, any disclosure to these agencies places Alya ska in 
jeopardy of being prosecuted based on work product by an 
communications with its own attorneys. 

Further, defendants have created a computer database to 
enable interested parties to gain access to the subject documents 
for their own purposes. The documents present a boon to the doxens 
of plaintiffs in pending and threatand civil suits arising out of 
the oil spill. Moreover, as stored on the database, the documents 
nay or may not bear an inscription which warns the reader that the 
documents are privileged. 

Without immediate Injunctive relief, Alyeska'e 
confidential relationship with its attorneys is compromised. 
Moreover, Alyeska will be exposed to criminal and civil proceedings 
which unfairly employ the fruits of Alysska's own legal 
investigation, an investigation which lias cost Alyeska hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in attorney's fees to pursue. 
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Alyaska nqutits only that tha subject documents be filed 


under seal with the Court, and that defendants ba pracludad from 
disseminating or otherwise dlacloalng than. Zf this Court danlas 
Alyaska 's application for interim and preliminary lnjunctlva 
relief, Alyaska ia carta in to ancountar tha following scenarios 

1. Banal and the other dafandants will provide the 
subject docunants or thalr contents to state and federal agencies 
connected to tha pending grand jury investigation, as veil as to 
■one or all of tha plaintiffs in tha pending and potential civil 
suits against Alyaska » 

2. The grand jury and tha plaintiffs in the civil suits 
will thereby obtain highly sensitive information which they could 
not otherwise obtain through legal discovery; 

2. Alyaska will be forced to bring notions in each of 
the civil actions to deternlne the extant to which the plaintiffs 
have obtained information from defendants and to suppress the use 
of that information* 

The likelihood of Alyeska having to bring a multiplicity 
of motions for protective orders is alone sufficient grounds for 
this Court to grant injunctive relief in this first instance. As 
noted commentators have stated; 

If the consummation of a wrongful act will 
injure plaintiff, and in order to obtain 
redress at law be would be required to bring 
many actions against many persons, he is 
entitled to an injunction to p re v ent the 
-1P- 
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performing of the met. where the rights of ell 
depend on the seme questions both of lev end 
feet. Also, where thr consumaetion of e 
wrongful or lllegel set will probably result in 
meny disputed claims and many actions at lav 
against complainant, his remedy at lav is 
inadequate and he is entitled to the protection 
of equity by injunction. 

43 C.J.S. Injunctions f 29, p. t24 (Vest 
1971) (annotations omitted) • 

Without immediate injunctive relief, Alyeska will be 
deprived of any effective remedy. On the other hand, if this Court 
grants Alyeska 's application, nothing vlll change the status quo 
for either plaintiff or the defendants. Defendants can show no 
hardship which would, legitimately or otherwise, justify denial of 
Immediate injunctive relief. Having solicited or cooperated in the 
theft of the documents from Alyeska, defendants cannot claim to 
have property rights superior to Alyeska, at whose direction the 
documents were prepared by Alyeska 's attorneys. 

D. AlY.lk.-l. Llk.lv to Pr.v.ll on th. Writ. 

The Court is likely to award judgment in favor of 
plaintiff Alyeska. Alyeska's evldenoe thus far establishes that 
defendant Hamel has illegally transported stolen Alyeska corporate 
and internal documents across state lines, that he acted in concert 
with others in a pattern of this and other illegal activity, and 
that he and the other defendants are liable for violations of the 
RXCO statutes. Moreover, the defendants will likely be found 
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liable for civil conspiracy , conversion and Interference with 
contract. 

Further, the evidence demonstrates plaintiff's rights to 
permanent injunctive relief against Hamel's trafficking of subject 
documents. Hamel has no defense at lev or equity, despite his 
purported claims that he le an environmental "whistleblower" or 
"watchdog” and labor advocate. United States v. Lester. 541 F.2d 
4ft (Sth cir. 1576) (the Intent, good faith, or mistake of a 
converter Is not relevant except to the issue of punitive damages). 

Because Alyeska is likely to prevail on the merits of 
this action, and, as discussed above, has shown that it will suffer 
irreparable harm absent such relief, it is entitled to a TRO and a 
preliminary injunction according to the terms sst forth above. 

E. This Case Presents Serious Questions of 
Public Concern Regarding Protection of 
Privileged Documents Prom Disclosure 

This case raises the issue of whether the lav provides a 
means by which one can prevent disclosure of and recover documents 
which, in the context of existing litigation, would bo privileged 
from discovery. Such means exist in the court's inherent power to 
enjoin the unauthorised retention and use of misappropriated 
property. The property rights which adhere to tangible goods apply 
with equal weight to recognised economic interests, including a. 
client's interest in legal advice. 

Alyeska seeks to protect its property rights embodied in 
documents which constitute, discuss or describe its attorneys' work 
product and its communications with its attorneys. The 
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Inviolability of an attorney'* work produet was recognised in 
Hickman Yi. Taylor, m o.a. 4 t 5 , $10-11, #7 •. ct. iss, ti L.td. 

451 (1945) s 

Zn performing hie various duties ... it is 
ssssntlal that a lawyer work with a certain 
degree of privacy, free from unnecessary 
intrusion by opposing parties and their 
counsel. Proper preparation of a client's case 
demands that he assemble information, sift 
through what he considers to be the relevant 
from the irrelevant facts, prepare his legal 
theories and plan his strategy without undue 
and needless interference. • • • This work is 
reflected, of course, in Interviews, 
statements, memoranda, correspondence, briefs, 
mental impressions, personal beliefs, and 
countless other tangible and lntanglbnle ways - 
- aptly though roughly termed ... as the 
"work produet of the lawyer. ■ Were such 
materials open to opposing counsel on mere 
demand, much of what is now put down to writing 
would remain unwritten. An attorney's 
thoughts, heretofore inviolate, would not be 
his own. 

... 

[T]he general policy against invading the 
privacy of an attorney's course of preparation 
is so well recognised and so essential to an

Tho policies behind protection of confidential 
cossunicotions between o client end its ottomeys is even nore well 
estobliehed. fist Alosko Rule of Evidence 501(b); S If ignore, 
Evidence | 2291 ot 545 (McHoughton rev. if Si). At issue here is 
Alyesko's obility to suppress the further disclosure of its 
privileged cossunicotions without heving to volt until the 
information gornered from those cossunicotions finds its wey into 
octuol civil or crlsinol proceedings ogolnst Alyesko. 

This cose roises serious questions for our logoi systes 
which transcend their inportsnee to the parties herein* Without 
immediate Injunctive relief, Alyesko will never hove tho 
opportunity to seek o determine t ion of these questions* 

Accordingly, this Court should grant Alyesko's oppl lest ion for o 
TRO and o preliminary injunction os set forth above*

That's what I thought. 

No,, not Donald, he's got financial brothers. The Trump 
Brothers actually. They're South African, .and they're 
tired of everything from pollution to whatever, and actu- 
ally, they wanted to get started when the Exxon Valdez 
when the spill first took place, and so ve were late. 
And that's how I guess ve ran into you. Me were sending 
'Ricky to those conferences and that's how ve found out 
about you. Me heard about you before. 

So, you're that new? 

Brand new. 

Oh, I didn't know. that. I thought you were operating for 
a while. 

Yeah, well we're brand new now. People in different 
cities have been doing paralegal work, investigative 
things, litigation research for years. And what X do, my 
function is to coordinate it. I'm the person that the 
law firms say is user friendly. To use computer lan- 
guage, X can tell them what they need and develop ideas 
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and different things. So probably. . . 

What is the whole outfit? 

I answer to a board of directors thats a bunch of people. 
Actually, there f s 12 people on it right now. Some of 
then are in the energy business. It's not anybody that 
you know, connected with Exxon or anything like that, but 
they are related to the business of power companies, 
executives, and things like that who on one hand earn 
their bread and butter fron energy related things but on 
the other hand are tired of whats going on from every- 
thing fron the reefs in Plorida to the Prince William 
Sound incident, things like that. So they said, "Look, 
we'll fund it a while, see how - we'll totally fund it, 
let's plan on totally funding it, we'll give it a year 
and a half and see if you can generate incone.

To file a suit, for example, to get a suit 
going, you need affidavits from people.

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God, I'd lovt something, I'm dying of thirst, I'd love 
something. . .whatever you have, 7-up anything.

Cause I'm not sure yet where I'n at and I can't see my- 
self. I can't sake one mistake. They can make 50,000 
and they're ahead. I make one mistake and that's it. 
Yeah, I don't blame you. Especially those documents. 
Those are so powerful. The Attorney/Client Privilege 
matter is so powerful you really have to be careful. I 
don't blame you for holding those close. 

The people in that case can't look at them. 

I know. 

But I don't mind. 

What I want to do and that's why we'll go to the office 
and maybe my computer guy can make some since out of 
explaining to you what the hell it is he's doing with 
ReadWare or what he want's to do with ReadWare he's plug* 
ging in there, and see if it works.

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have to give up never to go anywhere, I'm going to do it, 
because that's ay thing, ay personal thing. I've saan too aany 
paopla get hurt and I can't go help than whan thay'ra hurt. 
Can't gat then a job they naad help paopla so what 1 can't 
control I don't do. But at laast, I'a very patient, too. You 
figure someday ay tine will coma, so, in this case, I never 
told John Hund that I had this source because ha would have 
insisted on aaeting him and ha would have dropped the word 
somehow and the owner companies would know it and this is a 
tough ball game in the shipping business so I just told his 
what to look for, I said, John, you go to the owner companies 
and ask them for the cable traffic that goes to each tanker 
when it goes to Panama to Alaska, it stops for bunkers, either 
in San Francisco or L.A.. When they stops for bunkers, the 
owner, I've got it all documented, when they stop for bunkers, 
it takes, say, four hours, to bunker a shipment for diesel 
fuel. The instructions are, hey, captain and first mate, 
there will be another barge coming alongside and you are to 
take on liquid from that and put it in your ballast water and 
take it with you. That's ballast water. Ballast water is 
sucked from underneath, but this was coming from the top, and 
mix it with your ballast water and spread it out. The 
captain's going to like it and you don't know who is going to 
give you what; you don't want to blow 'a tanker up and say 
well, contractor told me to take this ballast water and 
there's something in it, the whole thing is so worrisome, but 
it takes more time. Instead of loading in four hours, it will 
now take nine hours, five extra hours for this crud to come on 
board and a supertanker, well, every minute, well, you know 
the story of the Valdez, get the tanker out in minutes, so 
every minute counts. So they told them what to ask for and 
how. What he didn't know is that I knew you could go through 
the office and ask for the right thing that you get in each 
office. So he didn't ask for it; he didn't ask to see the 
traffic; he had an ex- investigator with him, an oceaneer, and 
on the third part they screwed me this way. With the gal from 
Valdez. A very major thing I'll tell you about; this guy that 
committed suicide on me; he screwed me on that one and that 
bad one, Amapco, and so, I had to live with it; I just forgot 
about it. I didn't forget about it, but there was nothing I 
could do. Turns out that a year later, Robie Russell, the 
head of EPA region 10 puts out a final report, the task 
investigation was a failure because it couldn't find any 
corroboration from my sworn testimony; I had four people that 
gave sworn testimony but they're all at the receiving end at 
Valdez; knew that the stuff was coming in; knew it would upset 
the system; knew that the cable traffic came in and forewarned 
that it was coming; knew that they had to disconnect the 
environmental analysis stuff and whatnot so they could dump it 
in the bay because they can't treat it; it would upset the 
whole system. And the problem was, according to Robie 
Russell, these people said that, but they are all past 
employees and he can't find any present employees who knows 
anything about it who will say anything except this gal who 
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they didn't seem to want any answers from and we don't have, 
we couldn't find any corroboration from the owner company; 
nobody's volunteering, so the trouble at the time, the way the 
questions were asked, they weren't going to get any answers, 
at the owner company as well. They didn't ask for the cable 
traffic; its very simple. If you had asked for every cable 
that goes to the ship between the ti=e it leaves Panama and 
the tine it arrives at its stop and bunkers its toll, you'd 
have found it right there. Well, there's nothing I could have 
done about it, so, I just put it in my backpack and said, 
someday, I'll bitch about it and when I write Doug Bailey; 
Doug Bailey, you know, he always turns to me and says. Chuck, 
keep a record, keep a record, someday you're going to write a 
book cn this and you're going to blow them out of the tunnel; 
keep a record. So, about several months ago, apparently, EPA 
and DEC of Alaska, agreed with Arieska that they would modify 
their NPSD permit where Aliaska would no longer be responsible 
for vhat comes out the effluent that isn't ballast water 
material, i.e., if somebody's put something in the ballast 
water that is not ocean water and not oil cleanage from the 
boat, its not their fault. But EPA and DEC would henceforth 
becoce responsible; its up to them to detect it, to have the 
suspicion, to fly or send somebody in to Valdez; get a sample 
that is going from the tanker to the shore, analyze it, which 
takes weeks, analyze it for what?, you've got to know what 
you're looking for or it costs you a fortune, and do something 
about it. But Aliaska ie not responsible because how can they 
be responsible? They can't control something like that. I 
was the one to file the complaint so I should have known about 
it. Such a modification, I would think. But I didn't get any 
notice of it. But they had public notice; it was in the 
newspaper; I have to get the newspaper, but I don't read the 
public notice section, for Christ's sake. The public notice 
section said that between June something and July 12th of this 
year, there 'd be a public comment period and they'd hold a 
hearing in Valdez. Nobody responded. Rickie Ott was 
responding and going to it; she shows up in Valdez and they 
cancel it because they hadn't heard from me that she was 
coming. They hadn't heard from anybody that wanted to be 
there so they cancelled it two days before the final comment 
period. And they know the fisherman are all fishing and they 
don't even know what the hell is going on; she's out fishing; 
how's she supposed to be reading little ads? So, she had been 
all prepared for arguing about much -of the modifications they 
were doing that were wrong and she also had this little 
modification here and she was against it; it didn't make 
sense, that they'd absolve this responsibility and I was on my 
vacation there in San Juan Islands and she was fooling around 
looking for me and ay answering service and she called and I 
got back to her and she was in for a day; she had motor 
problems; she said that she wanted me to see her comments 
because she never says anything like that without going 
through me; she just made some horrible mistakes a couple 
times and I got deep shit in trouble and ever since then 
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anything she tvtr says about anything to do with the Aliaska 
Valdez and whatnot, I hava to sea it first just to sake sura 
there is no, she just sends it to me wherever I an. But I was 
on these islands and I was at a hotel by coincidence just 
having brunch, so she faxed it to ne right away and I see this 
clause in there about relieving you of responsibility on crud 
coming up and I had been hearing that they are sending the 
crud up together; they didn't know what I was going to do 
about it, but I heard it was going on again. Once they got it 
resolved, Aliaska knew it was coming because, hey, Aliaska is 
the owner companies. So, Rickie made a complaint or comment 
that she was against it and I got in the next day to a 
typewriter at my ex-in laws, and typed up a comment and I made 
it by 10 minutes; I found a shoemaker with a fax machine and 
got it in to EPA within 10 minutes and went in the next day to 
raise hell with EPA about it and they said, buddy, you would 
have been told, we're sure you were told, so last Monday I got 
a letter from saying we sent it to you; it must have been lost 
in the mail, because you are on our list. They didn't say 
that they knew they'd sent it, "you must've gotten it", it 
must have been sent to you, I'm sorry you didn't get it, the 
mail must have lost it. I don't know what the case was, but 
anyway, with you in mind, I casually called. I was so bad 
that I was always out on my car phone and my office had my 
secretary kept getting me on this to get me off my car phone 
to call into the house; to the office. But I used to use the 
car phone like for my mother, you know, you got to talk to 
your mother, and that's a good time, you're driving around and 
talk to my mother; another 20 minute call. 

wb: I'm sorry to interrupt you. I'm getting pages and I'm trying 

to find out where the computer guy is so he can show you. 

ch: Who was that you were just talking to? 

wb: That was Sherry, the new young lady. 

ch: What's her last name? 

wb: Rich. 

ch: And where is she? 

wb: She's at the mall. 

ch: So how did you find her? 

wb: She put a number in here, see, there's the number, and I 

called it. I was hoping it would be Vern but it was her. She 
paged me; she has one of these also. 

ch: I didn't hear it go off. 

wb: It vibrates. 
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ch: Oh. 

vb: (beeper tone) There's the tone. It has three switches. So, 

if you're in a meeting, I got six pages while we were sitting 
here. That's why I finally had to call; I was ignoring them. 
But its neat, if ycu have it on your hip, and then you get a 
page, feel it. 

ch: Oh, yeah. I heard about it because mine used to be; I used to 

turn it off so, 

wb: These are great and then you get the number like this and you 
print it around; say if I was going to call this, 
(demonstrating beeper; beeper tones) just like the ones at 
home. And then he sends his page like this, one page, and you 
hit it, 

ch: And you use that pcund, huh? 

wb: Yeah. 

ch: But my problem is that the pound has to be hit twice or it 

doesn't work; that's what I was doing wrong. 

vb: These are great. Nine dollars a month. 

ch: No kidding. 

vb: $9.95 and we communicate through them. You can't beat it. 

You might want to consider one of these because 

ch: Yeah, I'm due for cne. 

wb: because she can get ahold of you and you know all that stuff. 

ch: She says its about time I go back to my old system. 

vb: Anyway, hell. I'll get you one on our thing, that way we can 

communicate with each other. O.K., lets get you one. 

ch: What it did, though, I forget where I'm at. Do you remember 

where I was at? They didn't ask the right questions. OK, so 
I sent my comment, but I talked to the wheels at EPA and I 
didn't want to press them to just knock it off; I wanted to 
leave it where its at. They wanted to make the modifications; 
they closed to make the modifications and were going to issue 
the modification until I made my complaint. So, Rickie Ott 
made her complaint on behalf of the Oil Reform Alliance, which 
is a bunch of environmental groups that she is president of, 
and a number of huzan beings, and United Fisherman of Alaska, 
you know, a whole group like that, so they had to think twice 
before they moved forward on the modification without playing 
with them. So they're going to take a couple months. So we 
got a breather. I didn't want them to just say no and agree 
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vith me and stop everything because you vant to take advantage 
of that thing sitting there because I still had my 60 day 
notice. It's five years old but its still legal. I gave 60 
days notice that I was going to take action. They took years 
to say they were not sure vhat I was talking about and new 
they are doing it again and they were about to modify the NP2S 
permit to help the other guys, so, for a change, E?A 
Washington is so upset about vhat this guy vent through for at 
Region 10 that they let all the employees out there, the 
technicians and the wheels, emote. Everybody was P.O. 'd about 
their program that was being stopped by him go do it. And 
that's how air quality vent after Aliaska and hit him vith, 
its going to cost $200 million to clean up the air quality 
problem that I identified in October of 1987 that had Bennett 
Johnson vrite a letter that said, I mean, I gave testimony, I 
mean, in hearings before you and Anvar clean up this thing. 
Bennett Johnson, my old buddy, who is all oil, believe me, but 
anyway, he is still my old buddy, he writes a letter and says 
lets stop talking about and it took 2 1/2 years to get an 
answer to the letter. He hasn't got his answer yet but the 
Aliaska finally answered the EPA and then they got hit vith 
all these notices of violations, holy mackerel, you can't do 
these things. It took 2 1/2 years to answer the questions 
vith all the lawyers involved cooling off the answers. So, 
they were a little nervous, yesterday, because EPA said 
everybody's had problems that Urban Russell sat upon, go do 
your thing, while the lawyer who is screwing up on my stuff is 
a 13 year man; he's going to be harder to deal with but ny 
thought was this, I have since found out that they are doing 
it very heavily again and in between, in the very beginning, 
when I made my comments, I also gave them documents, too, EPA, 
Exxon documents, BP documents, etc. about ballast water. They 
were dynamite. It shoved that they knew they had a problem, 
they knew they had to do things, but they didn't do it. They 
knew they had sludge and all kinds of problems. And they 
would read these secret documents, real good stuff. The owner 
companies taps Aliaska, and their attorney in Washington, same 
guy who was associated with the people who pick up the trash, 
went to judge Jackson in federal court in Washington, U.S. 
District Court, and insisted under the Freedom of Information 
Act to get all these documents that I gave EPA, so I stopped 
giving any more documents after that. Because every document 
I gave them I had put on the bottom something like, "if you 
have to give these up, they have to self-destruct" and they 
told me we can't accept things that way, that we can't have 
them. And I said, you've got to have, I will give you nothing 
that you can't agree to self-destruct if there is any subpoena 
form or anything. Just, you have got to protect the people. 
So they accepted them under those conditions. So the owner 
companies go to judge Jackson and they say, Hannibal is not a 
source. The sources are whoever they are and Aliaska. So, 
you can't protect Hannibal as a source that way, so whatever 
Hannibal gave you, you've got to give to us. I don't 
understand it, motions back and forth, so the justice 
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department fights on bshslf and CPA attorneys fight in federal 
court; it takes ssvsral years. They nsvsr got written up in 
the prass; I told tha prsss; thay just did this dantist kind 
of stuff , so it navar got vrittan up, it just hung thara in 
tha court, so finally tha judga Jackson or Johnson, what avar 
tha hall his nama is, rulas that Eammell is tha sourca, that 
tha sourca has chosan to dalivar itsalf. Ha took it; tha 
documents have to be protected and tha judga says, if va don't 
do that, you will find out that it is obvious that you era 
going to find out tha deal hurt these people under ate. etc. 
all this kind of stuff. So than thay go to tha court of 
appeals, thay didn't stop, thay lost in tha court of appeals, 
and I understood thay want to tha Supreme Court but I navar 
got copies of that. It just died thara. But thay want all 
tha way, O.K.? Because of that, thay chose tha forum. I may 
ba wrong but, anyway, I play too often, but what tha hall, I 
have fun doing it. Thay chose that forum. So thay can't 
argue later that whan I finally era rcisa my 60 day notice and 
EPA is hare in town, I'm hare, tha — are all over tha place, 
but they chose that forum, that's why thay had EPA on those 
documents and whatnot, so I moved forward and finally sued and 
sued hare in town. Thay could argue all thay want thay want 
to kick me out of town to soma other court, to Alaska, which 
I don't want to be, its too costly, its too complicated, I'm 
right hare. So, that's one thing. I think its acuta. 


wb: O.K. 

ch: Second thing, somewhere in tha middle of all that, who says 

thay can't throw in a motion, because I've got soma real 
dynamite stuff, wait until you hear what I've got in this 
suit, but anyway, somewhere along tha line, I have a little 
second thought that I could throw a motion in there at judge 
Jackson or Johnson or whatever it is, you said that thay 
couldn't have these documents or whatnot because thay will 
find out who it is and it will hurt somebody, those suckers 
are showing up at ay house trying to pick up my stuff, any 
chance of forget this lawyer-client privalaga, I want the 
deposed's attorneys who was in hare, who was told leave him 
alone, leave his stuff alone. 

wb: You'll sea who they are hiring to 

ch: They can spend all tha motions they want trying to stop that 

and it may succeed, but who says thay can't make that kind of 
motion. I mean, a lot of things you can do, we're not brand 
new at this thing, it took five years. There's a history 
here. Now what I have that makes a little frosting on this 
cake is Exxon. You know about — Sound, you know about the 
whole plea bargain for the restoration funds and they are 
going to have to buy things to make up for the damage. Well, 
it turns out that Exxon started a new type of business this 
last year or so; they use some of their supertankers, instead 
of coming down from Alaska, their mid-sise tankers, the

Baytown fcr one, in a monster barge, its a huge tanker barge, 
the Galveston, they park it in San Francises Bay, right in the 
bay, and anchor, and the supertankers coze to it, the Exxon 
Valdez types. They come to it and they light and they are 
there. They light these tankers, the Exxcn Valdez, just for 
your fun, I.R. Rosee, head of Exxon shipping, had had great 
debates about running the Exxon Valdez all the way up the 
river to his Venetia refinery. It can fit but it would just 
be a complicated thing to do. But he said if they do it the 
only guy who they will trust with it was Hazelwood. Honest to 
God. I thought it was the funniest thing, : was told this the 
other day by one of the captains. Only Hazelwood, he would 
only trust Hazelwood with that kind of a deal. But everybody 
agreed it was too dangerous to run that thing up that far. At 
any rate, what they've done is, both those vessels had to go 
into drydcck, as you have to periodically, per the survey and 
whatnot, and maintenance. And both of tzem, you've got to 
vapor free them, you've got to clean thee, you put chemicals 
in to clean everything out. And all the sludge. And the 
scales. And the slop tanks which has paint crap, all the 
stuff fren the engine room, the solvents, degreasers, and 
chemicals, all that out of the slop tarJc. The slop tank 
invariably goes to reclaimers, are you familiar with 
reclaimers? The reclaimers do tank bottezs and whatnot and 
they swish out all the water they can, etc. and finally they 
burn the rest. In Texas and Indiana, the only places with 
some liquid permits allowed for burning liquids with extra 
space, California, and I don't know where else, the liquid 
burners have backup, they can't put anymore in the tank, so no 

new waste can come in, you're going to light this as a , so 

what Exxon did is they shipped the stuff back from most of the 
ships to northbound tankers Aliaska. Since the Exxon Valdez. 
It gives it pizzazz. I thought you'd like a little pizzazz. 
I don't. If you'd like it, I'd like it, pizzazz. 

wb: (telephone dialing) I don't know. I'm waiting on him. All I 

want to know is where Vera is. Yeah, veil, page him. He 
doesn't have a pager, does he? Yeah, vhat's that number 

there? Ko, where Vera would be. The other office. Well, 
check with Rick and see if he's got it. leah, page me back, 
that's important. Have him, what I want to know is, I want 
him to call him and see if he is in his office, vhat's he 
doing? Well, tell him to try and call him there. So page 
him, I'm going to walk up to the front desk here in a minute 
and see if I can change the phone around. Hell, I mean, 
there's no reason to have pagers if somebody calls, but I need 
to know Vera's location 100% for sure. Tell Rick I need to 
know it. Thanks, bye. 

ch: So, Exxon did at least two. It could have been a lot more but 

I don't care about finding a lot more right now. I just 
wanted two, OK? What it does is, you have to understand that 
in the middle of all this there is still this big debate where 
Aliaska can't meet the NPDS permit requirements and they've 
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been in court on that because thay fussed around long anough 
so than thay said, "Oh, you'ra forcing us to contain this too 
complicated", sc thair benzene, thay just can't control tha 
banzane anough. So thay ara in big troubla in Alaska and thay 
ara still nagotiating how soon thay ara going to do vhat thay 
hava to do. Uh, but baar in aind that in tha compliance 
suborder that I got way back in v 85 thara vas on ordar in 
thara that I cczplained becausa thay vara taking tha tank 
f ara, a huga tank farm of Aliaska; it has nothing to do with 
ballast vatar, its a tank farm. Thay* vs got a lot of vater 
problems, that's ay problem, you know, you read about me and 
my problems thara, too much vatar in tha oil. Because of my 
complaint, soma cf tha ovner companies got smart and said, ve 
may hava to taka oil right off tha pipeline and va gat tha 
vatar vith it. But vhataver is in that tank farm, vhanavar 
thay divert vatar out of tha tank farm, thay veuld not taka 
any oil from tha rank farm vithout a vatar drav. And thay got 
a lot of vatar drav. It takes six hours to settle tha vatar 
out from tha oil. So thay vatar drav, vhat ara thay going to 
do vith tha vatar? It's got pollutants in it. So, it goes to 
ballast vatar; it's tha same as ballast. But its got a lot of 
banzana in it; thay vish to hall thay didn't hava to, but they 
convinced tha government that vhara ara va going to build 
another; va never knev va vara going to hava that problem 
originally, so you knov, but that is vatar that is going 
through ballast vatar. OK, thay do. What I vas complaining 
about is those plants never had tank bottoms. Vhat thay do 
when thay vater drav, thay get pumps inside little pallets and 
all that crap and sludge that is in tha bottom of those tanks 
alvays vent out vith tha vater into ballast vatar; that is hov 
they are cleaning out thair dues. Wall, ballast vatar can't 
handle it, all this crud, so tha ordar vas issued never can 
you hava vatar drav that includes any darkened vatar. Water 
goes out but whan it really starts getting dark it interfaces 
vith the oil, they've got to turn it off. So that vas the 
problem, OK. So than thay started shipping thair crap south 
to tha tankers. But if you can't hava beyond vatar any kind 
of oily substance coming out of tha tank farms, vhat ara you 
doing sanding tank linings, chemical crap from California from 
a tanker in California that is going into dry dock, the lav is 
its hazardous vaste in California. It has got to go to a 
reclaimer. But if you don't gat in onshore, you don't hava to 
vorry about it. You put it on tha tanker going up, that's 
Exxon. It's got pizzazz to it but of all people who were 
negotiating out up to $2 billion for restoration, its a right 
arm - left arm syndrome. Tha guys vho ara doing it at Venetia 
refinery, thay don't vant to spend that money, thay figure 
vhat tha hall, its got to go up to tha ballast vatar anyvay. 

vb: That is incredible.

ch: I've got on the other one, is he has a dedicated dock in Long 

Beach , California, San ?edro where crud of this nature is 
accumulated in the tank and two guys from Crowley Marine go to 
it, they wear gloves and masks throughout their little 

wb: You told me about that. 

ch: and they carry, they put it on the barge, the barge is brought 

alongside BP Alaskan bound tanker, put in the ballast, so we 
spent a little time and effort on that one this week and my 
guys spent more time on it, and it turns out, they start 
tracking down what is going on in California with this stuff 
because the reclaimers have no more, their permits don't allow 
any more liquid waste tc burn, they are shipping it to Texas 
and Indiana, but they tracked down a one, for example, they 
just traced one thing for me, tank cleanings from a BP tanker, 
I guess, was put in these trucks, tank trucks. These tank 
cleaners have all kinds of crap, you never know what is in 
there, OK. And then it vent to reclaimer, signed in, and was 
signed out to Texas, but the truck never unloaded. It went to 
the docks. That was my interest. Now, the other thing they 
tried to tell me but I wasn't interested in but thought you 
would be is the tank cleanings from tanks and whatnot out 
there, all of the little producers out there of this crap, it 
goes to the reclaimers and what the reclaimers are doing now 
is bringing some across the Mexican border, a mile and a half 
across the Mexican border and the truck driver is paid to open 
the spigot as soon as he gets to wherever they are going. The 
second thing that is going on is farmers, this is the one you 
are going to like, farmers in California are being given this 
stuff so that they can put on their groves, their dirt groves 
around their farms to keep the dust down. 

wb: No. 

ch: So I figured, I thought it would get your pants a little bit. 

wb: Oh my god. 

ch: So, first things first. Going back to the Alaska thing. The 

pizzazz of having Exxon pollute in their own backyard again. 
BP is a much worse offender than Exxon, but I think you have 
been around enough to know anytime I get involved in this kind 
of thing, if there's a tank to put crap in, and somebody's 
getting rid of it for you, then other people say the guy who 

is doing it for you, Crowley Marine, has get a 

.. .unintelligible. . .Somebody says, jeez, I got this shit. 
Don't worry about it. Get rid of it there. Other things get 
in there you never even dreamed of. And that's why Aliaska, 
one time, like they get PCBs or something, but John Hund 
wouldn't pursue it. They got a bad batch of something, 

chemicals. The other thing you are going to find, I don't 
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have proof on this, I just know vhat's going on, I decided you 
only spend so much money on this kind of stuff, the burden is 
on them, what the hell am I doing spending all my money? But 
ether than what the owners are going to say, well, Alaska 
north slope crude, so it came out of the tanker, so its tank 
cleanings, it has a few chemicals in it, but its really A as 
crude so who bitches? That is the right arm - left arm 
syndrome. They don't understand we got to buy it so it can't 
have anything from the tank farm because it can't handle what 
it's got, so you don't add more benzene problems and more of 
these hazardous substances, first of all, whether its A AS 
crude or not at one point. The whole ballast. Congress said 
they had to have and what they agreed upon is water from the 
ocean and the cleanage, A £ S crude, Alaskan oil soaked crude 
cleanage in that tanker. What I know is happening but you 
vill just have to trust me on that one, is the product tankers 
from Exxon, Chevron, I don't know who else, but at least Exxon 
and Arco and BP. The product tankers out there, when they go 
for cleaning, that's what I had the last time, so if they are 
back dooring it again I am sure its the same thing again. The 
last time that I made my complaint, that's what they were 
doing. When they clean out their product tankers, it costs 
them a fortune to get rid of those slop tanks and all that 
crap. So give it over to big money to the reclaimer and send 
it to Alaska as ballast, who the hell knows? Its oil, a 
number of years ago Alaska never sold crude anyway before it 
came out of the chemical plant or it put leaded gas in there, 
put all kinds of stuff in there. So, Elly is still wrong, I 
mean, its a beautiful case because its all done, its been 
fussing around all this time and finally got to the point 
where now its, I've got everything. So, yesterday I met with 
the guy who has left BP subcontractor, the tanker company, and 
like, he couldn't remember half of it, because like you said, 
at the time, he thought it was legal. Everybody thought it 
was legal. So the details he can't remember. But the kind of 
things I got out of him yesterday I wanted to really low-key 
him, you can't scare people away, you know that, so, I spent 
ninety bucks for lunch yesterday with him, but you know, lunch 
in New York, ninety dollars, I mean, two people, I told him, 
get a nice quiet place where we could talk, well, he gets a 
nice Italian place, but what I got out of him was, what I 
wanted to know was, you know, we don't need a million piles of 
paper that mean nothing. I wanted to know what wording were 
they using when BP was telling them for him to tell his 
captain what to get. It turns out it was ballast. They 
called it ballast. Pine, they just wanted to know what I was 
looking for. And he only remembers two times; it could have 
happened a lot of times but he personally remembers sending 
the cables twice. The reason he felt they weren't using him 
such is his contract was: pick up the oil, deliver it, and 
I'll give you so much a barrel. So, it cost them money to use 
him. Using the tankers that they had under permanent hire, it 
was their tanker, if it sits an extra four hours, its their 
tanker. With him, he wants to charge them for sitting four 
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hours, and there's this long dsbats and discussion, you know, 
and you just don't nssd that. So ha only remembers at laast 
tvica. But ha axplainad to me why it wouldn't pay for them to 
ba using his ships that of tan; it just happanad to ba tha 
right tima, tha right place, because it was too coaplicatad 
because of tha type of contract ha has. But ha says ha knows 
about the slop tanks. That's tha other thing, I know that tha 
slop tanks on these tankers are always duaped into ballast 
water and given to Aliaska. Its illegal but who's going to 
argue? That's not half as bad as ^tha, this is coaparable whan 
you have no trash and garbage disposal on your house and 
you're taking out tha garbage every day and walking up and 
dropping it on tha street along tha way, you know, wall, its 
that kind of crappy deal, you know you're not doing tha right 
thing but what tha hall, who's going to catch you? And tha 

wb: Is it going on right now? 

ch: Oh, yeah. And what I've got is, tha captain who I net with 

who is scared for damn good reason, ha's got family and you 
know, he’s bean a captain for years, he can't afford to, you 
know, what's ha going to do tomorrow if ha doesn't have this? 
Ha was super. I am going to do wall with him. It's bean 
almost four months since ha wanted to see me but wouldn't sea 
me. But what ha did is, ha said, look, he'll call and make 
sura of the dates of these two tankers. I says, I want to do 
something. And if you even ask one of your fallow crewman or 
a captain about something like that and this breaks free, you 
will get caught. So ha really appreciated my thinking this 
way. And he realized that I was going to protect him. And I 
says, look, no, no, I don't need the dates, it went to drydock 
and it won't ba hard for me to find out what data it went to 
drydock and before they went to drydock, they transferred 
their slops and cleanings and whatnot to tha tanker going 
north. So, all I need is tha fact they want into drydock, 
what happened to tha tank cleanings because you can't go to 
drydock. Normally, whan you go to drydock in August or 
whenever, tha drydock people provide the barge for your tank 
cleanings and whatnot and they make tha arrangements to 
reclaim it and they just charge you for it. And you're going 
to find out whan you start looking that none of these 
supertankers have any tank cleanings any more. The drydock 
doesn't have any record of it and they don't need it. But 
they're vapor free. Because they got rid of it. So the lie 
is its hazardous waste in California. Where did it go? Or in 
Oregon or Washington state. Where did it go? Its a field 
day. I don't want to spend that money. Why should we? I got 
enough cold turkey and then you put out, what my, which I 
always like to play lawyer because I spent so many fortunes on 
lawyers now that I think I make a great, I think I could do 
some lawyering myself. And I'm always willing, so. So, but 
anyway, they always shoot me down, but sy thought is go into 
federal court here with the data that I am going to have on BP 
and a lot of people are getting angry with BP in this country; 
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Kiras and Hilke is sadder than hall with than because they do 
all this little cheating all the time; they're a big company; 
the number two oil company in the world; why do they have to 
cheat? They sake enough money already and they lie. 

vb: I would love to do that. Z think it can be done but what 

ch: Now, when you walk in the door, what Z want to do is to be so 

prepared in my interrogatories; Z don't want to spend money on 
a deposition, bullshit, you know interrogatories normally are 
not worth shit. 

wb : Z agree . 

ch: But when you hit Exxon with an interrogatory, what happened 

with the tanker that took the Galveston took the Baytown and 
you hit BP about what really is going into this tank dedicated 
that they're wearing masks and gloves that you're shipping up 
to Alaska, and have your interrogatories on a whole bunch of 
things that I can list for you, they're not going to be ablm 
to, they're going to have to sit down and work a deal out. 
Maybe Z'm wrong, but Z think the deal is going to be, uh, I 
don't know if you're familiar but three or four years ago some 
crewman squealed on Exxon. Exxon's tankers from Aruba would 
come up to Baytown and Bayway refinery in New Jersey, dump 
their crude oil and products, whatever they brought up, and 
instead of turning around and going south, they went up the 
Hudson River, right by New York City, right by the Statue of 
Liberty. The tanker would go up and . . .unintelligible. . .near 
the Tappanzee Bridge. And then leave. Every trip. All the 
tankers. You know what they were doing? Tank cleanings. And 
nobody knew. The river was pretty dirty. Cleaning their 
tanks and they picked up fresh water up at the Tappanzem 
bridge. Fresh, non-salt water. Aruba doesn't have any water. 
The refinery needed clean water. The tanker would go full 
down. Nobody caught on; There's a tanker going out of Hew 
York harbor

sr: OK. 

ch: What is your schadula? Whan ara you leaving town again? 

vb: I don't knov; I am vaiting to hear. I'll ba hara at least 

through tomorrov. I'll ba hara this veekend so va can coma 
back. So, 

sr: You're having problems vith tha phones and you can't gat out. 

vb: Yeah, vail, I can gat out. But I can't gat somebody to call 

in. 

sr: I'll talk to tha people dovnstairs. 

vb: Go to another phone once and try to call ma on 329 and sea if 

it works. 

ch: Sherry has already found her apartment and all her stuff? 

vb: She's looking. 

ch: It's a great town but you hava to knov people. It's a great 

town for looking after somebody's house. We got friends of 
ours, soma gals, collage girls vho ara avan living that vay i 
tha summer. They look after someone's house and feed their 
cat. They gat a beautiful home, tha car, to look after their 
cat. Uh, they gat $20.00 a day or something. 

vb: Not working. 

ch: She has a car, I assume. 
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sr: I called. 

vt: It doesn't work. Unless its somebody else's phone set. What 

did they tell you, what did that lady tell you about the 
extension? 

sr: She said that with our phone they hadn't hooked it up as cf 

yesterday but it should have been hooked up. 

vt: I can dial out. 

sr: You can dial out and you should be able to get calls. 

vt: I can't get a thing. Can you call me? 

sr: No. But I got calls yesterday and I vas in here working. 

vt: Yesterday they transferred then, see? 

sr: No. It wasn't transferred. It was after five that I was in 

here. Doing paperwork. 

vb: Why don't you play with the switchboard. I got to be able to 

get calls. I'n really looking for Vem. Hit those automatic 
answering things on the switchboard on your way out and try to 
call me in. See if that works. 

sr: OK. 

vb: By the way, she is looking for a space. 

ch: I'll tangent a lot but that's my nature. Because I have so 
damn much in here to tell you but, a few years back, on cy 
ordering the oil problem, one of the companies was Mapco in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. They took over our three sources company who 
I had my contract with and Hapco was very familiar with north 
resources; certain people were very familiar with my water 
problem and I had figured that out at that point and they saw 
to it I wasn't getting paid, they cut off my contract, they 
were sticking it to me, when they knew all along where the 
water was coming from. And they were blaming the ship owner. 
And they said that I was defending the ship owner and I was a 
bad guy. So I filed suit against them in Delaware because we 
were registered in Delaware, incorporated in Delaware, knowing 
that they would scream at their headquarters in Tulsa and want 
to move it to Tulsa, and I wasn't going to spend any money on 
the suit. They owed me four or five hundred thousand dollars, 
I forget what it was, and I had damages and everything else, 
and supposed penalties if I wanted to, so I listed all that, 
and I had my lawyer do it all and agreed that I didn't want it 
to go to Delaware. I didn't want to drive that far. Hire one 
of these guys and dump it in the court up there. So he did 
so. And immediately they started motions about moving it tc 
Tulsa, jurisdiction, etc., its a federal court, but I was 
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ready for interrogatories. And ve had sufficient 
interrogatories that they refiled the suit vith the 
interrogatories. The interrrogatories were just in plain 
English. What about this, this, this, and that? Not like 
depositions where you are trying to find your way around, but 
I knew what the answers were and if they didn't give the right 
answer they were committing perjury anyway, so we dealt with 
that type of questions. So they didn't want to answer then 
and they didn't have to; they were going to nove it to Tulsa 
and then do all kinds of things. Then, we had the guy go back 
to another notion, say, your honor, while they are playing 
around, we're fighting this question of jurisdiction, that's 
fine. But we disagree, but let then do their notion and we'll 
do ours, but in the neantine, let then answer the 
interrogatories because whether we're here or out there, the 
judge out there is going to insist that they answer the 
interrogatories anyway, so we wanted the interrogatories 
answered. That one cane in on like a Tuesday afternoon 
delivered to the court and I was eating dinner at hone that 
evening when the guy who knows ne fron the conpany, they used 
the right guy, calls ne and says, hey. Chuck, what does it 
take to solve this thing in anount of noney? My legal fee for 
that at the tine. Not any nore. I just want ny noney. And 
he says, well, un, can we negotiate it? And I say, no, I just 
want ny noney. How nuch? And I say, exactly what you owe ne. 
And you don't have to adnit to doing anything or do anything? 
And I says no. Give ne ny noney and close the thing up. He 
said, can we add the old fashioned fax nachine? Can we do it 
by fax tonight? Hello, it is 7:30 at night. I was eating 
dinner with ny fanily. Sure. He had the thing to ne in 
ninutes, faxed it to ne, and he called ne, please sign it 
tonight, send it back tonight, I didn't have to call ny 
lawyer, I don't go for penalty on this type of stuff, in those 
days, on stuff like that, just like ay present Exxon deal, I 
just want what's nine. So, what I'n trying to tell you is, 
one thing about these oil guys, they'll fuss with you each 
line with legal stuff and they'll just hire the best guys to 
keep you, but where their ego, not their ego, where their P.R. 
is affected, where they are hurt, where they just can't afford 
this kind of stuff, they fall harder than everybody else. 
Really, that is when the wheel says, get rid of it, I don't 
care what it costs. Money is no object. Just get rid of it. 
It can't be in the newspaper again tonorrow. Because those 
are the kinds of things the longer it festers in the 
newspaper, every article repeats the beginning of it and they 
do polls, they do surveys and polls in Alaska to see what kind 
of damage I'm doing every once in awhile, that kind of stuff, 
so, I know where they are at but when I don't hit them hard 
enough, I can always file a suit. So, they been fussing 
around. But then in this federal court here and ve bring up 
the subject of, you know, the last time that they, uh, the 
judge, you didn't want them to see the documents, now they are 
running around picking up my trash. Ne may lose the fact 
that ve want to depose for lawyer-client privelege and 
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whatnot, tut I don't Bind. Just start hitting them all over 
the place, they want peace. In the case cf the Hudson River 
deal, it was an environmental group that vas told about it. 
Friends of wildlife or whatever, and they filed the suit, they 
just headed for it. In days, Exxon made an agreement with the 
state governor, who was still reeling, didn't even know what 
the hell it meant and how serious it was, the damages, nobody 
knew what, and Exxon walked in and said, ve'll give you half 
a million dollars to the environmental greup for restoration 
of the marshlands for the ducks along the Hudson River. Of 
course, that's all they want anyway, so they got it. 

sr: I'm going downstairs and then, um, the security guard doesn't 

know anything, but I called the hotel back and he got in touch 
with Vern and Vem is going to be busy all day but he said 
he'd try to call you tonight and work something out tomorrow 
to come set up the computer. 

wb: OK. Is Ray at the hotel? 

sr: Yeah. But he said he is going to be wording on something, 

busy. 

wb: Thanks. 

sr: Sure. Nice meeting you. 

ch: My pleasure. 

sr: Have a nice one. 

ch: Where are you looking for apartments? 

sr: I just vent, I drove and just wrote a bunch down over there by 

the mall fer renting signs; just a ton of signs out there. 

ch: What mall? 

sr: Oh, uh, Pentagon City. 

ch: Do you know you can walk over here from there? 

sr: Yeah. Do you have any suggestions? 

ch: Are you locking for a furnished? 

sr: Yes. It has to be furnished. 

ch: I vas just saying to Wayne its too bad, ve got gals in our 

neighborhood (tape interrupts momentarily) and they got a 
beautiful house and its just a nice house and but they are 
hard to find; you know they do it through the church and that 
kind of stuff. And you just want a little apartment. 
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sr: Just a one bad roc 3 . Lika I said, I've got four or five 

numbers today and I'm hoping something over there 

ch: Where are you getting the numbers from? 

sr: Just every sign over there; I saw a condo place that had some 

"for rent" signs. 

ch: Oh, and you need it in a hurry, or what? 

sr: Yeah. 

ch: Have you tried the Safeway?; they have little bulletin boards 

and stuff. 

sr: Oh, OK. That ought to be something good. Because I looked in 

the paper. 

ch: You know where the Safeway and Giant is over in Olde Town? 

wb: What's that? 

sr: I can find it. Like I said, I've got all these numbers. I've 

got at least four or five numbers. Something over here, I 
mean, they say "for rent", they got to be, unless they just 
not pay just rent. 

ch: Be careful. 

wb: Would you try 1130 for me? 

ch: Where you are going, some of these places, if you get in with 

a white enclave where everything around you, with the drug 
business and whatnot... 

sr: Right. 

ch: ...you are not going to be too comfortable. Of course, with 

the subway system, you can go almost anywhere with the subway 
system here. Or do you want to stay very close. 

sr: I'd like to. The closer the better for me. 

ch: Where are you fron originally? 

sr: Tampa. 

ch : Where? 

sr: Tampa. 

ch: All the way back? 

sr: Um hm. 
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ch: You sound like Texas. 

sr: Texas? No, Tampa. Tampa general. I've got to go. I’ve got 

things to do. It was nice meeting you. 

ch: OK. Good luck. 

sr: See y'all. 

wb: Let me try to transfer one over. 

ch: You know, when you have some problems around the office, I am 

sure they are going to help you a lot. My wife is also on my 
number. She used to be an executive secretary up on the Hill 
in the Senate so she knows her way around a little bit. So if 
you have problems that we might be able to help you with, if 
you're not working or something, 

sr: Good. 

wb: Lock the door behind you. 

sr: OK. I appreciate it. 

vb: I can't believe these phones won't let me in. Jesus. We got 

these phones; if we ever get our game together, we're going to 
be dangerous. 

ch: She has all the mannerisms of Sissy Spacek when Sissy was her 

age. 

wb: Doesn't she? She is so intense, I look at her notes here, 

reading what she's doing, water, power, off-shore energy 
subcommittee, she's like all over the map. She's really, I 
mean, that's why we picked her, I interviewed her, she had all 
this nervous energy. 

ch: She just wants to raise hell which is fine with me. 

wb: I think you will like her over time. What I want to do is, 
let me tell you what you just said sounds great, if we can 
focus on how final action and how they get jurisdiction and do 
these things. I would do two things. First, I want to stop 
if this crap is going on out in San Francisco; we need to get 
somebody, you've got to come in under good faith, you have to 
have good faith. I have to be able to say that my guys saw it 
which means that through your source I need to find out 

ch: We'll get that. I mean, we have to wait months. I'm not 

going to wait months. 

wb: OK. Well, then we need an affidavit. 

ch: You can have all the affidavits you want. 
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vb: Great. 

ch: Cn crewman. 

wb: That's great. 

ch: And you're going to get the tank, vhat's going on with the 

tank and whatnot. 

vb: CK. If that crap that they're supposed to separate out and 

burn off, if that is really ending up 

ch: That's a gift that you can have. 

wb: It that's ending up on land, 

ch: It is. 

vb: That is incredible. And who is ultimately responsible for it? 

Who is going to be the defendant? Who's is it to begin with? 

ch: ARCO, BP, Exxon, Chevron, Unocal. 

vb: What are you telling me? They are all doing it? 

ch: Well, you see, vhat they do is, just like what is going on in 

New Jersey, ve heard about some time back, vhere somebody in 
Kev Jersey had some hazardous waste and they give it to a 
truck driver and they go across the river to Ohio, so then its 
no longer registered anymore, all kinds of funny stuff 
happened and somebody opens the spicket, they pay a farmer to 
claw open a big hole and drop it in that hole. Some of the 
things that go on like that on the East Coast for a long time. 
In this case, its there's got to be a lot of illegal 
documentation going on, but for the farmers to be accepting 
it, same old story. I don't think they really know vhat they 
are doing. I don't think the farmer who accepts it really 
knows that when that runoff occurs and it goes into the water 
and the wildlife going down north and south 

vb: Because they just look this far ahead, and even if they did 

know, don't forget now, this is a farmer, he has no idea what 
effect that has long term. 

ch: That's happening. That, your guys, I thought of you there 

right away when I was on the road this trip when they were 
telling me that part and I says, well, that one there, vhat's 
happening there, you're going to do just like you did at 
Sailfish Point. You guys are going to start trailing along in 
your car and you're going to have a field day with that. 
Remember the sailfish in New England? 

vb: Yeah. That's vhere ve come in. What ve do and you were 
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asking sons other things vs do, is vs gst thsss expert 
witnesses lined up, to a certain extent you can certainly be 
an expert witness. Here is what I want to do with you. 
Especially if we file an action up here, this office is going 
to kind of be the focal point. I want, and I know that you 
and these guys haven't had a chance to load up your documents 
yet. You have a PC at your house? 

ch: Yes. 

wb: How many megabytes? 

ch: Its just a regular little box. 

vb: Just a regular PC, maybe 20 megabytes? You have a modem? 

ch: Uh, I'll check it out, but I don't know how to use it. What 
I do is, I used to put stuff in ay file and Ken would suck it 
out of cy file. 

vb: What if we loaded ? 

ch: With what? 

vb: Your documents into here. We've already given you a password, 

I think, which is why I'm so pissed that the guy isn't here 
but he'll show you tomorrow. Load your documents into here; 
you'll have access to them; we'll collate the things. What I 
want to know, of course, is I told you that about the legal 
documents. You'd have access to them; you can access them 
from your house with a modem. We'll put a modem in your 
house. 

ch: I don't need that. I've got this kind of stuff in my own 

office. 

vb: At your other office. What I'm trying to say is I'll donate 

the time to put them in, whatever you vant to put in here. 
You can then, we'll format it for you, you can collate it and 
then you can really use it. Because you got to, you know, 
you're like the CIA. You got tons and tons of this stuff but 

ch: But all on a paper hanger. 

vb: Right. More stuff than you know what you have. If Readvare 

is going to work, this is how its going to work. 

ch: OK. But I've got a problem. An immediate problem. The 

immediate problem is on this crap that is going north. I've 
got to do something on that before they rule one way or the 
other on that permit. 

vb: If its a good action, we'll get somebody to file it. 
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ch: How, who do you have for mo to, I'm going to stack it all up 

for me. I think I told you, I've got newspaper stories, the 
documents, etc., some I've got to spend time finding. Who 
will look at it and say, "Holy Mackerel". First of all, I 
know somebody that is going to say "Holy Mackerel" 

vb: We will. We will do it right here. I'll personally do it or 

Sherry can collate it. One of the things we'll do is we'll 
feed it into here and we'll say, what do we have? We'll OCR 
the shit out of it right here and see what happens. 

ch: You're going to get an OCR? 

wb: It's in. 

ch: You got one in here? 

wb: Yeah. It's in there. It's ready to go. What I mean by OCR 
is we're able to look at it in there and pick out the little 
phrases 

ch: But how do you OCR this? 

wb: Scanner. This is the scanner. 

ch: Oh! You've got a scanner! I didn't see it. 

wb: Sitting right there. 

ch: OK, I know that one right there. My in-law has got one of 

these. He's been sending me stuff. I was very surprised what 
he does. He takes a newspaper story, puts it through there, 

wb: If we take, for example, 

ch: He doesn't have the ASCII file, but that is alright. 

wb: Just the picture of it takes up a lot of memory. And we don't 

want to do that. I mean, that's like, a megabyte of page. So 
what ve do is we scan the data, we scan this in, and in OCR it 
says, tell me about, uh, talking about moose. And it says 
this is where it is first mentioned. And it gives us the 
highlights. 

ch: But you have to have it in an ASCII file, 

wb: Yeah, its ready to go. 

ch: This would give it? I didn't know Hewlett Packard would give 

you, unless you got, you got the board in here, OK, my guy 
doesn't have the board, the ASCII part, OK. 

wb: This is, what you're looking at is 12 or 13 thousand dollars 
worth of stuff right there that we just bought. 
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ch: Who would you have, lot us say that this whola crap is going 

on up thera, avarything that I'va described is parfact, and it 
fits going into fadaral court in a hurry with it, who would do 
that, who would ba tha lawyars doing that? 

vb: Wa shop it. Just like you shop for cars. We'd say, who we 

usad in tha past, vhat kind of cases, where is the 
jurisdiction. 

ch: They all have a problea of conflicts, too, because of tha oil 

companies. 

wb: Oh, yeah, wa check that out, but there are environmental 

lawyers around the country who like to kick ass. And ve shop 
it, so what's this guy charging? Well, this guy is going to 
charge $250 an hour. I've got to do that. That's where part 
of the, I've got to present this; look, these are tha actions 
wa are going to file, like this one right here, I'd like to 
get this one at $200 an hour. But we're going to gat some 
recovery on this. And part of our research fees are going to 
be paid for. I haven't looked at the rest of the thing yet, 
but this is the kind of things we need, we need some real, 
what they call, ovarass, or some real good things 

ch: I figured that out. 

wb: On this date, these happened, you know. We did this, they 

did that. And this is why its in violation. We need to be 
able to prove, OK, hare's one. In their activities of the 
subject property, the defendants generated, distorted and 
disposed of hazardous substances as defined in, etc. etc., and 
it goes on and on. We can prove that. 

ch: How can we prove that? 

wb: Because I've got soil samples. I've got affidavits from 

neighbors of these guys. And in this case, I think this is 
the one, we've got so many of these little ones going on, I've 
got a home video of these turkeys dumping barrels and barrels. 
So that's why 

ch: So that outfit, so you're paying for the lawyers. I thought 

they'd pro bono this 

wb: Oh, no. You can get somebody to do a pro bono case once in a 

while but you want to get their attention. If they've got 20 
cases in the office, and one of them is pro bono, that's the 
going to be the last case they are going to work on. 

ch: Oh I know that. But that's vhat I figured you had. 

vb: Oh, God, no. We're paying them. In fact, vhat I want to do 
with you and this is probably a good time to tell you is I 
want to pay you as a consultant for things like this to help 
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us get going. 

ch: I can't. On this item, this is my item. I don't want to, 

vfc: This is your item. You're not an injured party. But even if 
it was, even if this was, somebody poured oil in your yard at 
your house that we just came from, I'm not paying you for 
that. I'm paying you as a consultant. What I'm really going 
to pay you for is letting me get the horsepower out of those 
legal documents. 

ch: I don't want to get paid for that. I'm just going to give it 

to you. 

vb: Well, whatever. 

ch: What I want is, I want to do this action soon on the crap they 
are putting in; that's my complaint; the sixty day notice is 
already there and I would want that you all to join me that we 
could do it together. Have you ever done something joint with 
somebody else? Yeah, you do it with injured parties. Well I 
am the injured party for some reason, I am the citizen. I am 
the one who filed the suit. 

wb: Bad thing about that is they can take an emergency depo of 

you. We don't want you in a deposition. 

ch: They can make a depo of me? 

wb: They can take an emergency depo; they can twist the thing 
around and do a two week depo of you. And depos in civil 
cases are brought, what if they say, urn, how do you know this? 
We still have to come up with some first person, legitimate 
sources. We have to come up with some, something we can put 
on the desk and say, here's what we have. If I have to send 
guys out and take pictures, on a personal note, I personally 
hate that shit, and if they're doing that, I want to stop it. 

ch: You're going to, they're going to have to immediately, I don't 

know how, in something like this, whether, where would EPA fit 
in the middle of all this? 

wb: You don't tell them until you get them. 

ch: No no no. But I mean, you don't bother sueing EPA on that 

kind of stuff; you just say those guys were doing it. The 
EPA, 

wb: What we do is, let's say, let's go down to, say the guy's 

dumping like this little one here. We go out and we find out, 
we get your horsepower, if that's enough, we can do something 
with it. If we need more, like more statements, pictures, 
anything like that, we get enough just so EPA can't turn back. 
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ch: Right. 

wb: Then we report it to EPA. Then we let them do the 
investigation. 

ch: Not on this one. This is the one, I've done that but they've 

fucked up. 

wb: That's fine, too. That's going to be part of the other part 

of the action. 

ch: They fucked up and now, uh, take ne back to what you're 
saying. If I do the sueing, 

wb: If ve sue anybody or they sue us, each party has a right to 

depose witnesses or plaintiffs or defendants on the other 
side. That's basically it. You've got a right to depose and 
ask them questions and ask them how they know things, why they 
brought the suit, and its fairly broad. They can ask you, you 
know, 

ch: I've been in depositions up to my ears and when they start 

asking stuff I don't want to answer, they can make a big fuss 
about it, 

wb: and they certify the question and then they can have a little 

hearing and have the judge ask you. But the point is, there's 
no reason for you to be a part of it. 

ch: Well, listen. I don't like the other guy 

wb: Oh, you want to be a part of it. 

ch: I want them to know its me. So, maybe, 

wb: Do you think that, let me ask you a question, do you think 
that its those kinds of things that being a party to the suit 
is going to get them to pay quicker? 

ch: No, I think that when they know its me that's done this to 

them, they are going to pay me quicker. Everybody's in it for 
their thing. They keep telling my lawyer they want to settle. 
They want to do something with me. My lawyer happened to be 
in a very peculiar position where he's a negotiator on behalf 
of the state outside lawyer to negotiate out the multi-billion 
dollar Amrita Hess case, which is the task case, the big task 
case, which the state has spent 32 million dollars on outside 
counsel in experts so far. Similar to ay case, they've 
cheated on the tanker rigs, and the cheating on the tanker 
rigs has affected taxes, the windfall profit taxes and all 
kinds of things. They really raped everybody. And they know, 
they agreed they had really done it, but they didn't want to 
go to court anymore. They wanted to go to court, we were 
close to the courthouse steps, anyway, and then settled. Then 
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cast the Exxon Vald ez and they need to be in court like a hola 
in tha haad now, in fadaral court, admitting that they've dona 
all this chaating. So thay vantad to sattla. So tha stata is 
using by coincidence, tha attomay general took his own 
partnar to sattla on bahalf of tha stata. And that's ay 
. . .unintelligible. . .And so ha laavas tha stata and goas down 
to San Francisco and ha sits with thosa sight oil guys, thair 
lavyars, to discuss tha settlement. Thay spant a vaak at a 
turn down there. In tha middle of all that, ona of them kaaps 
asking vhatever happanad about Kamel and tha othar man? 

vb: They're asking Julian? Tha oil guys ara asking Julian what 

thay ara going to do about you? 

ch: Ona of his little classmates from Harvard. Ha's a criminal 

lavysr from Alaska. 

vb: Who is that? 

ch: I don't know. I'll find out. But than tha Exxon attornays, 

who vara nagotiating vith my othar attomay, having to do with 
my land deal, kaaps talking about Chuck Harel. Oh, I forgot 
to tall you, tha lavyar vho is handling sy land daal, my 
laasas, is Bob Price of tha lav firm Grove, Agars, and Pries. 
Price of tha lav firm is his brother; ha's a partnar, but ha's 
not tha name partner, OK, its his brother. Grove, Agars, and 
Price represented Aliaska from day ona. He represented them 
at my hearing; my vater hearings. But Grove has gotten vary 
old and Agers is dead or vhatever, so they kind of got lost in 
tha shuffle; thay do littla odds and ends nov, all the big 
stuff is big outside lav firms out of California and tha lover 
48, so thay sand all these big guys in, on crutches and 
whatnot, 

vb: Ha also had Gibson dona. 

ch: So, they'd bean left out. All thay got is, thay taka on thes 

littla problems, ha doesn't have a partner anymore. So, 
that's why I did mine, by coincidence having them as my 
attorney vith Exxon, my partnar, vho is tha biggest part of my 
deal, has had this fellow. Bob Price, as his attorney for 10 
years for to solve his problems. And he's got lots of 
problems. So, whan va got into this hassle, I figured, there 
couldn't be a batter oil. Tha Aliaska lav firm, representing 
you at Exxon, whan I know Exxon wants to get out, if I had 
gotten any ether lav firm, tha guys vould have bagged me to go 
for damages and penalties because of its such a fantastic case 
and he'd have bean at odds vith Exxon; I aim at 60, my 
partner's at 65, I don't want damages, penalties, I want out. 
Wa got a big sled sitting there. 

vb: You think these guy ara going to help you vith that? 

ch: Thay'va done a good job. Oh, I am very pleased vith 
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everything so far. They were tough, because the guy vent to 
hell, like we were joking about it, one vay for hie to get the 
lav fire back with the oil companies was go stick it through 
the eyeballs and business would pick up again, and, Exxon says 
they are very happy vith him because they fussed around vith 
him and I* a a very patient guy, they can find that out about 
me. I let them fuss around and fuss around until it was time 
to do something and then I said, "spend the money to do one 
hell of a suit". So ve started at Thanksgiving and ve agreed 
that by April ve would have a court suit, vhatever you guys 
call the complaint and all that kind of stuff, ve*d have it 
all ready, just put it into court. Every little detail. The 
vay you would have done it. And put the lavyers on it and all 
these legal assistants; get everything all filled out, just 
the date was missing, and then ve vere fussing around vith 
Exxon, fussing around and they vere telling us they vanted to 
do a southern vacation; ve sent it to them on a Friday night; 
made sure the lawyer was there on a Friday night that ve had 
something for him to make sure he got it by fax, 79 pages, and 
the lavyers vere flying over the veekend to Alaska to see my 
partner, don't do it, don't do it, vhatever you say. I know 
that about them, that when they say, don't do it, don't do it. 
So then, fine, they said don't do it, they said they agreed 
that I had a hell of a case and I was going to pay for them; 
in Alaska they would have been, publicity vise they vould have 
been hurt, it vas stupid of them, it wasn't their fault, they 
meant veil but everybody vas busy, they meant veil, but honest 
from nov on. And they vere flying the head of the Point 
McIntyre field of Exxon's to meet me, you know, anywhere I 
vanted to meet, you know, they want peace. So, I don't knov 
how I got on that subject but, anyvay, so I got him taking 
care of that. Any other lavyer could have done it that vay. 
But nov they want peace at any cost and they tell him. Hey, 
ve knov that we're in deep shit vith Hannibal and ve knov vhat 
he can do there and we're going to be funding him to hurt us 
in the other direction but ve knov that but ve're the 
production department and ve don't care about the other parts 
of Exxon and vay up on top they're saying he's going to use 
this money against us elsevhere but, hey, ve got to get him 
out. So, there is where I said I'd play lavyer. It's a hell 
of a stake on my part. I don't want to be the post. Because 
I've got people I've got to protect. It vas dickstein. Shapiro 
who vas going to use me as a consultant; when I got him the 
job, I thought I had a piece of the action, vhat the hell, I 
brought him up there

ch: the day altar the spill, They did tha first suit; I got than 

together. Tha right paopla; thay had all tha right 
plaintiffs, tha raal key plaintiffs for tha whola thing, and 
than I found cut thay vara making $250 an hour or vhatavar for 
my stuff that I can gat for thaa and do for tham; than thay 
mantionad that I can't talk to tha paopla on tha othar sida. 
I said, "What do you maan, I can't talk to tham?" "Wall, you 
can't talk to than." " Why not?" So thay said, vail, its uh, 
if you • ra vorking for us, you can't talk to anyona vith Exxon, 
Aliaska, ate. anynora. All your sourcas hava to saa us. I 
can't do that. Bacausa I hava to look aftar tham; I promisad 
tham. 

vb: So, thay vara going to giva you $250 an hour in axchanga for 

you bringing tham up thara, basically. 

ch: Wall, thay varan v t avan part of this vhola thing. I just 

brought tham up on Eastar Sunday and thay vara giving ma $250 
an hour for all tha vork, all tha stuff that thay figurad I 
could do for tham and all the stuff I had and deal vith tham 
and help tham and bacausa I can't hava a contingency vith 
tham, I can't be a part of tha complaint, thay think, bacausa 
I'm not a lavyer. I love these lav firms. What tha hall is 
tha diffaranca if I'm a lawyer or not? But anyway, so, I said 
alright. I'll do that. Bacausa I was spending a fortune; I 
brought all that equipment that I had bought up thara; I had 
my scanners and my rooms up thara, my house, $300 a day, I 
spent thirty-some thousand dollars up thara in that period. 
But I didn't mind, I figurad that, wall, thay are going to pay 
most of it, or all of it, vhatavar, and than I found out that 
I can't talk to my paopla, so, I didn't sign tha contract. 

Thay had a contract for ma to sign and vhatnot, I didn't sign 

it. So, I ate tha losses but I vasn't going to giva up 
talking to my paopla. So what you're tailing ma is I hava tha 
same problem hare. This great idea of mine. 

vb: No, its a good idea. It all depends. If you vant to use it, 

this is going to be your so-called swan song. 

ch: No problem. I hava a vhola bunch of tham coming. 

vb: I maan, if ycu vant to use this, like you say, to gat their 

attention, and if this is one of those things that is going to 
push tham over, if you're close to settlement, you knov, than 
its your call. 

ch: If thay are going to be able to depose ma, I can't. 

vb: OK. 

ch: Bacausa I can't; I hava to protect these paopla. But there's 

no reason vhy thay can't know that I'm helping you guys 
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because its all messed up. Ycu know you are going to be 
recording all this stuff that has been done before. 

wb: We* 11 put you on the stationery. That'll fix then. 

ch: But I can't be, but I would be deposed. I gotta be fixed so 

I can't be deposed. 

wb: Well, you just wouldn't be a witness, plaintiff, or defendant. 

Those are the people they are deposing. But that's 
interesting that, so you think that would be an ultimate thorn 
in their side. 

ch: I don't know which one is going to do it, because I've got 

something else that I'm working on right now. For some 
strange reason, the British don't seem to understand perjury 
in this country. What the hell, I don't know British law, but 
the British, they go before the Congress under oath and commit 
some pretty criminal perjury. 

wb: Go before our congress. 

ch: Yeah. But our congress doesn't do much about it and our 

justice department and their people commit perjury up on the 
Hill all the time; first of all, you are not under oath on the 
Hill most of the time, you are just giving testimony. But 
Millers had them under oath. They committed some real 
interesting perjury. I set it up. I set the questions up. 
They gave the answers and watched them fly. You know, Miller 
doesn't know what to do about it yet. And I thought another 
little gimmick I am going to start because I didn't want to be 
illegally involved and be deposed, I found out that the 
employees of Aliaska loved me a hell of a lot more than I 
thought they did. I ran into one, I think I told you, in the 
airplane that fell over backwards, digging under the wall and 
whatnot. So I found that little newspaper they put out for 
their people; they are always lying in it, so I decided to 
form a group of ex-employees and present employees who are my 
sources and call it something. I had the Prince william Sound 
group and put out a couple of letters on that and drove the 
owners crazy. That I would send, first of all, the new 
legislation that I told you has a task force, a presidential 
task force. That's my, a gift of me and another guy. The 
presidential task force, the only other time we had one like 
that for an audit was The Challenger. 

wb: Yeah, you told me about that. 

ch: The employees don't even know about it. The press hasn't even 

written it up. What I'm saying is, so the Alaskan newspapers 
don't understand, the president hasn't signed it yet, it 
hasn't formed yet, they'll do it when it gets formed. The 
employees don't know anything about it but they are being told 
in their newsletter about legislation and this and that, but 
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this kind of stuff they art not told. And I'm telling the 
employees, I say, Holy Mackerel, Holy Mackerel, all excited 
about it, saying, Wait a minute, there's going to be an 800 
number, so they'll be calling stuff in and I'll be out of 
business which is fine but this task force better do something 
about they have to admit what was told to them and whatnot and 
have to report on it and do something about these things. OK, 
they have to a health audit; if I ever get a health audit on 
Aliaska and its favorable to the employees; they've been 
screwed and poisoned and whatnot, and some kind of a long 
range health plan for them, I owe the employees nothing else. 
That's the promise I made to them and if I can deliver that, 
then that's the big one. So I asked for a committment and I 
told the lawyer, I can't settle with them, to drive Aliaska 
and them crazy. And I says to the lawyer, I can't settle with 
them until I get a health plan from them. And I told my 
lawyer, it doesn't have to be me, they don't have to give me 
credit, they don't want to give me credit for any of this and 
encourage other people to do what I've done to them. But they 
could work it out with Miller and say. Miller and they agree 
together that they are going to start a health plan and trace 
all their employees in case somebody got a little benzene. I 
don't care how they state it. If they've done anything wrong, 
but just in case. But the health plan is to go find every 
former employee and all the present ones and start marking 
them and watching them. Because some of them are going to be 
with that benzene, some of them are going to be in deep 
trouble. Twenty years from now with leukemia and whatnot. 
So, the other thing they said is they want to hire me as a 
consultant. I should know all that bullshit, you know. 

wb: Seems everybody wants to hire you as a consultant. 

ch: Hire me as a consultant to pay me. They don't know how to pay 

me off. They owe me millions. So, they said they could hire 
me as a consultant, a high priced consultant, and of course, 
park me, never talk to me, but just keep sending me money, and 
I told them, I said, well, you know, there's too much money 
involved. They can't have a consultant running a million 
dollars a year or something, so, they owe me too much. So I 
told them to go back to the drawing boards and let them be a 
little more imaginative than that. Hey, they are big 
companies. They'll find something. But one thing they are 
looking at, they aren't finding out is, if they, when they 
make their deal with me in September, October, when they pay 
me off for my land deal, I also have another little interest 
up there with them. The net profits interest in Maguire 
Bayfield, which is like six other leases. And my partners, a 
year ago, if they had made some special deal with me, my 
partners would have gone bananas, what the hell is going on. 
But now my partners understand this from the lawyers and from 
everyone else and they've heard it because my partners have 
been approached by the oil guys and what the hell does it take 
to get rid of Hamel? And why is he doing this to us and 
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whatnot? And ay partners just say, I knew why the hell he 
does it for you, you screwed him, go pay him, and he'll be 
happy. So now they are talking about, I don't knew how they 
do it, but somehow they give me a little sore money than they 
give their V.P.R. from Exxon; they're altogether in this deal, 
and buy me out cn the land deal. They find some gimmick where 
they pay me a little extra, a lot extra, but my partner would 
get this and I would get this plus something extra; I don't 
know how they are going to do it, if they are even going to do 
it, but that's what they are looking at. My partners don't 
mind that, they don't care what I get extra, because they are 
happy with what they are getting and they understand that the 
reason they are getting what they are getting is Exxon wants, 
and ARCO and BP are so scared of me now; its intolerable, 
they've had it, they can't believe the things I've pulled off, 
and the costs. I've cost them hundreds of millions of 
dollars. And it just, it was easy when it was twenty million, 
we used to joke about it. Twenty million. Each had, you know 
Exxon had twenty percent, what the hell is twenty percent of 
twenty million. If you pay the guy, then somebody else will 
do what he is doing. Nobody dreamed it could last this long 
because nobody's got the kind of money I had to last this 
long. So, I don't know that they'll ever, but I find that if 
I don't keep hurting their eyeballs, they'll dilly dally with 
finding the solution and I'm sixty and I'm tired and I'm worn 
out. So, I figure everytime I goose them, it puts it back on 

the front burner and they say that damn Hamel, he eight 

major oil companies, I worked in a couple billion dollar 
settlement with Julian Mason who they know is my attorney and 
they wish to hell I'd get out; is the top attorney for these 
companies and outside attorneys are negotiating this thing. 
If I keep goosing them, and I get to them about it, I figure 
October or November they are finally going to make that 
settlement. Maybe not. But it looks good to me in my mind. 
Because of the court dates and whatnot. But I want them to 
get crosseyed, you know, the way I am. We'll work on it later 
on how its worked, it doesn't have to have my name on it, 
they'll know it's me from everything that has happened. And 
I just want them to know that I am not going away. 

wb: So, then from your point of view, you told me, Chuck, that you 

before I think three or four times we talked on the phone, 
where the banks were paying you because you were getting 
overextended because you have been doing this for eleven 
years. 

ch: They are going to drive me nuts. 

wb: What I want to do, I want to give you a couple thousand a 

month just to act as a consultant and at the sane time it can 
be an off the books consultant. At the same tine, I want to 
be able to use some of those, the theory of those legal 
documents. 
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ch: OK, the legal documents have nothing to do with that. 

vb: OK. 

ch: But they are yours. I had to make sure who the hell you were. 

And I also, whatever you do with theri, I don't want then to 
come back to haunt me. 

wb: OK. 

ch: The sane person who got them to ne is the person trying to 

find out for you 

wb: who's looking at us. 

ch: I know who is looking at you but what they are finding out or 

why, I know why, they just ran across you in my mail so you 
show up twice they want to know. 

wb: Those are dynamite documents. How in the hell did this person 

that got them to you ever get them out of there? 

ch: That's why I am nervous about where you are going to have them 

because that's my sole documents. 

wb: But those are in-house documents. 

ch: They are in-house documents that cane right out of Aliaska 

because somebody is pissed off; I've got more people that are 
just pissed off that Aliaska does these things just like this 
ship captain who, this guy is unbelievable, why would he do 
what he did, telling me the stuff they are doing? I'll tell 
you what I hope to do with George Miller. George Miller is 
going to be a big friend of yours. When you do some of the 
stuff, I'd like to, whenever its possible, if you could run it 
by Petrich and let them know. 

wb: Those guys don't want to know about legal documents; internal 

legal memos. 

ch: Mo, no, they've been wanting to know. Petrich asked me for 
those a long time ago. I didn't give it to him. But here's 
what's been happening to Miller. Miller got originally 

wb: Does Miller know about them? Or just Petrich? 

ch: Just Petrich. 

wb: OK. Good. Because your other lawyer said he didn't ever want 

to see them. Because they're hotter than a firecracker. 

ch: I can tell you that the attorney general of Alaska knows about 

them; the attorneys for the plaintiffs know about them; the 
Justice Dept, knows about them. Everybody knows that I've got 
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then and they ail stand up in a group and say they can’t icc 
at the?.. But I can tell you that seme of then have just kin 
of wanted to see what the heading was on each one of then an 
they go, Woahl And I said that sooner or later I would fin 
a way for then to have the benefit so I figured something cut. 
Because there's no rush anyway; they're not there yet. And 
you may be the vehicle, I don't knew. 

wb: You see, in this fora, once we've put them in here, we're 

going to, well, you know the way ReadWare works, its going to 
be a fora to extract the information. We're not going to have 
pictures of them after the first input. My computer guy will 
explain that all to you tomorrow. 

ch: Now, you know that a big spill's coming. I don't know if that 

is an area that you guys want to get into. But if you think 
the Exxon Valdez was something, you watch. You saw the other 
day that a barge, five or six days ago, buckled in Houston. 
Do you know why it buckled, how it buckled? It's like, in 
your home with plastic bags and whatnot, if World War I is 
going to burst on you and whatnot, a tanker has to be loaded 
very carefully and topped off and any supertanker you can bust 
that open just by misloading it. Bad loading at the dock. 
And they've had seme close calls; but they are also causing 
stresses, that's why they are having all these leaks and 
whatnot. Well, everybody is coming back. The crewman, its 
just a hangup. 

wb: You told me about that. You know oil prices are going crazy 

because of this 

ch: Exxon has, going on right now in San Francisco Bay, but 
they're all doing the same thing, I just happen to know about 
Exxon, they've got a laundering operation where these two 
vessels, the Baytown and the Galveston are, I don't know if 
you read the NTS3 report on the score on how the Exxon Valdez 
felt, but even the NTSB made a big issue about the crewman 
overworked. When they are overworked, they make mistakes. 
You make mistakes, you cause accidents. And if the accident 
was when everybody was overworked, the first mate who should 
have been out there steering, first of all, the captain 
shouldn't have had anybody doing it anyway, but if you're 
going to have anybody, you're going to have the first mate 
steering it out of there. Instead, the first mate was asleep 
and the second mate was sleeping because they were overworked, 
the third mate was overworked like them and felt sorry for 
them and figured he'd do it because he'd never manned a ship 
like that; it was kind of an ego trip that would never show up 
in court, but anyway this is what happened. But Miller wanted 
a task force they were talking about to go from Prudo Bay to 
California. The whole coast. Merchant marine could be, 
you've got your jurisdiction, you're always overreaching, so 
screw you, and so he finally won at least to the terminal. 
Because its got federal lands along the way and whatnot. But 
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he vantad tha tanker pars but he didn’t gat it. Which retain 
tha fisheries and tha pacts, thay can do what they want. Thay 
can have cna tan craving tha whole ship and they don't care. 
Thay* re all paid off. Turns out that these two vessels in San 
Francisco Bay, the guys are just, they arc either leading or 
unloading, the tanker's coining, and as soon as they're full, 
thay go up to tha refinery, hurry up and unload, hurry up 
back, tanker's waiting for you, unbelievable. And 
undercrewed. And thay won't give that any maintenance. No 
maintenance being done. No maintenance is being done; 
everything is going to pot. Absolute horror. And the guy is 
telling me, the only reason nothing has happened is, if he had 
some real old timers, they couldn't take the hours and work 
involved but the young guys, that are just young and genius, 
patch this and catch it before this happens and see this 
before it happens, and everything is being saved, its a 
razor's edge thing, everybody's pissed because you are only 
supposed to be 60 days out on one of these things, and there's 
no replacement, Exxon's so short of replacements right now, 
its unbelievable. So each time you are promised that by next 
week you get a relief and it doesn't show up, so you got 
another two weeks, another two weeks, another two weeks or 
whatever, and in 120 days you're still there. If you got on 
new in 120 days, nuts, but being in the battlefront, they keep 
telling you you are going to be relieved over the weekend and 
the relief never comes, it never comes, and you tell your 
wife, don't worry about the dental thing, don't worry about 
the kid, just like you and I. And they make big money, so its 
no, and then some of them have got an apartment deal, they've 
all got little side deals because its 60 days on, 60 days off, 
like an airline pilot, they all got those little side deals 
going. Well, you know, they get angrier and angrier and are 
frustrated, they can't do maintenance to the ship and things 
aren't working right, though. The anchor doesn't drop because 
it doesn't have grease in it because they're not doing any 
overtime, they're not allowed to do overtime. And there's not 
a radio man, so if something goes wrong, the mate's got to 
take turns to go down and be radio man because there's no 
radio man. So there's nobody up on the bridge. And he gets 
into it and he told me, just think of it. Chuck, he says, if 
there's an accident, I have to be radio man, too. Or first 
mate. If there's an accident on a tanker, the captain better 
be up on the bridge, but he's down in the radio room because 
there's no radio man. Its a whole new deal now that, and I 
think that I told you that the radio man, each one of them is 
learning to memorize the answers. 

wb: Tell me about the test. 

ch: So, the whole thing is symptomatic of what they are trying to 
do. Cut, cut, cut. And its not because of the oil prices, it 
has nothing to do with the oil prices, its a profit center. 
Every profit center makes more and more. How much money can 
you make? 
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wb: Wall, they started that before this thing with Kuwait. You 

told ma about that a few months ago. They vara cutting back. 
Look at what they're making now. Ir.credibla. Look at thair 

ch: But they always make it, though. The tankars make money. 

See, I guass what you've got to bear in mind is if Aliaska was 
making a billion dollars a yaar profit, they would still be 
cutting back, they couldn't stand it. Cut, cut, cut. Because 
any profit center, everybody starts losing their mind. If you 
make a little bit more money for them, they give you a better 
promotion and when you retire, three year retirement, you 
know, last three years is what you retire at, and these guys 
they'll do anything to make the profit center more profitable. 
And what did you do for me today type thing. And that's the 
way it operates. But, so what I am looking at doing there for 
Miller is real cute, I talked to Petrich about it really 
briefly, and he's going to be calling in from the trip so we 
can spend more time on it. I've got a guy who's no longer 
going to sea who is inspector for the unions as well as being 
a bosun and a mate and he runs this thing called SilentWatch 
that I told you about and he runs a cop. And he's a nice guy, 
very naive, over his head in what he is trying to do, he 
belongs as a, he doesn't belong on shore. He's real cute in 
how he operates but yet he gets great informants, great 
people, great contacts, but what I want to do if I can pull 
this one off, is I want Miller and he's going to start 
campaigning very soon. He's already campaigning this week; 
he's on vacation right now. He comes back for a couple weeks 
and then he goes every weekend campaigning and he lives out 
there with his family every weekend. And then before the 
November elections, campaigning in San Francisco, where his 
area is. And he's known for worrying about the whole system; 
he always has been arguing, he's worried about the system, as 
it goes by Oregon, British Columbia, you know we got to be 
sure of this, and what, he's done a lot of things, he really 
trusts me. We do very well. And I can say if he wants to do 
this, he will hire John Valentine as expert, who knows tankers 
in and out, he has been in the tanker trade in Alaska, its his 
business, and he's an inspector for safety for the unions when 
he got out because he was so mad about what was going wrong. 

. . .unintelligible. . .The committee, now under subpoena, and 
everything else, the committee expert. And he hires them and 
puts them in his office in San Francisco for a couple days. 
And he takes them with him on a given day and he tells the 
Coast Guard, I want to ride around with you and watch ships 
and stuff. One day. He gets that approval. Coast Guard says 
sure, anytime you want. And then I give them a day and my 
Exxon captain is going to tell me, What type of day? When? 
Just like that one done Aliaska before the spill when the 
Coast Guard wouldn't do that for me. It's a certain hour, a 
certain time, unloading, and everybody is so exhausted, and 
then they are going to go up river to Venetia and accidents 
are going to happen. And that's when Miller would say at that 
town, we know the right moment, everybody is going to be 
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overworked ar.d whatnot, somebody is going to say to the Coast 
Guard, OK, I want to take patrol with you. This is ay tine. 
The cutter would be there in a minute. Forty footer or 

whatever. And I'm taking ay assistant with me. Fine. Staff 
member, he's going to have a United States House of 

Representatives rep. doing his vacation, the whole smear. And 
as they start off, well, what do you want to see? I don't 
know, let's go out. What's that over there? It's a tanker. 
Oh, let me go see that. OK, lets go out to it. Nobody's 

going to know in advance. So, they ask to board. The Coast 

Guard boards the tankers all the tiae. To do safety 
inspections. To do whatever. Let's go up and do that one. 
Let's go up and see it. As soon as they get on there, he 
looks around for a few minutes, I gotta go, just got a phone 
call. Beeper or something. So, he's got to leave. I'll 
leave my assistant on here with you. Coast Guard leaves 
somebody with them. He's with the House of Representatives. 
Exxon's going to kick him off? You have a Coast Guard guy 
with him and you look around. And know what to ask. You can 
be told everything to find on the ship that is wrong. And 
talk to the crew. How long have you been operating? How many 
hours have you worked? What the hell is going on here? And 
ride up the river with them. 

wb: Who's idea was this? 

ch: Mine. 

wb: Its a great idea. ...unintelligible... 

ch: Here's why. Miller couldn't get that part. But that San 

Francisco is his town; I mean, if they spill, its right here 
in his town. And the refinery is right there for him. So he 
may say no, he may be afraid the refineries will go after him. 
You never know. But if he does it, then what he would do then 
is scream, rant and rave, 

wb: Who is it again? 

ch: Exxon. I hate to beat on Exxon, but what a beauty. Exxon, 

you're about to have another accident again, Exxon, don't you 
agree that task force ought to include the shipping all the 
way down and not just be for Aliaska? And he'll go back and 
say, if you don't agree, I'm going to have to hold a hearing 
tomorrow and we're going to argue. He could hold a hearing 
right there in San Francisco. You know they could do that in 
a minute. He could demand to hold a hearing right there in 
San Francisco and have those top officials of Exxon there 
answering questions they don't want to believe and he's going 
to have an expert of experts on that type of tanker who will 
know what to ask and how to ask and I'll make sure that it 
works. Anyway, that could be fun for Miller. 

wb: But if this is happening on a regular basis, my question is

just as a citizen, as a human, is what can we do to stop it? 

ch: That's his problem. He's going to have to have the task force 

and its gonna have, if the task force stops operating and they 
put a valentine or whatnot on the ships and* whatnot. Fine, 
the crews, they all want to tell you. The crews, they are all 
going to tell you. Holy Mackerel, under subpoena, they want? 
They wish they could. 

wb: They do it every day? I mean, they do it on a regular ongoing 

basis? Or is this a specific time? 

ch: Every day of the week. It's been going on and on, and as I 

said, they are under crewed, its not working right, they don't 
have enough men, everybody's bitching, 

wb: Not the mechanical part, but what about the dumping part? 

ch: This is the dumping part, this is not the mechanical part. 
The dumping is on a regular basis. So with that your guys are 
going to have a field day. 

wb: And you're going to bring me that stuff. 

ch: If Valentine is going to set you up for your people, and 

you're going to hire Valentine, he'll go with you. And he'll 
take you to his people and they are going to take you on a 
tour. And they are going to show you where to find all this 
stuff. And he needs the work, Valentine. He's good. He's 
$50.00 an hour. And I've got his contract around somewhere. 

I finally signed it the other day, but, now, another thing, I 
don't know if it fits you, but I'm going to load you up this 
weekend. 

wb: OK. 

ch: Why do you think the Exxon Valdez spilled? 

wb: What do you mean? 

ch: It had a spill in Alaska. How many barrels do you think it 

spilled? Or gallons? 

wb: You mentioned this to me on one of our conversations. Well, 

you said, uh, 

ch: The newspapers said 10.8 million. 

wb: Yeah. And you think 20? 

ch: Over 20. The problem now from your point of view is how could 
that happen. Well, Yost, in the White House, remember the 
White House tried to downplay this whole thing to start with? 
And they didn't wind up the biggest spill in the world in

history and all that kind of stuff. Exxon surely was one of 
the biggest. And within, when they still didn't know what was 
going on, then they picked that number, 10.3 million. I 
remember that. Or 10.2. It was over 10 million. Weeks and 
weeks later they said they made a mistake, it was 10.3. 
Because everybody kept saying it was more and more. Everybody 
kept saying. And they couldn’t handle it. So they finally 
copped in the end and stayed below the 11. I haven't looked 
lately at what other big natural disasters were but for some 
reason that was a lovely number for them. The kind of stuff 
that I have been given is, for example, a pilot was flying an 
airplane with Stevens, Yost, and Tierosi where they talked 
about leaving the figure at 10.8 or 10.2 or whatever. Keep 
the figure down. That stuff is just fun to corroborate 
stories like that. I won't bore you today with the details 
but I will tell you one another day up here because I am not 
spending time on that for the next few weeks. I've stopped 
spending time and money on that for the moment. Because I'm 
very happy with what I've got. It's a lot higher. And if it 
was just 15 million or 12,13 million, I wouldn't argue the 
discrepancy, you know, they made a mistake, you know, no big 
deal. But it was a very concious act and the first mate did 
some crooked things to keep the number down, disconnected the 
computer system, etc. The pump man was flown in from Seattle, 
because it did it all from the deck pumps that were brought up 
to the ship; the regular pumping system didn't work. I don't 
understand this stuff but I talked to my experts to find out 
why; this is the tanker, the oil is here, we had the accident, 
the oil in that tank, wherever its been punctured, the oil 
will go down to the level of the water outside because of 
atmospheric pressure. I always thought that the water 
underneath would only be, if this is all oil, would only be 
equal to where the perforations were, to the height of the 
perforations. But they caught the seepage and water just 
keeps going up and oil keeps going out. So you've got the oil 
down to the water level outside and the water keeps coming up 

wb: The water rushes in and pushes the oil out. 

ch: And the seepage for days and days, it keeps going on. Well, 

I remember that the measurements are supposedly being done 
counting the water level below. The tanker has, along each 
tank, there is a picture like a tape in that case, which is 
actually something like this. Because you always want to know 
how much water you got. There is always water in the bottom 
where there can be water in the bottom, separation and 
whatnot. So that tape system is connected to the computer in 
the Exxon Valdez. Its supermodern. You can press a button, 
and it will tell you where the water is at. (Name, 
unintelligible) through the satellite telephone system, was 
talking to Houston on how to disconnect that tape because it 
was screwing up his quantities. And the guy that was with him 
that helped work the computer with him when he disconnected 
the system so that the computer gave measurements based on no 
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wat«r . So then he had to extrapolate for himself. Because 
there was no water in the bottom. Because it was too damn 
high. All these are just little bits, OK. But then Mr 

Pumpman, who was flown up from Seattle, where Valentine has 
interviewed him in person, the pump guy says

C: Kept jumping around, needless so, he was there. Talking to 

everybody. Friendly to everybody. Nice guy and he was a wheel 
to talk to, • • • his brother the hatchery, so they paid 
attention to him., but he got to know like you and I would do, 
you got to know everybody and anybody, he is here, all those, 
month and a half that he was sitting here and whatever. And 
he's probably in the radio. He had a press conference and 
they would say how much oil was transferred that day and he 
was here for the boat show, (illegible). What the hell. He 
had no one to talk to. Who was he going to talk to. VHF 
called in to say, you're lying. 

W: Yeah. 

C: He kept bitching so one of our guys that showed up and coming 

through he tell him. . • Oh, a big a lie, this guy is full mf 
bologna, but he was getting $4500 a day for the boat and his 
crew, he was there for three months. 

W: Jesus. 

C: I mean they kept them busy and his .... when he came in, in 

the Cobra everybody was gone. Three months or three months 
whatever it was. He made a fortune. But, everybody was gone, 
ah, the fishermen had gone to Thailand, wherever their 
girlfriends, their girlfriends are Hawaii, Thailand. And the 
rest went to see what they would do.. It is like everything 
else, he made a lot of money what are you going to do. . you 
know there might be another spill and that is when they really 
beat me, you see, if .. the next spill, the guys will make a 

half a million doing nothing. Not even being on their boat, 

the crew, how they pay the crew, so they don't want the boat 
any more, so what was he going to do, no body would listen to 

him, no body cared, so he is going to talking. He will be 

through fishing in about two and half weeks and he knows me 
through. He knows me and we have mutual friendship. He will 
tell me what he knows. Ah, the Captain, the ultimate captain 
to the Exxon Valdes (phonetic) Stalzic (phonetic) . He was 
brought up immediately and he handled the unloading the 
transfer. Cause it is very complicated. You don't transfer 
right, the whole ship will break in half. That whole pumping 
operation is very critical, and the way you took oil out, 
water had to go back into its place. So there is water all 
over the place, see, even when the non- ruptured tanks couldn't 
be sitting, couldn't take the oil out and let them sit empty, 
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causa ths stress is against it. Everything has to be balanced 
out. So Stalzic was the expert. The ultimate captain of the 
ship and he was (name - illegible) uncle. I vas a way out, 
Stalzic vas pissed off. I mean vhen you have worked your vay 
up to the best ship in the fleet and your ultimate captain, 
you never like to yell for captain, anyvay, as long as the guy 
vas not as smart as he .vas. Loss them on you, and you become, 
ah, what you call that vhen you go from ship to ship. Ah, ... 

W: Filler 

C: You are filling, you don't have your ship anymore. See you 

are sixty days on and sixty days off. That is, and you make 
$120,000. a year and .... 

W: What do they call those guys, release? 

C: Relief. Wherever they need them, he has been shooting around 

in r ink i -dink boats wherever for voyages too, not just for 
voyage.... (illegible) the guy vas pissed, so there my friend 
Rick Stiner who is ... Rick tells me one day, Irossie 
(phonetic) oves him a lot cause Rick saved the hatchery for 
him. Rick vent on the entire hatchery thing, the hatchery vas 
all gone. Rick Steiner vas a brain and .... (illegible) and 
very cool calm, remember his mother use to be at the White 
House. 

W: Yeah, he told m*. 

C: So this kid knev what he vas doing, so he told Irossie, you 

owe me one, I want to ride the tanker. To the park station. 
Just to see vhat this is all about. Go to Bay Tovn. So he 
rides out of Bay Town, I don't know if you knov how long it 
takes, by the time you get aboard the ship and shove off, it 
is probably four hours and it vas only. . . I forget hov many 
hours before the tug gets you off and you find your own power, 
Jesus, I think it vas about 12 hours. And you are sitting 
there in the real house with the Captain, and Rick is the 
nicest guy you have ever met. 6' 4", nice guy, marine 

biologist, fisherman, so he got very friendly with the captain 
and let the captain start off with ... (illegible) and he 
wanted to start off. He said that the story is not true that 
he wished he would do pulls out there at FDSB, because they 
are not telling the truth and he is pissed at everybody, so, 
ah, the crewmen are his crevmen, they didn't like Hasel with 
the alcoholic anyvay, they liked him, so the minute he got to 
the ship he found out vhat happened. His crevmen told him 
vhat really happened, but he wouldn't tell Steiner vhat he do, 
but he told him it is all bull shit, I wish to hell I could 
testify but they won't let me testify. Then, ... (illegible) 
Anyvay veil, he is pissed, so then after, hours and hours with 
him and his pissed and doing all of this complaining but he 
won't tell in details, Steiner says I don't knov hov I did it. 
When Z told him it vas discrepancies, he says, "I'll be damn"

Stainar who was handling tha dafansa of tha Hatchary and all 
that stuff" i asked hia, 10.8, it vas a lot aora than that or 
vhatavar, and Stainar said, "It is aora, vow".

C: Okay, that is where, I got, I've always been one on paper hand 
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and doing too many things at ona tins and right now, I got to 
gat tha shipaant or tha crop back out thara and it is tiaaly 
now, so I got to do this.

C: So I told all my paopla, including tha captain, I saw hia tha

Tha guy who was a aarina suparintandant who didn't sand tha 
guys out switchad ovar, now ha is in charga of tha ships that 
ara watching, tha sir-ships that ara watching tha tankars 
which is nothing, not tha job ha usa to hava, and no 
rasponsibilitias no nothing, whara thay ara captains on thasa 
things that taka cara of thaa salvas, I maan go thara or go 
thara, you know, and avarybody alsa that has baan switchad 
around whaals but thay announced that avery aaployaa, ha says, 
has to justify his job, because thay usa to run tha whole pips 
line for a 1/4 million, and now it is costing just short of a 
million dollars a year. Says tha Exxon Valdes, legal fees, 
all that, almost a million dollars, so typical they got to cut 
somewhere a little bit so employees again, so avarybody got 
their jobs has to be justified and by September 6th, thay ara 
going to be really reorganizing whara thay hava four 
supervisors for the two missing supervisors who really become 
technicians against or waited three or out, fired. Guys that 
hava bean with the..

Thay never, 
never taka back, so top guys ara being, supervisors guys, who 
hava cheated all tha dirty work thay wanted ara being let go, 
but every employee is pissed because thay will be short 
changed soma more, harder with tha marina department and tha 
maintenance department for other parts of tha terminal ware 
separata each to do their own thing, now guys who never want 
near tha oily crap stuff hava to air change.

an image where we can actually scan the document and and 
maintain the actual true form but that creates what we call 
Pift File (phonetic) and italic format, and essentially what 
that does is create a file that is a meg bite or more per 
sheet and that kind of stays on ....

I use to run a 
telex and I had to, I knew more about Telexes that some of the 
mechanics as far as memorizing then, but at the same time, I 
passed that now, my mind is butter and if I got to learn back 
slash this that back slash, why can't I just do that. Then I 
go on my business and I go on my trip like I did the other day 
and I came back exhausted, I came back to Charleston to my 
computer I'll be damned if I am going to have to memorize, and 
I own the system. I never use it. I find it friendly. It 
can't understand me and if anybody want to see it work I do. 
Nov people in library of Congress that spend all day in the 
computer love it. They say there is nothing in the world like 
it. The CIA guys, the DEA guys who do only computer and they 
are like you and they are being hired what they are going to 
play with these things, they love it. But that is not where 
the guy like Ken is going to walk into the office and if he's 
got to learn back slash something or other back slash, he 
won't do it. And he is going to forget and that night you have 
a screwed up system like I use to do it. So what I want to do 
is while you all learn how to run the system, ah, knowing what 
you people do this. The window was like this and windows was 
like that, ah, you get a system he needs to show you over 
there, a system like this with a mouse very powered mouse that 
I work with Sonny and Phillips and we are doing the 20 volumes 
of military medicine for the government on a compact disk and 
the doctors are able to study all kinds of books then play 
with this they find what they want there is the color of the 
skin, flesh, that kind of stuff. 

V: Wov, very nice. 

H: Everything that is in the manual is verbal. And the manual is 

still there and it is also in the lab top when the war is 
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over, in the lab top you don't have much inage cause you are 
using so ruch space but it is really a great project. Moving 
slow like everything else, but slowly moving forward and we 
are the retrieval and until our retrieval system came in the 
picture they weren't going to do it all. Project, they used 
every retriever system they had so far. This is so natural 
that is so easy to use except it has like everything else it 
has a draw back one of them is that it keeps giving you 
information, it finds relationships that even you and I don't 
find. Sometimes is that bad that it gives you a clue to 
something knew which I had fun using but for people who don't 
understand that, then why isn't giving the exact information 
and nothing else, but the army people said I'd rather have 
more information than what I got now, I have something in the 
(illegible) very forgiving, well the system is now you either 
have the exact or nothing. We have that too, but then with 
outpost you make a few mistakes and so vhat. And it just 
gives you other things.... (illegible) they found the 
relationship with this huge text in the ccngretional record. 
In the congretional records (illegible) well the machine fell, 
it had a low score but there was a relationship (illegible) 
with some of the letters but garbage in garbage out. So you 
are going to be here until when. 

V: Well, probably another week. I have my . . . as to train 

Cherre, the girl who is going to run the office here so that 
she knows how to do this cause this is technical software and 
I don't understand it that well myself, 1 spent most of my 
life learning how to think logically and r.ow they want me to 
think intuitively and I am having trouble with the 
transitions. I am trying to ask these questions so that the 
machine understands vhat I am asking. It looks very very 
nice. 

W: It is just going to be what we really need to do vhat ve are 

doing to get it cranking. 

H: Well, you get him in here tomorrow morning, I don't .... 

W: I mean this concept of scan in there is light years ahead of 

what most law firms are doing anyway. Your depos and things 
like that. 

H: I'm just saying, Wayne, for example, when you get the PDS 

permits, either you go into Court and get copies of vhat you 
are looking for though, motions that interest you. 

W: Can I mark on here. 

H: No. That is the only copy ve got. 

W: Yeah. 

V: I just want to make sure that I had some.... 
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W: Why don't you put a. just put then over and put a cark on t ha 

back. How about that? 

V: Yeah, can I do that. 

H: Yeah. 

V: Cause I want to cake sure that they don't copy them twice. 

There is a lot of people here. 

W: Go ahead what were you saying about .... 

H: That what you can do is people like trustees and others in 

Alaska have done a lot of that either they would cooperate and 
give you their files and then you could pick what you want, or 
you go into the court house and get copies of those parts that 
you want, but if they would give you their files, they would 
already have it electronic, they use IBM, just put all that in 
and depending on vhat you are looking for, how, I think the 
oil company use the same lawyers, all the time, that kind of 
stuff. 

W: They do and what is more important is that they use the sams 

expert witnesses. And that is what we want to put in there. 
We want to be able to overlay, Vern tells me we can do this 
somehow. He can tell you the technical part but I want, the 
thing you are talking about, I want to be able to overlay 
what witness John Doe said in July of .... 

H: Now there is an example of read ware. That is where your 

expert is going to sit and try to determine what they are up 
to. 

W: That is why John Fox went nuts when ve were up there. He said, 

"just what we need. " Then he told you about that. 

H: Even for misspelling and the words he may be one day using the 

word this way but he used a synonym and next time might be not 
on purpose, as human beings, rewriting it saying the same 
stuff all the times, that is probably rewrite a little bit. 

W: I can't tell you how impressive it is when you blow those up. 

You know we put those on poster boards, we send them someplace 
and put them on the depos on poster boards, and in front of a 
jury in front or in front of the guy say, "What do you think, 
what if somebody told you...." and they will say, "No, that 
is wrong". Oh really, here is a poster board of your 
testimony last year. That is devastating. 

H: There are not that many around neither are there? I mean once 

we get started on this you will start.... 

W: That is why Read Ware is so important to us, it really can 

help, make the windows or whatever more friendly/ 
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H: Ken will be in here, give him a call, and then what you want 

to do is show Ken a session when you are working with Cherre 
and Ken should be here and see how you are both going about it 
and then he could say you could do this, do that. The only 
problem is that you seen a head of time, he'll tell you all 
that part about how we found it etcetera and how the system 
works inside with Cherre (illegible) if she had it here. 

W: She just needs to think the mechanically. She cannot be 

thinking about. ... 

H: What is the stem of the word. 

W: What we are going to do with her is. He is going to teach her 

the mechanics of putting in depos and things like that. So 
she is going to load up basically. He and I are going to do 
the thinking part, pretty much. So we are just going to have 
her answer the phones, do the research, bring the data in and 
she is going to do things like there is the checkbook on the 
left, in green, she will do things like getting the witness 
list together make sure that they have hotel reservations for 
the different cases. That is what she is going to do. And we 
will change that every week. 

H: You know who would be helpful to you early on... with the ah, 

when you start comparing. Hire Ken on an hourly basis, 

sometime to sit down and tell him what you are trying to find 
and in almost set up the computer program... 

V: Well, between these two guys.... 

W: Ken understands where you are going, what you want. He can 

put together a computer program that as you put stuff in you 
can ask questions on the weekend and let it (illegible) all 
weekend. And it will just set up answers all weekend long for 
massive amounts of... these guys were giving testimonies 10 
times, it will just give and every time he gives a new 
testimony you shove that in there and the computer and it will 
compile right away and have those questions in there, and 
start over again, (illegible) These are easy little programs 
that you could just add on there. When he understands vhat 
you are trying to find, he'll spend all day long to try to 
find what is wrong with the system, so you are always 
(illegible) trying to find how to compile. I understand better 
what you are trying, ... . there aren't that many,.... Reise is 
a friend of mine that is a witness, an oil field witness, in 
oil field matters, and he is a good friend of mine, I love him 
dearly. Only for my marge, I understand what the appraiser, 
experts are doing with Exxon and us and I just felt these are 
good in between, but I know barely in, all the rest of them, 
he got to be, he is for hire, so he is got to, you know where 
is your problem he got to make the problem work out so you 
forget certain things in the back of your mind and you 
remember this and you forget that and you get this and I got 
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this picture of what you ars talking about cause I lived 

through it, ha, ha, ha Then, what you are forced him to 

do is get new experts. When you win a couple of cases 1 9 11 
vi it. 

V: what I am doing now is I am scanning this document and what is 

looking for now is the things that it did not understand, for 
instance, here I know that these now are quotation marks, you 
see like quotation, in quote. It finds these things and marks 
them. I also found another error where instead of Extend it 
put it in as Extend. 

H: So that was telling us that it was a spelling error. 

V: So see these things once they are scanned, it doesn 9 t make the 

document perfect, ve have to go back there and correct for all 
zt the mistakes we found and then we can transfer. . . • 

H: You see that is important for lot of the systems where a 

misspelled word is a disaster. Where is it? In our case it 
makes a difference. 

V: That if it has enough of the word in order to make it 

H: Express , it will come out... 

V: This word "Memorandum 99 came out as "Merqdu.... 

H: Sure, it is reading the underline. Yeah. 

V: So it did not spell the word even close enough for the .... 

H: All this part I am familiar with cause ve have this system 

too. 

V: So having to go through and change all of these things. 

H: Now the case like "Memorandum" what do you do there? Do you 

just erase what is there and type in yourself or what? 

V: Yeah, Like for instance I took off the "Confidential" here, 

just go through it and cut it out. 

H: where? Is that Pagemaker? 

V: what, this, No. This is OmniPage. 

H: See someone else in this typing here all the "N" are coming 

out as .... 

V: Right. 

H: That will happen when the documents are photocopied a lot, I 

understand. If it was photocopied, the original had a bend in

V: Well, this is a little time consuming but it nevertheless 

provides us with a way to correct or ... to define so. 

H: All the systems have the same problem, but as you start 

working different areas, you see the same problem coming up so

H: So what am I doing? 

W: What are we going to do with this? 

H: I know you are going to do it, yeah, I understand all this, 

cause I have a system. . 

W: Yeah, I just want to you ... be him in case I an not here and 

you need something out of there. 

H: Cause there I think that I can dump tail with you when you go 

from here to there and get them over here before you leave 
town and as many times as you have a problem, go over and • • • 
to with him. Pardon? 

W: How do we call him? I forget, I don't have his card. 

H: Oh, 337-2013, and ... 
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W: Ewelo. 

H: And I don't carry his home number in my mind. Because we can 

call him at home. And set this up. 

W: Help yourself, dial 9 first. 

V: That will be perfect. 

(Phone being dialed) 

H: What do you usually have for breakfast? 

W : Not much . . . 

H: Ken Ewelo In Washington, D.C., Ken E-w-e-l-o. Right. 

In D.C.? Uh. Okay. Thank you. Anyway. When, call the 
office 

W: Nine. 

(Phone being dialed) 

K: Hello? 

H: What the hell are you doing in the office? What are you doing 

in the office? Chuck. You were working. Oh, yeah, I am over 
here with Wayne Jenkins and his, Vem, his computer guy, Vern 
Johnson, his computer crew and they are putting in a IBM 386 
set up and reading documents to read over to Readware, and I 
told them that to give you a call, I thought I try you at 
home, so I said fine, let's call the office, so that you can 
set up a time with them so you can come over and work with 

them Yap Okay Oh, boy When do you want to 

do this, he is here in fact today, staying at a hotel here in 

Miami, here at the office working on, today, or tomorrow 

or what.... what ever is best for you. He is still putting 
stuff in.... 

W: He is going to be putting stuff in all week.... 

H: He is going to be putting stuff in all week, so what he will 

do is call you during the week and when he got enough stuff in 
to have you come over an evening and help with the rest. 
Alright. Okay, very good. Talk to you later. Tell Gloria is 

not my fault you are there Okay Talk to you later 

buddy. (Hung up the phone) He is putting in a proposal with 
Mitsubishi, the government has a 4 million dollar contract to 
try and understand (illegible) in the area of documents, text 
search. We have the oil patten in the world for that. And we 
know that it is very, if the defense department has got this 
sudden, strange, what ever you want to call it, higher ... and 
they want four companies working on it. In other words they 

want to get other people to get what we are doing. So

day, but until Thursday ha is busy during tha day tima. But ha 
is around. 

V: What avar is convanient for him. 

H: Wall, what you can, wa want avarything in, and you want, I 

think a good idaa is to hava Charra and a littla computar 
familiar with all of this and than you spand soma tima with 
Kan and whatavar you want. By than you will hava soma 
problems with what you ara doing. 

V: Sura. 

H: You got my number too, whan wa talked during tha waak, whan 

you ara ready for him. • . • Ah, I could bring him over. 

W: Okay, that is fine. 

V: Yeah. 

W: Basically, ha and Fox ara going to be putting them in, Charra 

is going to gat tha documents for me and from other sources 
and she is going to be putting them in and these guys ara 
going to be taking them out for our specific use. They ara 
going to be tha problem solvers. 

H: Who is going to be looking for relationships and all that kind 

of stuff. 

W: These guys. 

H: Ara you a lawyer? 

V: Who me? No, I hava enough problem being a computar parson. 

H: How do they know what they ara looking for? You ara going to 

give them. • • • 

W: Yeah, oh yeah, 

H: So you guys aren't just going to access yourselves without 

asking questions. 

W: Yeah, I am going to be able to and in fact have you put in a 

put in a pass word in for Chuck, have you done that yet? 

H: Z don't need one. 

V: You don't want to. 
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H: What you want to do though for that same purpose, that I just 

told you, you are going to run into some of your attorneys 
running network before you are going to say I love it, you do 
it ask us questions, lot of good that does, the question, you 
get the answer but you don't know the follow up. That is not 
your business, so what you are going to be saying is wait a 
minute. I'll make this whole thing simple for you that Chuck 
will use it, meaning other guys like me, will say where they 
have, the way I see the great way of this system is when you 
got that you want them to start playing with and you down load 
into whatever you call into a lab file and he is on a trip 
somewhere and the spirit moves that you made a so simple 
window that he can start comparing depositions to comparing 
stuff that he can do it the way you are doing it for windows 
here, ah, he is going to say, I don't have to be a genius and 
he will find some stuff that he'll go ask you next time. How 
can I say this stuff, and is made easy enough without the 
backlash what you call it to save it, if he saves it all and 
he doesn't have to print it and gets back and gives to Cherre 
or who ever, and he says okay, file all the stuff on one 
(illegible), print it.... print it. The next thing you know he 
will print it himself because it is easy enough to set this up 
and then don't forget to put in the gadget in here near the 
printer back in the office so that you can print it, has his 
own portable printer with him and only because he has become 
computer familiar. But a lot of guys until they get something 
good out of it, they never became familiar with it. And if 
you window it all the way so that the only thing we got to do, 
like I need, when I was in the office, my attorney's office in 
(illegible) one day, and I had spent all this time in a lab 
top drawing up putting all this stuff in but when I got there 
they have a different system but the printer was there, it 
takes a genius to disconnect and reconnect and finally I 
phoned home .... everything I did, pull this and pull that put 
it in and print it.

W: What we want to be able to do don't forget is, we want to 

make it so user friendly, that they Cherre 's and the Wayne's 
of the world can use it. But, and I use the First Choice in 
a couple of things, so I kind of understand saving some 
things, but we, what we want to end up selling and be able to 
bill for is this thing that can turn it into something where 
we can get some operating capital where we projected two years 
without. It looks like we are going to be there quicker and 
so everybody is happy about that. The money people are happy 
about that. We want to be able to bill for our research time 
and come up with this incredible.... yeah, yeah, so we are 
going to help Ken make it more user friendly for itself but 
the data, this massive, mass of data, we are going to hold 
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that close, and we are going to be able to sell to people and 
give it to people. 

K: You know vhat you are to do while you are here.... His 

assistant Rich, Ken's assistant. Well, new I didn't go on 
that trip. He went out to see what the legislator here in 
Antilles, the president of Collare (phonetic) told me to say, 
if you want to do it you don't need this outfit, that already 
does what you are doing. So I told him that you and I were 
trying to do report, go out and see. They didn't even bother 
to go out. The head of the justice department, support guy 
calls me back and say, they don't have what you got, what they 
have is what you are doing. An automatic scale, 30 machines 
and employees that stand there and do corrections, then they 
send it back to these are law firms all over the country that 
use this, comes in, they right near (illegible), because they 
are Federal Express from airport to airport that pick up the 
little packages run it through, next morning is on the way 
back to the law firm all scanned in. But, and cleaned up. 
But then they have their own little various readware or 
whatever they are in the market attached to it, index, I'm 
sorry they index it for you. But what they have done is they 
have indexed all the mistakes too and the hyphenated words all 
indexed and (illegible), so on scanned material, the justice 
department says no one has what we have, and that is fine, for 
scanning and doing whatever you guys do, for your kind of 
operation just do it yourself I guess cause you know what you 
are doing, and actually some of your stuff that you will be 
running, they are doing for the attorneys their chasing around 
anyway. But they are, you are to go out and see them anyway. 
Just to see what they are doing and how they are doing it as 
a customer. Because if they are doing something for all of 
these guys that you are chasing, I talked to Rich about that 
and you are just make an appointment and you just say you 
heard about them and you just want to see what they have and 
that you get a lot of materials you want scanned in. See what 
they say. It just an education to see this thing. I haven't 
been out there but they make a lot of ycur system. Because 
when Rich went out there and I don't know what he gained by it 
but as long as he is here in New York and this kind of thing 
they (illegible) they may be a given day that you haven't got 
time to scan it and you got a case that is alive and you are 
in a hurry you send to them they give it back, then the 
Justice department is getting their own like you are and the 
heck with them, and you (illegible) and what your competition 
is doing. And this is all over the country. 

w: Yeah. 

H: And this is all over the country. There is another guy where 

I spent some time with, he's got filipinos in the Philippines. 
Who are college graduates who have perfect English, they are 
all this stuff that is going to be used in the scanner, he air 
phrased the stuff to them, the Philippine Airlines out of L.A. 
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every night and these Filipinos come everyday and they type 
everything they, all these sheets are typed verbatim. 

W: These are the computer... 

H: There are some space in this but still. As any tire you can 

(illegible) they have no way of, they use, spell checks and 
stuff like that to catch their errors, they ship the stuff 
back the next day. So everybody is doing a lot of this into 
the computer, but then they are stuck vith it when they get it 
and what you want to know what are the other people doing, so 
you definitely should go out to Antilles as a customer and let 
them think you are being sold on. Cause Monday you might use 
them for a time, but otherwise in knowing. But the ether guys 
are getting in the systems they are using and what they are 
getting an index system and the guys at the Justice Department 
are surprised they came back and says, don f t bother going out, 
it doesn't have what you want. I thought they were a step 
ahead of us or something. They said not at all. But you 
should go out and see them. 

V: I'll do that. 

H: You got a car? You got a rental car here. 

V: Yes. 

H: That is great, try cut there near the Dallas Airport, they are 

easy to get to down on 66th. (illegible) just go out as a 
customer . 

V: Sure see their operation and see if they are doing something 

we can do. 

H: Then one day you might want them for something. 

W: You know what we need. He is totally familiar with what we 

want to do the (illegible) why we are doing this and this is 
his responsibility and what he faxes is his responsibility and 
see what he does. 

H: Make a note, where are you staying at? 

V: Over at the Marriott. 

H: Make a note. I am at 549-0515. If I am not there I got a 

lousy answering service that takes forever to answer but, and 
ah, my wife's name is Kathy. We are right over here in the 
old town. 

V: Okay. 

H: And, any kind of problem with Russell while you are here. 

While you are here. 
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V: Rich? Is in ths iai« office as Ken. 

H: Yes his name is Rich Hyams. 

V: So I could give him a call.... 

H: Rich, when Ken is not there and Rich is out doing soma other 

work these days and he is in and out of the office, ah, they 
Rich is the, he understands the system and the 5 meg and that 
kind of stuff, so when Ken is out he is pretty good. Ken is 
the inventor. Now they go on in L.A. as the California 
Brothers, the dream of the dream you don't want. So what, ah, 
what has happened to them, these things is like a new 
transmission in a Mazda. I'll get a Mazda but the old 
transmission that everybody learned about and find out about 
the interior thing, they (illegible) guarantee is good and 
that is what is happening here a lot. For what Ken's got. 
He didn't (illegible) what my opinion to be used enough to use 
usable equipment, and everybody, and we don't have any 
marketing or anything like that, and we were waiting for a 
White Knight to come and buy our part of the company but he 
wanted too much for the last time. I am a very, maybe I am 
not patient, maybe I just put things off one way or the other 
but I just can't waiting. Now Ken is in the mind now that I 
can bring a White Knight in for a nice healthy piece of the 
company, give him all the money he needs, do what he wants to 
do, and let the White Knight do the marketing and he still 
won't loose the company. Ah, but he wasn't, probably a year 
ago, I don't know how many things I didn't pay attention, he 
wanted everybody to come in for a piece of the action. It was 
so funny you know. My wife, now, he is coming out for air 
once in a while. Ken are you ready now? In a nice way, he 
doesn't know ,... Hey Ken are you ready. So he Is ready now 
so I have some people going to Japan, but we have to do the 
Japanese, the Americans are trying to get them back in. Some 
Japanese outfits we, aren't dealing with them anyway. And he 
has a contract with Mitsubishi with us anyway. He is about to 
turn the corner but until he was ready I just couldn't^o it 
for him. 

W: well he'll know that we are serious about this, and we can 

give it a push. I think it is like everything else, you know, 
when the Nissan formula cars ran our Gran Prix, everybody, 
takes those. 

H: Well, he's got IBM, here in the office. Digital, everybody in 

Congress trying to sell these new programs to them, don't ever 
talk about this about when, in our big system, but they are 
all trying to get this big system in the library, that Japan 
died and the Government are all trying to copy whatever, 
(illegible) the size of them. And so, all these people are 
there negotiating, they are always being told, we like 
everything you got here but we don't want to talk about your 
retrieval system cause we are going to have to, we have 
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readware. We have a contract with him and ve support them in 
the contract and if that is what they want. And it is 
unbelievable, these guys can't believe it. They cone see us 
and of course ve want to see hov you do it, and all that stuff 
anyway, (illegible). And you know put out your money. And 
not invented here, they are trying to invent the vheel 
themselves is like selling Motors to General Motors, so you 
got that company problem but the Japanese usually at the right 
time to do something. What I have is the head of MITI, the 
Japanese Government that runs everything in the industry, of 
industry and they are.... 

W: Is that where you got that name? MITI. 

H: No, no, no. MITI is Ministry of Information Technology in 

Japan which it tells Mitsubishi this is yours and it tells 
Toshiba this is yours, and it tells Yvak this is yours, 
salute. And each one does it thing and they support the other 
guy cause that is his and then we'll make it up for you over 
here and... that is the way they run. They might very well 
friendly advise that the computer group admit these. So as

RE: MEETING WITH CHARLES HAMEL ON AUGUST It, It 90 

As pre-arranged , Hamel came to the Ecclit office at approximately 
11:15 a.c. There he met with Vern Johnscr., Computer Programmer and 
myself. Rick Lund was in the listening pest room and handled the 
video tape recording. 

Vern Johnson explained the software set up as veil as the scanner 
to Hamel. There was a conversation between Hamel and Johnson with 
regard to the scanning/ input of the attorney/client documents. 
There was conversation when Hamel mentioned that he would like the 
attomey/client wording redacted from the computer information. 

Also during the video recording in the Ecolit office, I attempted 
to give Hamel the check for $2000. Hamel rejected the check and 
indicated that we would talk later. 

After the meeting in the Ecolit office, Hamel and I vent to the 
Howard Johnson's Restaurant which was clcse to the Ecolit office. 

I unsuccessfully attempted to record the entire conversation with 
a mini-cassette recorder in my briefcase. Hamel was too aware of

what was taking place for me to change the tapes or put the 
recorder in an area that would facilitate a better recording. That 
recording was marked, dated and initialed and is placed in an 
evidence envelope which was sealed on the 20th with the words, 
"recording of WBB and CH in Crystal City, Virginia at HJ after 
Ecolit meet." 

During the breakfast meeting at the Howard Johnson's Hamel and I 
discussed his payment. He took the check saying that the money 
would be used to reimburse his sources for their work and expense 
money . 

Hamel mentioned several issues. The first was an alleged dumping 
situation involving two Exxon tankers that have been dumping 
barrels containing oil overboard for the last four years, every 
four days between New Orleans and Port Everglades in Ft. 
Lauderdale. Hamel said he had information that the dumping had 
taken place until last November when Exxon got rid of the tankers. 

I strongly urged Hamel to come forward with the information so that 
something could be done. Hamel was under the impression that we 
would file a lawsuit if possible. I told him that we would need to 
speak first hand to someone who actually witnessed it or, in the

alternative if it was still going on, the tine and the approxinate 
date that it was happening and ve would conduct an areal or seize 
surveillance and file the activity so that ve can make the 
appropriate reports. Hanel said that it was not still going on. 
Hanel said that there was one captain that would possibly testify 
and four other people that had knowledge. He said that everyone 
was fairly scared to cone forward. I told Hanel that if I could 
speak with one or nore of then, perhaps I could subnit an affidavit 
as to what they told me. 

Apparently these are sources of Bill Kaufnan, a reporter for the 
Boston Globe. According to Hamel, Kaufman has a source inside 
Irasse's office in Exxon that used to attend executive meetings 
with Irasse himself. 

Hanel mentioned that the second issue was in California. He 
mentioned that BP, Arco and Exxon ships were involved with taking 
non-water north. Hamel mentioned that there was a way, and that he 
was trying to develop the information through John Valentine, that 
oil and sludge was being taken across the boarder by truck into 
Mexico and that farmers were actually being given or sold hazardous 
waste to use in the form as oil on their roadways to keep the dust 
down. Apparently Valentine has a man and a woman who were going to

take tine off from their jobs and actually follow the trucks. 
Valentine is a former tanker nan, now president of Soundwatch, an 
environmental group in the Puget Sound area. Valentine is also 
involved with a group known COPP. According to Hamel, Valentine 
was active in the Seafarers International Union, (SIU) and very 
familiar with N.P.D.S. issues. Apparently some of the $2000 I gave 
Hamel would go to the couple to be reimbursed for expenses. Along 
that line, Hamel mentioned that he had issued his credit cards to 
various sources throughout that country so that they could use his 
credit cards when they made long distance telephone calls. Hamel 's 
wife had been complaining that the bills were to high. 

Another part of the same issue involves Crowley Marine and the 
barge referred to in my earlier memos. Apparently when the tankers 
stop in the San Pedro area at the Gatx Terminal, which is owned by 
BP, the fuel is loaded aft while gunk is off loaded onto the 
barges, forward. According to Hamel, his source told him that it 
took nine hours to gravity feed the gunk onto the barge. 

I again I encouraged Hamel that we want to follow this up and put 
a stop to this activity.

One of Hanoi's other issues was that he apparently had knowledge, 
through unknown source, that the captain of the Baton Rouge, who is 
the captain during the Prince William Sound incident, wanted to 
talk. The captain now lives in Havaii and will testify that 
instead of off loading oil from the recked Exxon Valdez, he 
actually off loaded water. The gallon amount was used as a public 
relations issue and given to the media at the time. According to 
Hamel, the captain will testify that he wanted to pump the water 
back into the Exxon Valdez and remove more oil and was told no. 

Nothing further was said.

During the past few days, vs have had several phone conversations 
about Hamel's verbal allegations that there is a bunch of dumping 
of hazardous waste going on. My original direction from you was 
that if Hamel made such an allegation, we should encourage him to 
give us some shred of proof or give us the information so that we 
can follow up and investigate. I have done just that. 

It is difficult to pin Hamel down as to the source of the 
information or exactly when and where it is happening. I think the 
video tapes of the undercover office will speak for themselves in 
terms of my obvious interest in that area. 

During your last visit to Miami, we discussed just what to do 
should Hamel make such allegations. You mentioned that we had no 
choice but to follow through. I could not agree more.

As you know, and as you will note from the video recordings, Hamel 
rambles a great deal. He also refers to other people's sources as 
his. A good example of that is Boston Globe reporter Kauffman's 
sources in the Puget Sound area. Originally, Kamel indicated that 
he had sources in that area. In reality, if I am to believe him 
now, those sources were actually Kauffman's and shared with or told 
to Hamel by Kauffman. 

This will acknowledge your desire to pursue the dumping and 
pollution allegations as necessary to continue to demonstrate our 
general interest in this area and to ensure continued validity for 
our operation, as it relates to Hamel receiving stolen memoranda 
from inside Alyeska, or firms retained by Alyeska, to do 
attorney/client work product research.
